On  a  warm  summer’s  day,  some  say  you  can  smelt  the  faint  scent  of  molasses 
wafting  through  the  North  End.  While  Boston  has  had  no  shortage  of  historic 
happenings,  from  Paul  Revere’s  midnight  ride  to  the  OG  Tea  Party,  there’s 
also  the  tragic  tale  of  the  Great  Molasses  Flood.  On  Jan.  15, 1919,  a  50-foot 
molasses  tank  collapsed  and  the  sticky  stuff  swept  through  the  neighborhood, 
killing  21  people  and  injuring  another  150.  On  its  centennial,  this  stranger-than- 
fiction  occurrence  is  being  honored  with  a  collection  of  molasses-centric  events 
and  eats  in  the  city,  including  a  reading  by  local  historian  Stephen  Puleo,  author 
of  Dark  Tide.  “I  hope  people  are  able  to  relate  to  the  real-life  characters  and  their 
compelling  stories,”  Puleo  says.  “Ultimately,  this  is  a  very  human  story  and

A  NEIGHBORHOOD  SPOT  OPENS  NEAR  SYMPHONY  HALL

Red  Paint  Hospitality  Group — 
the  team  behind  Hopewell  Bar& 
Kitchen  and  The  Avenue — is  hoping 
to  hit  all  the  right  notes  with  its 
new  eatery  in  the  shadow  of  Sym¬ 
phony  Hall.  The  Westland,  which  opened  in 
early  January,  features  a  tavern-inspired  menu, 
a  whiskey-focused  bar  program  and  subtle  nods 
to  the  neighborhood. 

“It’s  not  a  fancy  destination  place  where  you 
go  once  ayear  for  a  special  event,”  owner  Douglas 
Bacon  says.  “My  inspiration  was  to  make  it  the 
kind  of  place  where  you  might  go  for  dinner  with 
your  family  on  a  Saturday  night  or  go  sit  at  the 
bar  and  have  an  appetizer  when  you’re  meeting 
friends.” 

Settingup  shop  in  the  long- shuttered  Symphony  8 
space,  The  Westland  draws  influences  from 


English  pubs  and  F rench  brasseries  for  its  casual 
atmosphere.  The  129-seat  interior  includes  plush 
red  leather  banquettes  and  abar  area  on  each  of  the 
two  floors. 

Bacon  says  that  compared  to  his  other  restau¬ 
rants,  “This  [one]  is  more  ambitious  with  the  menu 
and  the  presentation  and  the  inside  of  the  space . 
We’re  aiming  a  little  bit  higher  than  any  of  my  other 
locations.” 

Helmed  by  chef  Danielle  Dorcil  (formerly  of 
Fat  Baby),  the  kitchen  is  open  nightly  for  dinner, 
with  plans  to  expand  to  weekday  lunch  and  week¬ 
end  brunch.  The  menu  includes  shareable  options 
like  pork-belly  fries  topped  with  crispy  Brussels 
sprout  leaves  and  maple  sweet  potato  aioli,  as  well 
as  a  number  of  grilled  pizzas,  like  a  prosciutto  pie 
featuring  pistachio  pesto,  mascarpone,  arugula 
and  fig  preserves.  Bigger  bites  include  dishes  such 


as  porchetta  served  with  sweet  potato  puree,  veg¬ 
gies  and  mustard  veloute,  plus  sandwiches  and  an 
eponymous  burger  stacked  with  shallots,  truffled 
mushroom  aioli,  tomato  tapenade  and  red  wine 
gastrique. 

The  drink  program,  spearheaded  by  bar  man¬ 
ager  Julia  Buccieri,  features  alineup  of  cocktails 
named  after  statues  at  Symphony  Hall,  like  the 
Three  Graces,  made  using  Espolon  Anejo  tequila, 
Don  Ciccio  8c  Figli  mandarin  liqueur,  creme  de  cas¬ 
sis,  lime,  wildflower  honey  and  egg  white,  as  well  as 
an  extensive  whiskey  list  with  offerings  like  Whis¬ 
tle  Pig  and  Pappy  Van  Winkle. 

“I  know  we’re  going  to  get  a  lot  of  people  who  are 
going  to  Symphony  Hall  and  the  Huntington  The¬ 
atre  and  New  England  Conservatory  and  other 
places,”  Bacon  says.  “But  my  first  goal  is  to  serve 
and  connect  with  the  people  who  live  close  by.” 


Good  Eats:  Clove  Story 


As  it  enters  its  23rd  year,  Franklin  Cafe  is  returning  to  its  roots  by  reviving  some 
old-school  favorites,  including  the  organic  chicken  with  20  cloves,  a  comfort 
food  classic  that  incorporates  sherry,  thyme,  lemon  and  garlic  for  a  bright  and 
balanced  bite.  “The  slow  roasting  brings  out  the  elegant  and  often  overlooked 
gentler  nature  of  garlic,”  says  David  DuBois,  who  is  back  as  head  chef  with  part¬ 
ner  Phil  Audino  after  an  eight-year  absence  that  saw  them  open  six  other  spots, 
including  Our  Fathers.  And  to  the  delight  of  night  owls  and  industry  folks,  the 
South  End  standby  slings  its  full  menu  until  T30  am,  meaning  this  dish  may  also

INGREDIENTS:  Rye,  sweet  vermouth,  walnut 
liqueur,  honey,  lavender  bitters 

BACKGROUND:  This  flavor  combo  struck  Rich 
Andreoli  as  he  enjoyed  a  walnut-lavender  scone 
during  his  trip  to  run  with  the  bulls  in  Spain.  Back 
in  LA,  he  whipped  upaone-night  special  for  an 
experimental  bar  where  he  worked.  “You’d  cre¬ 
ate  five  new  cocktails  that  were  original  and 
you'd  never  run  ’em  again,”  Andreoli  says.  “You 
wanna  try  a  cocktail  injected  into  a  gummy  bear? 
You  got  it."  On  his  50th  or  so  menu,  he  turned  to 
racehorses  to  pick  out  a  name:  Secretariat.  And 
when  he  ventured  into  Pammy's  as  bar  manager 
five  months  ago,  Andreoli  revived  the  cocktail, 
this  time  as  a  nod  to  Gladiator. 

FLAVOR:  Andreoli  taps  a  nutty  base  like  Wild 
Turkey  or  George  Dickel  to  stand  up  to  the 
sweeter  elements.  Then  comes  the  lavender. 


“When  used  correctly,  it  can  dry  something  out 
on  the  finish,"  he  says  of  the  difficult  ingredient. 

I  n  fact,  “The  more  resistant  you  are  to  lavender, 
the  more  I  want  to  make  it  for  you." 

A  BITTER  END:  As  regulars  taste  their  way 
through  the  nearly  three  dozen  amah  on  the 
menu,  Andreoli  is  always  looking  to  give  guests 
something  else  to  sample.  The  latest  apres- 
dinner  option.  Noveis,  a  blend  of  wild  mint, 
tarragon  and  hazelnut  from  Piedmont,  Italy. 

UP  NEXT:  The  roster  of  originals— including  the 
Stefani,  which  features  a  shit-ton  of  banana 
components  and  is  named  after  Blake  Shelton's 
better  half— wilt  grow  as  each  bartender  teams 
up  with  a  chef  forsome  culinary  inspiration.

BKBX,  a  new  fitness  center  from  the  founders 
of  Brooklyn  Boulders,  isn't  simply  meant  to  be 
a  gym  where  you  bust  out  a  few  bicep  curls  and 
head  home,  “We  train  people  for  adventure,  but 
we  also  make  fitness  adventurous,"  says  Mike 
Hansen,  BKBX  project  lead. 

When  the  nearly  9,000-square-foot  space 
opens  in  Allston  this  winter,  fitness  buffs  and 
novices  can  enroll  in  monthly  memberships 
for  unlimited  50-minute  group  classes  or  opt 
for  packages  or  single  drop-in  sessions  to  try 
their  hand  at  a  90-foot  bouldering  wall.  At  an 
“adventure  bar,”  you  can  consult  with  coaches, 
review  video  footage  of  your  indoor  climbs 
and  book  excursions  to  explore  nature.  Step 
into  the  slick  adventure  studio— with  a  glowing 
ceiling  rig  that  looks  like  the  hull  of  a  starship— 
and  you'll  find  intense  group  workouts  focused 
on  strength,  athleticism  and  decision-making. 
Capped  at  24  individuals,  classes  might  mix 
line  sprints  on  the  indoor  turf  with  500-meter 
rows  and  cable  chest  presses  to  torch  the 
whole  body.  The  sessions  also  keep  your  brain 
in  the  game  with  programmable  lights  that 
signal  moving  on  to  a  new  activity,  like  toss¬ 
ing  a  ball. 

Progress  and  goals  are  based  on  the 
Adventure  Quotient,  a  metric  that  tracks 
heart  rate  and  force  output  in  each  class. 
Real-time  biometric  data  will  light  up  tiles 
on  the  studio  wall,  letting  you  know  when  to 
rev  up  or  slow  down.  Attendees  push  toward 
both  a  cumulative  class  goal  and  individual 
goals  based  on  their  own  fitness  levels.  “You 
pull  everybody  with  you,”  says  Paul  Juris, 
director  of  fitness  programming  and  educa- -- 
tion.  “Our  philosophy  and  culture  is  all  about 
community.”  /  Nathan  Tavares 


Leaps  and  Bounds 

Maddy  Karolian  spent  months  scrolling  through  websites  looking 
for  an  area  rug  for  the  new  place  she’d  bought  with  her  husband  in 
Roslindale.  But  after  all  that  browsing,  she  still  couldn’t  find  the  perfect 
option  for  her  dining  room.  “I  realized  that  if  I  could  just  mix  and  match 
the  designs,  colors  and  sizes  from  different  rugs  I  had  liked,  I  could  get 
exactly  what  I  wanted,”  she  says.  The  solution  to  her  problem  came 
from  starting  her  own  business.  Boundless,  which  offers  customers  a 
chance  to  customize  their  own  rugs  based  on  size  and  color.  The  web¬ 
site  offers  24  patterns  and  11  colors  (pricing  starts  at  $279)  as  well  as  a 
home  touch  test  ($15)  of  six  samples  so  you  can  see  the  product  in  your 
space.  “I  spoke  to  so  many  people  who  were  nervous  to  buy  rugs  online 
because  they  didn't  know  what  they  would  look  and  feel  like,”  Karolian 
says.  “Rugs  have  such  a  huge  impact  on  a  space  and  give  you  the  ability 
to  dramatically  change  things  up  with  a  lot  less  installation  effort  than 
painting.”/  Matt  Martinelli

PRECIOUS  BREATH 


A  LOCAL  AUTHOR  TAKES  A  WIDE  LOOK  AT  RACIAL  INEQUALITY 


We  Can’t  Breathe:  On  Black  Lives,  White  Lies,  and 
the  Art  of  Survival  by  Jabari  Asim 

Published  by  Picador,  190  pages,  $17 

In  We  Can’t  Breathe,  Jabari  Asim’s  tone 
sometimes  seems  like  bitterness  wrapped  in 
sorrow,  but  it’s  also  suavely  poetic.  The  Med¬ 
ford  author  and  associate  professor  at  Emer¬ 
son  College  writes  in  his  latest  book  about 
violence  against  black  people,  from  slavery  to  the 
killings  of  unarmed  Michael  Brown  and  Trayvon 
Martin.  He  also  touches  on  black  musicians  who 
were  “paid”  in  Cadillacs  while  their  work  was 
hijacked  by  white  singers,  as  well  as  the  questionable 
portrayals  oftheir  lives  by  white  writers  and  artists. 

Examining  his  own  upbringing,  Asim  acknowl¬ 
edges  that  others  were  less  lucky  than  he.  His  pres¬ 
ent  and  loving  father  nurtured  his  intelligent 
curiosity,  eventually  leading  to  a  position  at  The 
Washington  Post,  the  editor-in-chief  role  for  the 
NAACP’s  T/ieCn'sz'sandmanybooks.  NowinMassa- 
chusetts,  Asim  wonders  about  Medford’s  Slave  Wall 
built  to  mark  a  white  owner’s  property  in  1765,  the 


same  year  more  than  5,000  blacks  were  held  captive 
in  our  state.  He  also  strongly  embraces  the  energy 
of  his  race  with  a  wonderful  chapter  on  “Strut,”  cel¬ 
ebrating  that  particular  confident  energy  displayed 
by  blacks  in  music  and  in  everyday  movement  and 
style.  Sometimes  that  spirit  is  summoned  in  trouble¬ 
some  situations  as  when  Elizabeth  Eckford  did  so  in 
Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  in  1957,  bravely  marching  to 
integrate  schools  while  being  attacked. 

While  Asim  vividly,  sometimes  sardonically, 
describes  racial  horrors  and  cruelties,  his  attitude 
often  holds  to  measured  contrarianism  as  well  as 
an  unforgiving  stance  on  oppressors.  His  writing 
throughout  the  book  embodies  that  spirit. 

From  Page  156:  “Adulthood  was  right  around  the 
corner  but  Emmett  never  got  there.  Mamie  Till  wanted 
us  to  know  why  he  didn’t.  When  she  arranged  his  battered 
remains  in  an  open  casket,  more  than  fifty  thousand 
black  Chicagoans  lined  up  to  view  the  body.  Today,  Till’s 
casket,  exhumed  in  2004when  a  grand  jury  reopened 
his  case,  sits  on  display  in  the  Smithsonian’s  Museum  of 
African  American  History  and  Culture.”  ♦

THE  QUIET  PLACE 

FINDING  PARADISE  IN  A  MORE  SERENE  PART OFTHE  BAHAMAS 


WHEN  SOMEONE  MENTIONS 

“The  Cove”  and  “the  Bahamas” 
in  the  same  sentence,  most 
people  think  of  the  slick,  glitzy, 
adults-only  high-rise  that’s  part 
of  the  mega-resort  Atlantis,  on  Paradise  Island.  It’s  a 
fortunate  mistake  that  keeps  the  hordes  away  from 
atrue  Bahamian  paradise  by  the  same  name.  Fifty 
miles  farther  east  is  the  practically  untouched  island 
of  Eleuthera,  and  the  Cove  Eleuthera  bears  no  rela¬ 
tion  to  its  name  twin  and  is  the  antithesis  of  a  thump- 
ingpool  scene,  casinos  andgiantwaterpark. 

To  the  contrary,  the  property  consists  of  a  mere 
57  villas  and  cottages,  spread  out  over  perfectly 
clipped  lawns  and  well-tended  gardens,  over- 
lookingtwo  talcum  powder  white  sand  beaches 
bisected  by  a  rocky  promontory.  It  couldn’t  be 
simpler — a  serene  and  contemplative  getaway 
whether  you’re  canoodling  honeymooners  ora 
pop  star  hiding  from  the  paparazzi.  Its  motto 
should  be  “relax,  rinse,  repeat,”  although  there’s 
plenty  more  to  do. 

Eleuthera  is  the  eastern  lip  of  an  extinct  volcano 
crater,  peaking  out  of  the  water,  no  miles  long  and 
nowhere  wider  than  a  mile  and  a  half.  The  Cove 
is  tucked  away  in  Gregory  Town,  on  the  northern 
third  ofthe  island.  Given  its  long,  narrow  topogra¬ 
phy,  it’s  surprising  that  the  island  grows  anything 
at  all,  but  Eleuthera  is  known  for  its  pineapples  and 
hosts  an  annual  festival  every  June.  If  this  sounds 
abit  sleepierthan,  say,  Carnival  inTrinidad  and 
Tobago,  that’s  exactly  the  point.  Eleuthera’s  the 
very  embodiment  of  chill. 


So  beyond  lolling  on  a  chaise  lounge,  swaying  in 
a  hammock  or  bobbing  around  in  the  water,  what  is 
there  to  do?  Complimentary  stand-up  paddleboards, 
kayaks,  snorkeling  equipment  and  bicycles  await 
and,  for  the  gym  rat  who  can’t  miss  a  workout  while 
on  vacation,  the  fitness  center,  located  in  the  resort’s 
spa, hasamillion-dollar  view  ofthe  Caribbean.  Ifyou 
want  to  venture  beyond  The  Cove,  take  advantage  of 
the  resort’s  Jeep  rentals. 

A  day  trip  to  Harbour  Island  will  take  you  past 
two  major  points  of  interest.  The  Queen’s  Bath  is  a 
natural  hot  tub  created  by  the  relentless  pounding 
of  the  Atlantic  surf.  At  mid-tide,  the  sun  warms  the 
trapped  water  to  abath-like  temperature,  makingfor 
a  delightful  soak  (tennis  or  water  shoes  are  strongly 
recommended) .  Farther  north  along  the  Queen’s 
Highway  is  the  Glass  Window  Bridge,  the  narrowest 
point  on  the  island,  where  the  contrast  between  the 
cerulean  blue  of  the  Atlantic  and  the  electric  aqua  of 
the  Bight  of  Eleuthera  is  stark  and  startling. 

Continuing  on  to  North  Eleuthera,  you  reach  the 
docks  where  a  quick  ferry  ride  will  take  you  to  Har¬ 
bour  Island,  a  much  smaller  and  more  low-key  ver¬ 
sion  of  Gustavia  in  St.  Barth,  with  pink  sand  beaches, 
superb  dining  spots,  several  high-end  resorts  and 
lots  ofhidey-holes  ofthe  rich  and  famous.  Be  sure  not 
to  miss  Lone  Tree — a  piece  of  driftwood  inexplica¬ 
bly  standing  sentinel  on  the  shore — which  is  one  of 
the  Bahamas’  most  photographed  spots.  Eleuthera’s 
geology  has  also  given  rise  to  a  number  of  cenotes,  or 
sinkholes,  many  known  only  to  locals.  Stopping  at 
one  for  an  adrenaline-inducingjump  is  an  excellent 
way  to  sober  up  after  a  bit  too  much  rose  at  lunch. 


Of  course,  most  people  go  to  the  Bahamas  to 
spend  time  in  or  on  the  water,  and  the  reef  div¬ 
ing  is  some  of  the  best  in  the  Caribbean.  The  Dev¬ 
il’s  Backbone  has  claimed  an  inordinate  number  of 
ships,  making  it  one  ofthe  world’s  top  destinations 
for  wreck  diving.  Somehow,  there’s  even  a  train  that 
sank  in  1865.  You  can  also  enjoy  activities  like  diving 
for  conch  or  lionfish  using  only  snorkel  gear.  While 
conch  are  native  to  the  area  (and  a  staple  in  Bahamian 
cuisine),  lionfish  are  an  invasive  species  wreaking 
havoc  on  the  health  of  the  reef.  Visitors  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  help  reduce  the  population,  and  the  chefback 
at  The  Cove  will  happily  turn  your  catch  into  a  deli¬ 
cious  dinner.  Another  wildlypopularwater  activity 
is  avisit  to  Spanish  Wells,  where  you  can  cavort  with 
the  Bahamas’ famed  swimming  pigs. 

For  more  passive  pursuits,  The  Cove  features 
abeautifully  appointed,  full-service  spaoffering 
treatments  like  hot  stone,  deep  tissue,  localized  or 
traditional  Thai  massages.  Equally  relaxingis  the 
Hammock  Happy  Hour,  when  cocktail  carts  are  set 
up  to  service  the  hammocks  suspendedbetween 
palm  trees.  However,  the  best  place  to  watch  the  sun¬ 
set  is  undoubtedlyfrom  the  Point  Bar,  an  open-air 
spot  with  flawless  views  to  the  west.  The  Cove’s  din¬ 
ing  options,  while  limited,  don’t  disappoint.  Free¬ 
dom  Restaurant  and  Sushi  Bar  is  as  lip-smacking  as 
it  sounds,  while  the  more  casual  GregoryTown  Grill 
offers  island,  American  and  Asian  cuisines. 

Whether  it’s  enjoying  coffee  from  the  comfort  of 
your  own  deck  or  having  one  of  the  incredibly  and 
genuinely  friendly  staff  offer  a  sincere  compliment 
on  your  shoes,  the  Cove  Eleuthera  stacks  up  against 
the  most  welcomingand  pamperingresorts  in  the 
world.  And  ironically,  there  is  one  hotel  you  might 
have  heard  of  that’s  a  sister  property:  the  aptly  named 
Enchantment  in  Sedona,  Arizona.  They  could’ve  just 
as  easily  given  The  Cove  the  same  name,  but  then,  no 
one  would  confuse  it  with  the  other  one.  ♦

JEWEL  BOX 

^MAKURA  PACKS  TRADITIONAL  JAPANESE  FARE  INTO  A  COZY  URBAN  SETTING 


At  the  new  Kamakura  on  the  edge 
of  the  Financial  District,  chef/owner 
Youji  Iwakura  shoehorns  a  bevy  of 
concepts  into  three  snug,  modern 
rooms.  The  first-floor  dining  room, 
Kamakura  proper,  seats  16  at  tables,  with  eight 
seats  at  a  formal  diningbar  fronting  a  finishing 
kitchen.  Reserve  seats  here  for  one  of  two  nightly 
seatings  of  the  Kamakura  kaiseki,  a  lavish  set 
menu  ($156, 10  courses).  The  second-floor  Wash- 
oku  Bistro  has  a  slightly  greater  capacity  with  a 
bartender  behind  its  bar,  plus  a  more  casual  a  la 
carte  menu.  There’s  also  a  “cha  kaiseki”  ($122, 
eight  courses).  Kumo,  a  rooftop  lounge  with  spec¬ 
tacular  city  views  through  a  retractable  glass  roof, 
awaits  warmer  weather  to  serve  drinks  and  snacks. 
The  lunchtime  crowd  is  offered  a  short  menu  of 
deluxe-looking  bento  boxes  ($22-^25),  and  there’s 
an  afternoon  matcha  tea  and  sweets  service  in  the 
works,  too.  Got  all  that? 

Feeling  post-New-Year’s  frugality,  we  started 
with  a  la  carte  ordering.  Tofu  and  sea  urchin  ($18) 
fills  a  ceramic  cup  with  warm  tofu — the  texture 
of  light  custard— then  drizzles  it  with  airy  mirin 
sabayon  and  tops  it  with  a  few  tiny  pieces  of  uni 
and  a  ruby  clutch  of  trout  caviar  pearls.  Pickled 
seasonal  vegetables  ($14)  including  hotpeppers, 


fennel  and  cauliflower  are  bright,  crisp  and  slightly 
sweet,  just  about  perfect.  Eggplant  ($12)  arrays 
just-underdone  slices  of  Japanese  eggplant  sauced 
in  a  vibrant  spicy  miso  with  a  bit  of  broccolini  and 
walnuts  for  bitter  and  crunchy  contrast.  Persim¬ 
mon  tempura  ($16)  finds  exquisitely  ripe  speci¬ 
mens  to  skillfully  batter-fry,  presented  against 
tempura  sweet  potato  in  a  sesame-based  sauce. 
Dashi  miso  shiru  ($12)  floats  three  pristine  little- 
necks  in  a  dark,  glossy,  slightly  overly  salty  broth 
with  flecks  of  slightly  gelatinous  mekabu  seaweed. 
Kenchin  shojin  soup  ($8)  couches  winter  vegeta¬ 
bles  (carrot,  Brussels  sprouts,  burdock  root)  with 
fried  tofu  in  a  kombu  shiitake  dashi:  simple,  reduc¬ 
tive,  elegant  (and vegan).  Areal  robata  (charcoal) 
grill  adds  excellent  carbon  and  smoke  to  proteins 
like  apple-marinated  lamb  chops  ($36),  which 
almost  evokes  nouvelle  cuisine  with  a  swish  swirl 
of  parsnip  puree,  pomegranate  tare  and  sake- 
plumped  raisins.  Unagi  chawanmushi  ($16)  tops 
a  fluffy  steamed  egg  custard  with  sweetly  sauced 
grilled  eel.  Ikura  onigiri  rice  ball  ($15)  is  picture- 
pretty — an  oblong  of  caramelized  rice  topped  with 
salmon  roe  and  nori  floats  in  wasabi  dashi — but 
feels  and  tastes  underbrowned. 

Chef  Iwakura’s  lengthy  experience  in  local 
Japanese  restaurants  (Snappy  Ramen,  Basho, 


Uni)  sets  high  expectations  for  his  sushi  and 
sashimi.  Ordering  the  craft  sashimi  freestyle  in 
the  smaller  “ruby”  portion  ($32)  yields  a  respect¬ 
able  array  of  five  species  (scallop,  amberjack, 
Spanish  sea  bass,  ora  king  salmon,  big-eye  tuna) 
with  fine  knifework  and  two  usefully  contrasting 
dips  (pale,  delicate  plum  shoyu  and  rich,  double- 
fermented,  shortly  aged  shoyu),  but  the  portion 
feels  meager.  Nigiri,  beautifully  cut  and  seasoned 
atop  great  sushi  rice,  is  impeccable,  especially 
versions  with  octopus,  scallop,  sea  urchin  and 
salmon  roe  (each  $12  for  two  pieces).  No  soy  sauce 
provided,  none  needed.  There’s  the  coup  we’ve 
been  waiting  for! 

We  selflessly  torpedoed  our  January  resolu¬ 
tions  to  tackle  the  Kamakurakaiseki,  a  10-course 
extravaganza  of  smallish,  elegantly  plated  dishes, 
with  the  added  spectacle  of  finish  prep  in  front  of 
us.  There  are  some  repeats  from  the  bistro  menu 
(sashimi,  eel  chawanmushi,  abetter-browned 
rice  cake),  plus  newhighlights  like  sweetly  sauced 
mushrooms  scattered  with  chili  threads,  more 
outstanding  nigiri  (horse  mackerel,  sea  urchin), 
delicate,  fatty  slices  of  robata-grilled  hybrid 
wagyubeef  sirloin  (delicious, but  so  remote  in 
texture  from  real  Japanese  wagyu  that  it’s  a  trav¬ 
esty  on  the  name),  cod  from  two  coasts  (British 
Columbia  and  Maine)  done  two  ways  (sashimi 
and  robata)  and  an  exquisite  surimi  fish  cake 
streaked  with  lobster  and  topped  with  Jonah  crab 
salad.  This  two-hour  parade  of  luxury  is  capped 
by  a  few  sublime  wagashi  (tiny  desserts)  from 
pastry  chef  Keiko  Iwakura:  a  chewy,  petit-four- 
like  confection  made  with  lima  bean  paste,  three 
futuristic-looking,  jewel-like  agar  candies  (firm- 
shelled,  tender  within),  a  swipe  of  kinako  soybean 
powder  and  a  cup  of  bitter  matcha  tea. 

Unsurprisingly,  with  that  glamorous  rooftop 
bar,  attention  has  been  paid  to  drinks,  notably 
sake,  with  about  30  offerings  in  abroad  variety  of 
prices,  styles  and  temperatures,  including  wel¬ 
come  novelties  like  Dewatsuru  Sakura  Emaki 
($52, 360-milliliter  bottle),  which  derives  its 
rose-like  tint  from  purple  rice,  and  Dassai  Spar¬ 
kling  Junmai  Nigori  50  ($50),  a  fascinating,  unfil¬ 
tered  sparkler.  There’s  a  tight  list  of  18  wines 
($12-^19,  glass;  $45-$h8,  bottle),  ahandful  of 
beers  ($7-$i6)  and  a  modest  selection  of  shochus 
($8-$2o)  and  Japanese  whiskies  ($io-$8o).  Ser¬ 
vice  cannot  help  but  be  perfectly  attentive  at  the 
kaiseki  bar,  but  we  hit  some  snags  in  the  bistro 
setting.  Courses  were  oddly  sequenced  (a  “wel¬ 
come”  dish  served  last)  and  not  effectively  paced 
(piling  up  more  plates  than  the  table  could  com¬ 
fortably  accommodate). 

In  all,  on  the  strength  of  its  cunning  setting, 
sushi  and  other  bistro  dishes,  Kamakura  deserves 
a  spot  in  the  firmament  of  Boston’s  better  mid- 
high  Japanese  restaurants.  In  the  depths  of  a  dark 
Boston  winter,  the  promise  of  summertime  sushi 
and  sake  on  its  rooftop  bar  seems  especially  sweet. 
We  don’t  know  how  many  more  $156  kaisekis  we 
have  in  us,  though.  In  2019,  that  much  indulgence 
can  feel  like  a  slog.  ♦

OLLIE’S  WELL 

JOHN  C.  REILLY  AND  STEVE  COOGAN  RESURRECTAN  ICONIC  SCREEN  DUO 


There’s  a  good  reason  that  director 
Jon  S.  Baird’s  delightful  newbiopic  is 
called  Stan  &  Ollie.  Rather  than  capital¬ 
izing  on  the  recognizable  monikers  of 
Laurel  and  Hardy,  the  film  gets  to  the 
heart  of  what  Baird  is  most  interested  in:  the  men 
behind  the  comedic  icons. 

And  what  men  he’s  cast  to  play  the  aging  duo! 
While  it  maybe  easier  to  envision  John  C.  Reilly 
(. Holmes&  Watson )  portrayingthe  portly  Oliver 
Hardy  than  it  is  British  comedian  Steve  Coogan 
(. Philomena )  playing  the  lean  Stan  Laurel,  both 
do  wonders  underthe  less-is-more  approach 
favored  by  makeup  supervisor  Jeremy  Woodhead 
and  Oscar-winning  prosthetics  designer  Mark  Cou- 
lier,  who  allowed  as  much  of  the  actors  to  come 
through  as  possible.  Mind  you,  Reilly  still  required 
some  padding  to  fill  out  his  frame  and  four  hours  a 
day  in  the  makeup  chair  to  add  Hardy’s  well-known 
rolls  of  flesh.  But  Reilly’s  face  is  still  clearly  visible, 
and  the  same  goes  for  Coogan,  who  sports  little 
more  than  afake  chin,  false  teeth  and  customized 
tips  to  make  his  ears  protrude. 

Beyond  the  spare  makeup,  it’s  the  actors’  glo¬ 
rious,  precise  performances  that  resurrect  these 
bygone  stars  whose  cinematic  comedy  partner¬ 
ship  lasted  from  1927  to  1950,  spanning  107  films 
(including  32  silent  shorts,  40  sound  shorts,  23 
features  and  12  cameo  appearances)  and  defining 
the  notion  of  a  double  act  during  an  era  that  also 
produced  comedy  greats  like  Charlie  Chaplin, 


Buster  Keaton  and  Harold  Lloyd.  But  unlike  those 
singular  stars  of  the  silent  era,  Laurel  and  Hardy’s 
undeniable  chemistry  transferred  seamlessly 
as  wordplay  was  integrated  into  their  hilarious 
routines.  It’s  a  feat  that  Coogan  and  Reilly  han¬ 
dle  delightfully  as  they  perform  one  of  the  duo’s 
famous  routines,  an  iconic  dance  set  to  “At  the 
Ball,  That’s  All,”  from  1937’s  Way  Out  West,  which 
is  recreated  during  the  bravura  tracking  shot  that 
opens  the  film. 


It’s  the  actors’  glorious, 
precise  performances 
that  resurrect  these 
bygone  stars. 


This  6-minute  sequence  follows  Stan  and 
Ollie  from  their  dressing  room  to  a  walk  across 
a  Hollywood  lot,  past  actors  clad  as  Roman 
centurions  and  Egyptian  pharaohs,  and  finally 
onto  a  set  filled  with  extras  dressed  as  cowboys 
and  saloon  girls,  where  the  duo  engages  in  an 
argument  with  Hal  Roach  (Danny  Huston,  son 
of  the  legendary  actor/writer/director  John 
Huston),  the  oily,  cigar-chomping  studio  boss. 
This  opening  showcases  the  Hollywood  ofyore 
and  allows  Baird  and  cinematographer  Lau¬ 
rie  Rose  to  indulge  in  some  showboating,  but  it

also  predominantly  functions 
to  establish  Laurel  and  Hardy  at 
the  height  of  their  fame,  when 
their  contract  with  Roach  is  up. 
Stan  believes  they’re  being  mis¬ 
treated  and  considers  taking 
their  act  to  20th  Century  Fox. 
Ollie,  meanwhile,  prefers  to  stay 
put  after  a  string  of  failed  mar¬ 
riages  has  left  him  debt-ridden. 

It’s  the  lingering  personal 
wounds  from  this  period  that 
fester  (and  occasionally  ooze) 
during  the  film  proper,  which 
takes  place  during  1953,  long 
after  their  popularity  has  been  supplanted  by 
Abbot  and  Costello.  Nearly  broke,  the  old  team 
embarks  on  a  theater  tour  of  the  British  Isles, 
performing  in  a  series  of  music  halls  with  the 
hopes  of  securing  financing  for  a  long-planned 
Robin  Hood  spoof  (Rob  ’Em  Good )  by  the  time 
they  reach  London. 

It’s  been  eight  years  since  they  made  their  last 
studio  picture,  however,  and  their  stars  have 
considerably  dimmed.  Arriving  in  rain-soaked 
Newcastle,  they  quickly  discover  that  their 
comeback  tour  will  be  much  less  prestigious 
than  the  one  promised  by  theater  promoter/ 
producer  Bernard  Delfont  (a  deliciously  smarmy 
Rufus  Jones),  who’s  booked  them  into  a  board¬ 
ing  house,  rather  than  a  hotel. 

Nevertheless,  they  soldier  on,  initially  play¬ 
ing  to  sparse  crowds  in  third-rate  venues,  but 
after  they  agree  to  perform  free  publicity  under 
mortifying  circumstances,  the  aging  duo  begins 
selling  out  the  shows  that  include  their  favor¬ 
ite  old  material  (charmingly  recreated  by  Reilly 
and  Coogan),  until  they  eventually  secure  a  two- 
week  engagement  at  London’s  Lyceum  Theater. 
But  first,  they’re  joined  by  Lucille  (Shirley  Hen¬ 
derson),  Ollie’s  third  wife,  and  Ida  (Nina  Ari¬ 
anda),  Stan’s  fourth,  who  can’t  stand  each  other. 
This  oil-and-water  dynamic  eventually  spreads 
to  Stan  and  Ollie,  who’ve  survived  the  highs  and 
lows  not  only  of  their  various  wives,  but  also  of 
their  work  and  occasional  bankruptcies. 

Baird’s  picture  and  the  script  by  Jeff  Pope 
(Oscar-nominated  writer  of  Philomena)  doesn’t 
offer  any  greater  insights  into  Laurel  and  Hardy, 
but  the  director’s  found  his  perfect  perform¬ 
ers  in  Coogan  and  Reilly,  who  clearly  delight  in 
the  duo’s  dance.  If  you’re  not  a  fan  already,  Stan 
&  Ollie  will  likely  lead  you  toward  more  of  their 
nice  messes.  ♦

BLUR  OF  YOUTH 

A  DANISH  POPSINGER  SPINS  COLLABORATIVE  FAME  INTO  SOPHOMORE  SUCCESS 


/  ■  t  is  literally  paradise,”  Karen  Marie 

I  0rsted  says  of  the  island  in  the  Arabian 
Sea  where  she’s  holed  up  after  the  holi¬ 
days.  It’s  the  singer’s  first  real  vacation 
*  since  2012,  when  0rsted  began  her  career 
as  the  electropop  artist  M0,  merging  the  last 
two  initials  of  her  name  into  a  word  that  means 
“maiden”  in  Danish.  “It’s  so  nice  to  fully  recharge 
before  going  back  on  the  road,”  she  says.  “Can’t 
wait  though!” 

M0  hits  House  of  Blues  on  Jan.  20  behind  her 
assured  October  release  Forever  Neverland,  a  sec¬ 
ond  album  that  took  four  years  to  make  while  she 
was  doing  vocal  features  for  Iggy  Azalea,  Diplo, 
Bleachers  and  CharliXCX.  Much  of  M0’s  extracur¬ 
ricular  action  followed  “Lean  On,”  a  2015  Top  10  hit 
by  Diplo ’s  EDM  trio  Major  Lazer  and  DJ  Snake  that 
became  one  of  the  most-streamed  songs  of  all  time. 

“That  of  course  was  mind-blowing,  like  the  big¬ 
gest  dream  ever  coming  true,  but  I  did  struggle  a 
little  bit  afterward,  finding  my  own  path,”  says 
0rsted,  30.  “I’m  really  bad  at  saying  no,  and  I  find 
most  things  to  be  an  exciting  experiment.” 

So  when  Major  Lazer  offered  the  chance  to 
write  another  smash  with  Ed  Sheeran  and  co¬ 
featured  singer  Justin  Bieber  for  “Cold  Water,”  she 
took  that  dip  as  well.  “I  enjoyed  all  the  experience 
I  gained,”  she  says,  “but  it  did  feel  really  great  to 
take  a  little  pause  from  the  features  and  finish  my 
solo  album.” 


Forever  Neverland — largelyproducedbythe  LA- 
based  Stint ,  with  contributors  including  Diplo  and 
Charli  XCX — proves  worth  the  wait.  0rsted  finds  her 
voice  in  broad  settings,  from  beat-driven  to  dreamy, 
often  sliding  toward  Top  40  territory.  She  exudes 
youthful  confusion  in  standout  “Blur”  (which  partly 
echoes  the  Pixies’  “Where  Is  My  Mind?”)  while 
“Nostalgia”  taps  the  heartbeat  ofyoung  love. 

“I’ve  always  felt  inspired  by  the  restless  shift¬ 
iness  ofyouth,”  0rsted  says.  Yet  she  adds  of  the 
album  title’s  reference  to  Peter  Pan,  “Escapism  isn’t 
always  the  answer.  Peter  Pan  is  sweet  but  sad.  Deny-

ing  reality  and  creatingyour  ownimaginative  bub¬ 
ble  is  a  form  of  self-erasing,  and  I  think  this  album 
is  me  having  an  inner  discussion  with  myself  [on] 
whether  I  should  wake  up  or  stay  dreaming — or 
whether  there’s  a  healthy  way  to  do  both.” 

Growing  up  in  Denmark,  0rsted  found  her  bal¬ 
ance  between  two  influential  poles.  She  was  first 
drawn  to  music  at  age  7  as  a  fan  of  the  Spice  Girls. 

“It  was  these  five  flamboyant,  very  different,  out-

spoken  girls,  with  different  styles  and  girl-power 
attitude,”  says  0rsted,  who  shifted  to  punk  and  alt- 
rock  as  a  teenager,  “rebelling  and  dressing  in  black 
and  being  a  nightmare  to  my  parents.”  Her  main 
obsession  became  Sonic  Youth,  particularly  Kim 
Gordon.  “Role  models  help  shape  you,”  she  says. 
‘They  will  always  be  breathing  down  your  neck 
when  you  create  art.” 

In  her  late  teens,  0rsted  formed  the  experi¬ 
mental  punk  duo  Mor  with  her  friend  Josefine 
Struckmann  Pedersen,  releasing  an  EP  that’s  title 
translates  to  “Pussy  in  Your  Face.”  And  she  began 
to  lean  toward  the  DI Y  counterpoint  of  electropop. 
‘We  had  a  lot  of  friends — artists  and  musicians — 
in  that  environment,”  0rsted  says.  “I  asked  some 
of  these  people  for  beats,  and  they  made  this  kinda 
rough  electro,  and  I  kinda  just  went  with  it.”  She 
was  inspired  by  female  electro  artists  like  Peaches 
and  M.I.  A.  who  reflected  her  interest  in  feminism 
and  activism. 

“Feminism  for  me  is  about  equality  for  all  sexes, 
no  matter  howyou  identify,”  0rsted  says.  “We 
live  in  a  time  where  these  subjects  are  being  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  mainstream  pop  world.  It  could  be 
more  and  it  could  be  louder  and  brighter,  but  it’s  on 
the  way  and  I  have  faith  in  the  generations  to  come, 
and  I  will  do  what  I  can  to  organically  express  this 
in  every  possible  way.” 

That  will  likely  include  getting  face-to-face  with 
fans  at  House  of  Blues,  given  that  M0  even  dove 
into  the  crowd  at  Boston  Calling  in  2015.  “Agood 
crowd-surf  is  the  perfect  ending  to  a  show,”  0rsted 
says,“awaytounifytheroom.”  ♦

THE  OTHER  DAY  I  SAW  A  STATISTIC  THAT, 

in  the  past  year,  44  percent  of  Facebook 
users  ages  18  to  29  have  deleted  the  app 
from  their  phones.  Is  that  true?  I  have  no 
idea.  But  if  Facebook  has  taught  us  any¬ 
thing,  it’s  that  we  should  confidently  repeat  infor¬ 
mation  that  we  want  tobe  true.  And  I  would  love  it  if 
everyone  is  deleting  Facebook.  Because  if  a  radioac¬ 
tive  fogfilled  with  bubonic  plague  and  mutant  car¬ 
nivorous  squid  came  drifting  across  the  Longfellow 
Bridge,  it  still  wouldn’t  be  the  worst  thingto  come 
out  of  Cambridge.  That  will  always  be  Facebook. 

I  admit  that  I  haven’t  completely  severed  my 
Facebook  connection.  I  didn’t  delete  my  entire 
account.  But  about  a  month  and  a  half  ago,  I 
deleted  the  app  from  my  phone  and  I  feel  great 
about  it.  In  that  time,  I’ve  checked  in  once  from 
my  laptop.  I  responded  to  some  messages,  mainly 
to  let  people  know  howto  contact  me.  But  my  one 
visit  confirmed  howlittle  I  was  missing.  Oh,  a 
bunch  of  people  bitching,  interspersed  with  ads 
for  some  product  that  I  talked  about  this  morning 
at  breakfast  and  is  now  somehow  in  my  feed?  Well, 
how  could  I  ever  live  without  that? 

My  derision  came  slowly  and  then  all  at  once. 

At  some  point,  I  began  to  feel  embarrassed  about 
my  own  posts.  Not  because  I  was  going  overboard 
on  duck-face  skinny-arm  selfies  (impossible),  but 
because  I  took  a  step  back  and  examined  my  own 
motivations  for  posting  anything  in  the  first  place. 

For  example,  a  few  months  ago  I  ran  a  5K  and 
finished  7th  out  of  567.  After 
the  race  I  was  about  to  post 
something  on  Facebook,  but 
at  the  last  moment  I  thought, 

“Who  cares?”  And  I  realized 
that  maybe  three  people 
might,  so  I  texted  them.  It 
turned  out  I  still  overesti¬ 
mated  my  audience.  Another 
one:  Behind  some  coats  on 
the  hooks  near  our  front  door, 

I  found  the  Foxwoods  Poker 
Room  windbreaker  that  I 
won  years  ago  after  taking 
down  David  Wade  in  a  char¬ 
ity  tournament.  Although 
I’ve  never  worn  the  thing,  it 
somehow  ended  up  occu¬ 
pying  prime  coat-hook  real 
estate  near  the  front  door,  as 
if  I  might  at  any  moment  zip 
it  up  and  stride  out  to  scare 
up  a  game  of  Texas  Hold  ’em. 

That  struck  me  as  suitably 
preposterous  to  warrant  a 
post,  but  then  I  thought:  Nah. 

I  don’t  need  to  remind  David 
Wade  about  his  disastrous 
failed  bluff  against  my  pair 


of  queens.  That’s  what  my  annual  “Season’s  Beat¬ 
ings!”  Christmas  card  is  for. 

So,  on  one  side  ofthe  Facebook  equation,  I  real¬ 
ized  my  own  posts  were  dumb.  On  the  other  side,  I 
realized  that  other  people’s  posts  tended  to  make  me 
like  them  less.  I’m  talking  about  people  I  knowfor 
real.  Pre-Facebook,  if  I  got  insight  into  anyone’s  pro¬ 
found  personal  beliefs,  it  would’ve  been  in  the  con¬ 
text  of  a  live  conversation,  with  all  the  nuance  that 
entails.  You  could  say,  “I  agree  with  the  first  part  of 
what  you  said,  but  not  the  second  part.”  That’s  not 
how  Facebook  works.  It’s  all  polemic  blind  rage.  It 
makesyou  disenchanted  with  humanity.  It’s  a  rank 
sewer  of  naked  invective,  savage  personal  attacks 
and  disgusting  racial  animus — and  that’s  just  the 
comments  on  apingpongtable  I’m  tryingto  sell. 

But  if  the  atmosphere  is  poisonous,  at  least  the 
companyitselfis  totally  evil.  Let’s  see:  undermining 
democracy,  enabling  genocide  in  Myanmar,  selling 
your  personal  information  to  bad  actors,  allowing 
regular  data  breaches,  faking  audience  numbers  for 
ad-revenue  purposes,  secretly  lobbying  to  escape 
punishment  and  lying  about  all  of  it,  constantly. 

As  an  added  bonus,  Facebook  is  a  gigantic  blood-

sucking  parasite  on  the  magazine  business,  siphon¬ 
ing  bill  ions  of  dollars  in  ad  money  without  creating 
anything.  It’s  all  worth  it,  though,  when  I  get  to  hear 
what  my  uncle  thinks  about  abortion. 

I’ll  admit  that  my  Facebook  abstinence  has 
caused  inconveniences.  I  couldn’t  RSVP  for  a  party 
at  my  own  house  (my  wife  has  not  joined  my  purge). 
There  are  neighbors  who  lean  only  reach  through 
Messenger.  I  have  a  fan  page  somebody  set  up  so  I 
could  share  my  work,  except  at  first  I  was  too  lazy 
and  now  I ’m  philosophically  opposed.  And  I  do  miss 
the  esoteric  interest  groups.  Sorry,  fellow  GEM  car 
owners.  But  we’ll  find  some  other  way  to  talk  about 
ournerdmobiles. 

I  don’t  know  how  many  other  people  have  ditched 
Facebook,  but  I  do  know  that  its  size  does  not  guar¬ 
antee  its  future.  Ever  been  to  the  Wang  Theatre?  Its 
namesake  was  the  Zuck  of  the  early  tech  industry, 
with  a  mult  ibillion-dollar  company  and  more  than 
33,000  employees.  But  it’s  probably  been  a  while 
since  you’ve  seen  a  Wang  Laboratories  computer — 
today’s  cool  tech  company  is  tomorrow’s  Myspace. 
Just  ask  me:  I  used  to  work  for  Yahoo!  And  yes,  I 
deliberately  constructed  a  sentence  that  could 
have  an  exclamation  point  eitherway. 

Maybe  you  still  love  Facebook.  But  I  predict  that 
sooner  or  later,  you’ll  join  me  in  a  better  place.  By 
which  I  mean,  fighting  on  Twitter.  ♦

SOUND  ADVICE  ON  ANXIETY,  RESOLUTIONS  AND  THE  STOCK  MARKET

Whenever  I  have  a  cold,  I  go  to  the  doctor. 
When  I  broke  my  arm,  I  went  to  the  hospi¬ 
tal.  But  when  it  comes  to  my  anxiety,  what 
is  the  next  step?  I’ve  found  that  the  answers 
for  those  with  mental  health  issues  are  not 
always  clear.  Friends  and  family  members  I’ve 
confided  in  often  reply  with  suggestions  like, 
“Go  outside  and  exercise,”  or,  “Stop  thinking 
so  much.”  What  are  some  alternatives  that 


you  use  to  maintain  your  mental  health?  Well, 
it  isn’t  just  a  cold  that  sends  you  to  a  doctor.  It’s 
for  things  like  anxiety  as  well.  Sometimes  it  can 
be  an  easy  fix  through  various  kinds  of  medica¬ 
tion.  But  if  you  want  to  avoid  medication,  things 
can  likely  be  changed  in  your  personal  behavior. 
So  many  friends  have  offered  solutions  to  anxiety 
over  the  years  with  an  assortment  of  remedies: 
yoga,  medication,  bike  riding,  community  row¬ 
ing,  squash,  gym  classes,  a  few  good  friends  who 
will  give  you  some  laughs  and  fellowship.  What¬ 
ever  you  choose,  it’s  you  who  has  to  do  the  work. 
But  it  will  be  worth  it. 

I’m  well  aware  that  when  it  comes  to  invest¬ 
ing  in  the  stock  market,  there  is  typically  risk 
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involved.  As  the  saying  goes:  “There  is  no 
reward  without  risk.”  However,  I  can’t  help 
but  worry  that  my  reward  will  turn  out  to  be 
a  great  loss.  How  much  of  a  risk  do  you  rec¬ 
ommend  to  clients  when  making  investment 
decisions?  Are  you  a  fan  of  investing  in  up- 
and-coming  companies,  or  is  it  best  to  stick 
with  the  conservative  options?  You’re  right, 
there  is  a  potential  risk  in  virtually  every  finan¬ 
cial  decision  you  will  make.  But  the  answer  to 
this  question  has  a  lot  to  do  with  your  age.  My 
first  job  was  with  a  private  financial  firm  and, 
after  several  years,  I  was  offered  the  right  to  buy 
shares  in  the  company.  I  had  no  real  savings  at 
all  in  my  early  20s.  But  a  local  bank  loaned  me 
the  money  at  a  rate  I  could  afford.  Then  came 
the  1970s,  a  disastrous  decade  for  the  stock  mar¬ 
ket.  Hundreds  ofwell-known  firms  went  broke, 
including  mine.  My  investment,  in  my  own  firm, 
with  borrowed  money,  went  to  zero.  Amazingly, 

I  didn’t  dwell  too  long  on  this — likely  because  I 
was  young,  naive  and  a  bit  stupid.  But  because  I 
was  young,  I  had  faith  that  I  could  pay  it  back  and 
still  go  on  to  find  success. 

If  you’re  a  millennial,  go  for  growth  in  your 
investments  as  income  should  be  a  secondary 
issue.  Try  to  grow  a  dollar  into  two  or  three  or 
more  with  a  view  toward  long-term  results,

not  a  quick  turnaround.  Split  this  growth 
money  into  seasoned  blue-chip  companies  with 
solid  recurring  revenues  and  strong  financial 
conditions.  The  second  half  of  growth  assets 
can  go  into  newer  companies  that  concentrate 
on  seeing  the  future  and  hopefully  give  you  a 
long  profitable  ride. 

At  the  start  of  every  year,  I  have  a  list  of  10  or 
so  things  that  I  want  to  accomplish,  or  at  least 
improve  in  my  life.  And  at  year’s  end,  I  go  over 
them  and  see  how  little  I  actually  achieve. 
Why  do  I  put  myself  through  such  agony? 
Should  I  tear  up  the  list  this  year?  Do  you 
believe  in  New  Year’s  resolutions?  Ahhh,  the 
good  intentions  we  all  have  at  year’s  end!  Those 
include  your  diet,  your  exercise  program,  your 
cruelty  to  your  sister,  your  promise  to  be  a  bet¬ 
ter  partner.  I  look  at  it  this  way:  If  we  all  made  and 
kept  our  resolutions,  there  would  be  no  Shake¬ 
speare.  Or  Freud.  Or  any  of  the  philosophers. 
Because  perfect  behavior  is  boring,  and  human 
frailties  are  not.  Philosophers,  authors  and  poets 
write  about  human  nature  in  all  its  forms  and 
none  of  them  would  think  of  following  their  own 
resolutions.  If  I  were  you,  I’d  make  only  one  reso¬ 
lution:  Make  sure  you  give  a  little  bit  more  to  the 
charity  of  your  choice.  ♦

He  turned  pro 
in  2017  after  two  seasons  at  BU,  making  his  NHL  debut  in  the 
Bruins’  first  playoff  game  that  year. 


Jonathan  Soroff:  Ifyou 
weren’t  playing  hockey, 
what  would  you  be  doing? 
Charlie  McAvoy:  Well,  if 
I’d  still  gone  to  college,  I’d 
still  be  in  college,  maybe  pur¬ 
suing  something  in  sports. 
But  I  come  from  a  long  line  of 
plumbers — McAvoy  Plumb¬ 
ing  in  Long  Beach,  Long 
Island — so  maybe  I’d  be  run¬ 
ning  jobs  with  my  dad. 

Favorite  TD  Garden  snack? 
Well,  unfortunately,  I’ve  dealt 
with  a  couple  of  injuries  and 
had  some  unfortunate  luck, 
but  when  you’re  up  on  Level  9 
and  you’re  watching  the  game, 
there’s  somegoodpopcornto 
make  you  feel  a  little  bit  better. 

Favorite  place  to  go  after 
a  game?  After  a  game,  it’s 
tough,  because  a  lot  of  things 
are  closed.  I’d  saymy  favorite 
place  to  go  if  my  family’s 
in  town,  or  friends  or  old 
coaches,  I  usually  take  them 
to  Ocean  Prime  in  the  Sea¬ 
port.

I 
was  truly  blessed  to  get  to 
play  with  him.  It  was  a  very 
sad  day  in  the  locker  room 
when  he  was  traded  to  New 
York.  But  he  is  as  tough  as 
they  come.

Most  stylish?  That  would  be 
David  Pastrnak. 

Are  allyour  teeth  your 
own?  Yeah.  I  have  a  couple  of 
fillings  from  chipped  teeth, 
but  I  can  say  that  the  root  of 
all  my  teeth  are  my  own. 

Greatest  player  of  all  time? 

Greatest  defenseman?  Bobby 
Orr.  Greatest  forward? 
[Wayne]  Gretzky.  Greatest 
goalie?  Probably  [Patrick] 
Roy  or  [Martin]  Brodeur. 

Dream  endorsement?  Well, 
I  grew  up  kinda  liking  all  the 
Nike  stuff,  so  maybe  Nike.  If  I 
played  basketball,  maybe  I’d 
have  my  own  shoe.  But  with 
hockey,  you  don’t  see  a  lot. 

Weirdest  fan  encounter? 

At  Bruins  Summer  Fest, 
where  we  go  around  visiting 


different  New  England  cities, 

I  was  sitting  there,  and  a  cou¬ 
ple  just  dropped  their  baby 
down  right  in  front  of  me.  The 
baby  was  like  a  week  old— just 
newborn — and  they  were  like, 
‘Can  you  sign  our  baby?”  I  was 
like,  “OK,  right  on.” 

When  you’re  playing,  how 
aware  are  you  of  the  crowd? 

Not  that  much.  It’s  just  a  part 
of  growing  and  being  a  pro¬ 
fessional.  Ifyou  sit  around 
and  think,  “OK,  I’m  play- 
ingin  front  of  20,000  people 
tonight,”  I  can  see  that  creat¬ 
ing  some  performance  anxiety. 
I  don't  think  about  it  at  all.  I  do 
think  the  Bruins  have  amaz- 
ingfans.  They  care  so  much 
and  are  so  passionate  about 
our  success.  And  you  definitely 
hear  them  when  we  score  a 
goal  or  when  Tuuks  makes 
a  save  and  they’re  chanting, 
‘Tuuuuuuks!”  The  Garden  is  a 
very  special  place  to  play. 


Biggest  indulgence?  Well, 
the  one  that  I  remember  most 
was  the  first  expensive  thing 
I  bought.  I  went  over  to  the 
World  Championships.  I  was 
over  in  Germany.  I  took  the 
train  with  my  dad  to  Dus- 
seldorf  to  go  shopping,  and  I 
stumbled  into  Burberry  and 
saw  this  awesome  trench 
coat.  I  ended  up  buying  it.  To 
finally  have  a  little  money  to 


buy  nice  things  was  cool.  I 
wear  it  from  time  to  time.  It’s 
definitely  myfavorite. 

Favorite  way  to  spend  the 
offseason?  Being  at  the 
beach,  no  doubt.  Going  home 
and  being  with  my  family  and 
friends.  I’ve  also  been  down 
to  Duxbury  beach  with  my 
girlfriend,  who  lives  there. 

It’s  a  great  beach  and  a  beau¬ 
tiful  town.  If  I’m  done  skating 
and  done  working  out,  you’ll 
find  me  on  abeach  some¬ 
where,  out  on  the  water. 

Favorite  city  to  visit  on  the 
road?  New  York,  when  we  play 
against  the  Rangers,  because 
my  family  gets  to  come  and 
visit  me.  Long  Beach  is  maybe 
a 40 -minute  train  ride  on  the 
Long  Island  Railroad. 

Ever  feel  disloyal  when 
you’re  playingthe  Rangers? 

No.  Not  even  a  little.  I’m  a 
Bruin  through  and  through, 
100  percent.  I  couldn’t  be 
more  fortunate  than  to  play 
for  this  team.  I  wouldn’t  want 
to  play  for  anyone  else. 

Any  superstitions  before 
you  go  out  on  the  ice?  Left 
to  right.  Left  sock  first,  then 
right.  Left  skate,  then  right. 


Left  elbow  pad,  then  right.  I 
don’t  know  when  or  where  it 
started,  but  it’s  just  kind  of 
what  I  do  now.  I  don’t  know 
why. 

Worst  team  name  in  the 
NHL?  Oh,  you’re  gonna  get 
me  in  trouble.  I’ll  say,  “Let’s 
see  what  they  name  Seattle.” 
We’ll  put  Seattle  in  the  hot 
seat. 


Player  you’re  closest  to? 

Matt  Grzelcyk.  We  were 
college  teammates.  He  was 
my  senior  captain  when  I  was 
a  freshman.  He  broke  the 
door  down  at  the  Bruins,  and 
to  have  someone  like  that,  a 
best  friend  who  you  play  with 
in  college  and  then  on  the 
same  pro  team,  that’s  pretty 
unique. 

There  are  so  many 
players  in  the  league 
with  unpronounceable 
names,  where  I  just  want 
to  buy  them  a  vowel.  Any 
player  whose  name  you 
can’t  pronounce?  There’s  a 
couple,  for  sure.  I’ll  go  with 
one  of  the  Bruins.  This  sum¬ 
mer,  I  went  over  to  China 
with  Urho  Vaakanainen,  and 
he  won  World  Juniors  with 
Finland  but  is  comingback 
to  the  Bruins.  Anyway,  we 
were  both  injured  together, 
and  we  spent  maybe  two, 
three  weeks  together,  and 
I  still  don’t  know  how  to 
pronounce  it,  so  I  just  call 
him“Vaak.” 

Least  favorite  piece  of 
equipment?  It’s  gotta  be 
skates.  Tyingyour  skates 
and  then  untying  them  is  the 
most  unpleasant  thing. 

What  happens  after 
hockey?  Well,  hopefully, 
that’s  in  a  very,  very,  very 
longtime.  I  love  to  play  and 
I’ll  play  until  I  just  physi¬ 
cally  can’t  anymore.  But  I’ve 
given  my  word  to  the  ath¬ 
letic  director  at  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity  that  I’ll  finish  my 
degree,  and  I  intend  to  honor 
that.  So  hopefully,  I’ll  have  a 
degree  in  communications 
from  BU,  and  maybe  that 
will  open  up  a  door  for 
broadcasting  or  some  sort 
of  analysis  somewhere.  It 
would  be  cool  to  stay  in 
hockey.  ♦

While  Richmond’s  recent  fame  stems  from  former  Gov.  Deval  Patrick’s  private 
summer  residence,  the  town’s  beauty  dates  back  centuries.  That  history  is  on 
display  at  the  Inn  at  Kenmore  Hall,  nestled  amid  20  acres  of  pastoral  landscape  in 
the  Berkshire  town.  The  Georgian/Federal  transitional-style  home  built  in  1792  has 
a  storied  past,  including  a  stint  as  a  boarding  school  and  ties  to  Tanglewood— 
with  icons  like  Leonard  Bernstein  spending  summers  in  the  carriage  house 
cottage.  The  inn,  which  opened  in  August  after  extensive  renovations,  features 
antique  and  midcentury  decor,  original  hand-blown  glass  windows  and  nine 
fireplaces  burning  wood  from  damaged  fruit  trees  on  the  property’s  orchard.

Guests  can  request  a  fireside  massage  in  their  room  or  venture  downstairs  to  mix 
a  complimentary  cocktail  and  cozy  up  by  the  fireplaces  in  the  parlor  and  library 
with  one  of  the  inn’s  many  books  on  art,  fashion  and  history.

SELF-IMPROVEMENT 
FROM  YOUR  COUCH

I  tend  to  think  of  fitness  in  terms  of  exercise 
first,  diet  second  and  then  mental  health 
somewhere  around  8oth.  But  the  three  things 
are  intertwined,  all  parcel  to  the  holistic  goal 
of  feeling  good.  And  yes,  I  know  that  diet 
should  probably  be  above  exercise  and  that 
both  of  those  depend  on  mental  well-being. 
But  I  like  to  pretend  that  I  can  exercise  my 
way  out  of  eating  a  whole  pizza  and  then  not  think 
about  why  I  did  that.  Perhaps  I  could  use  a  tuneup: 
mentally,  physically  and  nutritionally. 

That’s  a  broad  purview,  but  I  decided  to  try  one 
local  offering  in  each  category,  all  available  without 
actually  going  anywhere.  When  it  comes  to  wellness, 
as  the  success  of  Peloton  proves,  not  leaving  your 
house  is  the  new  going  to  a  class.  And  so  I  queued 
up  Boston  fitness  instructor  Eliza  Shirazi’s  Kick  It 
By  Eliza  online  classes— you  can  usually  take  part  in 
her  workouts  in  person  in  the  Seaport,  but  now  her 
classes  are  anywhere  you  care  to  do  them.  To  juice 
my  diet,  I  ordered  some  of  Tom  Brady’s  TB12  Instant 
Whey  Protein  Isolate  Supplement,  which  arrived  in 
the  mail.  Then  I  downloaded  10  Percent  Happier,  a 
meditation  app  developed  by  Dan  Harris,  who  grew 
up  in  Newton  and  is  now  an  ABC  News  anchor.  The 
app  is  derived  from  a  book  he  wrote  after  suffering 
an  on-air  panic  attack  in  2004  and  then  subse¬ 
quently  seeking  out  meditation  experts  to  help  him 
tame  his  own  mind.  And  my  mind  could  use  a  little 
taming,  too.  But  first,  let’s  kick  it. 
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THE  LAZY  MAN'S  GUIDE  TO  GETTING  IN  SHAPE  //////////////////////////////////////^^^^ 


KICK  IT  BY  ELIZA 

I’m  a  veteran  of  online  workouts,  in  the  form  of  Daily 
Bum  and  Beachbody,  so  I’m  a  little  cocky  when  I 
fire  up  Kick  It  By  Eliza.  For  starters,  she  looks  like 
a  regular  person  who’s  in  excellent  shape,  versus 
one  of  those  0.5-percent  body  fat  Avatar-looking 
mutants  who  lead  some  of  these  things.  And  during 
the  warmup  I’m  like,  “This  isn’t  hard.  This  is  a  Level  4 
workout?  Come  on.  There  aren’t  even  any  weights.” 
But  that’s  just  the  warmup. 

There’s  not  a  ton  of  actual  kicking  in  Kick  It 
By  Eliza.  There  is  a  lot  of  squatting  and  jumping 
around  and  moves  that  I’d  say  fall  under  that 
particular  brand  of  pain  known  as  plyo.  It’s  nothing 
that’s  jacking  my  heart  rate  out  of  control,  but 
she’s  relentless.  The  times  when  she’s  demonstrat¬ 
ing  a  move?  You’re  supposed  to  start  doing  it  with 
her,  right  then.  There’s  no  rest.  Only  something 
Eliza  calls  “active  recovery.”  She’s  not  screaming  at 
you  to,  “Keep  going,  you  worthless  dirtbag,  because 
sweat  is  your  fat  crying!  ”  No,  she  just  sweetly  tells 
you  it’s  time  for  some  active  recovery  while 
you  whimper  and  quietly  curse 
under  your  breath. 


There  are  a  few  moves  in  the  workout  I’ve  never 
seen  before  that  are  surprisingly  diabolical.  Like  one 
where  you’re  pulsing  your  arms  in  front  of  your  body 
and  then  overhead — again,  no  weights.  Just  your 
arms.  And  about  a  minute  into  it,  my  shoulders  are 
screaming.  What  the  hell?  I  believe  this  is  what  the 
CIA  calls  a  “stress  position.” 

The  typical  online  workout  format  tends  to 
position  a  class  behind  the  instructor.  So  we  see 
those  people  keeping  up,  or  not,  while  the  instructor 
banters  with  them.  Over  on  BeachBody,  it’s  like, 
“Nice  job,  Ted!  Look  at  Ted’s  guns,  everybody!  You 
can  have  Ted’s  guns,  too,  if  you  take  as  many  steroids 
as  Ted  does!  Just  kidding,  Ted!  Check  out  the  way 
this  guy  is  looking  at  me.  Murderously!  OK,  the  only 
thing  we’re  gonna  murder  today  is  our  limitations, 
right,  Ted?  And  three  more...”  With  Kick  It,  the 
camera  is  set  up  as  if  you’re  in  the  class,  facing  her. 
Everybody  but  Eliza  is  in  shadow,  which  means  you 
can’t  see  what  they’re  doing  and  she  doesn’t  talk  to 
them.  It’s  just  you  and  Eliza  in  this. 


Soon  she  builds  into  complicated  moves,  which 
are  not  my  strong  suit.  Some  of  the  Kick  It  sets  in¬ 
clude  four  moves  in  rapid  succession,  and  there’s  no 
way  I’m  doing  it  right.  She’s  like,  “Kick,  kick,  slide, 
slide,  x-hop,  x-hop,  front  lunge,  reverse  squat,  that’s 
one  and  TWO,  kick,  kick...”  Meanwhile,  if  anyone 
was  watching  me  trying  to  follow  along,  I  look  like 
a  man  being  attacked  by  invisible  bats,  alternately 
punching  the  air  and  arrhythmically  kicking  and 
leaping  across  the  room. 

By  the  end  I’m  dripping  sweat.  It  feels  like  a 
good  workout  but  I  generally  prefer  less  jumping 
and  more  pumping— err,  less  hopping  and  more 
vein-popping?  More  weights.  I  like  weights.  But 
then,  I’m  a  meathead.  Or  should  I  say,  a  whey- 
protein-head? 

TB/2  INSTANT  WHEY  PROTEIN 
ISOLATE  SUPPLEMENT 

I’ve  never  tried  a  protein  powder  of  any  kind.  I 
always  just  figured  that  I  eat  eggs  and  beans  and 
Buffalo  wings  and  other  actual  foods  that  have 
protein,  so  why  bother  paying  for  a  supplement?  I 
also  associate  those  huge  plastic  protein  canisters 
with  the  type  of  dudes  who  carry  gallon  jugs  ofwater 
at  the  gym  and  chalk  their  fingerless  workout 
gloves  with  the  powdered  bones  of  vanquished 
enemies.  I  guess  Tom  Brady  doesn’t  like 
those  canisters  either,  because  the  TB12 
whey  protein  comes  in  a  sleek  metal 
container.  It  gives  off  a  medical- 
industry  vibe,  which  is  probably 
intentional.  Take  only  when  pre¬ 
scribed  by  a  doctor  who  wants 
you  to  exude  excellence 
and  defy  expectations  for 
decade  after  decade. 

Now?,  since  I’ve  never 
used  protein  powder,  I 
don’t  know  how  to  make 
it.  The  directions  on 
the  can  read,  “Mix  one 
scoop  with  8  ounces  of 
cold  water,  skim  milk 
or  add  to  your  favorite 
recipe.  Consume  one 
or  more  servings  daily.” 
Each  scoop  contains 
80  calories  and  gives  you 
40  percent  of  your  recom¬ 
mended  daily  allowance 
of  protein,  so  I  figured  that 
oughta  get  me  going  in  the 
morning.  Also,  my  wife  advises 
that  no  matter  how  excited  I  am 
to  try  this  powder,  I  should  refrain 
from  yelling,  “I  can’t  wait  to  chug 
Tom  Brady’s  protein!”

First  I  try  mixing  the  whey  in  water  and  it  doesn’t 
work  out  so  well.  While  the  label  proclaims  that  the 
powder  is  “unflavored,”  it  definitely  has  a  flavor.  And 
not  a  great  one.  It’s  kind  of  an  earthy  dairy  aftertaste, 
a  distant  barnyard  memory  of  a  flavor.  Also,  stir  as  I 
might,  I  can’t  get  a  whole  scoop  of  powder  to  totally 
dissolve  in  the  water,  with  a  galaxy  of  stubborn 
clumps  refusing  to  go  quietly  into  the  mixture.  The 
result  looks  like  gray  hot  chocolate  laced  with  tiny 
marshmallows  but  doesn’t  taste  as  good  as  that.  I 
decide  that  if  TB12  powder  isn’t  flavored,  it  at  least 
needs  an  accomplice  that  is. 

So  I  try  milk,  which  tastes  better  but  still  has  the 
chunkiness  issue.  Then  I  whisk  it  into  scrambled  eggs, 
which  overcome  the  taste  but  end  up  with  a  chewy 
texture.  Finally,  as  on  so  many  other  occasions  in  life, 

I  think,  “What  would  Tom  Brady  do?”  The  answer,  of 
course,  is  that  he  would  make  a  smoothie.  And  that  is 
the  right  call. 

A  little  almond  milk,  some  frozen  peaches  and 
blueberries  and  a  scoop  of  TB12  go  into  the  blender.  I 
hand  my  wife  a  glass  and  she  takes  a  sip  and  says,  “This 
is  disgusting.”  And  that’s  true,  but  not  because  of  the 
protein  powder.  More  because  of  the  freezer-burned 
fruit  and  lack  of  bananas,  since  we  don’t  have  any.  But  I 
can  see  how  this  stuff  could  go  unnoticed  in  your  diet, 
provided  you  like  using  a  blender. 

Now,  to  the  main  question:  Does  it  work?  Many 
a  study  has  tackled  that  subject  without  definitive 
answers,  so  I  can’t  really  offer  a  firm  conclusion  after 
a  week.  However,  this  stuff  is  supposed  to  aid  muscle¬ 
building,  which  sounds  helpful.  And,  after  several 
days  of  TB12  supplementation,  I  set  off  on  a  run  that 
I  intend  to  last  for  three  miles.  But  then  I  just  keep 
going,  until  ultimately  I  run  six  miles — on  the  beach, 
in  sand.  I  just  feel  good.  I  expect  to  pay  a  price  for 
stretching  the  mileage,  but  the  next  day  I’m  only 
mildly  sore.  Whether  that’s  because  of  the  whey  or 
placebo  effect  or  the  tilt  of  the  earth  that  day,  I  don’t 
know.  But  I  think  I’m  gonna  start  making  some  more 
smoothies,  just  in  case. 

10  PERCENT  HAPPIER 

Dan  Harris  bills  his  app  as  “meditation  for  fidgety 
skeptics,”  and  I  guess  that  would  describe  me.  I’ve 
never  tried  meditation,  actually.  Not  because  I’m 
skeptical  of  the  concept  but  because  I  don’t  feel  like  I 
need  it.  I  mean,  I’m  pretty  calm.  I’m  not  having  panic 
attacks.  Why  do  I  need  meditation?  Well,  I’d  soon 
find  out. 

To  access  10  Percent  Happier,  the  first  thing  you  do 
is  download  the  app.  Upon  downloading  10  Percent, 
the  app  asks  not  for  an  email  address  and  the  name 
of  your  childhood  pet  but  whether  you  meditate.  I 
answer  no.  The  next  screen  asks  what  I’m  trying  to 
get  out  of  this.  The  choices  are:  Sleep  better,  increase 
focus  or  a  few  other  things  like ...  memory,  maybe? 
Anyway,  I  pick  focus.  I  need  some  focus.  My  focus  is — 


hey,  what’s  that  over  there?  As  I’ve  been  writing  this 
paragraph,  I  walked  away  to  put  on  slippers,  started 
reading  a  New  Yorker  story  and  went  outside  to  cover 
a  patio  chair  because  it  started  raining.  While  I  did 
that,  I  thought  about  whether  I  wanted  a  pretzel. 

Next,  it  asks  when  I  want  to  meditate:  morning, 
midday  or  evening?  I  feel  like  midday  is  good.  Midday 
is  when  I  put  the  ass  in  namaste.  See?  Maybe  I  need  to 
meditate.  But  after  you  choose  a  time,  the  app  wants 
to  send  you  notifications  to  remind  you.  Push  notifi¬ 
cations  seem  like  the  antithesis  of  whatever  medita¬ 
tion’s  about.  So,  no.  Skip  for  now.  (And  forever.) 

Now  I  create  an  account.  A  short  video  plays  to  tell 
me  what  this  is  all  about. 

Harris  explains  that  he  had  a  panic  attack  on  TV 
and  that  sucked.  He  ended  up  seeking  out  meditation 
professionals  and  learning  that  happiness  is  a  skill  that 
requires  training.  So  let’s  get  into  that.  The  app  offers 
seven  sessions — “the  basics” — for  free.  No  pressure. 

Session  1:  You  get  into  position,  legs  crossed,  and 
the  screen  shows  only  a  countdown  timer  while

Joseph  Goldstein,  who  co-founded  the  Insight 
Meditation  Society  in  the  1970s,  talks  you  through 
the  first  steps  in  his  soothing  bass  voice.  Breathing. 
Concentration.  You’re  calm.  Retreating  into  your 
brain.  And  then  my  phone  dings  with  a  text  from 
my  wife.  “I  think  I  locked  the  keys  in  the  car.  Help!” 
I’ve  been  meditating  for  15  seconds.  A  moment  later, 
another  text:  “Nevermind.” 

Session  2:  Each  session  begins  with  an  introduc¬ 
tion  from  Harris  and  often  Goldstein.  In  this  one,  they 
compare  your  thoughts  to  a  waterfall.  “When  people 
first  look  into  their  minds,  it’s  like  a  rushing  waterfall, 
a  torrent  of  thoughts  and  feelings  and  images,” 
Goldstein  says.  Harris  replies,  “The  insight  is,  ‘Our 


minds  are  out  of  control.’  ”  The  following  meditation 
session  prompts  you  to  take  note  of  that  waterfall  and 
notice  that  it’s  happening.  This  time  my  dogs,  playing 
tug  of  war,  crash  into  me  as  I  sit  on  the  couch  trying  to 
be  mindful.  “When  you’re  ready,  you  can  slowly  open 
your  eyes  and  reconnect  with  the  world  around  you,” 
Goldstein  intones  as  my  legs  are  engulfed  in  a  whirl¬ 
ing  dervish  of  fur.  Yeah,  it  connected  with  me  already. 

Sessions  3-6:  OK,  I  learned  my  lesson.  I  go  in  the 
bedroom  and  close  the  door.  I  put  my  phone  on  Do 
Not  Disturb.  These  sessions  are  only  10  minutes 
long,  at  most.  I  can  have  that,  right?  I  sit  and  feel  that 
I  am  sitting.  I  breathe  and  feel  that  I  am  breathing. 

My  Apple  Watch  vibrates  and,  nojoke,  asks  me  if  I 
want  to  use  its  Breathe  app.  OK,  off  with  that.  Back 
to  breathing,  Goldstein  calmly  intones  instructions 
with  lengthy  pauses.  It  feels  almost  like  I’m  falling 
asleep  but  I’m  awake.  Kind  of  awesome.  Then  a  guy 
outside  fires  up  some  kind  of  power  equipment.  Is 
that  a  leaf  blower,  really?  Pause.  Back  to  the  mind¬ 
fulness.  Or  rather,  the  realization  that  I’m  not  very 
mindful.  You  knowhow  when  Ray  in  Ghostbiisters 
tries  not  to  think  of  anything,  he  summons  the  Stay- 
Puft  Marshmallow  Man?  I’m  like  that  except  I  get 
the  White  Walkers  from  Game  of  Thrones.  Where  did 
those  guys  come  from?  That’s  OK.  It’s  OK.  Note  the 
White  Walkers  and  move  on.  They’re  just  a  thought, 
and  thoughts  have  no  power  on  their  own.  Turn  to 
the  source  of  discomfort,  whether  ideas  or  physical 
discomfort,  until  you  feel  better.  Pay  close  attention 
to  whatever’s  happening  and  you’ll  never  be  bored. 

Session  7:  Harris  quotes  a  sign  that  used  to  be  at 
Newbury  Comics  above  the  list  of  upcoming  releases. 
It  read,  “All  dates  can  change.  So  can  you.”  I  like  that. 
And  I  like  meditation,  actually.  The  whole  idea  that 
you  can  take  a  step  back  and  notice  your  thoughts 
is  nice,  but  so  is  the  premise  that  you  should  take  10 
goddamn  minutes  to  yourself  every  now  and  then  to 
just  retreat  into  your  own  mind.  I  love  it.  Of  course, 
that  can  lead  you  to  some  uncomfortable  revelations. 
Like  when  I’m  getting  situated  and  Goldstein  is 
talking  through  posture  and  breathing,  he  says,  “Relax 
the  belly. ...  And  simply  feel  yourself  sitting.” 

That’s  when  I  notice  how  belly  my  belly  is,  and 
how  there  is  more  of  that  than  I’d  like,  so  I  note  that 
thought,  along  with  one  other:  As  soon  as  this  session 
is  over,  I’m  firing  up  Kick  It  By  Eliza.

Aq  uaman  ★  V 2  After  a  shaky  start  with  its  D  C 
Extended  Universe  (we’re  looking  at  you,  Batman 
v  Superman:  Dawn  of  Justice),  Warner  Bros,  finally 
got  it  right  with  Wonder  Woman,  deservedly  a 
smash  hit  when  it  opened  in  the  summer  of  2017. 
What  a  difference  a  year-and-a  half  makes.  After 
the  travesty  of  Justice  League,  now  there’s  Aqua- 
man  to  sink  the  DCEU  even  further  into  the  murky 
depths,  no  matter  how  colorful  Furious  7  director 
James  Wan  has  made  the  movie.  With  abloated 
running  time,  the  film  is  awash  in  fake-looking 
sunsets  when  the  camera’s  not  dipping  below  the 
ocean  to  observe  the  war  on  Atlantis,  the  undersea 
kingdom  that  Arthur  Curry  (Jason  Momoa) — the 
half-Atlantean  “metahuman” — is  destined  to  lead. 
But  long  before  we  arrive  there,  we’re  “treated” 
to  the  umpteenth  superhero  origin  tale,  one  that 
begins  at  a  lighthouse  on  a  rainswept  night  along 
the  coast  of  Maine.  Battening  down  the  hatches, 
Tom  Curry  (Temuera  Morrison)  spots  the  female 
form  of  Nicole  Kidman  splayed  on  the  rocks  of  the

Bumblebee  ★  ★  ★  There  have  been  five  Trans¬ 
formers  films  since  2007,  which  is  probably  five 
more  than  was  needed.  Spun  out  of  a  line  of  trans¬ 
forming  toys  produced  in  the  1980s  by  Hasbro — 
which  also  spawned  a  successful  cartoon  series, 
along  with  comic  books  and  video  games — the 
increasingly  ridiculous  movies  built  around  an 
18-wheeler  that,  well,  transformed  into  a  heroic, 
bipedal  “Autobot”  kept  on  truckin’,  until  few  cared 
anymore.  But  care  you  should,  since  we  at  last 
have  a  good  one.  Finally  freed  from  the  directorial 
clutches  of  Michael  Bay,  a  man  who  never  tires  of 
blowing  things  up,  director  Travis  Knight’s  won¬ 
derful  Bumblebee  is  the  film  we  should  have  gotten 
to  begin  with.  Like  many  of  this  year’s  better  fea¬ 
tures,  this  character-based  spinoff  bears  a  female 
touch.  Scripted  by  newcomer  Christina  Hodson, 
the  movie  stars  Hailee  Steinfeld  (Pitch  Perfect  2 
and  3)  as  Charlie,  an  independent,  handy  young 
woman  who  receives  a  beat-up  Volkswagen  Bee¬ 
tle  for  her  18th  birthday.  But  little  does  she  know 
that  her  new  car  is  “more  than  meets  the  eye.”  In 
fact.  Bumblebee  is  more  than  a  transformer — it’s 
a  fully  formed  character  straight  out  of  the  silent 
film  era;  having  lost  its  synthesized  voice  during 
the  picture’s  prologue,  the  metallic  descendent  of 
Buster  Keaton  bumbles  its  way  through  one  ter¬ 
rifically  choreographed  set-piece  after  another. 
Credit  for  this  must  also  go  to  sophomore  direc¬ 
tor  Knight,  CEO  of  stop-motion  animation  studio 
Laika,  who  proves  that  his  first  movie,  Kubo  and  the 
Two  Strings,  was  no  fluke.  (At  Assembly  Row,  Bos¬ 
ton  Common,  Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay  and  in 
the  suburbs.) 

Escape  Room  ★1/ 2  Take  1997’s  Cube,  mix  it 
with  the  Saw  series,  soften  it  with  a  PG-13  rating 
and  voila!  You’re  left  with  the  quintessential  Jan¬ 
uary  stinker,  Escape  Room.  After  a  flash-forward 
introduction  and  a  laborious,  lazy  set-up  that  only 
manages  to  introduce  us  to  three  of  the  film’s  six 
co-stars,  this  psychological  thriller  from  director 
Adam  Robitel  (Insidious:  The  Last  Key)  places  them 
within  the  deadly  room  of  the  title.  We’ve  already 
met — and  witnessed  the  lone  character  traits  of — 
socially  inept  physics  student  Zoey  (Taylor  Russell 
of  Netflix’s  Lost  in  Space  reboot),  cutthroat  busi- 
nessmanJason  (Jay  Ellis  of  HBO’s  Insecure)  and 
alcoholic  loser  Ben  (Love,  Simon’s  Logan  Miller), 
each  of  whom  received  a  package  containing  a  puz¬ 
zle  box  that  spat  out  an  invitation  to  partake  in  an 
escape  challenge  promising  $10,000  to  the  winner. 
Once  all  three  converge  on  the  deserted  industrial 
park,  they  enter  a  secure  room  in  a  nondescript 
office  building,  where  we’re  finally  introduced  to 
the  other  three  contestants:  scarred  (both  phys¬ 
ically  and  mentally)  Iraq  War  vetdran  Amanda 
(Deborah  Ann  Woll  of  Netflix’s  Daredevil),  Appa¬ 
lachian  trucker  Mike  (Tucker  and  Dale  vs  Evil’s 
Tyler  Labine)  and  escape-room  enthusiast  Danny 
(Nik  Dodani  of  CBS’s  Murphy  Brown  reboot).  Then 
the  game  begins.  And — surprise! — it’s  deadly.  As

characters  begin  to  drop  off  in  bloodless,  teen- 
friendly  ways,  we  soon  come  to  discover  the  game 
is  funded  by — gasp! — immoral  billionaires  congre¬ 
gating  on  the  dark  web  to  get  off  on  others’  suffer¬ 
ing.  Think  about  that  before  you  buy  your  ticket. 

(At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Sea¬ 
port,  South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs.) 

Holmes  &  Watson  0  stars  This  third  reteam¬ 
ing  of  Will  Ferrell  and  John  C.  Reilly  is  in  theaters 
now,  but  it  opened  on  Christmas  Day,  making  it 
the  worst  film  of  both  2018  and  2019.  Sure,  there 
have  been  countless  screen  adaptations  of  Sir 
Arthur  Conan  Doyle’s  estimable  detective  Sher¬ 
lock  Holmes  and  his  devoted  assistant,  John  Wat¬ 
son,  plumbing  mysteries  from  the  dramatic  to  the 
comedic  and  back — but  if  Holmes  &  Watson  was 
intended  to  be  a  comedy,  it’s  dramatically  unfunny. 
But  then,  having  sat  through  the  film  (many  have 
not;  the  walk-out  rate  is  reportedly  high) ,  I  still 
can’t  claim  to  know  what  kind  of  game  was  afoot.  Is 
this  a  past-the-sell-by-date  parody  of  Guy  Ritchie’s 
2009  and  2011  Holmes  vehicles  starring  Robert 
Downey  Jr.  and  Jude  Law?  A  sequence  where  Fer¬ 
rell’s  drunken  Holmes  precalculates  the  trajec¬ 
tory  of  his  urine  in  slow-motion  seems  to  indicate 
so.  However,  parodies  are  usually  more  precise 
than  this:  If  a  prologue  demonstrates  that  Holmes 
was  an  unnaturally  brilliant  schoolboy,  shouldn’t 
it  follow  that  he’d  grow  into  an  even  more  bril¬ 
liant  adult?  Writer/director  Etan  Cohen  (Get  Hard) 
doesn’t  even  bother  to  address  this  question,  con¬ 
tent  that  an  idiot  Holmes  and  a  lactating  Watson 
(don’t  ask)  will  recreate  the  chemistry  that  Ferrell 
and  Reilly  displayed  in  Talladega  Nights  and  Step 
Brothers.  While  those  pictures  were  written  and 
directed  by  Adam  McKay,  who’s  gone  on  to  make 
more  adult  fare  like  Vice,  Cohen’s  puerile  interests 
remain  at  an,  ahem,  elementary  level.  (At  Assembly 
Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay 
and  in  the  suburbs.) 

If  Beale  Street  Could  Talk 

One  of  2018’s  finest  films  is  just  hitting  theaters. 


An  adaptation  of  a  1974  novel  by  late  literary  giant 
James  Baldwin  (the  subject  of  2016’s  Oscar- 
nominated  documentary  I  Am  Not  Your  Negro), 
it’s  also  the  latest  bittersweet  romantic  drama  from 
Barry  Jenkins,  whose  Moonlight  won  Best  Picture  a 
couple  of  years  ago.  Beautifully  staged  in  Harlem — 
which  has  been  captured  in  gold,  glowing  hues  by 
James  Laxton,  Jenkins’  longtime  cinematographer — 
the  film  focuses  on  two  young  lovers,  19-year-old 
Tish  Rivers  (screen  newcomer  KiKi  Layne)  and  her 
artist  fiance,  22-year-old  Alfonzo  Hunt,  who  goes  by 
the  nickname  Fonny  (Race’s  Stephan  James) .  The 
daughter  of  loving  parents  (played  with  great  empa¬ 
thy  by  Colman  Domingo  and  Regina  King) ,  Tish 
finds  herself  tested  when  her  promising  life  with 
Fonny  is  threatened  by  a  false  accusation.  Under¬ 
pinning  it  all  is  a  lush,  transporting  score  by  com¬ 
poser  Nicholas  Britell  that  is  also  among  2018’s  best. 
(At  Boston  Common,  Coolidge  Corner,  Kendall 
Square  and  in  the  suburbs.) 

Second  Act  ★  ★  V2  A  modern-day  Cinderella 
story  that  might  appeal  to  fans  of  Maid  in  Man¬ 
hattan,  Peter  Segal’s  Second  Act  features  the  2002 
romantic  drama’s  lead  actress,  Jennifer  Lopez,  as 
Maya,  a  working-class  40-year-old  who  dreams 
big.  But  when  those  dreams  are  fulfilled  through 
less-than-honest  means,  the  former  sales  clerk  at 
a  big-box  retailer  struggles  to  reveal  the  truth  to 
her  new  employers,  who’ve  hired  her  as  a  high-end 
beauty  consultant,  based  partially  on  a  fraudulent 
resume  that  claims  the  high  school  dropout  is  an 
Ivy  League  grad.  So  far,  so  predictable.  But  that’s 
just  one  of  the  films  nestled  into  the  script  by  Jus¬ 
tin  Zackham  (The  Bucket  List)  sndMaid  in  Man¬ 
hattan’s  producer,  Elaine  Goldsmith-Thomas.  You 
see,  in  her  newjob  overseeingbeauty  products, 
Maya  comes  to  the  realization  that  people  are  over¬ 
whelmed  by  the  amount  of  options.  Why  spend 
money  on  many  skin  ere  ams  when  you  could  buy  an 
all-in-one  solution?  Likewise,  ifyou  can  cram  mul¬ 
tiple  plots  into  one  picture,  all  the  better,  right? 
Sure,  if  you  can  get  past  a  mid-movie  twist  that  not 
only  strains  credibility,  but  detaches  so  far  from 
reality  as  to  truly  make  this  a  fairy  tale.  But  in  this 
current  climate,  perhaps  fairy  tales  are  what  audi¬ 
ences  crave.  Believability  be  damned,  the  film’s 
fantasy  is  nevertheless  well-served  by  genial  per¬ 
formances  from  Leah  Remini  as  Maya’s  best  friend, 
Vanessa  Hudgens  as  her  much-younger  work  rival, 
Treat  Williams  as  her  new  boss,  Milo  Ventimi¬ 
glia  as  her  patient  boyfriend — but  most  of  all,  from 
Lopez  herself.  (At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common, 
South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs.) 

Shoplifters  ★  ★  ★  ★  Many  times  over  the 
years,  the  contemporary  films  of  Japanese  film¬ 
maker  Hirokazu  Kore-eda  have  been  compared 
to  the  postwar  family  dramas  of  the  late  Yasujiro 
Ozu.  But  with  Shoplifters,  winner  of  2018’s  Palme 
d’Or  at  the  Cannes  Film  Festival,  Kore-eda 
has  wandered  into  the  slightly  messier  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  Mikio  Naruse,  who  frequently  dealt  with 
women  living  on  the  fringe.  And  while  Kore-eda 
doesn’t  focus  his  lens  exclusively  on  female  char¬ 
acters  in  his  latest,  he  nevertheless  displays  the 
same  deep  empathy  employed  by  Naruse,  while 
still  delving  into  Ozu’s  interest  in  the  ties  that 
bind  families  together — and  the  family  at  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  Shoplifters  is  more  interesting  than  we  ini¬ 
tially  suspect.  Based  in  part  on  news  articles 
about  the  petty  thefts  that  the  film’s  title  prom¬ 
ises,  Kore-eda’s  intimately  observed  drama  cen¬ 
ters  on  what  might  first  appear  to  be  a  family 
like  any  other,  albeit  one  that  struggles  more 
than  most  to  make  ends  meet.  Packed  into  a  liv¬ 
ing  space  belonging  to  Grandma  Hatsue  (the  late,

great  Kirin  Kiki,  veteran  of  six  Kore-eda  pictures), 
the  Shibatas  subsist  on  a  diet  of  groceries  stolen 
by  family  patriarch  Osamu  (Lily  Franky,  another 
Kore-eda  veteran)  and  his  pre-adolescent  son, 
Shota  (Jyo  Kairi),  even  though  the  father  has  a 
job  as  a  day  laborer.  But  then,  even  Osamu ’s  wife, 
Nobuyo  (Sakura  Ando),  works  and  steals,  as  does 
eldest  daughter  Aki  (Mayu  Matsuoka),  who  soon 
takes  in  another  family  member  in  this  sublime 
portrait  that  deepens  as  it  goes,  exposing  unex¬ 
pected  layers  that  gradually  reveal  Shoplifters  to 
be  one  of  the  2018’s  best  films.  (At  Coolidge  Cor¬ 
ner  and  Kendall  Square.) 

Spider-Mam:  Into  the  Spider-Verse 
★  ★★V2  There  have  been  so  many  Spider-Men 
to  appear  onscreen  over  the  past  16  years  that  the 
prospect  of  seeing  yet  another  Peter  Parker,  even 
in  animated  form,  might  fill  you  with  dread.  But 
leave  it  to  producers  Phil  Lord  and  Christopher 
Miller  (the  creative  team  behind  The  Lego  Movie ) 
to  surprise  us  with  not  only  one  new  wall  crawler, 
but  seven.  And  they’re  not  all  Spider-Men,  either. 
Joining  Parker  are  a  couple  of  Spider- Women,  a 
trench  coat-  and  fedora-wearing  gumshoe  ren¬ 
dered  in  shadowy  black-and-white  and  even  an 
anthropomorphized  cartoon  pig.  If  this  sounds 
somewhat  Looney  Tunes,  th-th-that’s  not  all,  folks! 
Why,  Parker  isn’t  the  star  of  the  film.  That  honor 
falls  on  the  much  smaller  shoulders  of  15-year-old 


Brooklynite  Miles  Morales  (a  winning  vocal  turn 
by  Shameik  Moore,  star  of  2015’s  Dope).  A  biracial 
high  school  student  who  gains  some  familiar  wall¬ 
crawling  abilities,  Miles  eventually  comes  face- 
to-face  with  Spider-Man,  who  offers  to  mentor 
the  plucky  lad.  But  that  offer  remains  short-lived 
after  the  Kingpin  (Liev  Schreiber),  who’s  torn  a 
hole  into  the  fabric  of  time  and  space,  cuts  down 
Parker.  This  unleashes  a  collection  of  arachnid- 
powered  heroes,  who  band  together  to  set  things 
right.  Utilizing  Ben-Day  dots,  the  filmmakers  pay 
homage  to  comic  books  of  the  Golden  Era,  fusing 
the  offset  printing  techniques  of  classic  Spider- 
Man  comics  with  cutting-edge  CGI,  a  style  that 
adds  an  incredible  degree  of  freshness  to  the  over¬ 
saturated  superhero  genre.  In  short,  it’s  amazing. 
(At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Sea¬ 
port,  South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs.) 

Vice  ★  ★★  As  a  writer/director,  Adam  McKay 
has  spent  his  career  mocking  self-centered  idi¬ 
ots,  from  the  newsmen  in  Anchorman  to  the 
NASCAR  drivers  in  Talladega  Nights.  But  some¬ 
thing  odd  happened  at  the  conclusion  of  2010’s 
The  Other  Guys,  a  buddy  comedy  featuring  a  pair 
of  mismatched  cops  played  by  Mark  Wahlberg 
and  Will  Ferrell,  who’d  starred  in  all  of  McKay’s 
films  up  until  that  point.  As  the  movie’s  end  cred¬ 
its  rolled,  the  filmmaker  surrounded  them  with 
an  animated  history  lesson  that  gave  real  insight 


into  the  2008  mortgage  crisis.  Politically  charged, 
it  portended  the  direction  his  career  would  take 
after  one  last  dance  with  Ferrell  in  2013’s  Anchor¬ 
man  2:  The  Legend  Continues.  First  came  2015’s  The 
Big  Short,  McKay’s  deeper,  cheeky  examination  of 
the  events  leading  up  to  the  crisis,  with  an  ensem¬ 
ble  cast  featuring  Christian  Bale  and  Steve  Carell. 
Not  content  to  leave  his  past  completely  behind, 
McKay  frequently  broke  the  fourth  wall  for  come¬ 
dic  asides  and  he  continued  his  sharp  focus  on 
boys  clubs.  So  it’s  no  surprise  that  he’s  brought  all 
of  these  interests  together  for  his  latest  picture, 
the  Dick  Cheney  biopic  Vice.  Carell  has  fun  play¬ 
ing  Donald  Rumsfeld  (while  Sam  Rockwell  cam¬ 
eos  as  George  W.  Bush),  but  it’s  the  chameleonic 
Bale  who  completely  disappears  into  his  devil¬ 
ish  role  as  Cheney  in  this  gleeful  condemnation  of 
the  cancerous  state  of  conservative  politics.  (At 
Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Kend¬ 
all  Square,  Seaport,  Somerville,  South  Bay  and  in 
the  suburbs.)

pooh-bah  Jon  Hurst  and  the  gorgeous  Jan, 
North  Shore  Brahmin  Caleb  Loring,  scratch 
golfer  Trip  Hargrave,  the  theater’s  charismatic 
leader  J.  Casey  Soward  and  so  on  and  so  forth.

During  the  reception  that  followed,  a  few  guests 
nipped  downstairs  to  the  bar  for  a  martini  or  two, 
one  of  them  saying,  “I  need  vodka  to  be  my  best 
self,”  while  a  particularly  handsome  gent  manning 
the  raw  bar  prompted  one  guest  to  say,  “Who’s  the 
hot  shucker?”  To  which  the  response  was,  “I  don’t 
know,  but  I’d  shuck  him.” 

Next  came  the  main  event:  a  sumptuous  seated 
dinner  prepared  by  chefs  Lydia  Shire,  Tracy 
Chang  and  Gerard  Tice.  Spotted  tying  on  the  feed 
bag:  grand  pooh-bah  Marshall  Berenson  and  his 
stunning  other  half,  Kathy,  broadcasting  legend 
Oedipus  with  his  flawless  wife,  Amy  Hyson,  Bos¬ 
ton’s  answer  to  Martha  Stewart,  Liz  Georgantas, 
and  her  lucky  duck,  Peter,  Beacon  Hellions  Bruce 
and  Chessy  Wheeler,  real  estate  scion  Todd 
Saunders,  Taj  general  manager  Carlos  Bueno, 
honoree  and  legendary  restaurateur  Charles 
Doulos,  junior  socialite  Jennifer  Poveromo  and 
epicurean  purveyor  Ron  Savenor,  to  whom  some¬ 
one  said,  “I  loveyourbig,  beautiful  meat.”

Soroff  reports  on  Boston  Ballet’s 
multiyear  collaboration  with  William  For¬ 
sythe,  which  is  in  full  swing  and  will  include 
the  upcoming  Full  on  Forsythe  production 
at  the  Boston  Opera  House.

axophonist  Tia  Fuller  is  soaring 
to  new  high  notes  with  a  Grammy 
nomination  for  her  latest  album. 
Diamond  Cut,  which  was 
released  in  May. 

“I’ve  been  thanking  God  and 
really  just  giving  thanks  for  just  being  consid¬ 
ered  in  the  category  among  legends  and  peo¬ 
ple  that  I  grew  up  listening  to,”  the  42-year-old 
musician,  composer  and  Berklee  College  of 
Music  professor  says  in  the  weeks  leading  up 
to  the  Grammys  on  Feb.  10,  when  she’ll  learn 
if  her  fifth  album  as  bandleader  will  outshine 
the  competition  in  the  jazz  instrumental  album 
category.  “I’m  still  pinching  myself.” 

Fuller  previously  performed  at  the 
Grammys— in  2008,  she  was  a  member  of  Be- 
yonce’s  touring  band— but  this  marks  the  first 
nomination  for  her  riff  on  jazz,  which  she  de¬ 
scribes  as  post-bop  and  tinged  with  R&B,  Latin 
and  gospel.  And  though  she’s  still  celebrat¬ 
ing  her  personal  victory,  she  knows  the  nod 


from  the  Recording  Academy  reaches  beyond 
herself.  Since  the  first  awards  were  handed  out 
in  1959,  just  a  handful  of  female  bandlead¬ 
ers  have  been  recognized  in  the  category,  and 
Terri  Lyne  Carrington  is  the  only  one  to  win. 
The  Medford-born  jazz  drummer  and  fellow 
Berklee  professor— who  snagged  the  trophy  in 
2013  for  Money  Jungle:  Provocative  in  Blue— 
coincidentally  produced  Fuller’s  latest  release. 
Says  Fuller:  “Her  playing  with  so  many  people 
and  being  another  woman  of  color  out  there, 
she’s  always  been  on  the  forefront  in  my  brain 
about  what  I  want  my  life  to  look  like  and  what 
I  could  accomplish.” 

At  this  milestone,  Fuller  reflects  on  her  mu¬ 
sical  start  in  Colorado,  where  she  was  raised 
by  a  bassist  father  and  a  vocalist  mother  who 
founded  the  jazz  band  Fuller  Sound.  She 
started  playing  the  flute  at  age  9,  but  the  sax¬ 
ophone  soon  struck  a  chord  after  her  grand¬ 
father  hauled  a  sax  out  of  the  basement  and 
gave  it  to  her  while  she  was  in  middle  school. 


“I  remember  playing  the  low  B-flat,  which 
is  the  lowest  note  on  the  instrument,  and  how 
the  sound  just  reverberated  throughout  my 
house,”  Fuller  says.  When  playing  the  flute, 
half  the  air  escapes  the  instrument,  whereas 
for  the  sax,  the  output  of  breath  is  basically 
the  output  of  sound.  The  music  is  even  more 
of  an  extension  of  the  musician.  “I  felt  how 
empowering  it  was,”  she  says. 

After  that  first  B-flat,  Fuller  studied  music 
in  college  and  grad  school  and  played  in  New 
York  clubs  with  acts  like  Ellington  Big  Band 
and  T.S.  Monk.  In  2006,  she  earned  a  spot  on 
Beyonce’s  touring  band,  Suga  Mama.  As  part 
of  the  10-person  outfit— all  world-class  female 
musicians— she  stayed  stadiums  across  the 
globe  for  five  years. 

“I  knew  I  was  there  for  a  purpose  beyond 
just  being  her  saxophonist,”  Fuller  says.  During 
8-  to  12-hour  rehearsals,  she’d  notice  how  the 
megastar  led  her  band  and  business,  how  she 
interacted  with  her  crew  and  how  she  created 
a  narrative-driven  performance.  Fuller  realized 
she  could  improvise  on  themes  from  the  pop 
and  R&B  worlds  to  create  more  conceptual 
and  visual  journeys  during  her  own  shows.  “I 
think  as  artists— especially  improvisational 
artists— we  re  constantly  trying  to  seek  beyond 
what  we’ve  already  done,”  Fuller  says.  When 
another  offer  to  go  on  the  road  with  Beyonce 
came  after  her  2013  Super  Bowl  performance, 

I  remember  playing 
the  low  B-flat,  which 
is  the  lowest  note  on  the 
instrument,  and  how  the 
sound  just  reverberated. 

Fuller  decided  to  change  her  tune.  She  ac¬ 
cepted  an  offer  to  teach  at  Berklee. 

These  days,  Fuller  is  the  professional  shar¬ 
ing  her  wisdom.  “If  there’s  a  challenging  piece 
of  music  that  a  student  is  having  problems 
with,  I  use  that  as  a  tool  to  etch  deeper  into 
their  character  and  show  how  they  can  em¬ 
power  themselves,”  she  says.  Her  students 
might  be  stuck  on  a  certain  passage,  and  when 
she  senses  their  fear,  her  advice  on  music  and 
life  seems  to  blur  into  one.  "Move  forward  in 
faith  and  not  fear,”  she  says.  "Whatever  you 
do,  it  has  to  be  in  a  faithful  direction— without 
allowing  fear  to  supersede  that  faithful  direc¬ 
tion,  that  empowering  direction.” 

Her  latest  direction  includes  work  with  the 
We  Have  Voice  Collective,  which  she  formed 
last  year  with  13  other  musicians  and  artists  to 
address  sexism  in  the  performing  arts.  With  a 
code  of  conduct  released  in  May  and  a  series 
of  roundtable  discussions  around  the  world, 
the  collective  hopes  to  create  a  new  tone  of 
zero-tolerance  for  sexual  harassment  in  the 
industry. 

“As  women  and  as  women  of  color,  we’ve 
always  been  a  part  of  and  really  defining  this 
music,”  she  says.  “But  now,  thankfully,  we’re 
able  to  be  more  recognized.  We  have  more 
platforms  to  be  heard  and  for  our  words  to  be 
valued.”  To  that  we  say:  Sing  it  loud.

ROOTING  AROUND 

A  FILIPINO  POP-UP  FINDS  A  PERMANENT  HOME  AT  BOW  MARKET

FTER FOUR YEARS  OF  RUNNING 

Pamangan  pop-ups,  self-taught  chef 
Ellie  Tiglao  is  setting  down  roots 
with  her  first  brick-and-mortar  loca¬ 
tion,  Tanam,  set  to  open  at  Bow 
Market  in  early  February.  The  Filipino  American- 
inspired  food  and  art  space  will  have  one  intimate 
communal  dining  table,  where  a  rotating  prix  fixe 
menu  will  be  served. 

“We’re  really  interested  in  storytelling  and  how 
food  can  be  an  integral  component  of  that,”  Tiglao 
says.  “Guests’  stories  are  just  as  important  as  ours, 
so  they’re  involved  in  this  kind  of  collaborative 
experience  over  a  dinner.” 

Tanam — which  translates  to  rooting  or  plant¬ 
ing  in  Tiglao’s  native  tongue — will  set  up  shop  in  a 
400-square-foot  nook  of  the  Union  Square  market, 


featuring  a  sea  foam-colored  floor  and  flowing 
curtains  encircling  a  10-seat  table.  Tiglao  will 
invite  artists  to  create  collaborative  events  for 
diners,  while  she  uses  their  work  as  inspiration  for 
that  night’s  menu. 

“I  really  wanted  to  create  a  space  that  would  focus 
people  toward  one  another  and  provide  a  backdrop 
that  allowed  guests  to  get  a  little  more  comfortable,” 
Tiglao  says.  “The  removal  of  distractions  was  the 
starting  place  for  everything.” 

The  kitchen  will  serve  ticketed  dinners 
Wednesday  through  Sunday,  with  plans  to  expand 
to  weekend  and  Monday  brunch.  Each  night’s 
menu  will  include  four  to  six  rotating  dishes, 
such  as  lychee  and  crab  salad  made  with  Brussels 
sprouts  and  fried  shallots  that’s  accompanied  by  a 
fish  sauce  vinaigrette  and  a  turmeric  and  ginger 


sauce.  Akare-kare  stew  will  include  braised 
oxtail,  eggplant  and  green  beans  topped  with  a 
savory  peanut  sauce  and  served  with  white  rice 
and  shrimp  fry  paste.  One  constant  on  the  menu 
will  be  a  traditional  kamayan-style  supper 
served  on  banana  leaves  for  guests  to  snack  on 
sans  utensils.  The  drink  program,  led  by  beverage 
director  Kyisha  Davenport  (Shojo),  will  highlight 
Filipino  spirits  and  liqueurs,  as  well  as  influences 
from  Latin  America  and  Spain — including  the 
creamy  Lamb  Talk  cocktail,  which  mixes  1am- 
banog,  rose  water,  egg  white  and  citrus  juice  from 
kalamansi. 

“Originally,  this  was  just  a  way  for  me  to  do 
the  food  that  I  knew  growing  up,  but  it’s  really 
expanded  from  there,”  Tiglao  says.  “These  are  the 
roots  that  I’m  setting  in  Boston.”

Since  opening  in  the  former  Harry  O’s  space  in  November,  Union  Park  Pizza 
has  been  slinging  slices  in  hopes  of  winning  over  its  neighbors.  “We  decided 
we  wanted  to  focus  first  and  foremost  on  being  a  great  local  business  for  the 
people  who  live  around  here,"  says  owner  Joe  Sylva.

Mei  Mei  founders  Margaret,  Andrew  and  Irene  Li  used  their  noodles  to  whip  up  Double 
Awesome  Chinese  Food,  a  cookbook  combining  beloved  recipes  from  the  restaurant  and 
food  truck  with  childhood  favorites  and  dishes  from  their  own  kitchens.  The  book— named 
after  Mei  Mei’s  best-selling  scallion  pancake  sandwich— peppers  cooking  tips,  local  sourcing 
strategies  and  anecdotes  amid  ingredient-focused  chapters  covering  topics  like  seafood, 
vegetables  and  dumplings.  “We  re  hoping  to  pass  on  some  of  the  wisdom  and  experi¬ 
ence  we’ve  gained  over  six  years  of  running  a  food  truck  and  restaurant,”  Margaret 
says.  "We’d  love  this  book  to  get  grease-stained  from  regular  use  in  your  kitchen, 
not  sit  on  your  coffee  table  and  look  pretty.” 

With  their  book  hitting  shelves  on  Feb.  5— just  in  time  for  Chinese  New  Year— 
the  culinary  trio  suggests  celebrating  the  Year  of  the  Pig  by  cooking  their  five- 
spice  pork  shoulder  recipe  (available  on  improper.com)  or  hosting  a  dumpling 
party,  where  guests  get  their  hands  doughy  folding  the  traditional  treats.  “The  best 
part  is  freezing  all  the  extras  and  giving  everyone  bags  of  dumplings  to  take  home,” 
Margaret  says.  /  Cathryn  Haight

HE  PREVIOUS  BOOKS  AUTHORED  BY 

N.D.  Galland  have  ranged  from 
historical  novels  to  a  thriller,  but  the 
Martha’s  Vineyard  resident  settles 
into  the  romantic  comedy  genre  for 
her  latest.  Set  in  Galland’s  hometown,  On  the 
Same  Page  centers  on  journalist  Joanna  Howes, 
who  leaves  a  career  in  New  York  to  return  home 
to  care  for  her  cranky  Uncle  Hank. 

Finding  herself  financially  strapped,  Howes 
starts  writing  for  both  local  newspapers:  The 
Journal,  which  is  more  homey  and  caters  to  the 
island’s  natives,  and  the  Newes,  which  as  the 
frisky  name  suggests  is  more  upper  class.  She 
manages  this  journalistic  infidelity  by  using 
different  bylines  and  by  hiding  her  relationship 
to  her  uncle,  a  growling  member  of  the  zoning 
board  who  wants  to  keep  the  island  free  of  out¬ 
siders  like  Orion  Smith.  Called  a  Wash-Ashore 
since  he’s  not  a  dyed-in-the-island  native,  Smith 


is  fighting  forthe  right  to  use  his  helicopter 
there. 

Howes,  for  all  her  complicity,  comes  across  as 
deft  and  appealing.  But  the  truth  huddles  dan¬ 
gerously  close  to  the  lies  in  her  life.  She  also  keeps 
her  relationship  to  her  uncle  from  Smith,  who 
she  grows  excitingly  closer  to.  Their  flirtatious 
exchanges  involve  a  wonderfully  arch  and  witty 
repartee  that  recalls  Shakespeare.  But  she’s  run¬ 
ning  on  dangerous  terrain,  being  an  “objective” 
reporter  with  connections  to  two  men  who  are  at 
odds  with  each  other,  while  working  for  two  rival 
papers.  Ultimately,  the  way  the  two  men  evolve, 
revealing  their  hidden  sides  and  stories,  makes 
the  suspense — and  the  resolution — gratifying.

AIN’T  LIFE  GRAND? 

FROM  MEDIEVAL  CASTLES  TO  MODERN  ART,  LUXEMBOURG'S  GOT  ITALL 


It’s  easy  to  get  transported  to  the 
past  in  Luxembourg  City,  where  the 
ancient  fortified  city  walls  are  open  for 
public  exploration,  the  surroundings  are 
verdant  thanks  to  myriad  public  parks 
and  cantilevered  gardens  hug  17th-century  relic 
Neumiinster  Abbey. 

So  much  so  that  you  might  not  realize  that  after 
climbing  one  of  the  city’s  many  scalable  hills  that 
you’ve  wandered  into  the  Luxembourg  City  His¬ 
tory  Museum,  its  elevator’s  modern  glass  panels 
layingbare  a  virtual  time  portal.  Over  the  course 
of  several  floors,  you  can  explore  archaeological 
finds  that  trace  from  the  Middle  Ages  all  the  way 
to  the  industrial  19th  century,  a  metaphor  for  the 
juxtaposition  in  this  tiny  Grand  Duchy.  Despite  its 
medieval  charms,  the  country  is  now  a  rich  techno¬ 
logical  powerhouse  with  a  reputation  for  unafford¬ 
ability  that  can  be  off-putting — but  don’t  let  that 
deter  you  from  discovering  a  hidden  gem  that’s 
much  easier  to  navigate  than  other  European  capi¬ 
tals  like  Paris  and  Rome. 

Opt  to  stay  at  the  Sofitel  Luxembourg  Le 
Grand  Ducal — a  five-minute  walk  from  the 
UNESCO-listed  Old  Quarters — full  of  sweep¬ 
ing  panoramas  from  many  rooms  as  well  as  the 
top-floor  Mu  steakhouse.  Four  nights  is  an  ideal 
time  frame  to  explore  all  of  the  top  sights  in 
the  country,  which  is  even  smaller  than  Rhode 
Island.  Start  with  the  underground  defense 
system — the  fortifications  built  in  the  10th 
century  were  once  known  as  the  Gibraltar  of 


the  North — and  meander  past  Parliament,  the 
Notre-Dame  Cathedral,  the  Grand  Ducal  Pal¬ 
ace  and  the  Golden  Lady  monument,  which  now 
pays  tribute  to  victims  from  World  Wars  I  and  II 
and  Korea. 

History  buffs  can  geek  out  with  a  10-minute 
drive  to  Luxembourg  American  Cemetery,  where 
Gen.  George  Patton  and  more  than  5,000  U.S. 
soldiers  are  buried,  most  casualties  of  the  Bat¬ 
tle  of  the  Bulge  in  the  nearby  Ardennes  Forest. 

A  quick  drive  from  there,  Diekirch’s  National 
Museum  of  Military  History  is  filled  with 
restored  tanks,  military  vehicles  and  weapons, 
and  spry  curator  Benoit  Niederkorn  leads  visi¬ 
tors  through  the  space.  Partially  paid  for  and 
constructed  by  U.S.  veterans,  the  life-sized  bat¬ 
tle  dioramas  bring  some  of  the  war’s  most  pivotal 
struggles  to  life. 

To  begin  exploring  the  food  and  drink  scene, 
grab  a  beer  from  the  country’s  second  largest 
brewery,  Diekirch,  before  giving  in  to  your  appe¬ 
tite  at  Brasserie  du  Cercle.  Venison,  homemade 
sausages,  spaetzle,  cabbage  and  ooey  gooey 
raclette  cheese  make  for  some  authentic  local 
indulgences,  or  save  the  calories  for  abrunch  at 
the  cafe  inside  Mudam.  That  I.M.  Pei-designed 
modern  art  museum’s  exhibits  are  as  digestible 
in  a  two-hour  visit  as  its  stunning  spread  of  local 
cheeses,  cured  meats  and  pastries. 

It’s  good  fuel  to  hit  the  road  bound  for  Cler- 
vaux,  home  to  one  of  the  country’s  most  impres¬ 
sive  castles.  Inside  is  another  stunning  artistic 


display — war  photographer  Edward  Steichen’s 
Family  of  Man  exhibit,  which  toured  the  world 
for  eight  years  before  being  installed  in  the 
American  immigrant’s  home  country.  More  than 
2.50  unnamed  photographers  from  around  the 
world  contributed  black-and-white  images  on 
the  themes  of  fun,  work  and  family,  portraying 
the  universality  of  human  emotions.  You’ll  feel 
some  of  that  joy  in  nearby  Chateau  d’Urspelt,  a 
former  castle  that  was  used  as  an  American  field 
hospital  before  being  converted  into  a  luxury 
hotel.  The  beds  are  no  doubt  much  more  com¬ 
fortable,  and  after  a  relaxing  spa  treatment  or 
sumptuous  three-course  dinner,  you’ll  feel  like 
royalty. 

The  castle  tour  continues  30  minutes  away  in 
Vianden,  where  a  9th-century  feudal  manor  tow¬ 
ers  over  a  colorful  cobbled  village  that  seems 
plucked  straight  out  of  a  Disney  movie.  Tour  the 
restored  property,  hike  the  well-manicured 
trails  or  continue  toward  another  medieval  gem 
renowned  for  its  hiking  paths:  Mullerthal.  You’ll 
soon  see  why  it’s  called  Little  Switzerland,  with 
quaint  half-timbered  houses  and  an  impres¬ 
sive  abbey.  The  fascinating  Roman  ruins  of  Trier 
(including  the  UNESCO-listed  Porta  Nigra) 
await  across  the  border  in  Germany — a  short 
drive  away — or  stay  put  with  a  glass  of  wine  at 
Hotel  de  l’Ecluse,  a  funky,  modern  hotel  whose 
restaurant  has  great  views  of  the  Moselle  River 
and  its  terraced  vineyards.  The  whites  and  spar¬ 
kling  cremants  are  crisp,  vibrant  and  the  ideal 
way  to  toast  discoveries  in  both  the  city  and  the 
countryside.  ♦

Sam  Lasky 's  recent  project  at  Bigelow  Chapel  in  Cambridge 
was  a  matter  of  life  and  death.  After  all,  the  architect  at 
William  Rawn  Associates  was  building  out  the  small  granite 
chapel  at  Mount  Auburn  Cemetery 

At  nearly  180  years  old.  the  structure  by  famed  physi¬ 
cian  Jacob  Bigelow  was  simply  too  small  to  fit  the  needs 
of  today.  It  lacked  enough  room  for  crematories  and  re¬ 
ceptions,  as  well  as  access  for  people  with  disabilities.  But 
there  was  an  even  bigger  problem:  how  to  complement 
its  quirky  Gothic  Revival  design  full  of  jagged  crockets, 
stained-glass  windows  and  jutting  spires.  Deciding  that 
adding  more  of  that  style  wouldn’t  work,  Lasky  opted  for  a 
modern  look,  wrapping  the  chapel  with  a  brilliant  rectan¬ 
gular  frame  of  glass  and  steel. 

The  minimalist  annex— though  doubling  the  space— feels 
more  like  a  passage  than  a  place.  On  the  inside,  the  glassy 
reception  hall  gives  the  illusion  of  standing  in  the  sprawling, 
175-acre  grounds,  The  area  for  cremation  ceremonies, 
in  contrast,  is  closed  and  meditative,  draped  in  walls  of 
anigre  wood  and  looking  out  to  a  small  garden  of  rocks  and 
shrubs.  Modern  makes  sense,  Lasky  says,  because  Mount 
Auburn  "has  been  a  place  that  always  embraced  the  new." 
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ROSY:  In  addition  to  making  the  chancel 
accessible  for  wheelchairs,  the  great  rose  window 
(not  in  view)  was  restored  to  wash  the  80-seat 
hall  with  pink  and  red  light  on  sunny  days.

ambridge’s  bygone  B-Side 
Lounge  launched  Boston’s  cocktail 
revolution  in  1998,  and  its  ethos 
has  been  spreading  like  virtuous 
crabgrass  ever  since.  The  schol¬ 
arly,  inventive  use  of  historic  recipes,  proper 
technique,  quality  spirits,  fresh  juices  and  the 
correct  glassware  and  ice  is  now  found  in  scores 
of  bars  and  restaurants  throughout  town.  In 
this  groundbreaking  mold,  some  of  our  crafti¬ 
est  bars — like  Green  Street,  Drink,  backbar  and 
Blossom  Bar — sling  high-quality  Tiki  drinks, 
trying  to  exorcise  the  ghost  of  crappy  middle¬ 
brow  purveyors.  The  South  End’s  new  Shore 
Leave  takes  the  task  of  Tiki  rehabilitation  a  step 
further,  re-creating  the  hipness  and  glamour 
that  accompanied  the  genre’s  invention  in  the 
1930s  by  Don  Beach  at  his  West  Hollywood  bar, 
Don  the  Beachcomber.  In  a  big,  gorgeous  space 
hidden  deep  in  a  residential  building’s  base¬ 
ment,  decorated  with  sage-green  tufted-leather 
banquettes,  flatteringly  dim  lighting,  bamboo 
and  exotic  woods,  Shore  Leave  boasts  a  Brother 
Cleve  soundtrack  of  midcentury  exotica,  Bolly¬ 
wood  hits  and  ’60s  bluebeat.  The  ambiance  for¬ 
swears  easy  kitsch  for  sumptuous  good  taste: 
think  Raffles  Hotel,  not  Margaritaville. 


You’ll  recognize  many  staffers  from  nearby 
sibling  Bar  Mezzana,  like  beverage  manager  Ryan 
Lotz,  whose  specialty  cocktails  riff  on  the  Tiki 
canon  while  preserving  the  Groovy  Serving  Ves¬ 
sel  trope.  The  Air-Conditioned  Eden  ($13)  is  like 
a  tropical  Vesper:  pineapple-tinged  rhum  agri¬ 
cole,  gin,  bianco  and  dry  vermouths.  The  epon¬ 
ymous  Shore  Leave  ($14)  recalls  Don’s  Special 
Daiquiri  via  multiple  rums,  passionfruit,  lime, 
molasses  and  Madeira.  The  Mexican  Pearl  ($14) 
uses  tequila  to  update  the  Pearl  Diver,  a  sweet- 
spiced  hot  buttered  rum  done  as  an  icy  drink.  The 
Amaro  di  Cocco  ($14)  launches  the  pina  colada 
into  genuine  weirdness  with  bitter  Campari  and 
toasted  coconut,  one  of  many  culinary  accents 
from  chef  de  cuisine  Sam  Olivari,  working  under 
the  aegis  of  executive  chef/co-owner  Colin  Lynch. 
The  Rule  35  ($70,  serves  4-6)  evokes  the  Fog  Cut¬ 
ter  originated  by  Trader  Vic  (Beach’s  more  famous, 
copycat  rival).  It’s  a  deadly,  dinghy-sized  vessel 
of  cachai^a,  gin,  sherry,  Grand  Marnier,  toasted 
oats  (!),  lemon  and  crushed  ice — and  10  minutes 
of  melting  renders  it  sneakily  smooth.  Don’t  try 
to  stump  Lotz’s  bartending  crew  by  ordering  Tiki 
classics,  as  they’ll  whip  up  a  fabulous  Jungle  Bird, 
Jet  Pilot,  Suffering  Bastard  or  ’56-vintage  Zombie 
($i3-$i4)  without  batting  an  eyelash.  Beers,  ciders 
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and  wines  get  only  a  glancing  nod  here  (10  total, 
maybe).  No  staffer  will  shame  you  for  ordering  a 
vodka  soda  (though  we  might  silently  tsk  at  you). 

Boozing  on  an  empty  stomach  is  for  rookies, 
so  Shore  Leave  offers  grazeable  snacks  and  share¬ 
able  plates  for  base-building.  The  menu  trots 
around  Southeast  and  Northeast  Asia,  toeing  an 
Asia-for-beginners  line:  fancy,  pricey  and  short 
on  fermented  flavors,  yet  with  moments  of  great¬ 
ness.  Salt-and-pepperpork  rinds  ($7)  with  scal¬ 
lion  cream  cheese  is  perfect  drinking  food.  Fluffy 
steamed  bao  ($6-37),  wheat-flour  buns  filled  with 
shiitake,  porkbelly  orfried  clams,  are  outstanding. 
Kinilaw,  the  Filipino  ceviche,  is  similarly  won¬ 
drous  in  renditions  of  scallop,  hamachi  or  seabass 
($13-314).  “Tandoori”  hamachi  collar  roasted  with 
Northern  Indian  spices  is  rich  and  meaty,  a  deal 
at  $18.  But  salads — cucumber  and  seaweed  ($9) 
and  green  mango  ($12)  topped  with  crisp-fried 
shallots — are  either  over-  or  underdressed.  Dan 
danwonton  ($12)  cleverly  subs  pork  dumplings 
for  noodles,  but  its  chili/Sichuan-pepper  sauce  is 
weirdly  off-balance.  Char  siu  chicken  ($32,  serves 
2-4)  must  be  picked  off  the  bone-in  bird  for  wrap¬ 
ping  in  lettuce  leaves  with  rice  noodles  and  pep¬ 
per  vinegar,  too  bland  to  be  worth  the  work.  Thank 
goodness  we  tried  Rohan  duck  ($80,  serves  4-6), 
a  sensational  gloss  on  Peking  duck.  It’s  a  delecta¬ 
ble,  generous  pile  of  sliced,  roasted  duck  breast, 
some  chunks  of  rich  duck  confit,  mushu  pancakes, 
fluffy  baos,  sliced  cucumbers,  pickled  carrot  and 
daikon,  scallions,  herbs,  pineapple  hoisin  and 
housemade  Sriracha — enough  to  make  a  small 
mountain  of  sweet/crisp/fatty/savory/spicy  roll¬ 
ups.  It’s  effing  brilliant.  ' 

We  also  ate  one  dinner  at  No  Relation — the 
nine-seat  sushi  bar  hidden  in  a  back  room  of 
Shore  Leave — an  utterly  superb  tasting  menu  of 
at  least  10  courses,  mostly  single  pieces  of  nigiri 
with  amazing  sushi  rice,  plus  some  sashimi,  a 
hand  roll  and  a  soup,  perfectly  paced  over  90 
minutes  for  $95  to  $120.  It’s  a  smashing  bargain 
and  testament  to  Lynch’s  skill  with  raw  fish  and 
complementary  flavors  that  he  honed  at  O  Ya  and 
Bar  Mezzana.  It’s  so  distinctive  and  separate  an 
experience  from  Shore  Leave  that  it  deserves  its 
own  Improper  review  that  it  probably  won’t  get. 
But  it’s  already  booked  out  for  weeks,  and  proba¬ 
bly  doesn’t  need  us  to  spread  the  word. 

Meanwhile,  Shore  Leave  dazzles  with  its  lively 
yet  serene  atmosphere  and  superb  drinks,  bol¬ 
stered  by  the  kind  ofwarm  hospitality  we  have 
come  to  expect  of  refugees  from  Barbara  Lynch’s 
empire,  like  front-of-house  fixture/co-owner 
Heather  Lynch.  There’s  a  lot  of  it’s-about-times 
going  on  here:  The  South  End  finally  getting  a 
really  cool,  fun  craft-cocktail  bar;  Boston  get¬ 
ting  a  purely  Tiki-focused  bar  with  a  range  and 
sophistication  on  par  with  earlier  adopters  like 
New  York;  a  generation  of  customers  at  last 
learning  to  give  unalloyed  Tiki  cocktails  the 
appreciation  they  deserve.  Credit  Lotz  and  the 
Lynches  for  building  a  rare  thing:  A  fizzy,  enter¬ 
taining,  slightly  luxurious  night  out  that  feels 
like  nothing  else  in  Boston.  ♦

SHATTERED  GLASS 

M.  NIGHT  SHYAMALAN’S  LATEST  FILM  IS  BROKEN 


IF  YOU  HEAR  THAT  M.  NlGHT  SHYAMALAN 

has  released  a  new  superhero  movie  and  don’t 
let  out  an  audible  groan,  you’re  likely  one  of 
two  people — someone  who  hasn’t  seen  many 
movies  since  1999,  or  someone  who  enjoyed 
Split,  Shyamalan’s  surprise  2016  hit  starring  James 
McAvoy  as  a  hypnotic  supervillain  with  24  distinct 
personalities.  Although  plagued  by  a  particularly  bad 
case  of  mental-illness-as-horror,  SpZz'f  succeeded  in 
ways  that  no  Shyamalan  movie  had  in  years,  due  in 
large  part  to  McAvoy’s  tricked-out  performance. 

Unfortunately,  not  even  McAvoy  can  save 
the  film’s  sequel,  Glass,  from  Shyamalan’s  worst 
instincts.  Despite  his  earnest  belief  in  the  power  of 
his  heroes,  the  writer/director’s  self-seriousness 
and  his  need  to  explain  himself  through  a  clunky 
script  sabotage  the  film  at  nearly  every  turn — Glass 
only  succeeds  when  he  lets  the  camera  do  most  of 
the  talking.  As  a  result,  what  was  likely  meant  to  be 
a  meditation  on  the  genre  comes  off  more  like  a  lec¬ 
ture,  one  that  will  disappoint  most  superhero  fans 
and  skeptics  alike. 

Glass  is  the  final  film  in  a  trilogy  most  don’t  even 
know  exists,  beginnings with  2000’s  Unbreakable 
and  continuing,  loosely,  with  Split.  For  this  finale, 
security  guard-turned-vigilante  David  Dunn 
(Bruce  Willis)  andhis  sworn  enemy  Elijah  Price, 
also  known  as  Mr.  Glass  (Samuel  L.  Jackson) 
from  Unbreakable,  are  brought  face-to-face  with 
McAvoy’s  charismatic  Kevin  Wendell  Crumb  from 
Split,  whose  ever-changing  personas  have  been 
dubbed  The  Horde.  It’s  a  jigsaw  puzzle,  and  all  the 
pieces  are  characters  with  three  or  more  names. 


Although  a  gulf  of  more  than  15  years  separates 
the  first  two  films,  Glass  takes  place  just  three  weeks 
after  the  events  of  Split,  with  Crumb  continuing  his 
pattern  of  kidnapping  and  murderingyoung  women 
when  controlled  by  his  ultra-violent  persona,  The 
Beast.  Enter  Dunn,  or  The  Overseer,  who  dons  his 
forest  green  poncho,  sniffs  out  Crumb’s  lair  and 
frees  the  current  batch  of  trapped  cheerleaders

with  his  superhuman  strength,  only  to  be  tossed 
into  the  same  Philadelphia  mental  institution  as 
Crumb  and  Price  for  delusions  of  grandeur.  Tough 
break,  Die  Hard. 

As  Dunn,  Crumb  and  Price  circle  one  another 
in  the  world’s  most  poorly  staffed  hospital,  psy¬ 
chiatrist  Elbe  Staple  (Sarah  Paulson)  begins  her 
work  of  convincing  the  men  that  they  aren’t  super¬ 
heroes,  but  rather  talented  and  unwell  men.  She 
taps  into  their  childhood  traumas  to  identify  their 
weaknesses — water  for  Dunn,  bright  lights  for 
Crumb — and  uses  them  as  a  means  of  control, 
promising  them  freedom  only  when  they  accept 
their  status  as  regular  people. 

At  this  point,  the  film  stagnates,  with  each  lec¬ 
ture  from  Dr.  Staple  feeling  more  grating  and

tedious.  Dunn’s  son  Joseph  (Spen¬ 
cer  Treat  Clark),  Price’s  mother 
Mrs.  Price  (Charlayne  Wood¬ 
ard)  and  Crumb’s  former  victim 
Casey  Cooke  (Anya  Taylor-Joy) 
each  make  visits  to  either  plead  the 
case  of  their  companions  or  con¬ 
vince  them  to  comply.  The  film’s 
gears  only  begin  to  turn  again 
when  Crumb  and  Price  hatch  an 
inevitable  plan  to  escape,  result¬ 
ing  in  a  courtyard  face-off  between 
the  three  supers  that  is  decidedly 
underwhelming,  more  of  a  sluggish 
brawl  than  a  showdown.  There’s 
talk  of  visiting  the  tallest  building 
in  the  city  for  a  MarveZ-esque  battle,  but  we  never 
get  there — one  of  Shyamalan’s  many  winks  at  the 
camera  that  aren’t  as  subversive  as  he  thinks. 

Dr.  Staple’s  monologues  about  trauma  and  gran¬ 
deur  aren’t  so  different  from  Shyamalan’s  own 
posturing,  delivered  through  characters’  meta¬ 
commentary  on  what  superheroes  are  supposed  to 
do,  where  they  come  from  and  what  we  can  learn 
from  them.  While  Joseph,  Casey  and  Mrs.  Price 
form  a  coalition  of  regular  people  who  believe  in 
their  comic-book  counterparts,  the  film’s  script 
gets  self-referential  to  the  point  of  eye-roll  absur¬ 
dity,  with  lines  like,  “This  is  an  origin  story.”  While 
Shyamalan  might  think  he’s  flipping  the  super¬ 
hero  industrial  complex  on  its  head,  he’s  reallyjust 
revealing  how  little  he  seems  to  know  about  what 
the  genre  has  already  accomplished  without  his 
involvement. 

For  viewers  who  haven’t  seen  either  Unbreak¬ 
able  or  Split—  and  even  for  those  who  have — massive 
questions  linger  through  much  of  the  film’s  first  two 
acts.  Why  are  Crumb  and  Price  enemies?  Where’s 
the  action?  Why  is  Casey  romantically  involved  with 
the  man  who  kidnapped  her?  What’s  up  with  that 
train  accident  people  keepingtalkingabout?  And 
why  is  Jackson’s  mother  being  played  by  an  actress 
five  years  his  junior?  But  even  as  the  film  closes  in  on 
its  twisty  conclusion,  with  biggish  reveals  about  why 
what  we  watched  mattered,  the  questions  continue 
to  overshadow  their  answers. 

Despite  it  all,  McAvoy  shimmers  and  shines  when 
he  has  the  spotlight.  His  performance  as  Crumb/ 
The  Horde  is  a  rare  case  of  the  most  acting  also  being 
the  best  acting.  It’s  atotal  delight  watching  him 
shape-shift  from  9-year-old  boy  to  arched  matron 
and  beyond,  and  his  scenes — with  the  addition  of 
some  adventurous  camerawork — are  the  best  Glass 
has  to  offer.  But  ifyou’re  in  it  just  for  The  Horde, 
stick  to  Split,  a  tighter,  scarier  and  better  movie  all 
around — Shyamalan’s  too  busy  sermonizing  to 
noticeyour absence.  ♦

Those  prenatal  vitamins, 

they’re  for  real,”  Sharon  Van 
Etten  says  with  a  laugh  about 
how  her  rippling  hair  has  grown 
since  she  went  on  hiatus  in  2015. 

“I  used  to  have  a  joke  that  the  happier  I  am,  the 
more  positive  place  that  I’m  in,  the  longer  my  hair 
gets.  Whenever  my  hair  was  short,  my  friends  were 
all  worried  about  me.” 

Of  course,  hair  growth  pales  next  to  everything 
else  Van  Etten  accomplished  these  past  fewyears. 
Yes,  she  gave  birth  to  a  boy  with  her  manager  Zeke 
Hutchins.  But  the  Brooklyn  singer/songwriter 
also  returned  to  college  for  psychology,  deferring 
studies  when  she  landed  an  acting  role  on  Netflix 
sci-fi  series  The  OA.  She  penned  the  score  for  Kath¬ 


erine  Dieckmann’s  film  Strange  Weather  and  wrote 
a  song  for  Tig  Notaro’s  show  Tig.  She  even  tried 
stand-up  comedy  for  a  night. 

“I  wanted  to  pay  attention  to  my  life  for  a  min¬ 
ute  and  nurture  my  relationship  and  be  home  for 
a  while  and  try  to  expand  my  knowledge  in  other 
ways,  to  hopefully  grow  as  a  person,”  Van  Etten, 
37,  says  of  the  break  in  her  indie-folk  career.  “I  feel 
very  lucky  that  it  ended  up  leaking  into  my  cre¬ 
ative  world.” 

In  turn,  Van  Etten  just  released  her  fifth  and 
best  album,  the  sonically  divergent  Remind  Me 
Tomorrow,  with  producer  John  Congleton  (St. 
Vincent,  Angel  Olsen). 

“I  wasn’t  thinking  about  making  a  record,”  says 
Van  Etten,  who  plays  Royale  on  Feb.  8 .  While  she 


was  scoring  Strange  Weather  on  guitar,  she  fiddled 
with  other  instruments,  gravitating  to  a  vintage 
Jupiter-4  synthesizer  owned  by  actor  Michael 
Cera  that  she  picked  up  in  a  rehearsal  space  they 
shared.  “I  was  interested  in  trying  something 
newjust  to  cleanse  the  palate  so  I  could  approach 
the  score  with  a  fresh  set  of  ears,”  says  Van  Etten, 
who  sketched  songs  from  keyboard  riffs  and 
drones,  added  beats  and  basslines  and  sang  melo¬ 
dies.  “Out  of  all  the  demos  that  I  sent  Congleton, 
the  left-of-center,  synth-driven  ones  were  the 
ones  that  excited  him  most.” 

Along  with  demos,  Van  Etten  gave  the  producer 
three  references  for  the  dark,  spectral  sound  she 
envisioned:  Suicide,  Portishead  and  Nick  Cave’s 
Skeleton  Tree.  “I  don’t  know  how  to  create  the  uni-

verse,”  she  says.  “I  don’t  have  the  production  chops 
to  do  that,  and  also,  with  all  the  other  things  going 
on  in  my  life,  I  don’t  have  the  mental  headspace 
to  figure  out  the  logistics.”  Congleton  hired  sev¬ 
eral  musicians,  including  Beck  drummer  Joey 
Waronker.  Van  Etten  sang  live  with  the  studio 
band  and  played  some  keyboards  but  not  guitar. 

“I  had  never  felt  so  understood,”  Van  Etten  says 
of  Congleton’s  treatments,  which  range  from 
trial  runs  “Memorial  Day”  (where  he  wove  a  vocal 
loop  into  a  sparse,  eerie  backdrop)  and  moody  love 
song  “Jupiter  4”  to  the  sludgy  synth-rock  anthem 
“Comeback  Kid.”  They  even  built  a  worthy  hit  in 
“Seventeen,”  inspired  by  young  people  in  neighbor¬ 
hoods  where  Van  Etten  once  lived  but  ’can’t  afford 
now  (one  reason  she’s  moving  to  LA).  “I  used  to  be 
17,”  she  sings,  “nowyou’re  just  like  me.” 

“I  see  my  ghost  everywhere — I  sawthat  ghost 
in  the  girl  who  just  moved  to  New  York  and  the 
adult  that  I’m  still  becoming,”  Van  Etten  says.  “I 
wish  I  could  go  back  and  hug  that  17-year-old  girl, 
but  at  the  same  time,  I  had  to  make  mistakes  to 
become  the  person  I  am  today.  Being  a  mother 
now,  and  knowing  that  my  parents  had  to  see  me 
go  through  all  that,  my  heart  breaks  for  my  son.” 

She’s  in  a  far  different  place  than  in  her  late 
teens,  when  the  New  Jersey  native  left  for  Ten¬ 
nessee  and  fell  into  an  abusive  relationship, 
worrying  her  family  and  friends.  “I  have  more 
understanding  and  forgiveness  for  those  times,” 
she  says.  “In  some  ways,  I’m  still  that  same  per¬ 
son,  and  in  other  ways,  I’ve  grown  so  much.” 

Partly  fueled  by  conversations  with  fans,  she’s 
now  set  another  path:  to  become  a  mental-health 
therapist  by  age  50.  “As  a  teenager,  music  meant  so 
much  to  me,”  Van  Etten  says.  “One  of  my  goals  is  to 
learn  how  to  help  people  find  their  outlet.”  ♦

BATTLING  ATERRIBLE,  AWFUL,  SERIOUS  CASE  OF  MAN  COLD 


Mywife,  Heather,  is  anurse 
practitioner  and  is  constantly 
exposed  to  sick  people.  As  such, 
she’s  jaded  when  it  comes  to  sea¬ 
sonal  maladies.  Every  day  she’s 
seeing  tough  cases — diabetes,  cancer  and  the 
kind  of  stuff  that  used  to  get  diagnosed  on  House, 
M.D.:  “Have  you  been  in  contact  with  any  frogs 
in  New  Guinea?  I  thought  so.  There’s  a  species 
there  that  breathes  on  you  while  you’re  asleep  and 
causes  your  ears  to  turn  green  six  months  later.” 
So  when  I  get  the  first  hint  of  a  sniffle,  the  clock  is 
ticking  until  Heather  breaks  out  the  term  “man 
cold.”  I’m  not  sure  what  the  standard  is  for  a  non¬ 
man  cold,  but  I  guess  I  should  be  glad  I  haven’t 
hit  it  yet.  Because  if  they  brought  Abe  Lincoln 
straight  from  Ford’s  Theatre  to  Heather’s  office, 
she  would  have  told  him  to  cut  it  out  with  the  man 
cold. 

Yes,  I  get  it:  Women  are  tougher  and  more  stoic 
when  it  comes  to  pain  and  discomfort.  But  it’s  not 
like  I’m  faking  it — a  point  I  make  on  Night  One  of 
my  current  ailment,  when  I’m  coughing  my  brains 


out  at  midnight,  totally  unable  to  sleep.  See,  I’m 
not  just  being  a  baby  about  my  sore  throaty-woaty. 
There’s  actually  a  physiological  problem,  in  that 
there’s  fluid  in  my  lungs  and  my  body  does  not 
want  it  there,  thus  rendering  me  gross  and  repul¬ 
sive  to  everyone,  including  myself.  As  I  toss  and 
turn,  trying  to  find  the  magic  position  that  will 
stop  the  coughing,  I  hear  Heather’s  voice  in  the 
dark.  “I  think  I  have  a  cure  for  your  cough,”  she 
says.  “Really?”  I  ask,  suddenly  hopeful.  “Yeah,” 
she  continues.  “I’m  going  to  murder  you.”  Then 
she  banishes  me  to  the  guest  bedroom. 

I  spend  my  first  hour  there  curled  into  the 
fetal  position  under  the  covers  because  the  heat 
wasn’t  on  and  now  I’m  in  The  Revenant.  Incipient 
hypothermia  does  at  least  take  my  mind  off  the 
coughing,  which  continues. 

Since  I’m  awake,  I  have  plenty  of  time  to  con¬ 
template  the  strangeness  of  sleeping  in  my  own 
guest  room.  I  find  myself  wondering  who  the  hell 
has  a  super-bright  clock  radio  these  days.  Oh, 
right.  I  guess  I  do.  When  I  get  up  in  the  middle 
of  the  night  to  set  off  for  the  bathroom,  my  legs

are  taken  out  by  a  chair.  I’m  basically  a  human 
Roomba,  bumping  into  things  until  I  map  my  sur¬ 
roundings.

But  it’s  not  just  the  major  differences  that 
upset  my  usual  routine.

cessful  sushi  restaurant.  When  I  encounter  one 
in  the  wild  I  always  treat  the  faucet  like  a  guy  on 
the  bomb  squad  removing  a  wire  from  the  slab 
of  C4  plastic  explosive.  Careful,  careful,  just 
get  a  little  trickle  going ...  and  then  it  suddenly 
shoots  a  Bellagio  geyser  out  of  the  bowl  and 
directly  onto  the  crotch  of  my  pants.  Who  the 
hell  has  one  of  these  moronic  devices  in  their 
house?  Oh,  right.  I  do.  I’m  beginning  to  under¬ 
stand  why  nobody  wants  to  visit  me.

THE  AWARD-WINNING  RAPPER  DISHESON  RHYMES,  HYPE  VIDEOS  AND  WORKING  WITH  OFFSET 


Born  Stephen  Goss,  Boston-bred  rapper 

Cousin  Stizz,  26,  recently  became  the  first  hip-hop  art¬ 
ist  to  be  named  Artist  of  the  Year  at  the  Boston  Music 
Awards.  Born  and  raised  in  Dorchester,  he  was  forced 
to  choose  between  military  school  and  high  school  in  the  suburbs 
after  he  began  acting  out  as  a  teenager.  He  chose  the  latter.  Stizz 
released  his  first  mixtape,  Suffolk  County ,  in  2015,  and  it  quickly 
went  viral.  In  July  2017,  he  released  his  major  label  debut,  One 
Night  Only,  which  was  led  by  “Headlock”  featuring  Offset,  and 
he’s  currently  the  voice  of  the  Celtics  hype  videos  for  this  sea¬ 
son.  On  his  last  tour,  he  sold  out  the  House  of  Blues  in  36  hours. 
His  next  record  is  expected  this  year.  He  lives  in  Los  Angeles. 


Jonathan  Soroff:  What 
sets  you  apart  as  a  rapper? 
Cousin  Stizz:  Knowing  who 
I  am.  My  story.  It’s  different 
than  everyone  else’s.  It’s  spe¬ 
cial  because  it’s  my  story. 

How  does  it  feel  to  be 
the  first  rapper  named 
Artist  of  the  Year  at  the 
Boston  Music  Awards?  It’s 
great.  Really  cool.  I’m  super 
appreciative  of  the  acknowl¬ 
edgement.  I  never  even 
thought  of  something  like 
that.  It’s  pretty  tight. 

Where  do  you  keep  the 
award?  It’s  at  my  mom’s  house. 
All  my  everything  is  with  her. 
Anything  that’s  given  to  me,  I 
give  itto  mymom.  Paintings, 
old  pictures,  everything.  She 
has  a  drawer  where  she  puts 
all  that,  not  just  from  me  but 
from  my  sisters.  It’s  like  a  fam¬ 
ily  shrine,  I  guess. 

How  vibrant  is  the  Boston 
hip-hop  scene?  I  feel  like  it’s 
dope  as  hell.  It’s  really  moved. 
It’s  lit.  That  wasn’t  a  thing 
when  we  started  rapping.  It 
wasn’t  in  the  forefront  the 
way  it  is  now. 

Howtight  is  the  Boston  rap 
community?  I  think  it’s  really 
tight.  When  I  was  cornin’  up, 
like  in  2012,  it  was  a  small  cir¬ 


cle  of  us.  We  didn’t  know  any¬ 
thing  about  infrastructure. 
Now  it  feels  like  everybody’s  a 
part  of  it.  It’s  really  dope. 

Word  you  overuse  the  most? 

I  overuse  a  lot  of  stuff.  Proba¬ 
bly  lit.  I  say  that  alot.  Fire,  too. 
I  say  that  to  everything. 

Hardest  word  to  rhyme? 

Maybe  orange.  I  hear  that 
there’s  no  word  that  rhymes 
with  it.  I  haven’t  tried  it  out 
yet.  I’ll  work  it  into  a  rhyme 
at  some  point. 

Easiest?  I  guess  anything 
with  a  sharp  vowel  in  it, 
because  I  know  there  are 
multiple  words  that  have 
those  kinds  of  sounds. 

Anythingyou’d  never  rap 
about?  Never?  I  don’t  think 
anything’s  off-limits.  As  long 
as  it  has  to  do  with  life.  You 
feel  me?  If  it’s  happening  out 
in  the  real  world,  it  should  be 
spoken  about,  regardless  of 
what  it  is. 

Top  three  things  in  heavy 
rotation  on  your  devices? 

Let’s  check.  I  like  Kodak’s 
album,  a  lot.  Future’s  that  just 
dropped.  And  Cardi’s  album, 

I  would  say.  I ’m  listening  to  a 
lot  of  old  stuff  right  now,  too. 
Tribe  Called  Quest.  I  even 


have  some  Anita  Baker  in 
there,  too. 

Favorite  rapper  of  all  time? 

I  don’t  know.  I  like  a  lot  of  dif¬ 
ferent  rappers  for  different 
reasons.  If  I  say  all-time,  I’m 
going  on  and  off  the  court,  so 
I’ll  go  withJay-Z. 

CardiBorNickiMinaj? 

I ’m  staying  away  from  that 
one.  There’s  no  way  I’m  going 
for  that.  [Laughs.] 

Story  from  working  with 
Offset?  Offset’s  hilarious. 
He’s  actually  a  really  funny 
guy.  People  probably 


wouldn’t  know  by  lookin’  at 
him  or  hearin’  him  talk,  but 
he’s  hella  witty.  He  also  broke 
out  some  dance  moves  at  the 
end  of  “Headlock.”  I  don’t 
know  if  they  got  it,  but  he  was 
definitely gettin’  his  dance 
on.  It  was  tight. 

Biggest  indulgence?  Food 
and  clothes,  for  sure.  More 
food  than  clothes,  1,000  per¬ 


cent.  I  eat  a  lot.  I  don’t  look  like 
it,  but  I  consume  a  lot,  I  guess 
’cause  I  have  the  munchies  all 
the  time.  I  eat  a  shit-ton. 

Most  bailer  thing  about 

you?  Hmmm ...  my  lifestyle. 
Me.  The  whole  package. 

Least?  I  don’t  like  to  go  out  all 
the  time.  That’s  not  my  style. 

Favorite  way  to  kill  time? 

I  play  a  lot  of  video  games. 

I  guess  that’s  kinda  bailer, 
’cause  video  games  are  mak¬ 
ing  seven  figs. 

Thingyou  miss  the  most 
about  Boston?  My  family. 
Myfriends. 

Venue  in  Boston  you’d  most 
like  to  play?  TD  Garden!  Then 
after  that,  I  gotta  keep  goin’. 

Biggest  musical  influences? 

Rap,  definitely.  Oldies  and  old 
soul  and  R&B,  with  the  melo¬ 
dies.  I  definitely  like  the  oldies. 

Genre  you  just  don’t  listen 

to?  I  don’t  try  to  listen  to 
super-duper  heavy  metal, 
where  the  yelling  gets  too 
crazy.  That’s  about  it.  I  don’t 
really  listen  to  country 
music,  either.  I’ve  listened  to 


classical  music  and  opera. 

I  have  no  fault  with  it. 

Toughest  part  of  doing 
the  hype  videos  with  the 
Celtics?  The  pacingand 
enunciation.  Like  any  voice¬ 
over,  I  have  to  remember  to 
slow  down.  You  want  to  read 
it  fast,  so  you  have  to  know 
to  keep  it  at  a  good  pace.  You 
have  to  enunciate  really  well. 


It  takes  a  lot  of  takes  to  get 
the  right  one.  It  could  take  30. 
I’ve  heard  of  people  taking  six 
hours  trying  to  get  the  right 
thing,  so  I  guess  I  was  lucky.  I 
did  like  six  in  four  or  five  hours. 

How  important  was 
basketball  to  you  when  you 
were  growing  up?  I  loved 
sports.  Sports  were  an  outlet. 
An  escape.  The  one  place 
besides  music  where  you 
could  go  and  just  not  have  to 
worry  about  anything.  You 
were  just  worried  about  the 
next  play.  I  still  watch  basket¬ 
ball,  but  I  like  football  more 
than  I  like  basketball,  to  tell 
the  truth. 

Most  underrated  rapper? 

Maybe  MF  Doom.  He’s  a 
legend  in  his  ownright  and, 
as  far  as  rapping,  he’s  pretty 
damn  good. 

Pop  star  you’d  love  to 
collaborate  with?  I’ll  go 

with  Ariana  [Grande],  She’s 
killin’ it. 

Ever  smoked  a  spliff  with 
Snoop  Dogg?  No,  I  haven’t. 
But  would  I?  Hell,  yeah. 
Snoop’s  the  man. 

Favorite  brand  of 
headphones?  It’s  a  tie  right 
now  between  Apple,  because 
I  use  them  all  the  time,  and 
Beats,  when  I’m  trying  to 
write.  I  rock  with  Beats. 

How  has  LA  changed  you? 

It  made  me  more  aware  of  life. 

I  always  had  a  pretty  good  per¬ 
spective  on  the  way  that  peo¬ 
ple  act,  which  has  a  lot  to  do 
with  where  they  are  and  where 
they  came  from.  I  think  LA 
sharpened  that  a  lot  for  me. 

In  10  years, you’ll  have  how 
many  Grammys?  Oooh.  Ten 
years  is  a  lot  of  time.  I’d  be 
cool  with  seven.  ♦

ON  DRESSING  UP  FOR  A  SERVICE: 

1  hope  and  pray  that  black  churches  never  drop 
the  tradition  of  dressing  up  for  worship.  In  the 
old  days,  when  black  people  dressed  up  to  go  to 
church  on  Sundays  it  was  the  only  day  when  the 
enslaved  or  segregated  black  bodies  were  human¬ 
ized.  Monday  through  Saturday,  they  were  treated 
like  animals.  However,  on  Sunday,  when  they 
dressed  up,  something  changed.  When  women 
put  on  fancy  dresses,  their  posture  changed.  When 
marginalized  black  men  put  on  suits  and  ties  and 
became  deacons  and  preachers,  something  in 
them  changed.

Three  decades  ago, 

two  men  met  for  one 
hour,  one  a  legendary 
choreographer  and 
the  other  a  dancer. 
Today,  that  brief 
encounter  is  having 
a  dramatic  effect  on 
Boston’s  dance  scene. 

The  year  was 
1989,  and  William 
Forsythe  was 
traveling  from  Japan 
back  to  Germany  and  had  a  five-hour  layover  in  San 
Francisco.  As  it  happened,  the  San  Francisco  Ballet 
was  working  on  a  piece  of  his,  and  he  decided  to 
attend  the  rehearsal.  He  spent  time  with  one  of  the 
principals,  for  whom  the  encounter  changed  his 
life.  That  dancer  was  Mikko  Nissinen,  who,  after 
retiring  as  a  performer,  became  the  artistic  director 
of  Boston  Ballet  in  2001. 

“Dancing  was  hard,”  Nissinen  says.  “In  one  hour 
with  Bill,  he  liberated  me.  He  was  able  to  decode 
ballet  for  me,  and  the  whole  thing  became  organic  and 
natural.  It  finally  felt  like  the  glove  fit.” 

Trying  to  elaborate,  he  adds,  “Dance  is  a  balance 
between  control  and  strength,  and  release.  When  you 
train  as  a  dancer,  the  control  and  strength  come  easily, 
but  it’s  difficult  to  find  the  release.  In  that  short  time, 
Bill  showed  me  that.  And  it  suddenly  all  made  sense.” 

Nissinen  has  described  it  as  an  epiphany,  more 
evidence  that  Forsythe  seems  to  have  an  uncanny 
ability  to  put  a  dancer  at  ease  while  remaining  within 
the  rigors  of  a  very  controlled  art  form. 

As  Forsythe  himself  describes  it:  “The  rules  of 
ballet  are  a  language,  and  dancers  write  using  this 
language  in  real  time.  I  just  help  them  write  better.” 
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Forsythe  is  continuing  to  write  his  latest  chapter 
as  he  begins  rehearsals  for  Boston  Ballet’s  Full  on 
Forsythe,  which  will  be  performed  from  March  7  to 
17  at  the  Boston  Opera  House.  Set  to  showcase  three 
Forsythe  pieces,  including  one  world  premiere,  it’s 
part  of  the  choreographer’s  five-year  residency  with 
the  Nissinen-led  company.

medicine.  It’s  education.  There  are  a  lot  ofvery  smart 
people.  And  the  city  is  very  livable.” 

“There’s  this  big  myth  about  artistic  centers  like 
New  York  or  London,”  Forsythe  says.  “But  you’d  be 
amazed  by  how  much  happens  outside  of  the  center. 
And  right  now,  it’s  happening  here.” 

And  here,  as  Nissinen  puts  it,  “The  dancers  say 
they’re  the  luckiest  people  in  the  world.  We’re 
actually  the  envy  of  the  world  because  of  this 
relationship.” 

Nissinen  believed  his  dancers  would  benefit  from 
having  the  same  kind  of  awakening  he’d  experienced 
in  San  Francisco.  “Boston  Ballet  had  never  done  any 
structured  improvisation,  where  the  dancers  receive 
a  broad  directive  and  they  have  to  improvise.  I  knew 
that  was  the  next  step.  A  dancer  has  to  be  so  strong 
that  they  can  be  vulnerable  enough  to  do  that.” 

Ask  the  company  members  what  they  got  out  of  it, 
and  it  turns  out  that  Nissinen’s  prediction  was  correct. 
Principal  dancer  Paul  Craig  says:  “Before  Bill  signed  a 
five-year  agreement  with  the  company,  his  protege  Jill 
Johnson  came  to  work  on  Second  Detail.  That’s  when 
my  mind  was  blown.  She  dove  into  theories  ranging 
from  improv,  negative  space,  geometry,  bounce  and 
much,  much  more.  I’d  never  been  so  cerebral  in  my 
approach  to  dance.  It  was  as  though  I  was  finally  using 
my  brain — or  at  least  a  part  that  had  lain  dormant  until 
then.  I  like  to  compare  Forsythe’s  choreography  to 
jazz  music.  It’s  a  modem,  cerebral  and  mathematical 
approach  to  a  vocabulary  that’s  been  around  forever.” 

Fellow  Boston  Ballet  dancer  John  Lam  is  even 
more  effusive:  “I’m  always  in  awe  at  how  Forsythe 
brings  art  out  of  you,  if  you’re  willing  to  create  with 
him.  He’s  a  collaborator  and  always  open  to  different 
interpretations.  Vile  Parody  of  Address  was  one  of  my 


In  the  world  of  dance,  there  are  great  artists,  and 
then  there  are  the  gods:  Nijinsky.  Nureyev.  Graham. 
Tharp. 

Forsythe  belongs  in  that  pantheon. 

He  has  an  honorary  doctorate  from  Juilliard  and 
has  won  a  Bessie,  Olivier  and  Golden  Lion  award.  A 
Commander  of  Arts  and  Letters  in  France,  he’s  also 
received  the  German  Distinguished  Service  Cross. 
Revered  by  dance  lovers  around  the  globe,  Forsythe 
transcends  art  forms  and  genres,  even  boasting  a 
big  enough  reputation  as  a  visual  artist  to  warrant 
shows  at  the  Louvre,  the  Venice  Biennale  and  now  at 
the  Institute  of  Contemporary  Art,  where  William 
Forsythe:  Choreographic  Objects  is  on  view  through 
Feb.  21.  If  he  isn’t  exactly  a  household  name  outside 
of  certain  rarefied  circles,  he’s  an  extremely,  major 
big  deal. 

And  he’s  working  right  here  in  Boston. 

Born  and  raised  in  New  York,  Forsythe  didn’t 
study  dance  seriously  until  he  was  at  Jacksonville 
University  in  Florida.  He  joined  the  Joffrey  Ballet 
in  1971,  but  soon  decamped  for  Europe  for  the 
next  45  years,  following  his  then-wife  to  the 
Stuttgart  Ballet.  After  an  11-year  stint  there,  he 
was  urged  to  create  his 
own  company,  Ballet 
Frankfurt,  where  he 
choreographed  the 
early  breakthrough 
works  that  cemented 
his  international  rep¬ 
utation.  After  leaving 
Ballet  Frankfurt  in 
2004,  he  formed  the 
Forsythe  Company, 
also  based  in  Germa¬ 
ny,  which  enjoyed  a 
decade-long  run  as 
one  of,  if  not  the  most 
innovative  contempo¬ 
rary  ballet  companies 
in  the  world.  During 
this  time,  the  accolades 
from  critics,  audiences 
and  cognoscenti  kept 
piling  up.  Forsythe  was  breathlessly  hailed  as  the 
savior,  the  future,  the  apotheosis  of  ballet. 

Keeping  up  with  Forsythe’s  later  work  from  afar 
was  Nissinen,  whose  first  program  at  Boston  Ballet 
included  the  company  premiere  of  Forsythe’s  In 


the  Middle  (as  well  as  works  by  Jorma  Elo  and  Mark 
Morris).  But  the  two  men  didn’t  cross  paths  again 
until  last  decade. 

“I  always  followed  what  he  was  doing,  but  I  didn’t 
actually  see  Bill  again  until  I  was  in  New  York.  They 
were  doing  Impressing  the  Czar,  and  I  saw  him  at  the 
party  afterward.  But  over  the  years,  I’d  become  even 
more  of  a  fan  of  his.  We  did  a  few  of  his  works  with  a 
stager,  but  he  never  actually  came  here  to  work  with 

the  dancers  until  our 
50th  anniversary  [in 
2013].  He  came  here 
to  rehearse  Second 
Detail .” 

Afewyears  later, 
while  enjoying  dinner 
together  one  evening, 
Forsythe  told  Nissinen 
how  impressed  he  was 
with  the  company. 
Nissinen  asked  if  he’d 
consider  doing  a  five- 
year  residency  here, 
and  Forsythe  emailed 
the  next  day,  asking, 
“Do  you  mean  it?” 

Following  that 
initial  conversation 
in  2016,  it  came  to¬ 
gether  very  naturally, 
according  to  Nissinen.  As  for  Forsythe,  whose  official 
residence  is  now  in  Vermont,  he  says:  “I’m  working  in 
Boston  because  Mikko  is  the  best  director  in  America. 
No  company  ever  did  Artifact  better.  But  the  city  itself 
is  awesome.  It  has  a  very  European  mentality.  It’s 
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special  solos  I  did  last  season,  and  it  spoke  to  me  in 
a  unique  way.  Having  the  incredible  gift  of  Forsythe 
being  in  the  studio  with  us  is  a  dream  come  true  for 
any  artist.  Boston  as  a  city  still  hasn’t  grasped  the 
concept  that  what  they’re  seeing  and  experiencing  is 
the  work  of  an  artistic  genius.” 

Forsythe,  however,  prefers  to  downplay  his  effect 
on  the  dancers,  whether  it’s  the  current  crop  or 
Nissinen  30  years  ago. 

“I  think  of  myself  as  more  of  an  educatorthan  a 
choreographer,”  says  Forsythe,  who  has  also  joined 
the  faculty  at  the  University  of  Southern  California. 

As  for  all  the  adulation,  he  says,  “It  doesn’t  kiss  you 
goodnight  and  it  doesn’t  take  out  the  garbage.  I  mean, 
people  are  nice  to  me,  but  it’s  really  about  dance.” 

The  March  performance  of  Full  on  Forsythe  will 
debut  Forsythe’s  Playlist  ( EP ),  which  is  an  extension 
of  Playlist  ( Track  1,2),  a  piece  he  staged  in  England 
last  year.  The  first  world  premiere  Forsythe  has  cre¬ 
ated  for  an  American  company  since  1992,  it  features 
music  ranging  from  Barry  White’s  “Sha  La  La  Means 
I  Love  You”  to  Khalid’s  “Location.”  It’s  only  the  lat¬ 
est  step  in  the  Forsythe-Nissinen  connection.  “I’m 
a  dreamer  and  I  dream  of  big  things,”  Nissinen  says. 
“This  is  the  dream  of  dreams  come  true,  and  it’s  only 
five  years  to  start.  It’s  not  going  to  end.  We’re  on  a 
wonderful  journey.” 

It  seems  some  of  the  city’s  art  lovers  are  keeping 
up.  Forsythe’s  show  at  the  ICA  is  one  of  its  most 
popular  in  recent  memory,  while  Artifact  was  one  of 
Boston  Ballet’s  most  anticipated  and  widely  appreci¬ 
ated  works  in  its  more  than  50-year  history. 

“We  had  to  hold  the  curtain  for  20  minutes 
because  of  the  line  at  the  box  office,”  Nissinen  says 
of  the  2017  production. 


In  April,  the  pair  will  take  the  company  to  tour 
Paris,  which  promises  another  first.  Boston  Ballet, 
which  will  soon  have  the  largest  Forsythe  repertory 
of  any  U.S.  company,  already  has  the  largest  repertory 
by  Jin'  Kylian.  The  famed  Czech  choreographer,  who 


suffers  from  claustrophobia  and  doesn’t  fly,  has 
agreed  to  make  the  landlocked  trip  to  the  City  of  Light 
to  work  with  the  dancers. 

“Imagine,  Forsythe  and  Kylian  with  Boston  Ballet  in 
Paris,”  Nissinen  says.  “Dance  history  in  the  making.”  ♦

The  team  behind  Casa  Cana  and 
Publico  is  stirring  the  culinary 
melting  pot  once  again  with  its 
latest  venture,  Bar  Mercato,  a 
European  food  hall-inspired 
concept  slated  to  open  near  Faneuil  Hall  in  late 
February.  Drawing  influence  from  open-air 
markets  and  food  stalls,  husband-and-wife  duo 
Jairo  Dominguez  and  Teodora  Bakardzhieva, 
along  with  business  partner  Theo  Bougas, 
tapped  their  travels  abroad  for  the  internation¬ 
ally  driven  menu  of  shareable  plates  and  creative 
cocktails. 

“They  wanted  European-centered  food,” 
executive  chef  Casey  Lovell  explains.  “And  my 
background  is  in  classic  French  cuisine,  so  I 
wanted  to  roll  with  that  while  playing  with 
different  ingredients.” 


Taking  up  residence  on  the  bottom  floor  of 
the  Hyatt  Centric — a  forthcoming  hotel  near 
the  Old  State  House — the  restaurant,  designed 
by  Arrowstreet,  will  feature  industrial  accents, 
floor-to-ceiling  windows  and  an  18-seat  L-shaped 
bar.  The  48-seat  dining  area  includes  refurbished- 
style  tables  underneath  contemporary  light 
fixtures. 

“The  design  was  all  based  on  feeling  like  you’re 
in  a  marketplace,”  Lovell  says.  “We  wanted  it  to 
have  that  rustic  feel,  like  you’re  walking  into  an 
old  world.” 

The  kitchen  will  serve  daily  breakfast,  lunch 
and  dinner,  and  also  operate  a  grab-and-go  cafe 
with  fresh-baked  pastries  and  an  espresso  bar 
during  the  day.  The  menu  will  feature  a  section  for 
shareable  snacks,  like  charcuterie  boards  or  items 
like  bacon-wrapped  dates  covered  in  blue  cheese 


and  an  orange  glaze,  and  fried  smelts  served  with 
tartar  sauce.  Bigger  bites  will  include  options 
like  free-range  brick  chicken  served  with  herb- 
roasted  fingerling  potatoes,  carrot  puree  and 
chicken  jus.  The  bar  program  will  highlight  Euro¬ 
pean  wines  and  beers  and  feature  a  vast  selection 
of  vermouth,  as  well  as  cocktails  like  the  Sangre  de 
Toro,  made  with  vino,  Averna,  limoncello  and  wild 
blackberry  liqueur,  and  the  Lady  of  Versailles, 
which  mixes  gin,  St-Germain,  cardamom,  lemon 
and  bubbly. 

“I’ve  done  a  lot  of  research  on  street  food 
from  all  different  countries,”  Lovell  says.  “Look¬ 
ing  at  marketplaces  and  different  views  of  the 
culture  and  how  they  eat  food,  then  taking  it 
back  here  and  figuring  out  what  Americans  are 
interested  in  buying  and  how  I  can  really  push 
those  limits.” 


Good  Eats:  Sweet  Dreams 


In  a  match  made  in  comfort  food  heaven.  New  York-based  sweet  spot  Milk 
Bar  and  DCs  &pizza  opened  their  first  joint  location  in  Cambridge  earlier  this 
month,  slinging  personal  pies  and  desserts,  like  the  exclusive  Boston  cream  pie 
milkquake.  “It’s  a  love  letter  to  the  local  origins  of  the  beloved  dessert,  reimag¬ 
ined  by  taking  our  signature  cereal  milk  soft  serve  base  and  blending  in  liquid 
cheesecake— my  favorite  secret  weapon— and  dense  yellow  cake  bites  and  glossy 
fudge  sauce,”  says  Milk  Bar  founder  and  cake  truffle  titan  Christina  Tosi.  “My  big¬ 
gest  professional  challenge  is  currently  limiting  myself  to  one  a  day.”  Go  ahead 
and  eat  dessert  first,  but  then  dig  into  &pizza’s  Moonstruck  pie,  which  combines 
garlic,  ricotta,  truffle,  goat  cheese  and  a  fig  balsamic  drizzle.  /  Nathan  Tavares

BACKGROUND:  When  he  couldn't  satisfy  his 
coffee  habit  on  a  trip  to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Fool's 
Errand  beverage  and  hospitality  director  Daniel 
Motsinger  fell  in  love  with  fresh-pressed  pine¬ 
apple  juice.  Back  in  a  cooler  climate,  without  local 
citrus,  he  likes  to  tap  tropical  fruit:  "In  the  depths 
of  winter,  when  it’s  freezing  and  you  never  know 
when  it’s  going  to  go  away,  you  get  tired  of  big, 
heavy,  rich  drinks  all  the  time.”  After  30  minutes  in 
the  smoker  at  sibling  spot  Sweet  Cheeks,  the  pine¬ 
apple’s  dressed  in  sugar,  lemon  and  Champagne 
vinegar.  Motsigner  often  steers  vodka  drinkers 
toward  this  recent  menu  addition,  because  of 
the  evergreen  and  rosemary  notes  in  the  Everett- 
made  gin.  As  for  the  name,  Rachel  Wall  was  a 
Beacon  Hill  maid-turned-pirate,  who  was  the  last 
woman  to  be  hanged  in  Massachusetts  in  1789. 


VA-VA-VERMOUTH:  “When  we  opened,  the 
intent  was  to  be  a  wine  bar  with  a  cocktail  or  two,” 
Motsinger— who  first  worked  with  Tiffani  Faison 
more  than  a  decade  ago  at  Pigalle— says  of  the 
thoughtful  vermouth  selection.  “It's  just  something 
we  all  love  and  know  the  world  will  love  if  they’re 
given  a  place  to  enjoy  it.”  Guests  can  sample  those 
featured  in  each  cocktail— marmalade-y  Antica 
de  Torino  for  the  Negroni,  the  dark  cherry-scented 
Montanaro  Rosso  for  the  Manhattan— neat,  on 
the  rocks  or  with  a  splash  of  soda.  Go  for  the  bit¬ 
tersweet  aperitif  used  in  the  mojito-like  Corset: 
Mattei  Cap  Corse  Blanc.  “That's  the  one  that  I  keep 
in  my  fridge  at  home,’’  says  Motsinger,  who  adds  a 
twist  of  lime  to  the  fortified  vermentino  grape  juice 
infused  with  Corsican  vegetation. 

SPRING  IS  COMING:  Come  higher  temps,  about 
a  dozen  guests  at  the  Fenway  standing-room- 
only  snack  bar  can  spill  out  onto  the  patio,  where  a 
table  will  be  waiting  with  an  ice-filled  well  stocked

Q&A 

PASTICHE 

PERFECT 

Raised  in  Needham,  playwright,  performer 
and  director  Gerard  Alessandrini  has  always 
savored  the  stage.  His  latest  show,  Spamilton, 
spins  a  fictional  story  of  how  Hamilton  was 
made.  We  caught  up  with  Alessandrini  as  his 
musical  continues  its  run  with  the  Huntington 
Theatre  Company  through  April  7  at  the  BCAs 
Calderwood  Pavilion. /Nathan  Tavares 

HOW  DID  THE  PROJECT  BEGIN?  I  actually 
thought  at  first  before  I  started  writing  anything, 
“How  am  I  gonna  do  this?  Now,  I  could  make  it  a 
parody  about  [Alexander]  Hamilton  and  Aaron 
Burr,  but  of  course  Lin-Manuel  [Miranda]  did 
that  on  his  own,"  So  1  thought,  “Well,  how  am 
I  going  to  have  a  through  line?”  ...  I  thought,  “I 
have  to  make  it  about  Lin- Manuel's  challenge 
to  what  was  happening  on  Broadway  at  the 
time."  What  do  you  do  now  that  you've  shined 
a  completely  different  light  on  Broadway?  The 
light  is  so  bright  it's  showing  all  the  cracks  and 
flaws  and  dust  from  the  old  Broadway  that 
we've  been  used  to  for  the  past  10  or  15  years. 

WAS  SPAMILTON  DIFFICULT  TO  WRITE 
BECAUSE  OF  HAMILTON'S  MUSICAL 
SCORE?  I  was  used  to  diving  in  and  learn¬ 
ing  what  the  writers  of  the  original  pieces  had 
done.  And  I  did  the  same  with  Hamilton.  I 
had  to  sort  of  pull  it  apart  and  research  it.  I  do 
have  to  say  that  I’m  also  using  Lin-Manuel’s 
rhythms  and  frameworks,  so  a  lot  of  the  work 
was  already  done  for  me.  The  more  creative 
aspect— I  haven't  really  said  this  to  anybody— 
is  actually  the  cut-and-pasteidea.  How  much 
of  it  do  you  use?  When  do  you  go  on  to  the  next 
thing?  It’s  the  truncating  of  it.  That's  a  challenge, 
too,  because  I’m  trying  to  get  the  essential 
part  of  Hamilton  but  I'm  doing  a  collage  of  it. 
Editing  it  down  for  comic  effect  fs  as  much  of  a 
challenge  as  writing  it.

After  launching  their  boutique  practice  in  2015, 
nurse  practitioners  and  LexRx  founders  Alex¬ 
andra  Rogers  and  Alexa  Nicholls  Costa  are 
expanding  their  brand.

which  was  released  in  January,  The  paraben- 
free  lip  treatment  promises  to  hydrate,  plump 
and  color,  giving  wearers  a  pristine  pout.  “Our 
polish  was  created  for  those  who  are  interested 
in  a  subtle  enhancement,  but  not  interested 
in  getting  lip  injections,”  Nicholls  Costa  says. 
Customers  can  procure  the  polish  and  the 
rest  of  the  line  at  LexRx's  original  Beacon  Hill 
location  as  well  as  their  just-opened  Southie

UPGRADE 

THE  MAIN  SQUEEZE 

Joe  Budzienski  is  an  avid  catch-and-release  fly  fisherman.  So  it  only  makes 
sense  that  his  latest  venture,  ThreeMain,  was  created  in  part  to  cut  down  on 
the  plastic  pollution  that’s  overwhelming  the  world’s  oceans.  The  new  Boston- 
based  company  ditches  plastic  cleaning  bottles  for  reusable  aluminum  ones, 
while  also  partnering  with  nonprofit  Rozalia  Project  to  clean  up  waste  in  the 
ocean.  Its  main  service  for  annual  subscribers  delivers  three  reusable  bottles 
filled  with  nontoxic  cleaning  solutions:  multi-surface  cleaner,  liquid  dish  soap 
and  bathroom  cleaner.  Customers  also  get  refill  pouches  and  six  plant-based 
sponges  in  that  initial  home  delivery.  Every  three  months,  a  new  package  arrives 
with  more  refills,  sponges  and  a  prepaid  envelope  to  recycle  the  refill  pouches 
through  ThreeMain’s  zero-waste  program. 

‘‘The  aluminum  bottles,  coupled  with  our  refillable,  recyclable  pouches, 
contain  80  percent  less  plastic  than  traditional  household  cleaners,”  Budzienski 
says.  “We  initially  started  out  using  recycled  ocean  plastic  for  our  bottles.  When 
we  thought  about  the  amount  of  oil  and  new  plastic  development  it  would  take 
to  get  to  those,  we  decided  to  limit  plastic  production  and  usage  as  much  as 
possible.  Shortly  after,  our  reusable  aluminum  bottle  was  born.” 

ThreeMain  offers  quarterly  and  annual  subscriptions  ($225/year),  and  it’s 
hoping  the  eco-friendly  approach  will  attract  consumers  that  might  be  wary 
of  the  extra  packaging  that’s  become  ubiquitous  in  the  current  era  of  doorstep 
delivery.  Says  Budzienski:  “I  guess  it’s  tough  because  nobody  has  done  it— 
although  some  larger  corporations  are  moving  toward  it.  But  solving  this  two- 
part  problem  won’t  be  easy.

THE  THORNS  OF  IVY 

A  HARVARD  SCHOLAR  EXAMINES  DISADVANTAGED  STUDENTS  AT  ELITE  COLLEGES 


The  Privileged  Poor  by  Anthony  Abraham  Jack 

Published  by  Harvard  University  Press,  281  pages,  $28 

When  Anthony  Abraham  Jack 
went  to  Amherst  College,  he 
wondered,  “Where  are  the  other 
poor  black  kids?”  Now  an  assis¬ 
tant  professor  at  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Education,  Jack  ponders  that 
again  in  his  new  book,  The  Privileged  Poor.  He 
interviews  kids  from  an  elite  college  that  he  amus¬ 
ingly  calls  “Renowned,”  learning  about  the  prob¬ 
lems  experienced  by  disadvantaged  students. 

Some  attended  private  high  schools,  where  they 
already  digested  the  enormous  shocks  of  being 
different.  He  calls  this  group  the  Privileged  Poor. 
They’ve  seen  rich  kids  with  values  and  styles — 
sometimes  including  chauffeurs — that  contrast 
their  own  experiences  of  dealing  with  poverty, 
crime,  illness  and  education  tinged  with  chaos. 
Then  there’s  students  coming  from  public  high 
schools,  who  Jack  dubs  the  Doubly  Disadvantaged. 
His  interviews  include  black,  Latino  and  white 


youngadults  discussingthe  need  to  work  during 
school  vacation  and  struggling  to  eat  because  the 
cafeterias  are  closed — all  while  earning  less  and 
sacrificing  time  off.  Cleaning  their  classmates’ 
horrifically  dirty  dorms  highlights  their  inequality. 
And  their  lesser  understanding  of  the  importance 
of  connecting  with  professors  outside  the  class¬ 
room  has  negative  academic  and  career  conse¬ 
quences.  Many  of  the  students — 46  percent  of  the 
Doubly  Disadvantaged — have  an  alarming  paucity 
of  resources  and  people  who  they  can  reach  out  to 
for  guidance. 

Jack’s  well-researched  study  is  matchedby  his 
advocacy  for  adding  programs  that  could  help  bring 
these  students  closertothe  alreadyprivileged. 


From  page  68:  Miranda  spent  most  of  the 
conversation  uncomfortably  deflecting  questions 
about  her  family.  “They  assumed  my  siblings  are  in 
school.  ‘Where  did  they  go  to  college?  Did  they  come  here 
too?’ I  told  them,  ‘No;  they  didn’t  go  to  college.  They’re 
working.’ They’re  like,  “Where  do  they  work?’ I’m  trying 
to  cover  up  the  fact  that  my  sister  is  in  prison.  ♦

STOWE  AWAY 

CHALET  ALL  DAY  ATTHIS  SPRUCED-UP  WINTER  HAVEN 


Known  as  the  ski  capital  of 
the  East,  Stowe  has  longbeen  a 
retreat  for  New  Englanders  escaping 
to  an  idyllic  winter  weekend.  The 
town — tucked  in  Vermont’s  Green 
Mountains — is  home  to  the  state’s  highest  peak, 
but  below  the  alpine  trails  winding  down  from 
Mount  Mansfield’s  4,393-foot  summit  is  a  chalet 
getaway  that  boasts  far  more  than  pristine  powder, 
providing  a  snowy  oasis  for  ski  bums  and  leisure 
seekers  alike. 

Previously  Stowe  Mountain  Lodge,  the  newly 
named  Lodge  at  Spruce  Peak  is  the  centerpiece  of 
a  nearly  200-acre  property  that  houses  the  hotel 
as  well  as  Spruce  Peak  village,  with  myriad  shops 
and  cafes  situated  around  a  spacious  skating  rink. 
The  300-room  Lodge  is  hailed  as  the  Northeast’s 
only  luxury  ski-in-ski-out  resort  and  features 
amenities  that  rival  Western  mountain  meccas. 
Guests  won’t  touch  their  skis  and  snowboards 
until  they’re  ready  to  hit  the  slopes — an  attendant 
whisks  away  equipment  before  travelers  even  step 
into  the  grand  lobby.  Once  you’re  settled,  grab  a 
cocktail  and  get  cozy  by  the  upper  level’s  fireplace 
before  turningin  early  to  get  some  rest  for  your 
upcoming  adventure. 

In  the  morning,  wander  to  the  ski  valet  and 
give  your  name  at  the  counter — by  the  time 
you’re  done  suiting  up  (with  boots  fresh  off  the 
warmers) ,  your  equipment  will  be  waiting  out¬ 
side.  Spanning  legendary  Mount  Mansfield  and 
eponymous  Spruce  Peak  in  the  Lodge’s  front  and 
backyards,  the  resort’s  ski  area  appeals  to  every 
level  of  skier.  Adrenaline  junkies  can  shred  on 


Mansfield’s  double  black  diamond  Front  Four, 
while  recreational  skiers  can  leisurely  wind  down 
Sunny  Spruce  and  Easy  Street.  Don’t  forget  to 
enjoy  the  view  before  bombing  down  the  slope: 
Stowe  is  one  of  the  only  mountains  to  offer  above¬ 
tree  skiing. 

Warm  up  with  an  apres-ski  sip  at  WhistlePig 
Pavilion,  which  opened  in  mid-December.  Located 
in  Spruce  Peak  village,  this  spot  features  wood- 
paneled  walls,  communal  tables  and  a  central 
stone  fireplace — where  wheels  of  raclette  cheese 
are  warmed  until  gooey  for  guests  to  nosh  on  while 
enjoying  hot  cocktails  highlighting  the  Vermont- 
based  whiskey.  Try  the  Hot  Buttered  Pig —  a  warm¬ 
ing  concoction  of  WhistlePig  10  Year  and  buttered 
cider  with  a  cinnamon  apple  garnish.  If  it’s  Satur¬ 
day,  stick  around  until  3:30  pm  for  the  toast,  when 
imbibers  are  treated  to  complimentary  apple  cider 
doughnut  holes  and  a  shot  of  the  good  stuff.  Fin¬ 
ish  your  eveningwith  dinner  downtown  at  The 
Whip,  a  mainstay  for  casual  fare  located  in  an  old 
horse  stable,  and  savor  dishes  like  pumpkin  seed- 
crusted  Faroe  Island  salmon. 

For  a  scenic  start  to  your  second  day,  schedule 
a  private  snowshoe  tour  with  Spruce  Peak  Out¬ 
fitters,  the  hotel’s  outdoor  activity  concierge. 
Adventurous  beginners  should  opt  for  the  Mill 
Trail,  a  brief  drive  from  the  Lodge.  Once  a  logging 
route  in  the  1800  and  1900s,  this  woodland  path 
is  dotted  with  historic  cabins  and  buildings  from 
its  heyday  along  with  spruce  trees  and,  often 
times,  fresh  deer  tracks.  Those  feeling  nomadic 
can  trek  to  Bingham  Falls — a  little  ways  down¬ 
hill  from  the  trail — to  admire  the  sparkling,  pale- 


blue  icicles  formed  by  the  Little  River  cascading 
over  the  rocks. 

Rest  your  tired  feet  at  the  Lodge’s  spa,  an  earth- 
toned  oasis  tucked  away  from  the  hubbub  of  the 
mountain.  Indulge  in  the  Stowe  Cider  Uber  Scrub— 
100  minutes  of  pure  pampering  that  begins  with  a 
full-body  exfoliation  that  combines  mineral-rich 
Himalayan  salt  with  apple  pulp  and  lyse — abyprod- 
uct  of  fermentation  from  local  Stowe  Cider  that’s 
rich  in  softeninghydroxy  acids.  The  treatment  con¬ 
tinues  with  a  50-minute  massage  using  vanilla- 
chai  body  lotion  and  concludes  with  a  frosty  can  of 
Stowe  Cider  in  the  spa’s  lounge. 

To  keep  the  luxurious  feel  going,  dine  at  the 
Lodge’s  signature  restaurant,  Solstice.  Ifyoucan 
plan  a  day  in  advance,  treat  yourself  to  the  chef’s 
table— a  personalized  five-course  dining  experi¬ 
ence  next  to  the  eatery’s  open  kitchen,  showcasing 
local  culinary  treasures  accompanied  by  wine  or 
beer  pairings.  Ifyou  get  on  the  staff’s  good  side, you 
may  score  access  to  the  invite-only  Line  House,  a 
subterranean  speakeasy  in  a  secret  location.  Named 
after  the  smuggling  buildings  on  the  Canadian  bor¬ 
der  in  the  1920s,  the  bar  slings  Prohibition-era  cock¬ 
tails  in  antique  glassware.  Gin  drinkers  might  cap 
off  their  night  with  the  Long  F  arewell — a  citrusy 
tipple  topped  with  egg  white  foam. 

Before  you  head  home,  take  the  afternoon  to 
explore  Stowe’s  downtown.  Settle  in  for  brunch  at 
Plate — where  diners  sip  teafrom  mismatched  china 
cups  and  munch  on  cheddar/maple  doughnuts — 
before  perusing  shops  like  the  Country  Store  on 
Main,  stocking  designs  from  Vermont’s  Farm¬ 
house  Pottery,  and  Stowe  Mercantile,  peddling 
upscale  local  pantry  items,  housewares  and  bath 
products.  With  its  enduring  charm  and  winter 
whimsy,  this  little  ski  town  may  make  you  want  to 
say  “Stowe  long”  to  city  dwelling.  ♦

MC’s  Picks 
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MAGNETIC  FEELS 

BALANI  BRINGS  ECLECTIC  COMFORTS  AND  NICE  PRICES  TO  A  FUNKY-FRESH  WALTHAM  SPACE 


WANDER  UNAWARES  FROM 

Waltham’s  restaurant-rich 
Moody  Street  into  Balani,  and 
you’d  never  guess  a  space  that 
looks  so  comfortably  lived- 
in  opened  a  mere  few  months  ago.  The  room,  a 
surprisingly  deep,  120-seat  space  divided  by  tall 
curtains  into  multiple  seating  areas  (spacious 
bar,  lounge  with  low-slung  sofas  and  chairs, 
conventional  dining  room)  has  beautiful  old 
bones  in  the  form  of  dark  carved  teak  columns, 
railings  and  paneling.  These  are  relics  of  a  long- 
bygone  Thai  restaurant,  but  along  with  flatter¬ 
ingly  dim  lighting,  copious  hanging  plants  and 
flowers,  vividly  painted  walls,  colorful  artwork 
(including  surreal  works  by  local  painter/collagist 
Karen  Moss),  hand-painted  (and  glittered) 
menus,  a  good  fake  fireplace  and  uniformly 
sweet,  affable  service,  it  feels  like  a  groovy, 
upmarket  neighborhood  tavern-with-food  that 
has  been  around  for  years. 

Chef/owner  Dave  Becker  and  his  executive 
chef  Tim  Fichera  have  assembled  a  menu  that 
combines  gussied-up  gastropub  fare,  elegantly 
prepared  seafood,  a  few  dishes  that  appear  to  have 
wandered  in  from  Becker’s  other  restaurants — 
beloved  Needham  Italian  hangout  Sweet  Basil 


and  Wellesley  small-plates  Mediterranean  spot 
Juniper — plus  a  couple  of  Asian-inspired  dishes 
for  good  measure.  There’s  a  lot  of  comfort-food 
starch  and  fat  here,  generally  elevated  by  excel¬ 
lent  smoking  and  deep-frying  chops.  Amid  the 
duck  poutine  and  crispy  smoked  pork  ribs  and  a 
pork  belly-topped  burger,  there  are  pretty,  pre¬ 
cisely  plated  crudos  and  panisses.  Similar  to 
the  ambiance,  the  food  simultaneously  embod¬ 
ies  coziness  and  flashes  of  arty  adornment,  like 
the  lovely  handmade  pottery  most  dishes  are 
served  on. 

Thus  monkfish  kofta  ($12),  four  crunchy- 
outside,  tender-inside  fish  croquettes  with  great 
smoke  flavor,  are  lined  up  atop  a  punchy  paprika 
mayo  with  some  vivid  dill  relish  (minced  pick¬ 
les,  basically,  with  a  lemon  to  squeeze  over  them). 
Pork  belly  mandu  ($12)  boasts  more  fine  smoke 
flavor  inside  properly  Korean-shaped,  nicely  pan- 
browned  dumplings,  though  accents  of  sweet, 
baking-spiced  apple  butter  and  fried  sage  are 
more  New  England  autumn  than  Seoul  winter. 
Slow-cooked  octopus  ($14)  has  fabulous  grill- 
charred  flavor  over  a  lovely,  tangibly  dressed 
salad  of  fresh  favas  and  tomatoes,  marred  only 
by  a  tender-verging-on-mushy  inner  texture  that 
hints  at  prior  freezing.  Sea  scallop  crudo  ($14) 


totters  further  off-balance,  the  delicate  raw  shell¬ 
fish  clobbered  by  an  overly  aggressive  charred- 
grapefruit  sauce.  Meanwhile,  chickpea  fries  ($9) 
present  as  a  Lincoln  Log-like  stack  done  with 
exquisite  technique,  crisp  without  and  melting 
within,  plus  there’s  subtle  fire  and  tartness  from 
paprika  sumac  mayo  and  a  little  grated  manchego 
on  top  to  gild  the  lily. 

Entrees  include  a  short  rib  stir-fry  ($22)  over 
housemade  spaghetti,  loaded  with  alternately 
crisp  and  tender  shreds  of  beef  and  bits  of  cabbage, 
mushrooms  and  cashews,  plus  a  soft-cooked  egg 
on  top.  Between  the  short-rib  fat  and  the  stirred- 
in  egg,  this  big  bowl  is  nearly  creamy  enough  to 
recall  a  stroganoff  punched  up  with  slices  of  fresh 
red  chilies,  a  superb  comfort  dish.  Great  fryjobs 
elevate  both  crispy  adobo  fried  chicken  (§23) 
with  a  pair  of  crunchy  biscuits,  chorizo  gravy 
and  a  side  of  braised  collards,  as  well  as  katsu  don 
($24),  a  huge  pork  cutlet  with  herby,  peppery  tog- 
arashi  in  the  breading,  topped  with  another  soft 
egg  and  flanked  by  fried  rice.  Two  fish  dishes  wow 
with  vivid  flavors  and  sophisticated  prep:  a  hefty, 
expertly  cooked  whole  black  sea  bass  ($28)  with 
smashing  sides  (celeriac  puree  and  green  beans 
dusted  with  dukka  amandine)  over  a  mustardy 
wine  sauce,  and  arctic  char  a  la  plancha  ($28),  a 
crisp  skin-on,  just-undercooked  fillet  encircled 
by  a  pretty  stripe  of  beet  dressing  and  sided  by 
fascinatingly  smoky,  deep-flavored  beluga  len¬ 
tils  that  were  so  good  we  ordered  an  extra  side  of 
them  ($6).  Desserts  include  loukoumades  ($10), 
spheres  of  sweet  fried  dough  done  Boston  cream 
style,  with  good  chocolate  sauce  and  pastry 
cream  that  would  have  been  even  better  if  they 
were  served  separately  instead  of  being  allowed 
to  puddle  together,  and  a  large,  wickedly  rich  slice 
of  date  cake  ($11)  that  recalls  sticky  toffee  pud¬ 
ding  in  cake  form,  embellished  with  a  lovely  dust¬ 
ing  of  flaky  salt. 

The  bar  program  demonstrates  wit  without 
straying  too  far  from  an  unassuming  formula, 
exemplified  by  specialty  cocktails  like  the  Blue 
Rose  ($12),  essentially  a  chili-spiked,  salt-edged 
margarita  the  color  of  Windex,  and  the  Banshee 
Beet  ($12),  like  a  beet-infused  Negroni  with  an 
oversized  ice  cube  that  makes  for  an  uncharacter¬ 
istically  short  pour  here.  There’s  a  slightly  nerdy 
list  of  14  beers  ($3-^10)  and  a  tight,  humble  wine 
list  with  27  options  ( $g-$i6  by  the  glass  and  $30- 
$180  bottles,  most  in  the  $40s).  We  found  joy  and 
value  in  a  2017  Domaine  Beausejour  Cuvee  Vin¬ 
cent  ($42),  a  bright,  light-bodied,  purplish  gamay 
noir  from  the  Loire  Valley.  By  the  early-ish  end  of 
the  night — Waltham  rolls  up  its  sidewalks  a  little 
sooner  than  Boston — we’d  been  quite  won  over 
by  Balani’s  eclectic,  earthy,  occasionally  refined 
food,  its  eager-to-please  approach  to  beverages, 
the  spacious,  shaggy  comfort  of  its  finely  framed, 
timeworn  digs  and  genial-to-a-fault  service 
(including  an  owner  who  will  occasionally  park  at 
your  table  for  an  extended  conversation).  It  turns 
out  that  “balani”  is  Tagalog  for  “charming,”  and 
boy,  does  that  unpretentious,  funky,  polychrome 
shoe  ever  fit.  ♦

SERENITY,  NO 

THE  NEO-NOIR  FILM  IS  A  LONG  WAY  FROM  PARADISE 


IN  THE  COLD,  DULL  EMBRACE  OF  MIDWINTER 

cinema,  a  movie  like  Serenity  looks  like  a 
sun-soaked  oasis.  Itticks  every  box  on  our 
mental  escape  checklist:  tropical  island  set¬ 
ting,  mostly  naked  Matthew  McConaughey, 
an  ex-wife  with  a  dark  secret  and  darker  roots, 
and  the  essential  noir  tropes  of  sex,  murder  and 
revenge.  Had  there  been  any  real  advertising  for 
the  movie,  surely  these  are  the  details  the  com¬ 
mercials  would  have  focused  on — and  yet  there 
were  no  commercials,  because  test  audiences  saw 
blood  in  the  water  and  rightfully  sent  the  movie’s 
distributor  running.  To  their  dismay,  Serenity’s 
promised  paradise  was  just  a  mirage. 

Packed  to  the  gills  with  parody-level  dialogue 
that  is  only  later  explained  by  a  sillyjaw-to-the- 
floor  twist,  Steven  Knight’s  newfilm  operates  more 
like  a  meta  movie-within-a-movie  than  something 
that’s  actually  in  theaters  this  very  moment.  Upon 
scrutiny,  it’s  challenging  to  understand  how  much 
of  this  is  actually  intentional — post-twist,  some 
things  start  to  add  up,  while  others  fall  apart  com¬ 
pletely.  But  as  it  stands,  Serenity’s  fleeting  moments 
of  fun  absurdity  and  over-the-top  performances 
aren’t  enough  to  make  up  for  the  odd,  uncomfort¬ 
able  flatness  that  defines  the  rest  of  the  film. 

Serenity  opens  on  the  tight  close-up  of  a  boy’s 
face,  and  zooms  in,  in,  in  on  his  eye  until  seem¬ 
ingly  passing  through  it,  the  image  morphing  into 
the  waves  of  the  open  ocean.  This  remarkably  con¬ 
trived  opener  does  a  lot  of  heavy  lifting:  It  shows  us 
just  howunsubtle  the  direction  is  goingto  be — as 
if  warning  us  that  we  can’t  get  mad  later  because 


we  knew  what  we  were  getting  into — while  ges¬ 
turing  toward  the  big  twist  from  which  the  story 
derives  all  of  its  meaning. 

We  quickly  meet  Baker  Dill,  Matthew  McCo- 
naughey’s  gruff,  suntanned  Iraq  veteran  who  cap¬ 
tains  a  small  charter  fishing  boat  (named  Serenity!) 
off  the  coast  of  a  fictional  Caribbean  outpost,  Plym¬ 
outh  Island.  Wiseyetjaded.alcoholicyet  impossibly

toned,  Dill  could  be  any  of  the  characters  McCo- 
naughey’s  played  in  the  years  since  accepting  his 
2014  Oscar  for  Dallas  Buyers  Club,  simply  tossed 
into  the  new  circumstances  ofislandlife.  He’s  so 
obsessed  with  catching  a  massive  tuna  he  named 
“Justice”  that  he  keeps  forgettingto  make  any  money, 
and  threatening  tourists  on  your  boat  with  aknife 
does  not  abooming business  make. 

So,  he  caves  and  starts  catching  swordfish  at 
night,  while  still  huntingJustice  by  day  and  sleep¬ 
ing  with  nosy  neighbor  Constance  (a  horribly 
underserved  Diane  Lane)  for  cash  at  dawn  and 
dusk.  Constance  is  always  playfully  pleadingwith 
Dill  to  “find  her  kitty,”  a  gross-out  euphemism  con¬ 
fused  by  the  fact  she  does  actually  seem  to  have  a 
cat  that  wanders  the  island.  Don’t  think  too  hard. 


As  if  on  cue,  Dill’s  estranged  ex- 
wife,  Karen,  played  by  a  shockingly 
blond  and  vampy  Anne  Hathaway, 
walks  into  the  island’s  only  bar  and 
introduces  some  conflict.  Her  sec¬ 
ond  husband  Frank  (an  appropri¬ 
ately  loathsome  Jason  Clarke)  is  a 
terrible,  cruel  drunk  who  has  been 
abusing  her  and  her  son  Patrick  for 
years,  you  see,  so  if  Dill  could  please 
take  him  out  on  the  ocean,  get  him 
loaded  and  feed  him  to  the  sharks, 
she  would  be  ever  so  grateful.  Oh, 
and  she’ll  give  him  10  million  dol¬ 
lars.  We  also  learn  that  Baker 
Dill’s  real  name  is  John,  which  he 
changed  for  mysterious  reasons, 
and  that  he  had  Patrick  with  Karen 
before  leavingfor  Iraq.  He  seems 
to  have  a  near  telepathic  connection  with  the  boy 
(hello,  Interstellar)  and  therefore  takes  Karen’s  pro¬ 
posal  seriously,  but  not  before  telling  her,  like  his 
first  mate  Duke  (Djimon  Hounsou)  and  business¬ 
man  Reid  Miller  (Jeremy  Strong),  to  get  offhis  damn 
boat .  As  he  attempts  to  choose  between  Justice  the 
tuna  and  justice  the  concept,  his  self-perception 
begins  to  muddy — and  things  get  complicated. 

Anne  Hathaway  manages  to  be  one  of  the  film’s 
greatest  highs  and  lowest  lows,  simultaneously. 
Peaking  with  her  Oscar-winning  performance  as 
Famine  in  2012’s  LesMiserables,  Hathaway  went 
through  a  period  of  being  labeled  a  try-hard,  the 
public  punishment  for  an  actress  who  gives  every 
performance  120  percent,  forbetter  or  worse.  While 
this  theater-kid  energy  might  be  lost  on  more  sub¬ 
tle  roles,  it  flourishes  in  the  absurd  melodramathat 
is  Serenity.  In  her  summer-white  Miami  get-ups  and 
weird  blond  dye-job,  Hathaway  delivers  lines  like 
it’s  the  first  day  on  the  set  of  Dynasty,  and  there’s  no 
doubt  that  was  the  direction  she  was  given.  Against 
a  more  muted  McConaughey,  she  comes  off  as 
completely  ridiculous,  like  an  alien  dropped  from 
another  planet — but  you  can’t  fault  her  for  giving 
the  script  her  all. 

On  paper,  Serenity  looks  a  lot  like  1981’s  Body 
Heat,  a  neo-noir  classic  so  full  of  style  and  charac¬ 
ter  and  actual  sex  appeal  that  it  doesn’t  need  to  flip 
the  tropes  to  succeed.  But  all  resemblance  ends 
when  you  dive  an  inch  below  the  surface  and  real¬ 
ize  that  Serenity  is  only  using  the  genre  as  a  puppet 
for  a  much  less  interesting  concept,  one  that,  once 
revealed,  isn’t  explored  or  interrogated  very  much 
at  all.  Other  movies  and  television  shows  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  as  high-concept  pieces  that  are  fun  and 
strange  and  challenge  their  audience,  but  Seren¬ 
ity  can’t  seem  to  shake  off  the  terminally  bad  writ¬ 
ing  and  earnest  finale  that  weigh  it  down.  Were  it 
a  campier,  edgier,  bigger  movie  that  leaned  into 
the  absurdity  of  its  twist,  it  might  have  been  fun. 
Looks  like  vacation  will  have  to  wait.  ♦

SUNBURST 

AN  ALT-ROCK  ARCHITECT  FINDS  AGGRESSIVE  JOY  IN  HIS  LATEST  SONIC  SPRAWL 


Bob  Mould  remembers  the  time 

another  musician  tweeted,  “I  just  went 
and  saw  Bob  Mould,  and  for  two  hours 
he  played  one  giant  song.”  The  com¬ 
ment  stopped  him  cold.  “I  was  a  lit¬ 
tle  offended,”  the  singer/guitarist  and  alt-rock 
pioneer  admits.  “And  I  took  another  breath  and  I 
thought,  ‘That’s  absolutely  right.’  ” 

Mould  has  blended  punk  fury  and  pop  melody  into 
bristly,  billowing  walls  of  sound  since  he  co-launched 
Hiisker  Dii  at  the  dawn  of  the  ’80s.  He’s  largely  mined 
and  refined  that  formula  as  a  songwriter  ever  since, 
through  his  ’90s  power  trio  Sugar  and  a  dozen  solo 
albums  topped  by  his  Feb.  8  release,  Sunshine  Rock. 


In  turn,  he’s  grown  increasingly  comfortable  pulling 
from  that  multi-band  songbook  in  concert. 

“The  good  songs  carryforward,”  says  Mould,  58, 
who  returns  to  Paradise  Rock  Club  on  Feb.  16  with 
bassist/singer  Jason  Narducy  and  drummer  Jon 
Wurster,  touring  in  support  of  their  fourth  album 
together.  “We  sort  of  own  [Hiisker  Dii  and  Sugar] 
songs  as  the  band  we  are  now.” 

Sunshine  Rock  particularly  echoes  the  fast,  bracing 
bent  of  Hiisker  Dii  in  tracks  like  “I  Fought”  and  “Send 
Me  a  Postcard,”  a  Shocking  Blue  cover  recorded  in 
one  take — including  Mould’s  vocals — asawarmup 
for  the  sessions.  It  set  the  template  for  the  album’s 
more  stripped  down,  spontaneous  nature. 


“Every  record  has  that  elemental  punk-rock 
energy,”  Mould  says  from  his  base  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  though  he’s  lived  in  Berlin  the  past  fewyears. 

“I’m  not  the  angry  20-year-old  anymore,  but  there’s 
a  lot  to  be  to  be  angry  about  these  days,  and  I  don’t 
have  to  address  all  of  that  directly,  but  there’s  a  lot 
of  fuel  for  a  fast  ride.” 

On  the  other  hand,  in  contrast  to  previous 
albums  that  were  informed  by  the  loss  of  his  par¬ 
ents,  Sunshine  Rock  also  bursts  with  hope  and  opti¬ 
mism.  “It’s  a  concept  record  in  the  sense  that  once  I 
had  that  [title]  song,  I  was  like, ‘Let’s  go  bright  with 
this  one,’  ”  says  Mould,  who  used  variations  on  the 
term  “sun”  across  several  tracks. 

“Camp  Sunshine” — which  Mould  recorded  the 
final  day  in  an  Oakland  studio  after  his  bandmates 
had  gone  home — even  gets  reflective  and  vul-

nerable  in  tone,  an  homage  to  the  joy  of  making  a 
record.  “I’ve  got  to  be  grateful,”  says  Mould,  who 
also  produces  his  own  albums.  “In  this  day  and 
age,  when  ‘Rock  is  dead’  and  everything’s  on  a  lap¬ 
top  and  everybody  has  Pro  Tools  in  their  bedroom 
closet  and  they’re  making  masterpieces,  there’s 
something  to  be  said  for  the  communal  moments 
when  three  people  get  into  the  room  and  make  this 
racket  and  there’s  another  guy  behind  the  glass 
try ing  to  keep  it  all  straight.” 

In  this  case,  that  guy  was  Mould’s  longtime  engi¬ 
neer  Beau  Sorenson,  who  needed  to  keep  track  of 
more  than  three  players.  In  addition  to  playing 
some  keyboards,  Mould  decided  to  add  melodies 
from  the  six  cellos,  six  violas  and  six  violins  ofthe 
Prague  TV  Orchestra,  sending  the  scores  and  basic 
tracks  to  Prague  for  recording.  The  strings  add  sub¬ 
tle  layers  amid  the  guitar  clamor,  including  opener 
“Sunshine  Rock,”  an  arrangement  that  Mould  calls 
“a  tribute  to  A1  De  Lory,  who  did  all  the  Glen  Camp¬ 
bell  stuff,  that  soaring  ’60s  pop  string  arrangement.” 

For  someone  who  forged  his  path  on  the  hard¬ 
core  scene,  Mould  was  weaned  on  classic  rock  and 
pop,  from  the  Beatles  and  the  Byrds  to  discarded 
singles  his  dad  bought  from  a  jukebox  vendor  in 
the  family’s  upstate  New  York  town.  But  since 
Mould  began  performing  with  Hiisker  Dii  as  a  col¬ 
lege  student  in  St.  Paul,  the  common  denominator 
for  his  bands  remained  the  trio  format — with  lean 
and  lashing  instrumentation  that  drove  other  key 
influences  from  the  Who  to  the  Ramones. 

“We  can  do  doughnuts  really  fast,”  the  guitar¬ 
ist  says  of  his  current  band.  “When  you  try  to  make 
a  hard  right  turnwithsixpeople,  you’re  going  to 
crash  the  car.  We’re  up  there,  and  I  can  throw  a  hand 
signal  or  shoot  a  look  or  yell  a  word  in  the  air,  and 
everything  changes.  And  that’s  the  flexibility  that  a 
three-piece  gives.  It’s  sort  of  my  natural  state.”  ♦

Have  you  ever  seen  a  service  dog 
and  wondered  what  it  had  to  do  for 
trainingbefore  it  got  the  gig  helping 
someone?  Me  neither,  but  a  while 
back  one  of  my  niece’s  friends 
brought  over  a  cute  Lab  puppy  named  Bear.  She 
explained  that  her  family  was  fostering  him  for  an 
organization  called  Continuingthe  Mission  that 
trains  service  dogs  for  veterans.  They’d  take  care  of 
Bear  until  he  was  out  of  puppyhood,  at  which  point 
he’d  go  into  a  prison  for  immersive  training  by  the 
inmates.  After  that,  they’d  get  him  back  for  several 
more  months  and  then  he’d  be  matched  with  his 
permanent  owner,  which  would  surely  be  a  wrench¬ 
ing  moment  because  by  that  point  they’d  probably 
think  of  him  as  their  dog.  My  wife,  Heather,  heard 
all  that  but  stopped  listening  after  “free  puppy.” 
Fast-forward  to  a  few  weeks  later,  when  a  nice  lady 
arrives  and  hands  over  a  5-month-old  rust-colored 
Lab  named  Ella,  who’s  not  the  cutest  dog.  She’s  the 
cutest  organism  in  the  universe.

For  instance,  turns  out  that 
if  Ella’s  feelinglazy,  she  secret- 
poops  on  the  deck  in  a  corner 
behind  the  patio  furniture.  Once, 
we  didn’t  spot  it  for  a  long  time

I  am  a  new  employee  at  a  financial  firm  where 
everyone  seems  to  be  close  with  one  another, 
often  going  out  for  drinks  after  work.  How  can 
I  get  more  involved?  Is  it  just  a  matter  of  time? 

First  of  all,  I  would  suggest:  Don’t  be  shy.  Introduce 
yourself  to  people  and  spend  a  few  minutes  with  the 
receptionist  whenyou’re  coming  in  and  leaving.

You’re  on  the  cusp  of  so  many  exciting 
things  inyouryounglife.  But  you’re  like  the  classic 
college  boy  in  Animal  House  with  an  angel  on  one 
shoulder  and  a  devil  on  the  other.  You’re  frugal,  a 
saver.  But  there’s  this  orange  Maserati.  Don’t  you 
know  that  every  newpersonyou  meet  will  say,  or 
think,  “His  daddy  bought  him  the  car.  Who  does 
he  think  he’s  kidding?” 

I  remember  a  really  smart  friend  of  mine  who 
went  to  business  school  and  was  destined  for  suc¬ 
cess .  But  early  after  college  he  married  a  woman 
whose  family  owned  a  successful  funeral  home.  He 
took  the  easy  way  out  and  lorded  it  over  us  saying,

Born  and  raised  in 
Wynantskill,  New  York,  he  moved  to  Boston  in  1998  to 
attend  Suffolk  University,  where  he  received  his  bachelor’s  degree 
in  biology  with  a  marine  focus.  By  day,  he  works  as  a  scientist  for 
Vertex  Pharmaceuticals  and,  in  his  spare  time,  he  has  hosted 
television  shows  such  as  Beast  Hunter  for  National  Geographic 
and  Legend  Hunter ;  currently  airing  on  the  Travel  Channel. 


Jonathan  Soroff: 

Describe  your  dayjob. 

Pat  Spain:  I’m  the  director 
of  quality  systems  at  Vertex 
Pharmaceuticals.  The  real 
short  version  is  that  I  make 
sure  we’re  followingthe  reg¬ 
ulations  in  the  most  efficient 
way  possible. 

What  do  your  colleagues 
think  of  the  show?  I  get 

some  really  great  reactions. 
The  company’s  been  awe¬ 
some  about  it.  They  promoted 
the  show.  They  had  me  up  on 
the  screens  in  the  elevators, 
and  I  gave  a  couple  of  talks 
internally.  It’s  led  to  some 
very  weird  exchanges.  I’ll  be 
on  the  elevator  looking  at  my 
phone,  and  someone  will  just 
go,  “Hey,  I  sawyou  on  TV.” 

Weirdest  experience  you 
hadfilmingyour  new  show? 

Almost  dying  in  a  helicopter. 
That’s  the  only  time  I  didn’t 
really  think  I  was  going  to 
make  it.  It’s  the  only  time  I 
calledmy  wife,  Anna,  and  said, 
“Hey,  I’m  really  sorry,  but  I’m 
pretty  sure  I’m  going  to  be  in 
the  hospital.”  I  was  sure  the 
helicopter  was  going  down. 
We  were  in  California  on  the 
Mexican  border.  It  was  the 
pilot  episode  for  the  series.  We 
had  a  beautiful  day,  and  then 
all  of  a  sudden,  the  weather 
started  to  change.  The  heli¬ 
copter  was  getting  shot  up  by 
300  feet  and  then  it  would  sud¬ 
denly  drop  200  feet.  We  were 


getting  real  shaky,  and  the 
pilot  said,  “I’m  going  to  take 
a  sharp  turn.  The  bad  air  is 
coming  off  the  mountains.” 
He  looks  and  says,  “Well, 
that’s  the  Mexican  border.  We 
can’t  cross  into  their  airspace. 
I’ll  go  this  way.”  And  there  was 
a  sandstorm  coming.  Then  he 
tried  to  go  another  direction, 
and  there  was  a  U.S .  base  that 
was  actively  firing.  He  radioed 
them  and  asked  ifwe  could 
cross,  and  they  said,  “You 
might  get  shot  down.”  It  was 
terrifying. 

Deadliest  animal  you’ve 
ever  come  into  contact 
with?  The  hoi  ing  answer  is 
mosquitoes,  but  that’s  where 
the  most  risk  is.  The  exciting 
answer  is  that  I  worked  with 
a  spitting  cobra  for  an  entire 
day.  The  whole  goal  was  to 
shoot  in  slow  motion  and 
have  the  cobra  spit  in  my  face 
while  I  was  wearing  a  mask. 
Unfortunately,  the  camera 
guys  had  this  beautiful  setup 
with  a  black  velvet  table,  and 
the  cobra  couldn’t  get  a  good 
grip  on  it.  It  couldn’t  rear  up 
far  enough  to  shoot  at  me. 

So  it  was  hitting  me  in  the 
hair  and  the  shoulders  and 
all  over  my  chest,  and  then  it 
started  striking.  Their  bite  is 
more  deadly  than  their  spit. 
So  I  got  soaked  in  venom.  It 
was  drying  in  my  hair  and  it 
started  to  affect  my  breath¬ 
ing.  I  started  taking  shal¬ 
low  breaths,  and  the  snake’s 


owner  was  like,  “I  think  we’d 
better  clear  the  room.” 

What  do  you  think  when 
you  see  yourself  on  TV?  It’s 
just  so  weird.  I  always  think  I 
look  exhausted,  and  I  usually 
am.  I  have  a  weird  life.  Two 
kids.  Multiple  jobs.  So  I  always 
think  I  look  tired,  and  I  have  a 
really  weird  voice.  I  sound  like 
a  Muppet  or  something. 

Does  being  a  cancer 
survivor  make  you  more 
adventurous?  Yes.  Abso¬ 
lutely.  The  whole  experience 
with  being  diagnosed  and 
told  I  had  aso  percent  chance 
of  survival  just  made  me  real¬ 
ize  that  I  was  sleeping  too 
much,  both  literally  and  fig¬ 
uratively,  and  that  there’s  so 


much  out  there  to  experience. 
We  only  stop  ourselves  from 
doing  it.  People  get  nervous, 
or  have  a  fear  of  failure  or 
embarrassment.  It’s  justnot 
worth  it.  Do  whatever  makes 
you  happy,  as  long  as  you’re 
not  hurting  anyone. 

Most  remote  place  you’ve 
ever  been?  It  was  probably 
a  region  of  Mongolia  that 


looked  like  Mars,  or  this  place 
in  Sumatra  that  was  a  four- 
day  hike  from  a  very  remote 
village.  We  were  way  out  in 
the  forest.  No  signs  ofhuman- 
ity  at  all.  Most  places  you  go, 
you’ll  thinkyou’re  super  iso¬ 
lated  and  then  you’ll  find  a 
cigarette  butt  on  the  ground. 
We  climbed  a  mountain  that, 
according  to  our  guide,  prob¬ 
ably  less  than  to  people  had 
ever  climbed.  From  the  top, 
it  looked  like  a  child’s  draw¬ 
ing  of  a  rain  forest.  Three-foot 
deep  moss  covering  every  tree, 
and  birds  landing  on  your  fin¬ 
gers  because  they’ve  never 
seen  a  person  before.  This  was 
that.  Just  so  untouched. 

Most  harebrained  thing 
you’ve  ever  done  for  a  show 
ora  story?  Bullet  ants.  That 
was  so  dumb.  I’m  so  glad  that 
I  did  it,  but  my  God,  I  don’t 
know  what  I  was  thinking.  I 
was  living  with  a  tribe  in  Bra¬ 
zil  and,  in  order  to  gain  their 
trust  really  quickly,  I  decided 
to  participate  in  their  ritual 
tucandeira,  which  involves 
getting  stung  in  your  hands 
hundreds  of  times  by  ants 
with  the  most  painful  sting 
in  the  world.  It’s  the  most 
intense  painyou  can  imag¬ 
ine.  It  lasts  for  at  least  24 


hours .  I’m  a  cancer  survivor. 
My  intestines  have  ruptured 
and  went  septic.  I  needed  to 
be  cut  open  from  my  sternum 
down  to  my  pelvis.  I  was  put 
in  an  induced  coma  for  four 
days.  I’d  say  that  was  a  nine 
on  the  pain  scale.  The  bullet 
antswereaio. 

How  badly  do  you  want  to 
see  a  giant  squid?  It’s  still 


my  dream.  It’s  still  abso¬ 
lutely  the  top  of  my  species 
list.  I  don’t  have  a  bucket  list. 
I  have  a  species  list  of  ani¬ 
mals  that  I  want  to  interact 
with,  and  giant  squid  is  abso¬ 
lutely  number  one.  I  got  to 
see  a  dead  one  in  the  Harvard 
Museum  of  Comparative 
Zoology.  I  even  got  to  hold 
it.  And  that  was  really  cool.  It 
was  during  a  marine  biology 
class  I  was  taking. 

Grossest  thingyou  ever 
ate?  Durian.  The  most  dis¬ 
gusting  food  on  earth.  I’ve 
had  stinky  tofu.  I’ve  had  rat, 
cat,  all  kinds  of  crazy  fruits 
and  veggies.  Durian’s  just 
revolting. 

How  does  your  wife  deal 
with  you  and  your  life? 

I  ask  myself  that  frequently. 

I  am  consistently  and  pleas¬ 
antly  surprised  when  I  wake 
up  still  married  to  her,  but  I 
don’t  know.  She  just  kind  of 
expects  ridiculous  bullshit 
from  me. 

If  you  had  a  time  machine, 
where  and  when  would 
you  go?  I’d  go  back  to  see  the 
dinosaurs,  without  a  doubt. 
I’d  want  to  see  what  they 
looked  like,  what  colors  they 
were.  I’d  go  back  to  pretty 
much  every  era  of  human¬ 
ity,  too.  I’d  love  to  meet  our 
earliest  relatives.  But  if  I  had 
to  pick  one,  I  guess  it  would 
be  the  Pleistocene  to  see  the 
giant  mega  fauna.  I’m  such 
a  nerd.  Giant  sloths.  That 
would  be  a  dream  come  true. 

Ever  seen  anything  that 
you  were  initially  100 
percent  convinced  was 
paranormal  and  then  you 
later  on  got  a  scientific 
explanation?  When  I  was  8,

GET  ANSWERS 
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ALITA:  BATTLE  ANGEL  ★★★ 


While  languishing  in  development  hell  for  nearly  20  years,  it  seemed 
th at  Alita:  Battle  Angel  was  never  going  to  be  made.  As  an  American  adap¬ 
tation  of  the  sprawling  manga  Gunnm ,  it  required  a  writer  (James  Cam¬ 
eron)  who  could  pare  down  the  script  into  something  comprehensive 
yet  simple,  a  director  (Robert  Rodriguez)  who  knew  big-budget  CGI 
action  inside  and  out,  and  truly  massive  amounts  of  funding  to  pul  1  it 
together — not  to  mention  the  audience  and  timing  for  it  to  succeed  in 
theaters.  Yet  against  al  1  odds,  the  movie  was  made,  and  it  actually  works. 
While  previous  live-action  manga  adaptations  like  Death  Note  and  Ghost 
in  the  Shell  came  out  bloated  and  disingenuous,  Alita:  Battle  Angel  is  fun, 
fiery  and  focused  enough  to  know  what  it’s  about.  The  titular  Alita 
(Rosa  Salazar,  under  some  uncanny  valley  motion  capture  CGI)  is  a 
disembodied  “core”  who  awakens  with  no  memory  in  a  steampunk 
future  destroyed  by  a  great  technological  fall.  The  kindly  Dr.  Ido  (an 
unusually  warm  Christoph  Waltz)  finds  her  among  the  rubble  and 
builds  her  a  new  body,  essentially  adopting  her  as  a  surrogate  for  the 
daughter  he  lost.  As  she  adapts  to  a  new  world,  Alita  discovers  her 
immense  physical  and  mental  powers  from  a  previous  life,  all  while  fall¬ 
ing  in  love,  fighting  crime  andbeeoming  a  professional  athlete  in  a  sport 
called  motorball.  It’s  good  popcorn  fun  without  a  dull  moment  in  sight, 
and  the  action  sequences  will  knock  you  out  of  your  seat.  Bonus:  Jenni¬ 
fer  Connelly  and  Mahershala  Ali  co-star  as  some  deliciously  stylish 
villains.

Glass  ★1/2  Glass  is  the  final  film  in  an  M.  Night 
Shyamalan  trilogy  most  don’t  even  know  exists , 
beginningwith  2000’s  Unbreakable  and  continuing, 
loosely,  with  Split,  a  2016  hit  starring  James  McAvoy 
as  a  hypnotic  supervillain  with  24distinct  personal¬ 
ities.  While  Split  succeeded  in  ways  that  no  Shyama¬ 
lan  movie  had  in  years,  not  even  McAvoy  can  save 
Glass  from  the  writer/director’s  worst  instincts. 
Despite  his  earnest  belief  in  the  power  of  his  heroes, 
Shyamalan’s  self-seriousness  and  his  need  to 
explain  himself  through  a  clunky  script  sabotage 
the  film  at  nearly  every  turn.  As  a  result,  what  was 
likely  meant  to  be  a  meditation  on  the  genre  comes 
off  more  like  a  lecture,  one  that  will  disappoint  most 
superhero  fans  and  skeptics  alike.  For  this  finale, 
security  guard-turned-vigilante  David  Dunn  (Bruce

Velvet  Buzzsaw  ★  Dan  Gilroy  directs  Jake  Gyl- 
lenhaal  as  an  unhinged,  self-obsessed  profiteer  who 
circles  LA  like  a  vulture  in  this  excellent,  high-stakes 
drama.  Wait,  sorry,  that  was  2014’s  Nightcrawler — 
this  is  Velvet  Buzzsaw,  Gilroy’s  latest  venture  that 
proves  lightning  doesn’t  strike  twice.  The  writer/ 
director  trades  the  paparazzi  and  thrills  for  art  deal¬ 
ers  and  hacky  satirical  horror — and  where  Night- 
crawler  made  your  skin  crawl ,  Velvet  Buzzsaw  will 
simply  make  you  yawn.  Gyllenhaal  stars  as  the 
absurdly  named  MorfVanderwalt,  an  icy,  unful¬ 
filled  art  critic  whose  hobbies  include  writing  in 
the  nude  and  blathering  on  about  the  burden  of  cri¬ 
tique.  When  his  newfling  Josephina  (Zawe  Ashton) 
discovers  piles  of  shocking  original  artwork  in  her 
newly  dead  neighbor’s  apartment,  Morf  and  gallery 
owner  Rhodora  Haze  (Rene  Russo)  decide  to  turn 
a  pretty  profit  by  displaying  and  auctioning  off  the 
collection.  Murderous  haunting  ensues.  While  the 
pulpy,  by-the-numbers  horror  of  the  film’s  second 
half  has  the  potential  to  be  something  awfully  fun, 
Velvet  Buzzsaw’ s  overwritten  and  unfocused  script 
sucks  the  joy  out  of  even  the  most  ridiculous  of 
deaths.  The  talents  of  some  truly  remarkable  actors, 


including  Toni  Collette,  John  Malkovich  and  Daveed 
Diggs,  are  lost  to  monotonous  pseudo-intellectual 
dialogue.  Malkovich  suffers  particular  cruelty  as 
Piers,  an  abstract  artist  who  the  film  suggests  is  no 
longer  valuable  because  he  finally  got  sober.  Ashton 
gets  some  killer  outfits,  and  Gyllenhaal  knows  how 
to  read  a  line,  but  that’s  about  it  in  the  way  of  suc¬ 
cesses.

During  the  week  leading  up  to  Mother’s  Day, 
Boston  Bakes  for  Breast  Cancer  capitalizes  on 
the  infallible  assumption  that  it’s  hard  to  say  no  to 
dessert,  especially  when  the  proceeds  are  benefit¬ 
ing  a  good  cause. 

The  devilishly  clever  idea  that  began  with  42  of 
the  city’s  top  pastry  chefs  donating  their  profits 
has  grown  to  include  more  than  250  bakeries,  retail 
shops  and  restaurants.  For  the  past  20  years,  the 
charity  has  raised  more  than  $1.5  million. 

A  kick-off  party  for  this  year’s  fundraiser  was 
held  at  the  Ritz-Carlton,  just  in  time  to  torpedo 
everyone’s  New  Year’s  resolutions,  with  cocktails 
and  a  tantalizing  tower  of  decadent  desserts.  The 
worst  nightmare  of  buff  gay  Instagram  influencers, 
social  X-rays  or  anyone  with  celiac  disease,  there 
were  treats  by  Kerry  Levesque  of  Artisan  Bistro, 
Christina  Larson  of  Bar  Mezzana,  Meghan 
Thompson  ofSRV,  JoaquimFilho  and  Rossi 
Weinberg  of  Figs,  Kristin  Wilson  of  Legal 
Harborside,  Dang  Pham  of  Rukaand  Alyssa 
Piazza  of  Deuxave.  Seen  enjoying  them  (or  heard 
quietly  muttering,  “Lead  me  not  into  temptation”) 
were  the  likes  of  the  charity’s  delightful  founder, 
Carol  Sneider,  handsome  hotelier  Bill  Bunce, 
brunette  stunner  Melinda  Sarkis,  the  toothsome 
twosome  of  Julie  and  Howard  Hall,  yummy 


mummy  Kelley  Tuthill  and  her  little  munchkin 
Scarlett  (all  dolled  up  like  a  Disney  princess), 
foodie  extraordinaire  Chris  Haynes,  publicist/

we  simply  can’t  fit  all  the  intriguing 
Boston  events  in  our  arts  previews. 
Despite  looking  at  35  happenings  in 
performing  arts,  music  and  more, 
there’s  always  a  few  exhibits  or  performances 
that  simply  don’t  make  the  feature.  So, you 
might  not  be  able  to  find  out  info  about  the 
Women  in  Comedy  Festival  in  early  May  fea¬ 
turing  Phoebe  Robinson  and  Nikki  Glaser.  If 
you  check  out  the  music  sect  ion,  you  won’t 
see  a  preview  of  Rhiannon  Giddens’  four-day 
concert  survey  of  American  roots  music  with 
the  Boston  Pops  on  May  22-25.  And,  when 
you  turn  to  page  48,  there’s  no  mention  of 
Company  One’s  Vietgone,  which  will  run  at 
the  BCAon  April  27-May25.  But,  even  ifyou 
don’t  get  to  read  an  editor’s  cut  of  the  preview, 
there’s  still  plenty  of  content  in  the  feature 
that  you  should  check  out.  The  theater  season 
includes  provocative  plays  such  as  Not  Medea 
from  the  Flat  Earth  Theatre,  while  the  Pod 
Save  America  crew  hits  the  Boch  Wang  The¬ 
atre  in  April.  Our  staff  also  conducted  Q8cAs 
with  an  array  of  talented  folks  set  to  stop 
in  Boston  such  as  dancer  Derek  Hough  and 
journalist-turned-artist  Tabitha  Soren.

RECONSIDERING  CITY  HALt-A  HALF-CENTURY  LATER 


FIGHT  CITY  HALL 


THE  BUILDING  THAT  BOSTON  LOVES  TO  HATE  TURNS  50 


CITY  HALL  TURNED  50  THIS  MONTH. 
Thatshou/dbe  unremarkable.  Boston, 
after  all,  is  famous  for  row  houses  so 
old  that  their  original  owners  rode  horse-drawn 
carriages  and  cast  votes  in  the  election  of 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

But  this  is  City  Hall  we  re  talking  about. 

Since  the  building’s  official  opening,  we’ve  joked 
about  its  looks.  We’ve  called  it  ugly,  awful  and 
worse.  We  even  turned  our  heads  when  elected 
officials  tried  to  assassinate  it.  So,  yes,  we  should 
be  surprised  City  Hall  has  made  it  this  far. 

“There  was  a  long  period  of  what  you  can 
only  call  maligned  neglect,”  says  Michael 
McKinnell,  the  surviving  architect  of  the  mas¬ 
sive  concrete  building. 

“Maligned  neglect”  is  a  kind  way  of  putting  it. 
A  few  years  ago,  when  officials  set  out  to  exam¬ 
ine  how  to  fix  up  the  building,  they  found  the 
address  had  deteriorated  into  a  power-sucking, 
code-violating,  leaking  facility,  described  in  a 
grant  proposal  as,  “deeply  disliked  and  misun¬ 
derstood  by  Boston’s  citizenry.”  But  it’s  not  only 
the  public  who  snub  City  Hall.  The  longtime,  late 
Mayor  Thomas  Menino  wanted  it  dead. 

“We  unfortunately  had  someone  in  there 
who  hated  the  building,”  says  architect  Chris 
Grimley  of  firm  OverUnder,  who’s  aiding  in  the 
building’s  preservation  efforts,  and  created 
commemorative  bronze  pins  of  the  building. 


But  times  are  changing.  Mayor  Marty  Walsh 
is  now  game  for  improvements— many  of  which 
have  already  begun,  such  as  lobby  updates  and 
facade  lighting.  Studies  and  plans  are  under  way 
to  map  out  more  needed  and  hoped-for  work 
that  could  cost  up  to  $500  million  in  the  com¬ 
ing  decades.  This  new  focus  on  City  Hall  is  great 
news  to  McKinnell,  who  was  in  his  early  30s 
when  the  building’s  precast  concrete  dried. 

“It’s  very  dear  to  my  heart,  obviously.  It’s 
gone  through  a  lot,”  McKinnell  says.  The  Rock- 
port  resident,  who  taught  at  Harvard  and  MIT 
and  also  designed  the  Hynes  Convention  Cen¬ 
ter,  waited  decades  to  see  the  city  once  again 
give  a  damn  about  his  project  that  he  believes 
never  really  got  a  fair  shot. 

City  Hall  was  built  on  a  limited  budget  and 
was  supposed  to  be  a  work-in-progress,  he 
says.  The  plan  was  for  something  kind  of  like 
Italy’s  civic  buildings  from  the  Renaissance  that 
were  completed  over  generations:  “The  stone 
was  decorated,  it  was  then  carved,  frescoes 
were  put  into  it.” 

Some  scholarly  snobs  may  turn  their  noses  at 
any  comparisons  of  the  building  to  classical  land¬ 
marks  decorated  with  Corinthian  columns,  arches 
and  chiseled  marble.  And  it’s  true:  City  Hall  is  the 
opposite  of  that.  It’s  a  utilitarian  product  of  the 
Brutalism  movement.  Not  only  is  the  obscure 
style’s  name  unpleasant,  it’s  controversial;  An  old 


copy  of  Modern  Architecture  in  Europe— a  guide 
celebrating  modern  buildings— couldn’t  even 
make  Brutalism  sound  good,  describing  it  as  “the 
mega-structure,  that  building-as-machine  which, 
like  the  misunderstood  monster  in  a  B-movie, 
might  grow  to  unpredictable  proportions  or  even 
threaten  to  consume  an  entire  city.” 

It’s  hard  to  believe  that  McKinnell  and  his 
partner,  the  late  Gerhard  Michael  Kallmann, 
wanted  City  Hall  to  swallow  Boston.  Instead,  they 
seemed  to  take  a  more  punk-rock  approach  to 
the  building  that  appears  to  reject  the  rise  of  glass 
and  steel  commercial  towers.  McKinnell  says: 
“[Brutalism]  defined  what  was  really  a  wish  for  an 
architecture  of  resistance  that  would  resist  that

ubiquitous  ruining  of  our  cities  with  those  terrible, 
thinly  clad  boxes  built  for  profit.” 

Seeing  City  Hall  through  this  lens  makes  sense. 
The  horizontal  structure— at  just  nine  stories— is 
really  an  anti-tower.  Its  curious  shape  locks  into 
the  ground,  immovable  in  a  city  implanted  with  all 
those  towers  that  appear  like  glassy,  stretched- 
out  smartphones  jutting  into  the  sky.  It  is  striking, 
like  a  great  abstract  sculpture. 

“It’s  one  of  the  few  prominent  examples  of 
monumental  Brutalist  buildings  in  the  city,” 
says  Christopher  P.  Lane  of  Finegold  Alexan¬ 
der  Architects,  which  recently  renovated  the 
building’s  City  Council  chambers.  “It’s  a  strong 
footprint,  it’s  a  strong  facade. ...  It’s  not  going 
anywhere.”  /  Adam  Smith

HE  “BREAKFAST  ALLEY”  IN 

Somerville’s  Ball  Square  is  set 
for  a  shake-up  with  the  addition 
of  Avenue  Kitchen  and  Bar,  a 
gastropub-style  eatery  slated  to 
open  in  mid-March.  The  neighborhood  joint 
will  serve  American  fare  with  a  contemporary 
twist,  such  as  Detroit-style  pizzas  and  hearty 
vegetarian  bowls. 

“I  was  really  inspired  by  the  food  that  I  love 
cooking,”  says  executive  chef  Kenny  Schweizer, 
formerly  ofWard  8,  Bodega  Canal  and  Nahita. 
“Upscale  bar  food,  that’s  the  food  that  I  like  to  go 
out  and  eat.  When  I  saw  the  location  and  that  it 
had  a  big  fire-pizza  oven ...  it  just  made  sense.” 

The  upstate  New  York  native  first  slung  pies 
at  a  friend’s  family’s  pizzeria  and,  while  he’ll  tap 


a  similar  dough  recipe,  he’s  looking  to  the  Motor 
Cityfor  a  dose  of  inspiration. 

Moving  into  the  58-seat  space  formerly  occu¬ 
pied  by  Italian  restaurant  Pescatore,  Avenue 
sports  a  U-shaped  bar,  as  well  as  an  enclosed 
patio— with  an  additional  20  seats — that  will  be 
decked  out  with  trellises  and  string  lights  during 
the  warmer  months. 

The  kitchen  will  serve  daily  dinner  with 
plans  to  expand  to  lunch  and  weekend  brunch 
in  the  future.  “There’s  going  to  be  a  little  bit  of 
everything  for  everyone,”  Schweizer  says  of  the 
mix  of  healthy  and  not-as-healthy  options, 
ranging  from  shareable  appetizers  like  maple 
chili  duck  wings  to  bowls,  such  as  a  beet,  kale 
and  quinoa  salad  tossed  in  a  lemon  hemp  seed 
dressing.  There  will  be  five  crispy,  cheesy  and 


deep-dish  pizzas  to  choose  from,  including  a 
beef  barbacoa  iteration  topped  with  braised 
short  rib  and  pico  de  gallo  and  drizzled  with 
a  red  wine  beef  jus.  The  drink  program  will 
feature  a  tight  wine  list,  eight  draft  beers — 
mostly  lagers — and  cheeky  craft  cocktails  like 
the  Oops  I  Did  It  Again...  with  Bully  Boy  vodka, 
apricot  brandy,  sake  and  grapefruit  juice. 

Schweizer  hopes  a  well-rounded  dinner 
and  drinks  menu  will  give  him  an  edge  over 
the  nearby  dining  spots  that  have  dominated  the 
landscape  for  more  than  a  decade. 

“They  call  it  ‘breakfast  alley’  over  here, 
with  Sound  Bites  and  Ball  Square  and  Kelly’s,” 
Schweizer  says.  “We  definitely  want  to  offer 
something  a  little  bit  different  as  far  as  what  the 
other  three  offer — not  so  much  a  diner.”

At  the  North  End’s  rustic  Forcella,  chef  Robert  Morotto  dreams  up  savory 
surprises  with  a  risotto  del  giorno  special.  “Inspiration  comes  from  many 
places,”  Morotto  says.  “Whether  it’s  a  stroll  through  the  farmers  market  to  scope 
out  some  seasonal  ingredients  or  speaking  with  my  purveyors  to  see  what  they 
have  available— and  then  just  having  fun.”  Since  opening  in  December,  he’s 
paired  the  creamy  rice  with  pan-roasted  sea  scallops  and  an  arugula-pistachio 
pesto,  and  served  a  combo  of  Manila  ctams,  grilled  vegetables  and  sausage 
smoked  with  applewood  chips.  But  whatever  Morotto  dishes  out,  diners  are

HOW  DID  YOU  GET  YOUR  START  IN  THE  ARTS? 

That  happened  very  early.  I  had  my  first  piano 
teacher  when  1  was  5  or  6  years  old. ...  I  began 
to  study  with  her,  and  she  remained  my  friend 
until  she  died  at  93.  She  was  my  introduction 
to  the  arts  and  she  said  to  me  from  the  very 
beginning,  "All  music  is  your  music."  And  I  feel 
like  that's  an  attitude  that  I’m  carrying  forward 
to  the  Gardner.  Not  only  is  all  music  my  music, 
but  then  it  would  naturally  follow  that  all  art 
is  my  art.  and  that  all  art  belongs  to  each  of 
us,  and  that  the  art  in  the  Gardner  is  certainly 
for  the  people  who  are  regular  members  and 
attenders  now  of  the  museum,  but  also  those 
in  the  surrounding  communities  who  maybe 
don't  go  to  the  Gardner.  I  think  that  my  work 
there  now  is  to  extend  my  hand  to  them  and 
say,  “Hey,  I'm  here.  You  come  here,  too.” 


Produced  by  Maison  Taittinger 
of  Champagne  fame,  this  is  a 
charming,  florally  scented  wine, 
with  accents  of  sage,  tea  leaf 
and  Provencal  herbs.  Textbook 
Carneros,  it  comes  across  as 
gentle  and  soft  on  the  palate, 
but  with  firm  acidity,  featuring  a 
stony,  almost  peppery  note  on 
the  finish.  Salmon,  anyone? 


Los  Carneros  is  the  southernmost 
region  in  Napa  and  Sonoma,  fronting 
directly  on  San  Pablo  Bay.  Windswept 
and  foggy,  it  specializes  in  savory, 
middleweight  pinot  noir.  with  intrigu¬ 
ing  tobacco  and  red  berry  fruit. 
Sinskey  blends  this  using  grapes  from 
five  vineyards,  crafting  a  supple  but 
concentrated  wine,  with  smoky,  cin¬ 
namon  and  ripe  strawberry  flavors. 


Sonoma  Coast  is  a  large  geographic 
designation  encompassing  a  variety 
of  zones  within  the  county.  What 
each  shares  is  a  breezy  climate 
that  delays  harvest  to  create 
intriguing  perfume  and  layered 
flavors.  Migration  2016  exudes  fresh 
black  cherry,  baking  spice,  dove 
and  earth  notes,  with  a  silky,  round 
texture  that's  hard  to  resist.

WHAT  IS  THE  MOST  CHALLENGING  PART 
OF  COMBINING  MEDIUMS?  I  don't  see  it  as 
a  challenge.  It's  all  one  breath,  all  from  the 
same  one  artistic  source.

ANEW  NOVEL  TACKLES  GRIEF,  FAMILIAL  CONNECTIONS  AND  FORGIVENESS 


Gone  So  Long  by  Andre  Dubus  III 

Published  by  W.W  Norton  &  Company,  480  pages,  S28 

It’s  BEEN  A  DECADE  SINCE  ANDRE  DUBUS  III 
last  wrote  a  novel,  and  in  his  latest,  Gone  So 
Long,  his  protagonist  is  dealing  with  a  long 
passage  of  time  as  well.  Forty  years  after 
Daniel  killed  his  wife,  Linda,  the  living 
victims — his  daughter  and  mother-in-law — are 
still  electrified  with  pain  and  loathing.  After  serv- 
ingtime  in  jail,  Daniel  hasn’t  seen  his  daughter, 
Susan,  and  certainly  not  his  seething  mother-in- 
law,  Lois,  whose  loaded  gun  holds  her  hatred  as 
she  fantasizes  about  killing  him. 

Daniel  realizes  that  jealousy  and  insecurity 
brought  on  what  he  later  identifies  as  his  “Reactor” 
and  “Captain  Suspicion.”  Ironically,  he  is  the  most 
reflective  and  sympathetic  character  in  the  book  as 
he  admits  his  wrongdoing.  He’s  tormented  about 
howto  communicate  with  his  daughter,  hoping  to 
meet  and  make  amends.  The  start  of  his  letter,  “My 
dear  daughter  Susan,”  is  followed  by,  “Ive  [sic]  got 
no  right  to  call  you  these  things.” 


Susan  is  a  moody  girl,  at  odds  with  her  grand¬ 
mother  and  recklessly  taking  on  men — loving  one 
guy  who  abandons  her.  Then,  surprisingly,  she 
marries  the  thoughtful,  caretaking  Bobby,  who  she 
often  ambivalently  leaves  dangling.  Despite  this, 
he  stays  solid,  unlike  so  many  others  in  her  life. 
Although  she  admits  that  her  father  represents  one 
half  of  herself,  she  won’t  capitulate  to  meeting  him. 
Instead,  she  writes,  exploring  in  semi-fiction  what 
did— and  what  could— happen.  Newburyport  res¬ 
ident  Dubus  creates  pages  and  pages  of  painful 
stream-of-consciousness  thoughts  and  memo¬ 
ries  that  haunt  Daniel  and  Susan — paradoxically 
together  although  forever  apart. 

From  page  5:  “Three  times  Danny  was  in  solitary, 
and  it  was  strange  how  he  became  his  father.  Time  was 
Danny’s  now.  Time  was  wet  concrete  he  had  to  wade 
through.  Time  was  thick  air  and  the  buzz  offluorescent 
lights  that  never  went  out,  and  Danny  lived  those  days 
by  reading  oneword  at  a  time  out  of  the  Bible,  the  only 
book  theygavehim,  old  words  he  couldn’t  even  sound 
outinhishead.”  ♦

DO  YOU  SKI  OR  SNOWBOARD?” 

asks  nearly  every  New  Eng¬ 
lander,  with  the  tone  that  an 
answer  of  “neither,  thanks” 
willbe  met  with  horror.  What¬ 
ever  your  reason  for  saying  nope  to  the  slopes — 
the  cost,  the  cold,  a  general  fondness  foryour 
ACL — you  can  still  loop  over  to  Loon  Mountain 
in  New  Hampshire  for  a  quiet  escape,  all  without 
hurling  yourself  down  a  mountain. 

A  two-hour  drive  from  Boston  and  tucked  a 
hair  over  two  miles  from  the  Loon  Mountain  ski 
resort,  Lincoln’s  RiverWalk  Resort  is  an  ideal 
base  camp  for  a  quick  getaway,  with  reduced  rates 
on  midweek  stays  through  the  rest  of  the  winter. 
The  resort  opened  in  2016  at  the  site  of  an  aban¬ 
doned  paper  mill,  but  it’s  hard  to  imagine  the  spot 
as  anything  other  than  a  sprawling  Swiss  castle 
once  you  see  its  red  roof  peaks  surrounded  by  the 
snow-capped  White  Mountains.  Each  of  the 
138  units — from  studios  to  penthouse  suites — 
exudes  a  condo-like  feel,  with  kitchens,  balconies 
and  fireplaces  in  living  rooms.  Wood  and  stone 
add  cozy  appeal  to  the  traditional  decor,  with 
suites  boasting  soaking  tubs  meant  for  long 
lounges  with  a  glass  of  wine. 

Since  a  breather  from  Boston’s  bustle  is  what 
you’re  after,  book  a  midweek  stay  when  the 
grounds  and  surrounding  wooded  trails  are  so 
quiet  you  can  hear  the  snow  hitting  the  trees.  Let 
the  winter  sports  lovers  in  your  party  hop  on  one 
of  the  on-demand  shuttles  to  Loon  while  you 


hangback.  If  you  need  a  rush  of  adrenaline,  hit 
the  surprisingly  stocked  fitness  center,  or  bet¬ 
ter  yet,  check  out  the  Winter  X  Games-themed 
snowboarding  and  Snocross  simulator  games  in 
the  basement  arcade  for  some  alpine  excitement 
minus  the  wind  chill. 

Visit  the  resort’s  Solstice  North  Day  Spa  to 
indulge  in  massages,  facials  and  more.  After  hoof¬ 
ing  it  across  icy  sidewalks  all  winter,  treat  yourself 
to  a  Sole  Revival  foot  soak  with  optional  massage 
and  nail-care  add-ons.  The  spa  offers  several  scent 
choices,  but  the  White  Mountains  option — pine 
and  fir — is  especially  fitting  as  you  breathe  in  win¬ 
dow  views  of  South  Mountain  while  your  soles 
seek  redemption  in  a  tub  of  hot  water. 

Enjoy  an  apres-spa  trip  to  the  onsite  commer¬ 
cial  winery,  Seven  Birches,  helmed  by  owner 
and  winemaker  Mark  LaClair.  He  and  his  vint¬ 
ners  churn  out  3,000  cases  each  year — making 
Seven  Birches  the  fourth  largest  winery  in  the 
state — from  a  modest  production  room  just  off 
the  resort’s  main  lobby.  Offering  a  range  from 
Chilean  varietals  to  classic  cabernet  sauvignon, 
LaClair  sources  grapes  from  across  the  world, 
often  addingfruits  picked  from  the  winery’s 
grove  for  a  bit  of  local  flavor.  At  the  tasting  room 
or  the  nearby  Lincoln  Village  Shops,  savor  wines 
by  the  glass  or  buckle  in  for  a  flight  of  five  2-ounce 
samples.  You  can’t  go  wrong  with  any  of  the  10 
options  on  the  current  tasting  menu,  but  the  sig¬ 
nature  blueberry  wine  that’s  aged  in  oak  barrels 
is  a  standout. 


Come  mealtime,  RiverWalk’s  onsite  restaurant, 
La  Vista,  dishes  out  Italian  comfort  food  such  as 
arancini  balls  and  pan-seared  chicken  Parmesan 
with  a  rich  buttermilk  batter.  The  spot  also  slings 
wood-fired  pizzas — including  the  Boston  hat- 
tipper  Fenway  North  with  sweet  Italian  sausage, 
roasted  onions  and  red  peppers — alongside  break¬ 
fast  classics  such  as  bananas  Foster  French  toast 
offered  every  day  except  Thursday. 

If  you’re  hungry  for  more  eclectic  fare,  venture 
to  the  casual  Gypsy  Cafe,  where  you’ll  find  globe¬ 
trotting  eats  like  the  Italian  duck  grilled  cheese 
with  fig  jam.  Try  the  flash-fired  Egyptian  Brussels 
sprouts  coated  with  Aleppo  honey,  but  a  word  of 
warning:  You  might  need  two  rounds  of  the  addic¬ 
tive  salty-sweet  bites. 

Work  offyour  meal  by  renting  a  pair  of  skates 
and  figure-eight  your  way  around  the  fire  cauldron 
at  the  center  of  the  resort’s  skating  rink — a  frozen 
swimming  pool — which  is  open  through  March. 
Weather  permitting,  horse-drawn  sleigh  rides 
offer  a  bit  of  magic.  Be  sure  to  save  a  soak  in  the 
heated  outdoor  pool  until  after  dark,  when  the  illu¬ 
minated  water  and  witch’s  brew  of  steam  floating 
toward  the  stars  make  for  an  almost  otherworldly 
experience. 

Continue  the  outdoor  excursions  the  next 
day  with  a  little  advice  from  the  resort’s  adven¬ 
ture  concierge,  who  can  help  you  rent  snowshoes 
and  book  snowmobile  tours  and  ice-climbing  les¬ 
sons.  Or  keep  it  simple  with  a  wander  through  the 
nearby  J.  E.  Henry  Trail,  easily  accessible  from  the 
rear  of  the  resort  and  only  a  mile-long.  Once  there, 
breathe  in  the  bracing  cold.  Alongside  the  silver 
thread  of  the  Pemigewasset  River  and  surrounded 
by  snow-laden  pines,  you’ll  feel  miles  away  from 
the  rest  of  the  world.  ♦

You  could  say  that  the  Seaport— targeted  years  ago  as  the  In¬ 
novation  District  and  as  a  hub  for  techies— has  all  the  right  angles. 
But  that's  not  necessarily  a  good  thing.  The  early  additions  to  its 
skyline  shaped  up  to  be  pretty,  well,  square.  A  new  exception  is 
121  Seaport  Blvd..  where  a  cylindrical  tower  sits. 

“A  circle  is  the  most  efficient  shape  there  is,”  says  Charley 
Leatherbee  of  Skanska  USA,  the  building’s  developer.  Its  elliptical 
form  and  position— turned  45  degrees  from  the  street— let  the 
tower  get  more  tight,  encounter  less  wind  resistance  and  use  less 
building  materials  than  traditional  boxy  high-rises,  says  architect 
Phil  Casey  of  CBT.  But  the  oval  design  is  also  striking  and,  surpris¬ 
ingly,  easygoing. 

Even  from  below,  the  high-rise  doesn't  appear  as  tall  as  its 
18  stories.  That’s  because  it’s  20  feet  slimmer  at  the  bottom  than  at 
the  top.  Upon  entering,  the  lobby  feels  vast.  The  hall  blurs  the  line 
between  inside  and  out  with  a  50-foot-high  wall  of  glass  at  the 
entrance  and  large  S-shaped  benches  resembling  those  of  a  city 
park.  At  the  building's  top,  there's  a  roof  deck  that's  guarded  by  a 
massive  glass  parapet,  protecting  visitors  while  giving  them  near 
panoramic  views. 

All  this  lets  121  Seaport  defy  much  of  what  it  means  to  be  a 
corporate  high-rise.  In  fact,  it's  like  a  round  peg  in  a  square  hole.

COUNTRY  MILE  DROPS  BOSTON-WORTHY  SOPHISTICATION  INTO  ASWEETSUBURBAN  SPOT 


The  restaurant  business  is  never 
easy,  but  lately  Boston  appears  to  be 
going  out  of  its  way  to  make  it  harder 
for  independent  operators.  Would-be 
chef/owners  face  a  stack  of  challenges 
in  the  city:  Too  many  restaurants  chasing  too 
few  patrons,  punishing  rents  and  liquor  license 
costs,  not  to  mention  ubiquitous  national  chains 
with  bigger  marketing  and  hiring  budgets.  When 
The  Improper  reviews  a  restaurant  in  Newton  or 
Waltham,  it’s  inevitably  because  some  rising  tal¬ 
ent  weighed  the  cost  of  doing  business  in  the  city 
and  fled  for  a  sweeter  deal  in  the  suburbs.  We 
imagine  that’s  the  calculus  that  Mrs.  and  Mr.  Sar¬ 
gent  (general  manager  Nancy  and  chef  Matt,  both 
formerly  of  Waltham’s  Brewer’s  Tap  &  Table) 
made  when  they  chose  a  spot  on  the  Watertown/ 
Belmont  line  to  open  Country  Mile,  their  charm¬ 
ing  new  neighborhood  joint. 

Their  menu  formula  is  a  familiar  one  with  some 
twists:  seasonal,  locally  sourced  New  American 
with  afew globe-trotting  fillips,  a  dozen  small 
plates  sized  liked  generous  appetizers  and  served 
as  they  are  ready.  Two  dishes  per  person  and 
maybe  a  shared  plate  of  charcuterie,  cheese  or  des¬ 
sert  will  suffice  most  customers.  Nothing  com¬ 
plicated  or  surprising,  right?  Except  the  kitchen 


comes  roaring  out  of  the  blocks  with  its  half- 
dozen  vegetable  dishes,  each  of  which  features 
an  odd-lookingboutique  vegetable  and  an  intri¬ 
cate,  marvelous  balance  of  flavors  (earthy,  bitter, 
tangy,  sweet)  and  textures  (crisp,  tender,  crunchy, 
creamy).  Thus,  baby  Russian  kale  ($io)  is  a  salad 
of  tender,  glossy  purple  leaves  arrayed  with  sliced 
Bose  pear,  slender  roasted  baby  yams  and  maple- 
glazed  red  walnuts  over  creamy  celery  root  puree, 
given  sprightly  sweet-tart  balance  with  a  dressing 
of  apple  cider  vinegar  and  maple  syrup.  Roasted 
cauliflower  ($13)  comes  as  multicolored  florets 
dotted  with  pine  nuts,  grilled  radicchio  and  dried 
apricot ,  inventively  pulled  together  by  a  velvety 
underlayer  of  cashew  cream  spiced  like  a  North¬ 
ern  Indian  masala.  Google  “fioretto”  (it’s  a  weirdly 
pretty  cauliflower  cultivar  with  florets  on  the 
end  of  skinny  stalks),  and  then  order  grilled  fio- 
retti  ($14)  with  escarole,  radicchio  di  Castelfranco 
(a  radicchio/endive  hybrid),  Honeycrisp  apple 
slices,  shreds  of  smoked  trout  and  roasted  pump¬ 
kin  seeds.  There’s  not  a  clunker  in  this  section: 
They’re  all  beautiful  and  sensational. 

The  half-dozen  meat  and  seafood  plates  are 
nearly  as  consistently  strong.  Curried  mussels 
($16)  sit  in  something  like  a  Thai  yellow  curry  with 
the  superb  textural  accent  of  crunchy-battered 
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slices  of  Japanese  eggplant,  plus  abig  stalk  ofhalf- 
bitter  grilled  broccolini  and  some  baby  Maine 
potatoes.  Lamb  spare  ribs  ($22)  include  three 
bone-in  specimens  that  are  lusciously,  almost 
obscenely  fatty  in  a  way  that  recalls  the  luxuriance 
of  foie  gras,  arrayed  around  a  bittersweet  dice  of 
green  apple  and  the  blackish  lacinato  kale,  a  swirl 
of  smoked  honey  adding  faint  sweetness.  Grilled 
hanger  steak  ($26),  sliced  and  topped  with  a  gar¬ 
licky,  fiery  salsa  verde,  is  draped  over  massive 
kernels  of  stewed  posole  (hominy),  like  a  steak- 
frites  that  went  on  holiday  to  Santa  Fe.  Chicken 
and  ham  ($18)  cleverly  binds  a  wrapper  of  crisp, 
nicely  salty  prosciutto  to  the  skin  of  a  pounded 
breast  cutlet  using  a  layer  of  melted  Vermont 
cheddar.  It’s  a  witty  update  on  chicken  cordon 
bleu,  brightly  spiked  with  quick-pickled 
jalapeno  slices  and  resting  atop  soupy,  mild 
Sea  Island  peas.  Only  pan-seared  halibut  ($26) 
underwhelms  despite  the  intrigue  of  squiggly 
spigarello  kale.  The  fish’s  gently  flavored  flesh, 
simple  sauce  of  olive  oil  and  Meyer  lemon,  and 
especiallythesideofbig,  starchy  butterbeans 
need  much  more  generous  seasoning.  A  des¬ 
sert  of  vegan  chocolate  bark  ($8)  bejeweled  with 
pumpkin  seeds,  dried  apricots  and  currants,  and 
served  alongside  apple  slices  and  fine  Vermont 
blue  cheese,  is  richly  simple  and  glorious. 

Wine  director  Carol  King  might  remind  you 
of  that  indispensable  retailer  who  strives  to  lift 
you  out  ofyour  trite-varietals  rut  toward  lesser- 
known  values,  which  in  fact  she  is — she  man¬ 
ages  Porter  Square  Wine  Sc  Spirits — and  her  list 
reflects  that.  It  leans  heavily  biodynamic/ 
organic/natural  and  features  very  attractive 
prices:  i3by-the-glass  options  ($10-^14)  and 
43  bottles  ($30-$i38,  most  under  $55).  We  don’t 
splurge  on  grand  cru  grower  Champagne  very 
often,  but  a  non-vintage  Demiere-Ansiot  blanc 
de  blanc  brut  for  $88  was  a  fiercely  sparkling, 
bracing,  honey-toned  steal.  There’s  also  a  purely 
beer  nerd-oriented  list  of  eight  beers  ($6-$g) 
and  a  short  list  of  specialty  cocktails  ($12-$14), 
most  modestly  reinvented  classics  like  the  Hello 
Daddy,  Hello  Mom  ($14),  an  Old-Fashioned  vari¬ 
ant  pepped  up  with  Zucca  (a  mild,  rhubarb-based 
amaro)  and  quality  cherry  syrup,  though  it  needs 
more  stirring  for  dilution  and  chill. 

The  room  is  comfortably  noisy  despite  its 
many  rich  hardwood  surfaces,  centering  on  a 
comfy  12-seat  bar  flanked  by  34  dining  room 
seats,  while  the  walls  are  adorned  with  vaguely 
rustic  accents  (an  antique  pitchfork,  a  sculp¬ 
ture  of  old  bedsprings),  all  benefiting  from  soft 
lighting  complemented  by  ambient  streetlight 
through  the  windows.  Service  is  sweetly  infor¬ 
mal  and  attentive,  and  cannot  be  blamed  for  the 
occasional  annoyances  of  the  kitchen’s  rapid-fire 
service,  as  when  too  many  plates  arrive  at  once. 
Such  hiccups  cannot  undercut  the  thought  that 
this  modest,  quietly  sophisticated,  gently  origi¬ 
nal  restaurant  engenders:  What  a  unique,  lovely 
addition  to  this  neighborhood.  What  a  damnable 
shame  that  more  terrific  little  indies  like  it  can¬ 
not  thrive  in  Boston.  ♦

BITS  AND  PIECES 

NOT  QUITE  AWESOME,  THE  LATEST  LEGO  MOVIE  BUILDS  A  PERFECTLY  FINE  SEQUEL 


The  audience  seated  for  a  Friday 
night  screening  of  The  Lego  Movie  2: 

The  Second  Part  was  about  what  you’d 
expect:  Some  small  groups  of  adults, 
no  doubt  motivated  by  the  joy  of  Phil 
Lord  and  Christopher  Miller’s  original  Lego  joint; 
throngs  of  teenagers  with  nowhere  to  go  but  the 
movies;  and  a  handful  of  parents  with  young  chil¬ 
dren  bouncing  out  of  their  seats  in  excitement. 

As  the  film’s  visual  sugar  rush  began  in  earnest, 
it  became  clear  when,  and  how,  everyone  would 
react  to  each  of  its  elements.  The  teenagers  would 
whoop  at  silly  names  and  clever  sight  gags,  the 
children  would  giggle  and  kick  their  seats  during 
the  catchy  songs  and  one  specific  adult  man  would 
loudly  clap  every  time  he  understood  a  pop  cul¬ 
ture  reference — Bruce  Willis  in  air  vents!  Gandalf 
with  a  stop  sign! 

While  you  shouldn’t  typically  read  too  much  into 
an  audience’s  reactions,  this  theater  experience  was 
such  an  apt  metaphor  for  The  Lego  Movie  2 — a  sym¬ 
phony  of  joy  and  a  celebration  of  our  own  per¬ 
spectives  that  also  grows  repetitive,  predictable 
and  borderline  annoying  after  the  first  hour.  It’s  a 
sequel  that’s  well  aware  of  the  dangers  of  sequels, 
announcing  them  left  and  right  with  a  wink  and 
a  nod  toward  the  adults  in  the  audience,  and  yet 
it  can’t  seem  to  avoid  paling  in  comparison  to 
its  remarkable  predecessors,  particularly  2017’s 
The  Lego  Batman  Movie.  With  the  bar  set  so  high, 
underperforming  is  far  from  failure — The  Second 


Part  is  still  a  testament  to  the  creativity  that  has 
blessed  big-budget  animation  and  children’s  pro¬ 
gramming  in  recent  years — but  everything  can’t 
be  awesome  forever. 

The  film  picks  up  five  years  after  the  events 
of  The  Lego  Movie,  and  the  sunny  town  of  Bricks- 
burg  has  transformed  into  a  Mad  Max-style 
wasteland,  appropriately  named  Apocalypse- 
burg,  at  the  hands  of  the  Duplo  invaders.  If 
you’ve  forgotten  the  events  of  the  first  film,  The 
Second  Partis  quick  to  remind  you  that  real-life

tween  Finn  controls  the  central  Lego  narrative, 
while  his  younger  sister  Bianca  is  responsible  for 
the  sparkly,  cute  and  wontly  destructive  aliens 
that  threaten  his  city.  While  most  of  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Apocalypseburg  have  been  hardened  by 
their  new  lifestyles  (Surfer  Dave  is  now  Chain¬ 
saw  Dave,  for  example),  Master  Builder  Emmet 
(Chris  Pratt)  is  still  the  same  happy-go-lucky 
everyman  he’s  been  since  day  one.  He’s  even 
built  a  suburban  paradise  for  his  edgy  girlfriend, 
Lucy  (Elizabeth  Banks),  but  she’s  appropriately 


critical  of  his  inability  to  read  the 
room  and  get  with  the  times. 

The  ostentatious  new  con¬ 
struction  attracts  the  attention 
of  a  Duplo  ship,  and  in  no  time, 
invaders  snatch  up  Lucy,  Batman 
(Will  Arnett),  Benny  (Charlie 
Day),  MetalBeard  (Nick  Offer- 
man)  and  Unikitty  (Alison  Brie) 
with  the  intent  of  marrying  Bat¬ 
man  to  the  shape-shifting  Queen 
Watevra  Wa’Nabi  (a  wonderful 
Tiffany  Haddish)  of  the  Systar 
System.  It’s  all  typical  little-sister 
stuff,  but  to  the  residents  of 
Apocalypseburg,  it’s  a  terrify¬ 
ing  threat — and  to  Emmet,  it’s  a 
chance  to  prove  himself  tough  and  capable  by  sav¬ 
ing  the  day.  After  a  few  musical  numbers,  most  of 
the  Queen’s  captives  are  convinced  of  her  good¬ 
ness,  but  Lucy,  always  the  cynic,  plans  her  escape. 
En  route  to  intercept  the  marriage,  Emmet  is 
saved  from  his  own  incompetence  by  a  funny, 
on-the-nose  parody  of  Chris  Pratt’s  Hollywood 
persona — a  man  named  Rex  Dangervest. 

An  amalgamation  of  all  the  roles  that  have 
transformed  Pratt  from  nottie  to  hottie  in  the 
past  decade,  Rex  is  a  galaxy-defending  archae¬ 
ologist,  cowboy  and  raptor  trainer  who  happens 
to  be  Emmet’s  exact  doppelganger.  He’s  cool, 
tough  and  macho — everything  Emmet  isn’t. 

As  fun  as  it  is  to  see  Pratt  poke  fun  at,  even  crit¬ 
icize,  all  the  conventions  that  made  the  actor 
who  he  is  today,  the  movie  seems  a  little  too 
proud  of  itself  for  getting  away  with  it,  and  the 
same  tough-guyjokes  and  raptor  gags  grow  less 
potent  each  time  they’re  made.  Compared  to 
the  funny  and  emotionally  rich  look  at  the  toxic 
masculinity  of  Bruce  Wayne  in  The  Lego  Batman 
Movie,  the  skewering  of  Rex  Dangervest  feels 
more  like  a  skit  that  goes  on  too  long  than  a  char¬ 
acter  arc. 

As  the  movie  bounces  toward  its  ultimately 
happy  conclusion,  it  makes  many  of  its  big, 
important  messages  clear — femininity  is  as  valu¬ 
able  as  masculinity,  you  shouldn’t  ask  some¬ 
one  to  change  who  they  are,  communication  is 
key  and  pop  music  is  actually  good.  It’s  a  hodge¬ 
podge  of  feel-good  lessons  that,  while  reductive 
and  wrapped  in  a  manic  rainbow  package,  are  still 
valuable  to  kids  and  adults.  And  unlike  its  prede¬ 
cessor,  The  Lego  Movie  2  doesn’t  end  with  a  clear 
door  to  a  sequel,  leaving  the  future  up  to  the  vivid 
imaginations  of  all  those  kids  who  can  dream 
even  bigger  than  the  franchise’s  creators — as  it 
should  be.  ♦

LYRICAL  LIFE 

ANASHVILLE  BOHEMIAN  RECONNECTS  WITH  HIS  TROUBADOUR  DREAMS 


Fifteen  years  ago,  Todd  Snider’s 

“Conservative  Christian,  Right  Wing 
Republican,  Straight,  White,  American 
Males”  skewered  the  privileged  group. 
He  still  pokes  in  similar  ways.  On  new 
song  “Talking  Reality  Television  Blues,”  Snider 
sings  about  “reality  killed  by  a  reality  star,”  when 
“an  old  man  with  a  comb-over  sold  us  the  moon.” 
But  the  Nashville-rooted  singer/songwriter 
doesn’t  see  himself  as  being  political. 

“I  don’t  take  it  that  seriously,”  says  Snider,  52. 
“I’m  not  worried  about  the  future  of  our  country. 
I’m  a  liberal,  but  I’m  not  a  panicked  one.”  He 
agrees,  however,  that  he  embraces  “gallows 
humor,”  facing  the  dark  side  with  a  smile. 

“One  time  I  got  mugged,  and  when  they  stuck 
the  gun  at  me,  I  said,  ‘What’s  this,  your  first  one?’ 
and  I  laughed,”  Snider  says.  “That’s  sort  of  been 
my  whole  life,  a  smart-ass  response  to  some 
tragic  event.”  He  continues  on  as  if  chattingup 
that  robber.  “I  didn’t  even  have  any  shoes  on.  You 
could  have  picked  someone  who  looked  like  they 
had  something.  I’m  a  folk  singer.  I  just  came  out 
of  a  bar.  Every  single  chick  in  that  bar  knew  I  was 
broke  in  two  seconds.  You  want  to  rob  me?” 

Snider’s  free-streaming,  culture-referencing 
wit  has  been  a  hallmark  of  his  career  since  he 


released  his  1994  debut,  Songs  for  the  Daily  Planet. 
Snider  gravitated  toward — and  was  mentored 
by — kindred,  lyric-steeped  songwriters  like 
Jerry  JeffWalker,  John  Prine,  Billy  Joe  Shaver 
and  Kris  Kristofferson.  “It  always  seemed  like 
they  were  living  the  Mark  Twain-type  of  adven¬ 
turous  lives,”  Snider  says.  “I  figured  out  what  I 
wanted  to  do.” 

In  recent  years,  nonetheless,  Snider  paused 
his  solo  act  to  front  Hard  Working  Americans, 
ajam-rock  outfit  with  members  of  Widespread

Panic  and  the  Chris  Robinson  Brotherhood. 

“Almost  every  time  I  go  do  something,  it’s  like  try¬ 
ing  to  learn  more  about  being  a  folk  singer,”  he 
says.  “I’m  pretty  good  at  being  a  folk  singer.” 

Now  Snider’s  touring  solo  again,  playing  the 
Sinclair  on  March  15,  the  street  date  for  Cash 
Cabin  Sessions,  Vol.  3,  his  first  release  from  record-

ings  at  Johnny  Cash’s  former 
retreat  near  Nashville.  It’s  as 
stripped  down  and  earthy  as 
anything  he’s  done. 

“I  started  listening  to  Woody 
Guthrie,  and  it  occurred  to  me 
that  I’ve  never  made  a  record 
where  I  just  do  on  the  record 
what  I’ve  always  done  at  my 
shows,”  Snider  says,  noting  he’d 
just  written  songs  better  suited 
to  that  folk  treatment.  “If  you 
listen  to  the  songs,  they’ll  tell 
you  what  they  want,”  Snider  con¬ 
tinues,  repeating  an  old  adage. 
And  then  he  got  his  first  invitation  to  play  the 
Newport  Folk  Festival  this  year.  “This  email 
came  in,  and  my  friend  said,  ‘Nowyou  have  to 
do  [that record.]’” 

Snider’s  first  visit  to  Cash  Cabin  Studio  was  to 
watch  country  icon  Loretta  Lynn  record  songs 
that  they’d  co-written.  He  returned  to  work  there 
after  multiple  dreams  in  which  the  late  Cash 
woke  him  up,  eventually  telling  him  that  he  was 
missing  something  and  pointing  to  one  corner 
of  the  cabin.  Snider  says  he  looked  in  that  corner 
for  a  song  idea  but  didn’t  find  anything — until 
a  strange  conversation  with  Cash’s  son  John 
Carter,  who  asked  Snider  if  he  thought  the  studio 
was  haunted. 

“He  said,  ‘Loretta  thought  it  was,’  ”  Snider 
recalls.  “She’d  park  her  bus  in  the  front  yard,  and 
in  the  middle  of  the  night,  he’d  hear  loud  country 
music,  and  she  was  out  there  dancing  like  a  young 
person. ...  She  said  she’s  dancing  with  his  dad. 
And  we  were  standing  in  that  corner  when  he  told 
me  that,  and  I  was  like,  ‘Maybe  that’s  the  song.’  ” 
He’d  found  his  new  album’s  centerpiece,  “The 
Ghost  of  Johnny  Cash.” 

Nashville  today  reminds  Snider  of  the  town 
in  the  ’70s,  adding  that  Jason  Isbell  and  Amanda 
Shires — who  sang  backup  on  his  album — have 
assumed  a  role  akin  to  Johnny  and  June  Cash. 
“There’s  this  new  wave  of  creativity,”  Snider  says. 
“Those  are  the  phases  I  really  like,  those  eras  like 
the  ’70s  or  grunge  or  early  rap,  anything  that  just 
feels  accidently  authentic.”  ♦

FACELESS  MAN 


RECOGNIZING  PEOPLE  IS  HARD-AND  IT'S  GETTING  HARDER 


SOME  YEARS  AGO,  I  WROTE  ABOUT 

prosopagnosia — also  known  as  face 
blindness — a  condition  that  affects 
about  2.5  percent  of  the  population. 
The  gist  is  that  your  brain  is  wired 
wrong,  such  that  recognizing  faces  is  super  diffi¬ 
cult.  As  disabilities  go,  it’s  pretty  subtle.  Most  of 
the  time,  the  implication  is  that  I’m  an  annoying 
person  to  watch  TV  with.  Game  of  Thrones  is  par¬ 
ticularly  tough,  since  it  seems  to  feature  about 
400  filthy  men  wearing  pelts.  I’ll  ask,  “Who’s  this 
guy,  now?”  and  my  wife  will  answer,  “That’s  one 
of  the  dragons.” 

The  social  drawbacks  can  be  more  problem¬ 
atic.  Like,  say,  one  of  your  colleagues  gets  pissed 
at  the  office  holiday  party  when  you  say,  “Nice  to 
meet  you,”  and  he’s  like,  “Yeah,  we’ve  MET.”  That 
happened  in  December.  And  one  recent  weekend, 
a  friend  informed  me  that  one  of  the  local  moms 
thinks  I’m  mad  at  her  because  she  saw  me  in  the 
grocery  store  and  I  totally  ignored  her.  “Did  you 
tell  her  I  never  recognize  anyone?”  I  pleaded. 
“Yes,”  she  said,  “But  I  don’t  think  she  believed  me. 
She  might  just  think  you’re  a  dick.” 

This  has  always  been  a  problem — I  once  struck 
up  a  conversation  with  a  complete  stranger  on 
Newbury  Street,  thinking  he  was  my  editor — but 
I  feel  like  it’s  getting  worse.  So  I  decided  to  take 
a  few  online  tests  and  quantify  the  deficiencies 


of  my  fusiform  gyrus,  the  part  of  your  brain  that 
deals  with  faces.  First,  I  took  the  Cambridge  Face 
Memory  Test  and  scored  a  68,  which  is  barely 
above  the  clinical  threshold  for  prosopagnosia. 
Last  time  I  took  the  test,  in  2010, 1  got  a  75.  As  I 
suspected:  My  skills — neververygood — might 
be  eroding. 

Then  I  took  a  test  where  you  identify  celeb¬ 
rities  by  looking  at  just  theirfaces — no  hair, 
ears  or  clothes.  Right  away,  I  confidently  iden¬ 
tified  George  Clooney  as  Mr.  Bean.  I  mistook 
Nicole  Kidman  for  Amy  Poehler.  I  thought  Susan 
Sarandon  was  Hillary  Clinton.  I’d  be  a  hor¬ 
rible  paparazzo.  I’d  be  like,  “I  just  got  Justin 
Bieber  passed  out  in  an  alley!”  and  TMZ  would 
say,  “No,  that’s  a  pile  of  Ed  Hardy  shirts  on  top  of 
a  cardboard  cutout  of  Kevin  Federline.”  And  I’d 
respond,  “What’s  the  difference?” 

As  far  as  solutions,  a  British  optometrist  has 
developed  special  glasses  with  light-filtering 
lenses  that  are  supposed  to  help  you  recognize 
faces.  And  if  you  don’t  recognize  other  people, 
they’ll  definitely  recognize  you,  because  these 
glasses  are  ugly  as  hell.  They  look  like  some¬ 
thing  the  scientists  in  Stranger  Things  would 
have  you  put  on  before  a  trip  to  the  Upside 
Down. 

I  also  found  a  website  for  prosopagnosia- 
sufferers  that  lists  a  bunch  of  coping  strategies, 
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most  of  which  I’ve  already  learned  the  hard  way. 
For  instance,  faking  it  till  you  make  it,  meaning 
you  just  act  sociable  while  desperately  search¬ 
ing  for  ID  clues.  I  did  this  the  other  day  when  a 
guy  came  up  to  me  at  a  bowling  alley  and  said, 
“Hi,  Ezra!”  and  I  couldn’t  immediately  figure  out 
who  he  was.  Eventually,  I  sidled  over  behind  his 
lane,  stole  a  glance  at  his  score  screen  and  said, 
“Good  thing  I  have  the  bumpers  up,  MARK!” 
Lucky  for  me  he’s  more  mature  than  I  am, 
because  he  had  his  actual  name  up  there  instead 
of  something  like  “Professor  Farts.”  Bowling 
setup  screen,  your  seductive  temptations  usurp 
my  restraint. 

There  are  a  few  others  tricks  I  use,  too.  Like, 
since  my  holiday  party  gaffe,  I’ve  embraced 
the  noncommittal  “nice  to  see  you”  rather 
than  “nice  to  meet  you.”  I’ve  been  burned 
too  many  times  by  telling  people  it’s  nice  to 
meet  them  and  getting  a  bunch  of  attitude  in 
response,  like,  “We’ve  met  before,”  or  “Are  you 
joking,  dad?”

Beyond  behavioral  tricks,  there’s  now  a  com¬ 
pany  with  a  subscription-based  service  to  help 
train  you  to  recognize  people.  But  I  feel  like 
we’re  almost  at  the  point  that  technology  is 
going  to  solve  everything  for  me.  I  just  drove 
a  Subaru  that  can  memorize  five  faces  and  set 
your  seat  and  mirrors  when  it  recognizes  you . 
It’s  only  a  matter  of  time  before  my  phone  will 
somehow  know  who  everyone  is  and  I  won’t 
have  to  strain  my  feeble  brain,  thus  consigning 
face  recognition  to  the  Box  of  Old-Timey  Tal¬ 
ents,  along  with  the  ability  to  spell  multisyllabic 
words  or  tolerate  15  seconds  of  boredom. 

Even  though  I  know  I  suck  at  recognizing 
people,  I  still  put  myself  out  there.  Last  year,  I 
met  a  woman  at  the  gym  named  Jen,  who  might 
have  reason  to  remember  me  because  at  the 
time  I  was  testing  a  red  Lamborghini.  So  a  cou¬ 
ple  months  ago,  I  walked  over  to  say  hi  and  she 
was  plainly  mystified  why  I  was  talking  to  her. 

I  reminded  her  how  we  met,  and  she  became 
embarrassed  and  apologetic.  “Did  you  not  have 
a  beard  then?”  she  asked.  Indeed  I  did  not,  but 
my  beard  hardly  qualifies  as  a  disguise — it 
hardly  qualifies  as  a  beard.  This  was  awesome: 
The  prosopagnosia  tables  were  turned,  with 
me  on  the  side  of  righteous  indignation  that 
anyone  could  fail  to  recognize  my  comely  vis¬ 
age.  Except,  I  wasn’t  mad.  I  was  happy,  because 
finally  this  was  happening  to  someone  other 
than  me.  “It’s  OK!  ”  I  told  her.  “I  can’t  recognize 
anyone,  either!” 

“Sorry,”  she  replied.  “Nice  to  see  you.”  ♦

THE  OLYMPIC  FIGURE  SKATER  DISHES  ON  COSTUMES,  SALSA  DANCING  AND  ADAM  RIPPON 


After  a  peripatetic  childhood  and  career, 
Olympic  figure  skater  Ashley  Wagner,  27,  recently 
relocated  to  Boston.  Born  in  Heidelberg,  Germany, 
she  moved  a  lot  while  growing  up,  living  in  states  as 
far-flung  as  Alaska.  In  2002,  she  qualified  for  the  U.S.  Junior 
Figure  Skating  Championships,  and  she  went  on  to  win 
bronze  in  the  team  competition  during  the  2014  Olympics  as 
well  as  silver  at  the  2016  World  Championships.  A  three-time 
national  champion,  she  coaches  at  the  Skating  Club  of  Boston 
and  works  for  NBC  Sports  as  a  figure  skating  analyst. 


Jonathan  Soroff:  What 
one  thing  do  all  Olympians 
have  in  common? 

Ashley  Wagner:  Alittle 
bit  of  narcissism,  I  would 
have  to  say.  I  also  think  we  all 
love  our  own  personal  jour¬ 
neys,  and  we  love  the  fact  that 
we’re  doing  something  really, 
really  cool. 

When  you  were  a  kid,  you 
moved  around  a  lot.  Did 
that  inform  your  skating 
in  anyway?  I  think  it  did. 

I’m  definitely  the  Gypsy 
woman  of  the  figure  skating 
scene.  I  moved  nine  times 
in  10  years.  So  I  was  able  to 
work  with  a  ton  of  differ¬ 
ent  coaches,  which  in  some 
ways  was  a  better  thing  and 
in  other  ways  held  me  back  a 
little  bit.  But  I  was  influenced 
by  a  lot  of  different  people  in 
my  career. 

As  a  child,  you  were  given 
the  choice  between  ballet 
and  skating,  and  you 
turned  your  nose  up  at 
ballet  because  ofthe  “pink 
shoes.”  I  was  not  having  the 
idea  of  ballet.  I  was  a  tomboy. 
And  little  did  I  knowthat  I 
picked  the  girliest  sport  that 
there  ever  was,  and  I  didn’t 
think  about  the  spandex  and 
sparkles  that  were  cornin’  in 
hot .  And  here  I  am  now. 

How  do  you  pick  your 
music?  OK.  So  you  have  to 


think  about  the  fact  that 
you’re  going  to  be  listening 
to  that  one  piece  of  music 
hundreds  of  times  a  day.  So 
you’re  going  to  endup  hating 
it,  but  you  have  to  be  OK  with 
that .  And  for  me,  I  try  to  pick 
music  that’s  abit  more  con¬ 
temporary  and  fun.  I  skated 
to  Eurythmics  two  seasons 
ago.  I  think  skating  is  amazing 
for  so  many  reasons,  but  I  find 
prettyprincess  skatingtobe 
a  little  dull  for  me  to  do  every 
single  day,  so  I  like  to  spice  it 
up,  bring  a  little  bit  of  heat  and 
do  something  that’s  a  little 
more  sexy 

All-time  idol,  in  terms  of 
skating?  Honestly,  Katarina 
Witt.  She  was  the  woman  of 
figure  skating.  She  went  out 
andcommandedyouratten- 
tion  unapologetically,  and 
there’s  something  that’s  just 
so  sexy  about  that. 

Most  embarrassing  fall?  Oh, 
there’s  one  fall  that  I’m  pretty 
sure  affected  my  ability  to 
reproduce  later  down  the  line. 
[Laughs.]  I  fell  so  hard  on  the 
ice  in  competition.  A  straight- 
on  belly-flop  on  the  ice,  and  I 
still  had  another  jump  to  go 
after  that,  and  I  just  told  myself 
that  if  I  didn’t  land  that  jump, 

I  definitely  wasn’t  getting  up 
again,  so  I  had  no  choice. 

Best  recovery?  This  is  going 
to  sound  pretty  ridiculous, 


but  figure  skating  has  its 
ridiculous  moments.  I  was 
competing  with  my  hair  in 
a  bun  and  halfway  through 
the  program,  it  fell  apart  into 
this  nasty,  hair-sprayed,  ratty 
ponytail.  It  was  quite  the  look, 
so  I  turned  it  into  hairography 
and  saved  the  day. 

Ever  tried  speed  skating? 

I  have,  actually.  One  of  my 
exes  was  a  speedskater,  so  we 
did  a  little  trading  of  the  sports, 
and  I  have  to  say  I  showed  no 
promise  whatsoever. 

If  you  didn’t  skate,  what 
would  your  focus  be?  I  think 
for  me,  my  main  passion  is 
all  things  caffeinated.  I  think 
I’d  own  a  coffee  shop  some¬ 


where,  rulingthe  world  of 
cappuccinos. 

Ever  regretted  a  skating 
costume?  Yes!  I’ve  kind  of 
repressed  this  memory,  but  it 
was  either  2008  or  2009  and  I 
was  skating  to  Spartacus,  and 
my  costume  just  looked  like 
a  dirty  rag  that  I’d  wrapped 
around  myself.  I  remember 
thinking  it  was  so  glamorous 


and  daring,  and  now,  looking 
back,  I  look  like  I’m  wearing  a 
tattered  shred  of  shame. 

Can  you  take  your  talents 
as  a  skater  to  the  dance 
floor?  I  am  a  salsa-dancing 
fiend  and  I  will  burn  down  a 
dance  floor  like  it  is  myjob. 
Moving  and  shaking  is  what  I 
love  to  do.  That’s  my  secret/ 
not-so-secret  talent. 

Who’s  cuter:  Adam  Rippon 
or  your  cat?  Oh  my  God! 
Who  am  I  more  mad  at  today? 
Ahhh.  Honestly,  Adam  Rip¬ 
pon  has  the  world’s  heart, 
and  rightly  so,  so  I’ll  go  with 
Adam.  Especially  because  my 
catwon’tknowthe  difference 
but  Adam  will. 

Are  you  only  a  cat  person? 
What  about  dogs?  I  am  a 
dog  person  trapped  in  a  cat’s 
household.  I  travel  too  much 
to  have  a  dog,  but  I  need  to 
make  it  known  to  the  world 
that  I  am  a  dog  person.  Basi¬ 
cally,  I  wanted  to  come  home 
to  a  heartbeat,  sol  got  myself 
a  little  cat,  because  she  can 
survive  without  me.  She’s 
the  best. 

What  country  has  the  worst 
judges?  Don’t  get  me  in  trou¬ 


ble!  Whenever  I  answer  ques¬ 
tions  like  that,  I  get  in  big 
trouble.  I’m  just  goingto  say, 
‘Everyone  knows  what  coun¬ 
try  has  the  worst  judges.” 

Favorite  souvenir  from  the 
Olympics?  For  the  open¬ 
ing  ceremonies,  they  had  the 
ugliest  sweater  that  ever  was, 
and  I’ve  absolutely  brought 
that  out  at  a  couple  of  ugly 


sweater  parties.  It’s  been 
quite  the  hit. 

What  body  part  hurts  the 
most  after  practice?  My  pride. 
[Laughs.]  Figure  skatingjust 
is  not  good  foryour  body  at  all, 
but  definitely  my  back. 

Why  do  you  spin  clockwise 
and  most  other  skaters  go 
counterclockwise?  I’d  love 
to  say  I  was  some  kind  of 
rebel  out  to  change  the  ways 
of  figure  skating,  but  the 
truth  is  that  at  age  5 ,  they  put 
you  on  the  ice  and  say,  “Turn 
around,”  and  whatever  way 
you  turn  is  the  way  you  spin 
for  the  rest  ofyour  life. 

What  happens  when  you 
go  on  a  spinning  ride  at  a 
carnival  or  amusement 
park?  Y’know,  I  hate  amuse¬ 
ment  park  rides  so  much.  I 
avoid  them  at  all  costs. 

What  about  getting  dizzy 
doing  spins?  Now  I  do.  You 
get  your  sensitivity  back 
real  quickly  whenyou’re 
notworking  on  spins.  If  I’m 
training  every  single  day,  it 
doesn’t  bother  me. 

Favorite  arena  to  perform 

in?  The  TD  Garden! 

Least  favorite?  The  Saitama 
Super  Arena  in  Japan.  It  is  the 
hottest  rinkyou  have  ever 
been  in.  It’s  like  70  degrees  on 
the  ice,  so  whenyou’re  per¬ 
forming  in  spandex  and  trying 
to  look  cute,  all  of  a  sudden  you 
realizeyou’rewearingasweat- 
suit.  It’s  not  a  glorious  moment. 

You’re  so  graceful  on  the 
ice,  but  in  real  life,  are  you 
a  total  klutz?  Doesn’t  even 
begin  to  describe  it.  I  strug¬ 
gle  putting  one  foot  in  front 
of  the  other  on  the  daily,  so 
yes.  The  ice  is  where  I’m  com¬ 
fortable.  Dryland  is  not.  ♦

I  think  the  human  contact,  where  you’re  dancing, 
but  it’s  not  just  about  you,  it’s  about  your  partner 
and  the  connection  that  you  have,  both  physically 
and  the  performance  connection  emotionally.

DO  YOU  HAVE  ANY  BIG  INFLUENCES  OR 
INSPIRATIONS  WHEN  IT  COMES  TO  YOUR

I  get  a  lot  of  inspiration  from  the  classics  and  old- 
school  stuff.  Actually,  I’ll  be  replicating  some  of 
these  classic  iconic  moments  from  the  Golden  Age 
Hollywood  movies  in  my  show,  which  I’m  really  ex¬ 
cited  about.  Also,  a  lot  of  my  inspiration  comes  from 
friends  of  mine  who  are  choreographers  right  now 
and  who  are  going  to  be  choreographing  some  pieces 
for  my  show.  They’re  so  talented  and  so  amazing.  I  get 
a  lot  of  inspiration  from  them  and  my  dancers.  The 
dancers  I’m  taking  on  the  road,  some  of  them  I  saw 
and  wanted  to  take  them  from  World  of  Dance  season 
two.  They  actually  competed  on  the  show,  and  I’d  love 
for  them  to  be  on  the  road  with  me.  Their  abilities, 
their  athleticism,  their  artistry  inspires  me  to  create.

BUGLE  BOY 


British  comedian  Andy  Zaltzman  goes  global  as  host  of  The  Bugle.  The  topical 
podcast,  which  covers  current  affairs  as  well  as  weird  anecdotes  overlooked  by  the 
media,  often  includes  guests  like  Jen  Kirkman  and  Aparna  Nancherla.  Originally 
launched  in  2007  with  friend  and  former  co-host  John  Oliver,  The  Bugle  live  show 
brings  Zaltzman’s  trademark  satire  to  the  stage.  We  caught  up  with  Zaltzman  before 
he  comes  to  Laugh  Boston  on  Feb.  28. 


HOW  DID  YOU  GET  STARTED  IN  COMEDY? 

I  had  a  brief  go  at  university  and  then  gave  up  for  a 
couple  of  years  after  my  first,  what  you  might  say 
“proper  gig,”  went  very  badly  indeed.  I  then  was 
persuaded  by  my  then-girlfriend,  now  wife,  and 
another  friend  to  give  it  a  go  on  the  London  open- 
mic  circuit.  That  was  about  20  years  ago  now,  and  it 
accidentally  became  what  I  do  for  a  living. 

HOW  DID  THE  BUGLE  COME  ABOUT?  The  Bugle, 
in  its  first  incarnation,  began  in  2007  when  John 
Oliver  and  I  were  offered  a  deal  to  do  a  podcast. 
Podcasts  were  relatively  new  then,  and  we  didn’t 
really  have  any  idea  about  what  it  involved.  So  we  did 
that  for  the  Times  newspaper  for  about  four  years, 
then  went  independent.  We’d  worked  together  for 
quite  a  long  time  before  John  moved  to  the  States  to 
do  The  Daily  Show  and  our  agents  managed  to  get  us 
a  deal  to  do  a  weekly  topical  podcast. 

HOW  DO  YOU  DECIDE  WHAT  TO  COVER  ON 
EACH  SHOW?  It’s  a  mixture  of  the  stories  that 


are  biggest  in  the  news  with  a  bit  of  a  bias  toward 
Britain  and  the  USA,  but  we  try  to  cover  things 
from  all  over  the  world  and  keep  a  good  balance. 
It’s  really  a  question  of  doing  things  that  are  the 
big  stories  in  the  news  but  also  interesting  things 
that  you  might  not  have  heard  about  or  that  aren’t 
getting  as  much  media  traction  or  are  just  a  bit 
weird. 

WHAT’S  YOUR  FAVORITE  TOPIC  TO  DISCUSS? 

Obviously,  Brexit  has  been  the  comedic  gift  that 
keeps  giving.  Albeit,  what  you  receive  isn’t  nec¬ 
essarily  what  you  want — kind  of  like  a  bad  Santa 
Claus.  I  do  enjoy  the  random,  odd  stories  from 
around  the  world  that  are  kind  of  out  of  nowhere. 
That’s  kind  of  the  joy  of  doing  a  podcast;  I  get  to 
decide  week  to  week  what  I  fancy. 

WHAT  DO  YOU  HOPE  AUDIENCES  TAKE  AWAY 
FROM  THE  LIVE  SHOW?  1  hope  they  laugh  a  lot 
and  I  hope  they  take  away  an  increased  sense  of 
confusion  about  the  planet.

Kirill  Gerstein  and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  are  having  a  moment 
together.  On  March  1,  the  30-something  pianist  releases  his  Busoni:  Piano  Concerto 
album  from  a  2017  concert  with  conductor  Sakari  Oramo,  which  was  the  first  time 
the  work  by  the  Italian  composer  was  performed  by  the  BSO.  Then  on  March  7-9  at 
Symphony  Hall,  Gerstein  premieres  a  piano  concerto  written  by  conductor  Thomas 
Ades.  The  busy  percussionist  chatted  with  us  about  the  upcoming  projects  and  his 
connection  to  Boston. 


WHAT  IS  IT  ABOUT  THE  BSO  THAT  LED  TO  THIS 
PROLIFIC  RELATIONSH I P?  It  has  a  lot  of  roots  for  me. 
In  many  ways,  Boston  feels  like  my  American  home¬ 
town  because  that’s  where  I  came  to  study  when  I  was 
14  in  Berklee.  It’s  not  only  an  American  hometown,  but 
also  it  was  really  the  first  place  I  lived  in  after  Russia. 

So  there’s  that,  and  very  early  on,  I  had  met  Ralph 
Gomberg,  who  was  the  legendary  principal  oboist 
there  for  many  years.  He  was  the  first  person  I  met  in 
the  classical  community  in  Boston.  Because  of  that 
connection  and  mentorship,  I  went  to  the  Tanglewood 
Institute  of  Boston  University,  which  was  for  high 
school  kids.  That  was  my  first  exposure  to  the  Boston 
Symphony.  For  many  years,  this  was  an  orchestra  I  had 
admired,  but  it  was  not  quite  the  time  in  my  career  that 
it  made  sense  where  I  could  play  with  them.  But  then 
gradually  that  came  about  as  I  reconnected  with  those 
roots  from  my  personal  American  beginnings.  From 
the  first  time  I  played  with  the  orchestra,  that  relation¬ 


ship  started  growing  organically.  And  then  quite  early 
in  that  relationship  for  me,  came  the  concerts  I  did  with 
Thomas  Ades  in  2012  playing  an  extant  piece  for  piano 
orchestra  called  In  Seven  Days.  That  period  is  what  led 
to  the  creation  of  the  new  piano  concerto  that  we’ll  be 
premiering  in  March  with  the  Boston  Symphony.  It 
was  in  those  rehearsals  that  I  asked  Tom  whether  he’d 
ever  consider  writing  a  piano  piece  for  me.  At  the  time, 

I  thought,  “Well,  if  he’s  benevolent  enough  maybe  it 
will  be  a  small  solo  piece.”  And  then  he  said  he  wanted 
to  write — in  his  words — “a  proper  piano  concerto  for 
me.”  And  then,  I  spoke  to  Tony  Fogg,  the  BSO’s  artistic 
administrator,  who  instantaneously  said,  “We’re  going 
to  commission  it.  We’re  going  to  do  it.”  And  in  the 
meantime,  I’ve  had  other  concerts  with  the  Boston 
Symphony.  And  something  that  was  the  personal  mu¬ 
sical  highlight  of  my  life  was  the  week  with  the  Busoni 
piano  concerto. ...  It  was  the  first  time  in  the  BSO’s 
history  that  this  concerto  was  played  by  the  orchestra. 
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Busoni,  in  fact,  has  a  connection  to  Boston  because  he 
taught  across  the  street  at  New  England  Conservatory 
for  a  couple  of  years  at  the  very  end  of  the  19th  century. 

I  thought  that  was  a  neat  kind  of  history  there. 

WHAT  DREW  YOU  TO  THOMAS  ADES  AND  HIS 
WORK?  HOW  DID  YOU  FIRST  CONNECT  WITH  HIM? 

The  initial  BSO  thing  came  about  because  we  knew 
each  other  from  before.  We  had  first  collaborated  in 
2006  or  2007  when  he  conducted  Stravinsky’s  The 
Wedding ,  which  is  with  four  pianos,  percussionists 
and  a  choir.  We  became  friends,  and  I  have  enormous 
admiration  for  his  creativity,  which  is  so  original  and 
vibrant  and  very  captivating,  to  put  it  mildly.  By  now, 
I’ve  been  living  with  his  musical  language  for  quite 
some  time.  Because  he  is  a  truly  great  composer.  In  my 
mind,  you  have  Brahms,  Schubert,  Ravel  and  Prokofiev 
and  Strauss.  And  Tom  easily  stands  in  that  row  of 
greats.  It’s  not  an  exaggeration.  And  his  language  is  very 
rich  musically,  like  the  language  of  Rachmaninoff. 

WHAT  IS  THE  PROCESS  WHEN  YOU'RE 
COMMISSIONING  A  PIECE  FROM  HIM?  It  differs 
from  composer  to  composer.  With  Tom,  he  was  still 
busy  for  a  while  with  writing  his  opera,  but  he  started 
dropping  hints  at  an  idea  he  had  for  the  concerto.  As 
time  and  time  progressed,  he’d  drop  more  and  more 
tantalizing  hints  like:  “Oh,  you  know,  I’m  in  the  middle 
of  the  first  movement  credenza.  I’m  really  going  crazy. 
There  will  be  quite  a  lot  for  you  to  do.”  But  I  think  it’s 
quite  important  to  give  the  composer  the  space  and  not 
intrude.  And  I  think  he  knows  my  playing — and  this  is 
where  it’s  perhaps  a  special  relationship.  He  knows  the 
part  in  different  pieces  that  particularly  excite  me.  Or 
my  comments  about  how,  “I  loved  this  bit  in  the  op¬ 
era.”  Or,  “This  harmonic  turn  is  amazing.”  It’s  not  nec¬ 
essarily  something  that  he  takes  into  account,  but  he 
knows  who  he’s  writing  for.  But  I  stay  out  of  the  process 
completely.  I  didn’t  push  him  to  show  me  anything  un¬ 
til  he  said,  “Now  I’m  going  to  show  you.” ...  In  the  case 
of  this  concerto,  he  delivered  it  to  me  in  midfall,  and 
once  he  delivered  it,  the  floodgates  of  our  communi¬ 
cation  opened.  I  started  to  read  it,  accustomize  myself 
to  it.  Then  I  started  asking  questions:  ‘What  does  this 
mean?  How  is  that  working?”  And  he  actually  wrote 
this  sweet  message  saying,  “It’s  so  nice  to  finally  not 
be  alone  on  this  journey  to  the  piano  concerto.”  You 
have  to  imagine  it’s  a  very  lonely  thing.  This  thing  has 
taken  him  about  two  years  to  write,  and  in  many  ways 
he’s  alone  on  this  journey,  and  I  think  someone  like 
him  often  doesn’t  show  half  a  product.  But  since  then, 
there  have  been  minor  little  touches  of  “Oh,  maybe  this 
chord  sounds  better  if  my  hand  stretches  a  little  bit  to 
play  this  extra  note.”  And  we  have  this  running  thread 
of  text  messages  and  emails  where  I  will  make  a  small 
video  placing  my  iPhone  on  the  edge  of  the  keyboard 
and  record  it.  I  send  it  to  him  in  a  text  message,  saying, 
“Is  this  what  you  mean?”  And  he’ll  write  back.  We  have 
this  running  thing.  We’ve  met  a  couple  of  times  since 
I’ve  been  learning  the  concerto,  and  that’s  been  an 
in-person  session  where  he  has  conducted  through  the 
concerto  while  I  was  playing.

SKA  CHANGE 


Celine  Song  didn’t  always  think  she’d  be  a  playwright.  Born  in 
Korea,  she  moved  with  her  artist  parents  to  Canada,  where  she 
resisted  involvement  in  the  aits.  But  in  college,  she  penned  plays 
on  the  side  while  studying  psychology  and,  after  a  friend  produced 
one  of  her  projects,  she  decided  to  pursue  her  passion.  Her  per¬ 
sonal  journey  flows  into  her  latest  work,  Endlings ,  which  is  staged 
by  the  American  Repertory  Theater  and  follows  a  Korean- 
Canadian  playwright  living  in  Manhattan  as  well  as  the  last  three 
haenyeos — female  divers — on  the  small  Korean  island  of  Man-Jae. 
We  chatted  with  Song  while  ha’  play  makes  waves  during  its  world 
premiere  at  the  Loeb  Drama  Center  through  March  17. 


DOES  YOUR  BACKGROUND  IN  PSYCHOLOGY 
IMPACT  YOUR  WORK  AS  A  PLAYWRIGHT? 

Definitely.  For  a  while,  I  was  fully  committed  to 
becoming  a  psychologist.  My  entire  undergrad  degree 
is  in  psychology,  and  I  was  really  convinced  that  I  was 
goingto  grad  school  and  then  [would]  become  a  psy¬ 
chologist.  And  I  think  that  it  does  have  so  much  to  do 
with  my  work.  I  talk  about  it  as  kind  of  an  addiction  or 
obsession  with  people.  I  feel  like  I  just  really,  really  like 
people.  Spending  time  with  people,  getting  to  know 
people — I  think  that  is  so  helpful  for  a  playwright. 

WHAT  CAN  YOU  SHARE  ABOUT  THE  PLOT  OF 
ENDLINGS ?  This  play  is  about  three  Korean  elderly 
female  divers  in  the  southernmost  part  of  Korea. 
They  live  by  the  sea  and  they’re  taught  by  their 
mothers  and  grandmothers  to  dive  into  the  ocean 
without  any  equipment  and  pull  seafood  out. ...  So 
it’s  about  the  last  three  haenyeos  left  in  the  world. 
And  it’s  also  very  much  about  me,  an  immigrant. 

I  was  just  thinking  about  how  mobile  I  am  as  an 
immigrant  and  how  my  life  is  so  wildly  different 
than  these  haenyeos,  even  though  if  you  ask  me  what 
my  ethnicity  is,  what  my  culture  is,  I  would  have  to 
include  Korea.  I  identify  as  Korean-Canadian- 
American,  but  Korean.  And  so  do  the  haenyeos.  So 
the  play  really  is  about  how  alien  the  haenyeos  feel 
to  me  even  though  they  remind  me  of  my  grand¬ 
mother  and  they’re  Korean  like  me.  It’s  both  about 
that  difference  and  the  commonality  we  have. 

DID  AMERICA’S  POLITICAL  DEBATE  ABOUT 
IMMIGRATION  IMPACT  YOUR  WRITING?  The  thing 
is,  plays  get  written  for  years,  and  I  had  started  to 
write  this  play  late  2015,  so  I  remember  when  Donald 
Trump  was  elected  and  I  was  a  part  of  the  writer’s 
group  at  the  Public  Theater  [in  New  York]  at  the 
time.  I  was  sitting  there  with  all  these  playwrights 
who  were  actually  very  shaken. ...  We  were  talking 
about  how,  “Does  this  mean  that  our  work  changes 
now  that  the  world  is  so  different,  now  that  Amer¬ 
ica  is  so  different?  Now  that  New  York  City  is  so 
different?”  And  I  remember  feeling — because  I  was 
working  on  Endlings  at  the  time — I  remember  saying 
to  the  room,  “Actually,  in  my  case,  I’m  not  going  to 
change  a  single  thing.  I  proud  of  the  thing  that  I’m 
working  on.  And  it  feels  important  to  keep  working 
on  it.  I  don’t  think  my  work  has  to  change  because 
my  work  has  always  been  about  this.” 

WHAT  DO  YOU  HOPE  AUDIENCES  WILL  TAKE 
AWAY  FROM  YOUR  PLAY?  One  thing  that  I  sincere¬ 
ly  hope  that  the  audience  does  take  away  from  my 
play  is  that  I  think  that  life  and  existence  and  people 
are  not  as  flat  as  we  would  like  to  sort  of  imagine. 

I  think  we  should  be  allowed  to  exist  with  as  many 
idiosyncrasies  and  complexities  as  we  actually 
have.  I  think  that  my  play  has  been  a  journey  to  not 
apologize  for  how  complicated  and  idiosyncratic  my 
identity  is  as  an  immigrant.

WHAT’S  THE  HIGHLIGHT  OF 
YOUR  career?  I  don’t  know  if 
there’s  one  thing,  but  of  course 
being  on  SNL  was  huge.  The  two 
times  I  was  on  The  Tonight  Show 
Starring  Johnny  Carson  were 
probably  almost  bigger  because 
that  was  the  dream:  “What  are 
you  going  to  do  when  you  make 
it?  What  are  you  going  to  say  on 
The  Tonight  ShowV'  I  got  to  go  on  there  once  with 
the  Groundlings  when  I  was  performing.  It  was 
such  a  giant  jump  and  it  was  fantastic. 


WHAT  WOULD  BE  YOUR  DREAM  COMEDIC 
ROLE?  Two  of  my  favorite  roles  I’ve  already  done. 
One  was  A  League  of  Their  Own,  and  then  I  played 
Billy  Crystal’s  brother  in  City  Slickers  II.  A  League 
of  Their  Own  was  playing  a  character,  and  City 
Slickers  II  was  me  playing  a  character,  but  using 
myself,  not  doing  a  different  voice  or  doing  a 
different  walk.  Those  are  both  great  roles. 


DO  YOU  PREFER  PERFORMING  LIVE  OR  ACTING? 

I’m  working  on  a  sitcom  right  now  called  The  Cool 
Kids.  You’re  acting  in  front  of  the  camera,  but 
there’s  an  audience  there,  so  the  combination 
is  fun.  I  did  a  game  show,  Funny  You  Should  Ask. 
That’s  on  camera,  but  it’s  to  an  audience.  I  like  the 
challenge  of  both.  They  both  feel  live.  In  a  movie, 
there’s  no  audience.  It’s  between  you  and  the 
other  actors  and  you’re  trying  to  create  reality  and 
a  situation  where  there’s  tension  in  the  scene  and 
you’re  playing  off  each  other — it’s  a  wave  and  you 
just  ride  it.  When  that  happens,  it’s  very  exciting. 
Stand-up  is  between  you  and  the  audience;  acting 
is  between  you  and  the  other  actors.

HOW  HAS  IT  BEEN  TOURING  WITH  OTHER  SNL 
ALUMS?  It’s  a  lot  of  fun.  They’re  all  really  nice 
guys,  and  I’ve  worked  with  them  before.  I  like  it 
better  than  just  being  alone.  It’s  just  more  fun  to 
catch  up  and  see  old  friends. 


WHAT  CAN  AUDIENCES 
EXPECT  FROM  THE  SHOW? 

I  started  doing  stand-up  and 
really  getting  an  act  togeth¬ 
er  15  years  ago  and  I’ve  been 
doing  it  ever  since.  I  tried  doing 
characters,  and  it  didn’t  work. 
It’s  just  me,  and  more  of  who  I 
am.  Whatever  I  think  is  funny. 
I’ll  stick  in  the  act.  I  play  the 
piano,  I  sing  songs,  I  tell  jokes.  I 
do  political  humor,  social  humor 
and,  if  there’s  a  theme,  I  guess 
it’s  that  we’re  in  a  big  social 
upheaval  right  now,  I  believe. 
Everything’s  changing. 

WHO’S  YOUR  FAVORITE 
CHARACTER  YOU  CREATED 
ON  SNL?  Master  Thespian.  Being 
an  actor  myself,  he  was  kind  of  a 
celebration  of  actors  and  acting. 
That  wasn’t  my  most  popular 
character,  and  it  didn’t  always 
work,  but  that  was  my  favorite. 


■  Dane  Cook  has  gotten  knocked  down 
plenty  of  times  in  his  career,  from  fellow 
comedians'  critiques  to  box-office  flops.  But 
the  Cambridge  native,  who  rocketed  to  fame 
with  his  stand-up  act,  is  back  in  his  comfort 
zone  Cook  takes  the  mic  at  the  Boch  Wang 
Theatre  for  his  Tell  It  Like  It  Is  tour  on  March  9— 
this  time  perhaps  even  turning  the  joke  on  him 
and  his  20-year-old  girlfriend.

WHAT  IS  THE  INSPIRATION  BEHIND  SIN G  TO  IT? 

A  lot  of  it  comes  from  the  title,  which  is  from  an 
Arab  proverb  that  goes:  “When  danger  approach¬ 
es,  sing  to  it.”  I’ve  always  loved  that.  The  proverb 
is  saying,  it  seems  to  me,  that  there  are  many 
things  that  threaten  us,  certainly  these  days,  and 
they  might  look  to  new  ways  to  respond— and  the 
idea  of  singing  to  it  is  perhaps  the  way  to  disarm 
the  threat.  So  most  every  story  in  the  book  has  an 
element  of  that,  of  a  perceived  or  present  threat 
or  danger  and  what  someone  might  do  or  did  in 
the  face  of  it. 

WHAT  WRITERS  AND  WORKS  HAVE  INFLUENCED 
YOU?  I  owe  a  great  deal  to  Mary  Robinson.  Her  work 


has  long  been  a  huge  influence.  Joy  Williams,  both 
her  fiction  and  her  essays.  Grace  Paley,  of  course. 
Honestly,  I’m  more  and  more  excited  by  new  writers 
coming  out  with  debut  collections  or  novels  such 
as  Kimberly  King  Parsons,  who  has  a  stunning 
short-story  collection  coming  out  soon  called  Black 
Light,  and  I  certainly  recommend  that  to  every¬ 
one.  I  will  reread  certain  sentences.  I  can  pick  up  a 
favorite  book  and  read  a  certain  sentence  from  it 
and  be  moved  to  want  to  do  something  in  return.  So 
perhaps  a  line  from  a  Denis  Johnson  story. 

WHAT  APPEALS  TO  YOU  ABOUT  SHORT  STORIES 
OVER  NOVELS?  Everything.  I  like  the  compression. 

I  like  the  focus  on  a  defining  moment  in  many 


stories  that  I  revere.  Always  language.  You  find 
striking  language  in  novels  and  poetry  and  non¬ 
fiction  as  well,  of  course,  but  the  story  is  a  visceral 
feeling,  and  I’ve  always  been  drawn  to  that  form, 
with  reading  and  with  writing. 

HOW  DO  YOU  GO  ABOUT  ORDERING  STORIES  IN 
YOUR  COLLECTIONS?  It’s  possible  I  like  to  begin 
with  a  very,  very  short  story  to  show  a  reader  what 
I  can  do  in  a  very  short  space. ...  I  don’t  believe  I’ve 
ever  put  what  I  considered  the  biggest  story  first. 

I  know  a  lot  of  writers  like  to  put  it  last,  that’s  fine. 
This  new  collection  has  the  longest  story  in  the 
final  position,  and  I  start  with  the  shortest  story,  so 
there’s  a  perfect  example  of  my  thinking.

SCREEN  SHOTS 

In  her  first  museum  exhibition,  Tabitha  Soren  puts  her  finger  on  how  out  of  touch  we  can 
be  in  a  digital  world.  The  germ  of  the  idea  came  when  the  grime  on  her  iPad  screen  struck 
the  Peabody  Prize-winningjournalist  as  a  sort  of  Franz  Kline  painting.  Soren  tapped  the 
same  technology  Ansel  Adams  used  while  photographing  Yosemite  in  the  1920s  to  capture 
the  smudges — including  some  thanks  to  her  son  playing  Fortnite — over  images  found  in 
her  inbox  and  internet  search  history:  photos  dispatched  from  friends’  vacations,  Amazon 
browsing  and  reports  about  natural  disasters  and  police  shootings.  We  went  deep  with  the 
artist,  whose  Surface  Tension  is  on  display  at  the  Davis  Museum  through  June  9. 


WHAT’S  YOUR  RELATIONSHIP  WITH  YOUR 
HAND-HELD  DEVICES?  I  think  that  I  use  them 
more  than  I  want  to.  Sometimes  I  use  them  for  so 
many  uninterrupted  hours  that  I  feel  woozy  when  I 
get  up,  but  where  I  live,  being  screen-sawy  or  hav¬ 
ing  good  screen  hygiene  is  something  everyone’s 
grappling  with.  There  are  people  who  don’t  use 
phones  at  all,  there  are  people  who  don’t  have  tele¬ 
visions,  there  are  people  who  are  anti-technology 
in  general.  I’m  certainly  not  that.  I  rely  on  it  too 
much,  but  I  am  very  weary  of  the  effects  that  it  has 
on  my  distractibility,  my  memory,  my  feeling  of 
anxiety  that  I’m  not  getting  enough  done.  All  of 
that,  to  me,  is  related  somewhat,  not  entirely,  to 
technology  use. 


WHY  DID  YOU  DECIDE  TO  USE  A  VIEW  CAMERA? 

I  think  one  of  the  main  issues  with  technology  is 
that  it  moves  our  lives  at  a  speed  that  we’re  not  all 
necessarily  ready  to  keep  up  with — or  at  least  not 
wanting  to  have  life  happen  at  that  speed  seven  days 
a  week,  24  hours  a  day.  So  for  me,  art  is  an  antidote 
to  the  fast  pace  of  the  world  around  me.  And  I  can 
slow  things  down  even  further  if  I  am  using  analog 
technology  and  loading  one  negative  at  a  time. 

HOW  DOES  YOUR  JOURNALISM  BACKGROUND 
INFLUENCE  YOUR  ARTWORK?  Well,  I  think  that  the 
best  journalism  in  my  mind  tells  you  about  the  five 
W’s:  who,  what,  where,  when  and  why.  And  that’s  a 
very  specific  kind  of  truth,  and  my  artwork  is  not  as 


concerned  with  any  of  that.  It  is  concerned  with  an 
emotional  truth,  what  is  happening  psychologically, 
how  are  we  in  tune  with  our  motivation  and  our 
intention.  The  idea  of  touch  in  each  of  these  pictures, 
there’s  scientific  evidence  that  if  you’re  touched 
positively,  your  cortisol  levels  go  down,  so  your  stress 
levels  go  down.  For  an  NBA  basketball  player,  the 
more  that  they  positively  touch  each  other,  there  are 
studies  that  say  that  their  actual  points  go  up.  So  there 
are  reasons  to  be  intimate  and  not  replace  people 
with  screens.  This  project  is  more  about  how  we’re 
moving  through  the  world  rather  than  the  who,  what, 
where,  when  and  why.  I’m  really  good  at  production 
managing  these  large,  very  expansive  series  as  well. 

I  don’t  think  that  somebody  who  wasn’t  a  reporter 
first  could  have  handled  following  around  20  baseball 
players  for  15  years.  It  takes  a  certain  type  of  brain,  but 
it’s  my  least  favorite  part,  the  logistics. 

WHAT’S  YOUR  FAVORITE  PIECE  IN  THE  SERIES? 

My  daughter,  instead  of  calling  me  to  say  goodnight 
on  the  phone  when  I  was  out  of  town,  she  just  picked 
up  her  iPad  before  she  went  to  bed  and  blew  a  kiss 
into  the  camera  and  then  emailed  me  that  kiss.  I  feel 
like  that  picture,  not  only  is  it  tender,  but  the  surface 
grime  on  top  kind  of  looks  like  bubbles — which  I 
suspect  might  be  a  video  game  imprint  of  the  fingers, 
I’m  not  really  sure.  But  for  whatever  reason,  the  light 
connected  with  the  grime,  I  feel  like  she’s  almost 
blowing  bubbles  at  the  viewer.  And  in  addition,  I  feel 
like  it’s  a  metaphor  for  our  world  becoming  much 
more  visual  than  verbal.  I  feel  like  we  communicate 
whole  social  relationships  with  emoticons.  You  know, 
an  “LOL”  is  not  a  real  laugh,  it’s  a  funny  kind  of  laugh, 
but  it’s  still  something  that  communicates  an  incred¬ 
ible  lot  of  information  at  this  point,  and  I  feel  like  that 
picture  gets  at  that  in  all  different  ways. 
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■  While  surveys  of  Liz  Magor's  four-decade  career— which  includes  a  1984 
Venice  Biennale  appearance— have  traveled  to  France,  Germany  and  Switzerland, 
Blowout  marks  the  Vancouver  artist’s  first  solo  institutional  show  on  the  East  Coast. 
Walls  were  literally  built  at  the  Carpenter  Center  for  the  Visual  Arts  to  accommo¬ 
date  this  commission,  which  explores  our  castaway  material  obsessions.  Reconfig¬ 
ured  stuffed  animals  mix  with  tattered  blankets,  threadbare  socks  and— yep— rat 
skins,  as  dozens  of  shoes  scavenged  from  thrift  stores  are  preserved  inside  boxes 
Magor  constructed  out  of  Mylar,  typically  used  for  commercial  toy  packaging.

The  100-plus  works 
span  three  centuries,  from  a  Thomas  Moran  landscape  of  Yellowstone  that  led  to  the 
region  being  named  the  first  national  park  to  Robert  Rauschenberg's  1970  poster  for 
the  inaugural  Earth  Day.

the  How  to  Train  Your  Dragon  trilogy  is  TheHidden  World,  an  artfully 
designed  yet  poorly  wri  tten  finale  to  one  of  Dream  Works’  most  beloved 
franchises.  One  year  after  the  death  of  his  father,  Stoick  the  Vast  (Gerard 
Butler),  in  Howto  Train  Your  Dragon  2,  Hiccup  (Jay  Baruchel)  is  set¬ 
tling  into  his  role  as  the  young  chief  of  the  island  Berk,  with  his  girlfriend 
Astrid  (America  Ferrera),  mother  Valka  (Cate  Blanchctt)  and  dragon 
Toothless  by  his  side.  But,  uneasy  lies  the  head  that  wears  the  crown:  Berk 
is  overpopulated  by  dragons,  and  h unter  Grimmel  the  Grisly  (an  excel¬ 
lent  F.  Murray  Abraham)  really,  really  wants  to  kill  Toothless.  From  that 
point,  the  film  begins  to  weave  together  so  many  different  threads — 
including  dragons  falling  in  love,  aquest  for  the  titular  hidden  kingdom 
and  Hiccup’s  continued  self-doubt  as  a  leader — that  it  loses  sight  of  the 
tapestry  as  a  whole.  The  film’s  logic  is  often  unclear,  and  its  insistence  on 
some  rather  regressive  jokes  about  marriage,  sex  and  body  type  is  disap¬ 
pointing  and  pedestrian,  especially  when  compared  to  the  comedy  of 
the  competing  Lego  Mo  vie  franchise.  Something  is  also  a  bit  creepy  about 
how  much  time  is  devoted  to  watching  two  dragons  try  to  mate.  While 
the  animation  and  direction  of  The  Hidden  World  is  as  beautiful  as  that  of 
its  predecessors,  and  the  Viking  ait  is  as  well-researched,  the  script  leaves 
much  to  be  desired — even  with  a  fairy  tale  ending  that  will  undoubtedly 
make  you  smile.

Alita:  Battle  Angel  ★★★  While  languishing 
in  development  hell  for  nearly  20  years,  it  seemed 
that  Alita:  Battle  Angel  was  never  going  to  be  made. 
As  an  American  adaptation  of  the  sprawling  manga 
Gunnm,  it  required  a  writer  (James  Cameron)  who 
could  pare  down  the  script  into  something  com¬ 
prehensive  yet  simple,  a  director  (Robert  Rodri¬ 
guez)  who  knew  big-budget  CGI  action  inside  and 
out  and  truly  massive  amounts  of  funding  to  pull  it 
together — not  to  mention  the  audience  and  timing 
for  it  to  succeed  in  theaters.  Yet,  against  all  odds,  the 
movie  was  made  and  it  actually  works.  While  previ¬ 
ous  live-action  manga  adaptations  like  Death  Note 
and  Ghost  in  the  Shell  came  out  bloated  and  disin¬ 
genuous,  Alita:  Battle  Angel  is  fun,  fiery  and  focused 
enough  to  know  what  it’s  about.  The  titular  Alita 
(Rosa  Salazar,  under  some  uncanny  valley  motion 
capture  CGI)  is  a  disembodied  “core”  who  awakens 
with  no  memory  in  a  steampunk  future  destroyed 
by  a  great  technological  fall.  The  kindly  Dr.  Ido  (an 
unusually  warm  Christoph  Waltz)  finds  her  among 
the  rubble  and  builds  her  a  new  body,  essentially 
adopting  her  as  a  surrogate  for  the  daughter  he  lost. 
As  she  adapts  to  a  new  world,  Alita  discovers  her 
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immense  physical  and  mental  powers  from  a  previ¬ 
ous  life,  all  while  falling  in  love,  fighting  crime  and 
becoming  a  professional  athlete  in  a  sport  called 
motorball.  It’s  good  popcorn  fun  without  a  dull 
moment  in  sight,  and  the  action  sequences  will 
knock  you  out  of  your  seat.  Bonus:  Jennifer  Connelly 
and  Mahershala  Ali  co-star  as  some  deliciously 
stylish  villains.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common, 
Fenway,  South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs. 

Glass  ★  1/2  Glass  is  the  final  film  in  an  M.  Night 
Shyamalan  trilogy  most  don’t  even  know  exists, 
beginning  with  2000’s  Unbreakable  and  continu¬ 
ing,  loosely,  with  Spiff,  a  2016  hit  starring  James 
McAvoy  as  a  hypnotic  supervillain  with  24  distinct 
personalities.  While  Split  succeeded  in  ways  that 
no  Shyamalan  movie  had  in  years,  not  even  McAvoy 
can  save  Glass  from  the  writer/director’s  worst 
instincts.  Despite  his  earnest  belief  in  the  power 
of  his  heroes,  Shyamalan’s  self-seriousness  and 
his  need  to  explain  himself  through  a  clunky  script 
sabotage  the  film  at  nearly  every  turn.  As  a  result, 
what  was  likely  meant  to  be  a  meditation  on  the 
genre  comes  off  more  like  a  lecture,  one  that  will 
disappoint  most  superhero  fans  and  skeptics  alike. 
Forthis  finale,  security  guard-turned-vigilante 
David  Dunn  (Bruce  Willis)  and  his  sworn  enemy 
Elijah  Price,  also  known  as  Mr.  Glass  (Samuel  L. 
Jackson)  from  Unbreakable,  are  brought  face-to- 
face  with  McAvoy ’s  charismatic  Kevin  Wendell 
Crumb  from  Spiff,  whose  ever-changing  perso¬ 
nas  have  been  dubbed  The  Horde.  When  Dunn  is 
tossed  into  the  same  Philadelphia  mental  institu¬ 
tion  as  Crumb  and  Price  for  delusions  of  grandeur, 
the  three  begin  testing  one  another’s  abilities  while 
testingthe  audience’s  patience.  The  film’s  sparse 
action  scenes,  self-referential  dialogue  and  under¬ 
whelming  twist  all  try  their  damndest  to  say  some¬ 
thing  interesting — but  while  Shyamalan  might 
think  he’s  flipping  the  superhero  industrial  com¬ 
plex  on  its  head,  he’s  really  just  revealing  how 
little  he  seems  to  know  about  what  the  genre  has 
already  accomplished  without  him.  Af  Assembly 
Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay 
and  in  the  suburbs. 

High  Flying  Bird  ★  ★  ★  Steven  Soderbergh 
has  made  a  basketball  movie,  and,  as  you  might 
expect  from  the  director,  there  isn’t  more  than 
a  minute  of  basketball  action  in  the  whole  film. 
Instead,  High  Flying  Bird  focuses  on  the  politics, 
personalities  and  power  structures  that  keep  the 
nation’s  sexiest  sport  in  the  hands  of  a  few  rich, 
white  owners.  The  winding,  whip-smart  tale  fol¬ 
lows  agent  Ray  (Andre  Holland)  as  he  attempts 
to  turn  the  tide  of  an  NBA  lockout  to  benefit  his 
young  and  hungry  star  client,  Erick  Scott  (Mel¬ 
vin  Gregg) — and  with  him,  the  rest  of  the  sport’s 
young  black  athletes.

Documentary-style  snippets  of  interviews  with 
real  N BA  players  add  contextual  support  while 
fragmenting  the  narrative’s  emotional  arc.  Writer 
Tarell  Alvin  McCraney  ( Moonlight )  is  owed  his 
due  for  the  tight  script,  which  only  falters  when 
its  direct  name-drops  of  Netflix,  Twitter  and 
other  digital  media  behemoths  begin  to  over¬ 
shadow  the  story.  Then  again,  it’s  no  surprise  that 
Soderbergh — who  shot  both  High  Flying  Bird  and 
Unsane  entirely  on  iPhones — is  a  bit  obsessed  with 
commenting  on  our  digital  age.  Perhaps  next  time 
he’ll  see  that  capturing  such  a  powerful  film  on  the 
toy  everyone  has  in  their  pocket  is  commentary 
enough.  Streaming  on  Netflix. 


Serenity  ★  Like  so  many  midwinter  releases  that 
are  suspiciously  under-advertised  despite  high- 
profile  casts,  Serenity  is  an  awful  film — one  that 
was  rightfully  buried.  Yet  unlike  most  of  these 
flops,  Steven  Knight’s  take  on  the  neo-noir,  which 
hinges  on  a  wild,  out-of-left-field  twist  that  I  dare 
not  spoil,  at  least  gives  you  something  to  think 
about.  Starring  a  half-naked  Matthew  McCo- 
naughey  as  an  Ahab-like  fishing  boat  captain 
named  Baker  Dill  and  a  deliciously  melodramatic 
Anne  Hathaway  as  his  vengeful  ex-wife,  Karen, 
Serenity  operates  more  like  a  meta  movie-within- 
a-movie  than  something  that’s  in  theaters  this  very 
moment.  The  dialogue  is  cliched,  its  characters 
puppets  and  the  costumes  and  island  setting  are 
vague  at  best.  Baker’s  white  whale  is  a  tuna  named 
Justice,  if  that  gives  you  a  sense  of  what  we’re 
working  with.  It’s  challenging  to  understand  how 
much  of  this  “badness”  is  actually  intentional — 
post-twist,  some  things  start  to  add  up,  while 
others  fall  apart.  Perhaps  someday  it  will  rise 
from  the  ashes  as  a  camp  classic,  but  as  it  stands, 
Serenity’s  fleeting  moments  of  fun  absurdity  and 
hammy  performances  aren’t  enough  to  make  up 
for  the  odd,  uncomfortable  flatness  that  defines 
the  rest  of  the  film.  You  can  try  to  enjoy  it  as  a 
sort  of  bad  fun,  but  its  treacly,  earnest  conclu¬ 
sion  implores  you  to  take  it  seriously,  and  that’s  a 
request  almost  everyone  will  find  impossible  to 
fulfill.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway, 
Seaport,  South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs. 

Velvet  Buzzsaw  ★  Dan  Gilroy  directs  Jake 
Gyllenhaal  as  an  unhinged,  self-obsessed  profi¬ 
teer  who  circles  LA  like  a  vulture  in  this  excellent, 
high-stakes  drama.  Wait,  sorry,  that  was  2014’s 
Nightcrawler — this  is  Velvet  Buzzsaw,  Gilroy’s  latest 
venture  that  proves  lightning  doesn’t  strike  twice. 
The  writer/director  trades  the  paparazzi  and 
thrills  for  art  dealers  and  hacky  satirical  horror — 
and  where  Nightcrawler  made  your  skin  crawl, 
Velvet  Buzzsaw  will  simply  make  you  yawn.  Gyllen- 
haalstarsasthe  absurdly  named  Morf  Vanderwalt, 
an  icy,  unfulfilled  art  critic  whose  hobbies  include 
writing  in  the  nude  and  blathering  on  about  the 
burden  of  critique.  When  his  new  fling  Josephina 
(Zawe  Ashton)  discovers  piles  of  shocking  origi¬ 
nal  artwork  in  her  newly  dead  neighbor’s  apart¬ 
ment,  Morf  and  gallery  owner  Rhodora  Haze  (Rene 
Russo)  decide  to  turn  a  pretty  profit  by  display¬ 
ing  and  auctioning  off  the  collection.  Murderous 
haunting  ensues.  While  the  pulpy,  by-the-numbers 
horror  of  the  film’s  second  half  has  the  potential  to 
be  something  awfully  fun,  Velvet  Buzzsaw’s  over¬ 
written  and  unfocused  script  sucks  the  joy  out  of 
even  the  most  ridiculous  of  deaths.  The  talents  of 
some  truly  remarkable  actors,  including  Toni  Col¬ 
lette,  John  Malkovich  and  Daveed  Diggs,  are  lost 
to  monotonous  pseudo-intellectual  dialogue. 
Malkovich  suffers  particular  cruelty  as  Piers,  an 
abstract  artist  who  the  film  suggests  is  no  longer 
valuable  because  he  finally  got  sober.  Ashton  gets 
some  killer  outfits,  and  Gyllenhaal  knows  how 
to  read  a  line,  but  that’s  about  it  in  the  way  of  suc¬ 
cesses.

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Monkeying  Around 


After  meeting  through  Boston-based  creative  writ¬ 
ing  nonprofit  GrubStreet,  11  writers  decided  to  get 
together  once  a  month  to  workshop  one  anoth¬ 
er's  latest  drafts  and  talk  shop  over  “epic”  snacks— 
thus,  the  Chunky  Monkeys  were  born.  The  group, 
now  in  its  sixth  year,  has  produced  best-sellers 
such  as  Alexandria  Marzano-Lesnevich’s  The  Fact 
of  a  Body  and  Celeste  Ng’s  Little  Fires  Everywhere, 
but  the  members  are  really  hitting  their  stride  in 
2019  with  five  books  being  published— and  a  sixth, 
Jennifer  De  Leon’s  Don’t  Ask  Me  Where  I’m  From, 
slated  for  early  2020. 

The  name  Chunky  Monkeys  (the  “Chunks"  for 
short)  was  originally  coined  by  group  member 
Adam  Stumacher  in  reference  to  a  situation  where 
a  writer  may  want  to  take  up  two  workshop  slots 
to  present  “chunks”  of  novels.  Yet  there’s  no  typ¬ 
ical  structure  to  the  three-hour  meetings  other 
than  the  division  of  time  into  three  sections,  used 
for  everything  from  on-the-spot  feedback  to 
career  advice  and  craft  talks.  “We  often  adapt  to  fit 
where  people  are  in  their  projects,”  says  Whitney 
Scharer,  who  scored  a  $1  million  book  deal  for  her 
first  novel,  The  Age  of  Light,  which  was  recently 
released.  “I  think  this  flexibility  is  one  of  the  main 
reasons  the  group  is  thriving.” 

Besides  being  so  amenable  to  writers  at  varied 
stages  of  composition,  the  Chunks’  camaraderie 
and  generosity  are  qualities  that  members  believe 


set  them  apart  from  other  writing  groups.  “From  the 
first  meeting,  I  could  tell  this  group  would  be  dif¬ 
ferent,”  says  Marzano-Lesnevich.  “Everyone  was 
devoted  to  helping  each  other  make  the  work  the 
best  it  could  be.”  Christopher  Castellani  adds:  “This 
is  also  a  group  to  which  we  can  bring  work  in  its 
roughest  form  and  ask,  ‘What,  if  anything,  do  I  have 
here?’  and  then  expect  an  honest,  loving  response.” 

From  planning  extra  social  events  to  wielding 
metaphorical  “battle  axes”  when  a  member  needs 
some  extra  care,  the  Chunks  are  all  about  celebrat¬ 
ing  personal  and  professional  accomplishments— 
often  with  cake  and  Champagne.  “When  I  found 
out  that  my  own  book  was  being  published,  I  felt  a 
complex  stew  of  emotions,”  says  Calvin  Hennick, 
whose  book  is  set  to  drop  in  December.  “But  when 
Grace  [Talusan]  told  me  that  her  book  was  being 
published,  I  ran  around  my  house,  jumping  up  and 
down  and  screaming  into  the  phone.” 

Many  members  attribute  the  success  of  their 
first  books  to  being  part  of  the  Chunky  Monkeys 
and— even  with  a  few  members  moving  out  of 
state— being  rooted  in  Boston.  “I  moved  to  Bos¬ 
ton  because  of  its  writerly  reputation,”  says  Sonya 
Larson,  whose  “Gabe  Dove”  short  story  made  it 
into  The  Best  American  Short  Stories  2017.  “It’s 
a  city  that  cares  about  books  and— for  whatever 
reason— Boston  writers  are  successful  and  just 
really,  really  nice.”  /  Cathryn  Haight

POPPIN’  OFF 

A  POPOVER  CAFE  COMES  TO  THE  WEST  END

he  West  End’s  culinary  scene  is 
set  to  rise  with  the  addition  of  Pop- 
over  King,  a  New  England-centric 
cafe  slated  to  open  near  North  Station 
in  mid-March.  Hoping  to  tap  into  the 
tourist  market  that  floods  Faneuil  Hall,  founder/ 
co-owner  Coco  Cabuquit-Love  was  inspired  to 
provide  travelers — and  locals — with  a  taste  of  not 
simply  popovers,  but  also  abit  of  Bostonbaking. 

“The  brand  is  largely  about  the  rich  culinary 
history  of  New  England,”  Cabuquit-Love  says. 
“Our  baked  goods  menu  will  feature  New  England 
specific  breads  and  pastries — they  will  not  be  the 
typical  items  thatyou’ll  find  in  regular  bakeries 
around  Boston.” 


These  traditional  offerings  will  include 
options  like  anadama  bread — which  originated 
in  Rockport — and  Boston  brown  bread.  The  all¬ 
day  menu  will  also  highlight  an  assortment  of 
popovers,  like  the  Royal,  a  classic  filled  with  lightly 
sweetened  ricotta  and  topped  with  a  maple  and 
berry  compote  and  a  sprinkling  of  powdered  sugar 
and  crushed  pistachios.  There  will  also  be  savory 
varieties  like  the  Jester,  a  cheese  popover  stuffed 
with  a  light  cream  cheese  and  topped  with  vegetar¬ 
ianbaconseasoning  and  parsley  flakes.  Heartier 
options  will  include  dishes  such  as  a  rum  turn  ditty, 
named  the  French  Traveler,  made  with  bacon, 
creme  fraiche,  reblochon  cheese  and  seasoned 
with  truffle  oil  and  herbs. 


The  cafe  will  also  serve  tea  sandwiches  daily 
from  3  to  5  pm,  and  it’s  also  partnering  with 
Atomic  Coffee  Roasters  on  the  North  Shore. 
Cabuquit-Love  drew  inspiration  from  Pari¬ 
sian  cafes  when  she  designed  the  43-seat  inte¬ 
rior,  which  features  bistro-style  tables  and  pillars 
covered  in  Venetian  plaster  and  sconces.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  warmer  months,  Cabuquit-Love  plans  to 
open  a  sidewalk  cafe  with  seating  for  22  to  lure  the 
passers-by — if  the  smell  of  fresh  popovers  isn’t 
enough. 

“As  an  artist,  I  saw  popovers  as  a  blank  canvas,” 
Cabuquit-Love  says.  “I  wanted  to  use  my  imagina¬ 
tion  as  my  only  limit.  There  are  just  all  sorts  of  stuff 
you  can  put  in  there  and  top  them  with.”

Good  Eats:  Crunch  Time 


The  hot  beef  sandwich  at  American  Provisions’  new  Dorchester  spot  was  a 
happy  accident.  Unlike  the  griddled  roast  beef,  caramelized  onions,  pepper  jack 
cheese  and  housemade  buttermilk  dressing,  the  crunchy  jalapeno  chips  weren’t 
part  of  the  original  plan.  “We  were  gonna  do  sour  cream  and  onion  chips,  but  I 
grabbed  the  wrong  bag,”  says  general  manager  Kara  Chadbourne,  who  was  on 
her  way  to  test  the  recipe  ahead  of  the  February  opening  of  the  shop— which 
boasts  a  full  kitchen,  unlike  its  Southie  sibling.  “We  tried  the  jalapeno  anyway, 
and  the  spice  ended  up  working  really  well.”  You’ll  be  thankful  for  the  gourmet 
goof— which  you  won’t  find  at  the  East  Broadway  location— after  a  bite  of  this 
cheesy  decadence  with  a  bit  of  heat. /Nathan  Tavares

BACKGROUND:  Regulars  at  Southern  Proper 
know  that  the  cocktail  menu  changes  every 
few  weeks.  “  I  get  so  bored,"  jokes  beverage 
director  Katie  Gilroy. 

“After  I  make  the 
same  cocktail  100 
times,  I’m  like,  'It’s 
time.’”  As  the  fried 
chicken  joint’s  one- 

year  anniversary  rolls  around,  the  bar  team’s 
playing  some  of  the  greatest  hits— including 
this  delicate  tequila  drink,  featuring  a  herba¬ 
ceous  anise-honey  liqueur  that  will  even  have 
black  licorice  haters  getting  on  board  In  fact, 
Gilroy  loves  it  so  much  she  keeps  it  in  stock  for 
other  drinks  like  the  Mayan  My  Own  Business, 
with  rye  and  orange  bitters— another  favorite 
that’s  available  through  March. 


ONE  TEQUILA,  TWO  TEQUILA:  Agave  fans 
should  also  check  out  Calle  23.  from  a  French 
woman  who  tapped  her  career  in  biochemis¬ 
try  and  her  grandparents'  cognac  background 
to  distill  what  Gilroy  describes  as  a  “meticu¬ 
lous  floral  tequila." 


DRAFT  PICKS:  The  always-on-tap  Pinochle— 
a  nod  to  chef  Jason  Cheek  putting  salted  pea¬ 
nuts  in  cola  during  his  Southern  upbringing— is 
currently  joined  by  a  clarified  milk  punch.  Says 
Gilroy:  “There's  no  actual  mint  in  it,  but  it  tastes 
like  a  very,  very  boozy  mint  julep,"  featuring 
rye.  bourbon  and  Branca  Menta. 


ON  THE  HORIZON:  Gilroy  hopes  to  soon  add 
an  interactive  concept  like  boilermakers  to  the 
lineup,  and  they're  launching  a  Crush  Hour 
menu  with  discounted  food  items  so  that 
guests  can  wait  out  the  traffic  that's  a  block 
away  on  Interstate  93. /Sarah  Hagman

Castle  Island  Brewing  and  West  Cork  Distillers  committed  to  a  partnership  lock,  stock  and 
plenty  of  barrels— a  dozen  to  be  exact.  And  now  whiskey  lovers  can  drink  in  the  results  this 
St.  Patrick’s  Day  after  the  collaboration  led  to  nearly  4,000  bottles  of  West  Cork's  Castle 
Island  Export  Stout  Cask  Finish.  West  Cork’s  importers  (MS  Walker)  connected  the  Norwood 
brewery’s  founder  Adam  Romanow  to  the  Irish  distillery’s  co-founder  John  O’Connell.  After 
the  pair  chatted,  West  Cork  shipped  a  dozen  barrels,  which  were  used  to  hold  its  Bourbon  Cask 
whiskey  for  four  years,  to  Castle  Island.  From  there,  Castle  Island  used  the  barrels  to  hold  its 
Greetings  from  Skibb  stout  for  7  months  before  eventually  shipping  them  back  to  West  Cork, 
where  they  were  filled  with  a  blended  whiskey  for  8  months.  After  all  that,  the  final  whiskey’s 
got  plenty  of  flavors,  according  to  Romanow:  malt,  chocolate,  marzipan  and  vanilla  with  a  sweet, 
floral  and  fruity  finish.  /  Matt  Ma rtinetli 


Founders  and  siblings  Joey  and  KristinaTagliente  hope 
that  their  indoor  rowing  studio.  Row  Republic,  will  make 
waves  once  it  opens  in  Lovejoy  Wharf  in  April.  At  the  Head 
of  the  Charles  meets  Barry’s  Bootcamp  concept,  athletes 
will  flow  from  rowing  machines  to  weight  benches  during 
hourlong,  high-intensity  interval  classes.  “You’re  focusing 
on  strength  and  sprints  and  different  levels  of  intensities 
on  the  rowing  machine,"  says  Kristina,  a  certified  personal 
trainer  and  fitness  instructor.  “And  when  you  get  to  the 
floor,  every  day  will  be  a  themed  muscle  group  so  that  the 
program  really  targets  your  whole  body.”

Along  with  luxe  locker 
rooms  stocked  with  Drybar  products,  the  3.000-square- 
foot  spot  will  showcase  state-of-the-art  equipment,  includ¬ 
ing  customized  FitBenches  to  store  kettlebells,  battle  ropes 
and  more.  Instructor-led  classes  will  take  place  in  a  studio- 
featuring  wall-to-wall  mirrors  and  rubber  floors— that’s 
nicknamed  Deep  Blue  because  it’s  pitch  black  except  for 
colored  lights  that  shine  down  as  athletes  work  up  a  sweat  to 
curated  playlists  from  the  speakers.

Good  Riddance  by  Elinor  Lipman 

Published  by  Houghton  Mifflin  Harcourt,

HE  WRY  STYLE  OF  ELINOR  LlPMAN 

gives  even  the  darker  elements  of  her 
latest  novel,  Good  Riddance,  the  much- 
needed  wit  that  speeds  it  along  on  sev¬ 
eral  amusingtracks.  Its  main  character, 
Daphne  Maritch,  has  thrown  out  a  weirdly  anno¬ 
tated  yearbook  that  belonged  to  her  late  mother, 
June,  who  taught  at  the  school  and  was  married 
to  the  principal.  But  busybody  neighbor  Geneva 
grabs  the  yearbook,  snuffing  out  secrets  to  work 
on  a  documentary  about  that  1968  class. 

And  indeed,  there  is  a  secret  lurking  in  June’s 
past  that  comes  to  light.  As  the  story  unfolds, 
Lipman  dances  along  with  Daphne:  studying 
chocolate,  having  a  fling  with  charming  actor  Jer¬ 
emy  and  growling  against  the  invasive  Geneva, 
eventually  using  sly  methods  to  get  her  to  give  up 
her  tacky  investigations.  Lipman  makes  Geneva 
fun  to  hate. 


Daphne’s  relationship  with  each  character  has  its 
own  color — she  varies  as  affectionate,  loyal,  fero¬ 
cious  and  ironic.  Artfully  flirtatious,  Jeremy  evolves 
as  the  lover  of  Daphne,  who  is  recently  divorced 
from  Holden.  Given  that  her  ex  only  needed  a  wife 
togainhis  inheritance,  she’s  now  hesitant  and  inse¬ 
cure  about  relationships.  Despite  that,  she  treats  her 
widowed  father,  Thomas,  with  grace  as  revelations 
are  made.  Massachusetts  native  Lipman  never  lets 
the  storybecome  morally  heavy  or  sad,  and  the  dia¬ 
logue  keeps  it  in  comedy  territory.

COAST  ALONG 

THERE’S  MORE  TO  MIAMI  THAN  BOOZE  AND  BEACHES 


Between  its  elegant  beachfront 
accommodations  and  cosmopolitan 
arts  scene,  Miami  seems  to  be  shirking 
its  reputation  as  a  party  destination  and 
flourishing  as  a  cultural  hub  in  recent 
years.  The  city  balances  slow-paced  resort  leisure 
with  art  deco  opulence  and  plenty  of  sunshine — 
making  it  an  attractive  getaway  for  those  looking  to 
give  New  England  weather  the  cold  shoulder. 

Kick  offyour  trip  with  a  dash  of  tropical  luxury  at 
the  Ritz-Carlton  Key  Biscayne,  located  on  the  5-mile 
barrier  island  that’s  perhaps  the  city’s  most  tran¬ 
quil  neighborhood.  Connected  to  Miami’s  bustling 
centerbybridge,the  property  once  housed  a  coco¬ 
nut  plantation  and  evokes  the  Caribbean  in  its  peace¬ 
ful  seclusion.  Guests  are  greeted  in  the  lobby  by  a 
bountiful  bouquet  of  roses — one  bloom  for  each  of 
the  hotel’s  490  rooms  that  are  outfitted  in  breezy 
blues  and  whites, many  ofwhichboast  balconies  and 
ocean  views. 

After  you’ve  settled  in,  get  your  bod’  beach 
ready  with  the  100-minute  Tequesta  Ritual  at  the 
Ritz’s  spa.  Inspired  by  a  ceremony  performed  by 
the  Tequesta  Native  Americans  who  once  inhab¬ 
ited  the  land,  the  treatment  sloughs  off  dullness 


with  an  exfoliating  scrub  followed  by  a  soothing 
algae  wrap — capping  off  the  pampering  with  a 
head  and  body  massage. 

Keep  the  relaxation  going  with  a  cocktail  in 
the  lobby’s  Rum  Bar,  which  nods  to  1940s  Havana 
with  dark  woods,  red  walls  and  Palmetto  ceil¬ 
ing  fans.  Opt  for  the  Finca  Vigia — a  concoction 
of  pisco,  blueberry-sage  syrup,  ginger  kombucha 
and  elderflower  liqueur  served  with  coconut  water 
ice  cubes — that’s  modeled  after  a  tipple  Ernest 
Hemingway  sipped  while  in  Cuba.  You  might  even 
catch  the  bartender  sounding  off  on  a  conch  shell, 
paying  homage  to  the  bygone  methods  used  to 
summon  sailors  to  shore.  Afterward,  meander  to 
Lightkeepers,  the  newest  addition  to  the  hotel’s 
dining  scene,  for  a  dinner  of  fresh  coastal  fare  such 
as  open  blue  cobia  before  you  fall  asleep  to  the 
crash  of  the  waves. 

In  the  morning,  sip  a  locally  roasted  Panther 
coffee  at  Key  Pantry,  a  subway-tiled  lobby  cafe, 
before  hitting  the  resort’s  two  outdoor  pools  and 
1,200-foot  golden  beach.  Unwind  in  one  of  many 
lounge  chairs  or  enjoy  the  water  on  complimen¬ 
tary  kayaks  and  paddleboards  and  then  grab  a  bite 
at  one  of  the  two  beachfront  eateries. 


BRIGHT  HORIZONS: 

The  Ritz-Carlton  Key 
Biscayne  isn't  too  far 
from  the  arts  and  culture 
to  be  found  in  Miami 


Sneak  a  peek  at  Gianni 
Versace’s  South  Beach 
estate— featured  in  FX’s 
true-crime  series  The 
Assassination  of  Gianni 
Versace,  and  only  a 
10-minute  drive  from 
the  W. 

For  a  laid-back  beach 
vibe,  grab  a  drink  at 
Irma’s  at  the  W — 
named  after  and  built 
with  debris  from  the 
eponymous  hurricane. 


After  a  sufficient  dose  of  sun,  explore  the 
city,  starting  with  the  Phillip  and  Patricia  Frost 
Museum  of  Science.  Celebrating  its  second  anni¬ 
versary  this  spring,  the  open-air  museum  boasts 
250,000  square  feet  of  exhibits  culminating  in  a 
three-story  aquarium  that  sorts  Florida  fish  into 
their  natural  habitats.  Touch  stingrays  in  a  tank 
that  mimics  Florida  Bay  and  watch  vibrant  dam¬ 
selfish  weave  through  corals  or  marvel  at  the 
31-foot  oculus  lens  that  allows  visitors  to  catch 
the  action  in  the  hammerhead  shark-filled  Gulf 
Stream  tank  from  below. 

For  some  local  color,  head  to  eclectic  Wyn- 
wood,  where  chic  boutiques  butt  up  against 
industrial  architecture,  and  street  art  spans 
every  storefront  and  sidewalk.  Once  a  ware¬ 
house  district,  the  neighborhood  rose  to  acclaim 
in  the  past  decade  after  real  estate  developer  and 
Emerson  College  alum  Tony  Goldman  viewed 
it  as  Miami’s  answer  to  Manhattan’s  edgy  S0H0. 
Swing  by  the  iconic  Wynwood  Walls — an  ever- 
changing  outdoor  mural  gallery  that’s  show¬ 
cased  work  from  heavy  hitters  like  Shepard 
Fairey  and  Kenny  Scharf.  Entering  its  10th  year, 
the  Instagrammer’s  paradise  also  features  an 
i  ndoor  gallery,  which  will  soon  host  the  first 
solo  show  from  Brazilian  artist  Eduardo  Kobra. 
After  you’ve  worked  up  an  appetite,  walk  a  few 
blocks  and  grab  a  seat  on  the  cacti-fianked  patio 
at  Bakan,  a  recently  opened  Mexican  spot.  Sam¬ 
ple  citrusyceviche,  veggie-topped  quesofundido 
and  Chilean  sea  bass  tacos  served  on  housemade 
blue  corn  tortillas. 

A  Miami  getaway  wouldn’t  be  complete  with¬ 
out  a  stay  in  glamorous  South  Beach,  and  no 
place  encapsulates  the  neighborhood’s  swanky 
feel  better  than  the  W  Hotel,  which  stands  tall 
near  a  trove  of  art  deco  beauties  and  opulent 
manses  on  Ocean  Drive.  The  black  marble- 
swathed  lobby  hints  at  the  chic  design  of  the 
hotel’s  rooms  and  suites — all  ofwhich  feature 
king  beds  and  ocean  views. 

Munch  on  brunch  dishes  like  lobster  eggs 
benedict  at  the  W’s  The  Dutch— an  outpost  of 
the  popular  New  York  locale — and  then  hit  the 
pool  for  the  afternoon.  Treat  yourself  by  renting 
one  of  the  10  cabanas  and  while  away  the  hours 
sippingthe  nectar  from  a  coconut.  For  a  change 
of  scenery,  take  a  few  steps  to  the  beach,  where 
red-and-white  striped  chairs  that  look  plucked 
from  a  Lana  Del  Rey  video  make  perfect  perches 
for  people  watching. 

Prior  to  hitting  the  town  for  the  evening,  get 
acquainted  with  the  hotel’s  high  rollers— and 
we’re  not  just  talkingabout  the  guests.  The  W’s 
star-studded  art  collection,  featuring  work  from 
the  likes  of  George  Condo  and  Andy  Warhol,  is 
valued  near  $50  million.  Then  head  to  the  South 
of  Fifth  neighborhood  for  a  sumptuous  dinner  at 
Upland,  a  rustic-chic  eatery  adorned  with  white 
shiplap  andjars  of  preserved  lemons.  Indulge  in 
dishes  like  pistachio  pizza  and  truffle  fettuccine 
before  toast  i  ng  a  well-  spent  weekend  in  Florida’s 
“magic  city” — you  might  just  be  under  its  spell.  ♦

MORE  MANITA 


KA  LA  THAI  COOKERY  CONJURES  EXCEPTIONALLY  FRESH  THAI  FLAVORS  NEAR  HAYMARKET 


Food  geeks  follow  favorite  chefs 
like  sports  fans  follow  star  athletes, 
fondly  recalling  early  performances, 
marveling  as  talents  and  successes 
accumulate  over  the  years.  Veteran 
restaurant  nerds  reminisce,  “Remember  when 
Barbara  Lynch  was  a  rookie  chef/owner  at  No.  9 
Park  back  in  1998?  She’s  built  a  Hall  of  Fame 
career  since!”  We  certainly  remember  our  first 
experience  of  Manita  Bunnagitkarn’s  cook¬ 
ing  when  she  debuted  Cha  Yen  Thai  Cookery 
in  2014,  a  thimble-sized  Watertown  spot.  She 
soon  expanded  Cha  Yen  into  an  adjacent  store¬ 
front,  earned  a  rave  review  and  two  Boston’s  Best 
awards  from  The  Improper,  and  late  last  sum¬ 
mer  opened  Kala  Thai  Cookery  across  the  street 
from  the  Boston  Public  Market.  The  new  spot  is 
an  impressive  second  act  from  a  chef  who  hon¬ 
ors  traditional  Thai  flavors  but  isn’t  afraid  of  the 
occasional  Western  embellishment. 

Cha  Yen  lovers  will  find  many  familiar,  won¬ 
derful  appetizers  here  like  corn  cakes  ($6),  a  pile 
of  fritters  made  from  fistfuls  of  kernels  fried  in 
a  light  batter  to  crunchy  chewiness  and  served 
with  ajat,  a  sweet-and-sour  dipping  sauce  topped 
with  ground  peanuts.  They’ll  know  her  superb 


version  of  tod  mun  ($7),  fried  fish  cakes  with 
vibrant  bits  of  kaffir  leaves,  served  with  another 
tangy/sweet  dip  floating  chopped  carrots,  cukes 
and  red  onions.  Crispy  rolls  ($5.75)  are  familiar, 
small-bore  veggie  fried  spring  rolls,  while  cheesy 
shrimp  rolls  ($7)  boast  a  similarly  ungreasy  fry 
job  and  are  filled  with  a  shrimp-infused  mozza¬ 
rella,  like  a  Thai-American  gloss  on  crab  Rangoon. 
Kapow  dumplings  ($7)  recall  steamed  or  fried 
Chinese  potstickers  in  shape  but  are  filled  with  a 
chili-hot  and  basil-redolent  ground  chicken  mix¬ 
ture,  plus  a  spicy  basil  sauce  on  the  side.  Chicken 
wings  ($6.75)  deliver  crunch  and  the  familiar 
sticky- sweet-hot  glaze  of  Thai  sweet  chili  sauce. 
Our  only  disappointment  among  these  terrific 
small  plates  is  popiah  ($6.75),  Thai  fresh  rolls 
drizzled  with  tamarind  sauce  and  filled  with 
crunchy  vegetables,  egg  and  tofu  but  not  wrapped 
tightly  enough,  a  messy  pain  to  eat  with  utensils 
or  hands. 

Salads  are  vividly  hued  and  flavored,  start¬ 
ing  with  mango  salad  ($7.50)  punched  up  with 
red  onion,  carrots  and  Chinese  celery,  garnished 
with  scallions,  cilantro,  cashews  and  a  shower  of 
chili  flakes.  Papaya  salad  ($8)  is  a  bright  pile  of 
green  (as  in  savory,  unripe)  papaya,  green  beans, 


carrots  and  grape  tomatoes  gently  dressed 
with  chili-spiked  lime  juice  and  dotted  with  pea¬ 
nuts.  A  generous  portion  of  classic  tom  yum  soup 
($4,  including  chicken,  shrimp  or  tofu)  brings 
mouth-puckeringlyhot-and-sour  broth  loaded 
with  fresh  mushrooms  and  a  sprinkle  of  herbs. 
Noodle  dishes  include  an  above-average  pad  Thai 
(^9-55_311>  depending  on  protein)  that  has  the 
requisite  crown  of  fried  shallots  and  tamarind 
tang  to  balance  the  sweetness,  but  could  use  a  lit¬ 
tle  shrimp-paste  funk.  The  wide,  stir-fried  rice 
noodles  of  char  kway  teow  ($  11)  combine  a  sim¬ 
ple  soy-sauce  base  with  shrimp,  egg  and  chunks  of 
soppressata-like  pork  sausage  with  bean  sprouts 
and  scallions  for  crunch.  Pineapple  fried  rice 
($9.55-$n)  mixes  in  an  assortment  of  crunchy 
veggies,  gets  a  bit  of  zip  from  a  Malaysian- 
leaning  curry  powder  and  shines  with  vivid 
chunks  of  fresh  pineapple.  We’d  welcome  a  more 
complete  array  of  optional  condiments  beyond 
Thai  chili-garlic  sauce,  maybe  some  dried  chili 
flakes  or  prik  nam  pla,  sweetened  fish  sauce  and 
lime  juice  with  fresh  chilies. 

The  farang  standby  that  is  chicken  satay  ($9) 
is  served  here  with  a  pile  of  rice  and  expected 
brace  of  dips:  peanut  butter/coconut  milk  and 
ajat;  it’s  lovely,  but  more  interesting  in  a  spicy 
rendition  ($9.55)  with  cilantro/onion/chili 
dressing.  Central  Thai  coconut  milk  curries 
(,$ 9-55~$ n)  are  winningly  represented  by  mas¬ 
saman  (“Muslim”)  curry,  a  homey,  mildly  spicy 
ocher  gravy  laced  with  potatoes,  onions  and  car¬ 
rots  and  sprinkled  with  toasted  peanuts,  and  the 
slightly  more  fiery  red  curry  with  red  chili  paste 
in  the  sauce  and  a  swell  mix  of  Chinese  eggplant, 
bamboo  shoots,  sweet  red  peppers  and  plenty 
of  basil.  As  advertised,  a  chef’s  specialty  of  stir- 
fried  garlic  ($9.55-$n)  delivers  a  boatload  of  gar¬ 
lic  beautifully  balanced  with  some  sweetness. 

Dessert  is  limited  to  little  cups  of  excellent 
housemade  ice  cream  ($2.75)  in  flavors  like 
coconut  and  Thai  tea.  The  soft  drinks-only  bev¬ 
erage  menu  boasts  fine  versions  of  Thai  iced  tea 
and  coffee  (each  $3.50),  sweet-tart  Thai  tea  lem¬ 
onade  ($3.25),  coconut  water  ($3.50)  that  floats 
fresh  coconut  slices  and  an  assortment  of  hot 
Mem  teas  ($2.50). 

The  airy,  sunny  storefront  of  16  table  seats  and 
seven  window-counter  seats  is  refreshingly  light, 
all  blond  woods,  gray  wood-grain  tile  flooring  and 
white-painted  brick,  with  cheery  table  service, 
though  kitchen  pacing  can  be  a  little  languorous 
on  nights  when  the  takeout  trade  is  brisk  (Sundays 
seem  especially  frenzied).  Bunnagitkarn  appears 
to  pander  slightly  to  visitors  wandering  in  from 
Faneuii  Hall  in  her  restraint  with  fish  sauce  and 
other  fermented  flavors,  though  two-chili-rated 
dishes  do  bring  serious  heat.  But  it’s  hard  to  miss 
the  freshness  of  ingredients  and  the  considerable 
value  here,  despite  the  downtown  rent.  For  every 
food  geek  that  has  suffered  the  bush-league  indig¬ 
nities  of  bowdlerized,  curry-from-a-can  subur¬ 
ban  Thai  food,  Kala  is  an  oasis  of  electric  flavors,  a 
major-league  outpost  of  a  budding  empire  we  hope 
keeps  expanding.  ♦

WITH  BELLS  ON 

JULIANNE  MOORE  HELPS  THIS  RECENT  REMAKE  DANCE 


In  2013,  Chilean  filmmaker  Sebastian 

Lelio  debuted  Gloria,  an  intelligent,  compas¬ 
sionate  Spanish-language  film  about  a  San¬ 
tiago  divorcee  looking  for  love  on  the  dance 
floor.  It  made  the  festival  circuit  and  was 
widely  belovedby  critics,  as  was  his  2017  follow¬ 
up,  A  Fantastic  Woman,  winning  him  Best  Foreign 
Language  Film  at  that  year’s  Academy  Awards.  Yet 
even  with  some  of  the  greatest  international  acco¬ 
lades  in  filmmaking  under  his  belt,  Lelio’s  real 
prize  was  yet  to  come — the  opportunity  to  cast 
none  other  than  Julianne  Moore  in  Gloria  Bell,  an 
American  reimagining  of  his  original  film. 

For  many,  Lelio’s  decision  to  direct  a  near  shot- 
for-shot  remake  of  his  own  successful  movie — 
aged  less  than  five  years — didn’t  sit  quite  right.  It 
was  too  soon,  too  corporate,  too  American.  Didhe 
lose  faith  in  his  original  vision?  Clearly,  those  con¬ 
cerned  had  forgotten  what  it’s  like  to  watch  Juli¬ 
anne  Moore  act. 

Vibrant,  honest  and  essential,  Moore’s  Gloria 
is  not  better  than  Paulina  Garcia’s,  but  rather  an 
equally  real  and  complex  version  of  her,  milling 
about  on  some  other  plane  of  existence — or  per¬ 
haps  just  another  continent.  Her  depth  isn’t  borne 
out  of  the  overwrought  monologues  and  tears  that 
win  actresses  of  a  certain  age  accolades,  but  of  the 
unadorned  habits  of  an  everyday  woman,  from 
crooning  alongto  Olivia  Newton-John  to  washing 
her  bras  in  the  bathroom  sink.  Almost  by  exten¬ 
sion  of  Moore’s  lived-in  performance,  Lelio’s 
Gloria  Bell  is  just  as  subtle  and  rewarding  as  the 


original,  granting  American  audiences  a  new  look 
into  his  brand  offilmmakingthrough  a  simple 
story  brimming  with  the  comedy  of  life. 

The  film  closely  follows  the  events  of  its  pre¬ 
decessor,  simply  transplanted  from  the  valleys 
of  Santiago  to  the  valleys  of  southern  California. 
Gloria  lives  alone  in  an  airy  apartment,  a  sunny 
idyll  save  for  one  aggressive  neighbor  and  a  hair¬ 
less  cat  that  keeps  slipping  through  the  cracks  and 
hopping  up  on  her  kitchen  counter.  Her  two  adult 
children  are  struggling  with  their  own  tumultuous

lives  nearby,  and  they  accept  their  mother’s  assis¬ 
tance  reluctantly — Peter  (Michael  Cera)  is  a  new 
father  whose  wife  seems  to  have  disappeared  on 
a  spiritual  journey,  and  Anne  (Caren  Pistorius)  is 
a  yoga  teacher  fallingfor  a  Swedish  surfer  who,  as 
Gloria  puts  it,  might  die  tomorrow. 

While  Gloria’s  genuine  interest  in  her  children’s 
lives  never  feels  like  overbearance,  it  begins  to  tee¬ 
ter  on  the  edge  of  loneliness  and  uncertainty — the 
classic  narrative  of  a  single  adult  woman  unsure 
of  how  to  exist  alone.  During  the  day,  she’s  careful, 
assessing  risk  and  reassuring  clients  as  an  insur-

ance  agent,  but  at  night,  she 
begins  to  let  loose  on  the  dance 
floor  of  her  city’s  discos.  It 
might  be  a  contrived  way 
to  meet  someone  new,  but 
meet  someone  she  does — 
specifically  Arnold  (John 
Turturro),  a  gentle,  recently 
divorced  owner  of  an  adven¬ 
ture  park  who,  like  Gloria,  loves 
to  dance. 

From  afar,  the  pairing 
seems  improbable — Gloria’s 
perfectly  coiffed  red  mane, 
sexy  wrap  dresses  and  envi¬ 
able  cheekbones  quickly  over¬ 
whelm  Arnold’s  sheepish 
grin  and  middle-aged  medi¬ 
ocrity,  but  the  film  is  as  much  about  this  imbal¬ 
ance  as  anything  else.  As  they  fall  for  each  other 
through  poetry  dates  and  dinner  and  paintball, 
Gloria  is  endlessly  patient  with  Arnold,  even 
while  he  is  so  clearly  beholden  to  his  ex-wife  and 
adult  daughters  who  constantly  call  him.  Ter¬ 
rible,  ringing  iPhones  cause  so  much  pain  and 
confusion  in  Gloria  Bell,  you’d  think  Lelio  had  a 
personal  vendetta  against  Apple.  At  one  point, 
Gloria  drops  Arnold’s  phone  in  his  bowl  of  soup 
just  to  prevent  him  from  answering  it. 

Inevitably,  their  relationship  begins  to  fray, 
thanks  to  these  iPhones,  exes,  children,  self¬ 
doubt  and  self-love.  It’s  here  that  the  film  begins 
to  flirt  with  the  treacly  tropes  of  middle-aged 
renaissance  movies  like  Under  the  Tuscan  Sun  and 
Eat,  Pray,  Love,  but,  with  all  due  respect  to  Diane 
Lane  and  Julia  Roberts,  it’s  much  too  smart  for 
any  of  that.  Instead,  Gloria  Bell  allows  room  for 
raw  and  honest  conflict,  letting  its  title  character 
bypass  some  preconceived  journey  toward  hap¬ 
piness  in  favor  of  genuine,  kinetic  living.  Shots  of 
Gloria  ascending  neon-lighted  escalators  in  Las 
Vegas,  lying  naked  and  hungover  on  her  bed  and 
smoking  pot  on  the  floor  aren’t  played  for  laughs 
or  used  as  signaling  devices  for  her  age — they’re 
framed  and  scored  like  small  spiritual  moments, 
glimpses  into  some  greater  self  that  exists  along¬ 
side  the  everyday. 

This  mixture  of  the  magical  and  the  mundane 
carries  Gloria  Bell  to  the  very  end,  and  although 
its  conclusion  isn’t  free  of  rom-com  cliche  (see:  a 
killer  green  dress,  a  wedding  and  revenge),  Lelio’s 
lens  and  Moore’s  performance  make  it  fresh — 
and  tinged  with  melancholy.  Gloria  occasionally 
speaks  in  platitudes  herself,  at  one  point  saying 
if  the  world  were  to  end,  she’d  want  to  “go  down 
dancing.”  In  the  end,  the  film  does  everything  to 
validate  her  point  of  view,  no  matter  how  magical 
herthinkingmightbe.  ♦

LIGHTNING  FLASHES 


A  JAZZ  COMPOSER  FINDS  INSPIRATION  WITH  PATIENCE  AND  GRACE 


When  Carla  Bley  leans  over  a 
piano,  wispy  strands  of  her  hair 
nearly  obscure  her  face,  cast¬ 
ing  a  mysterious  anonymity  that 
calls  to  mind  the  wigged  pop  star 
Sia.  Of  course,  Bley’s  carved  an  enigmatic  path 
through  jazz  and  rock  circles  for  decades  longer — 
and  the  real  mystery  is  how  her  acclaimed  compo¬ 
sitions  take  shape. 

“It’s  areal  slow  flow,  like  quicksand,”  Bley,  82, 
says  of  her  writing  process  from  her  home  near 
Woodstock,  New  York,  that  she  shares  with  elec¬ 
tric  bassist  and  longtime  partner  Steve  Swallow. 
“The  essence  of  a  great  piece  of  music  is  a  melody 
that’s  like  being  struck  by  lightning. ...  Whenthat 
happens,  you  know  you’ve  got  something.  You 
probably  spend  the  next  half-year  working  on  it 
without  that  kind  of  inspiration.” 

Bley  took  three  years  to  make  Escalator  over 
the  Hill,  an  avant-garde  1971  opus  with  poet  Paul 
Haines  and  the  Jazz  Composer’s  Orchestra  that 
was  hailed  as  ajazz  opera.  It  began  with  a  poem 
that  Haines  sent  to  Bley.  “It  went  magically  with 
the  piece  of  music  I  was  writing,”  she  says.  “I  wrote 
back  to  him  and  said,  ‘Send  me  more  of  those 
words  and  let’s  write  an  opera...’  It  took  one  second 
to  think  of  the  idea  and  then  you’re  stuck  for  years.” 

Inspired  by  pop  landmarks  like  the  Beatles’ 

Sgt.  Pepper’s  Lonely  Hearts  Club  Band  (“I  listened 
to  everything,”  Bley  says),  Escalator  over  the  Hill 
sported  a  sprawling  cast  of  jazz  and  rock  artists, 
including  singer  Linda  Ronstadt,  fusion  guitarist 


John  McLaughlin  and  Cream  bassist/singer  Jack 
Bruce.  Bruce  later  enlisted  Bley  to  play  keyboards 
in  his  new  band  with  Rolling  Stones  guitarist  Mick 
Taylor.  Bley  also  wrote,  co-produced  and  played 
on  Pink  Floyd  drummer  Nick  Mason’s  1981  solo 
album,  Fictitious  Sports.  And  she  joined  drummer 
Anton  Fier’s  cult  supergroup  the  Golden  Palomi¬ 
nos,  working  alongside  R.E.M.’s  Michael  Stipe  and 
folk-rocker  Richard  Thompson. 

“Those  people  were  not  famous  to  me — they  were 
just  my  friends,”  Bley  says.  “I  just  wanted  to  have

fun  and  do  things  that  were  interesting  and  differ¬ 
ent  and  unusual.  I  liked  the  idea  of  doing  things  that 
weren’t  expected  of  me.  It’s  been  a  nice  life.” 

Raised  in  Oakland,  California,  with  a  religious 
father  who  was  a  keyboardist,  Bley  played  piano 
“as  I  learned  to  walk,”  she  says.  “My  first  concert 
was  at  church  when  I  was  3  years  old.  I  played 
‘Three  Blind  Mice’  on  the  black  keys  with  my  fists.” 

She  moved  to  New  York  at  17,  lying  about  her  age 
to  get  a  cabaret  card  and  work  as  a  cigarette  girl  at 
Birdland,  where  she  observed  Count  Basie,  among 
other  jazz  greats,  Bley  says.  “That  was  my  college.

I  got  to  hear  everybody  and  I  didn’t  have  to  pay. 

I  just  stood  there,  and  if 
anyone  wanted  to  buy  one.  I’d  say,  ‘Wait  until  the 
solo  is  finished.’” 

She  met  and  married  pianist  Paul  Bley,  who 
encouraged  her  to  compose.  They  moved  to 
LA,  where  Paul  led  a  group  with  free-jazz  rene¬ 
gades  Ornette  Coleman,  Don  Cherry  and  Charlie 
Haden.  She  and  Haden  later  launched  his  Libera¬ 
tion  Music  Orchestra,  which  she  continued  after 
his  2014  death,  with  Swallow  assuming  Haden’s 
bass  chair. 

While  she’s  perhaps  best  known  for  her  large- 
ensemble  pieces,  Bley’s  primary  outlet  the  past 
20  years  has  been  her  trio  with  Swallow  and  saxo¬ 
phonist  Andy  Sheppard,  mounting  a  rare  U.S.  tour 
that  hits  the  Regattabar  on  March  29-30. 

“You  can’t  have  a  big  band  anymore,”  Bley  says, 
noting  that  festivals  aren’t  paying  to  bring  in 
large  groups  and  that  it’s  difficult  to  float  such 
recording  projects.  “I  haven’t  had  anything 
recorded  for  three  years  and  I’ve  written  a  lot 
of  music  in  that  time  for  various  bands,”  says 
Bley,  who’s  adapted  “reduced  scores”  for  the  trio, 
which  is  also  road-testing  new  material  for  a  May 
recording  session. 

“They  play  all  their  own  notes  as  well  as  mine  and 
fill  out  places  that  need  filling  out,”  the  pianist  says 
of  intuitive  foils  Sheppard  and  Swallow.  “Bolts  of 
lightning  come  easier  to  players  than  people  who 
write. ...  But  even  I  have  them.  All  of  a  sudden,  I’ll 
play  something  that  really  knocks  me  out,  and  I’ll 
be  so  happy.”  ♦

VEGGING  OUT 


AN  AMBITIOUS  ATTEMPTTO  FOOL  SOME  TASTE  BUDS 
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During  the  course  of  my  life,  I’ve 
known  plenty  of  vegetarians .  And 
while  some  of  them  fit  neatly  into  my 
vegetarian  mood  board — which  also 
includes  pictures  of  Cambridge  and 
hot  yoga — others  don’t.  For  instance,  one  vegetar¬ 
ian  friend  of  mine  is  big  into  drag  racing  and  has 
a  sweet  Camaro.  When  I  learned  he  doesn’t  eat 
meat,  I  said,  “The  Venn  diagram  overlap  of  drag 
racers  and  vegetarians  must  be  basicallyyou.”  He 
replied  that  I’d  be  surprised.  And  I’m  sure  I  would 
be.  But  not  as  much  as  I  was  about  a  year  ago  when 
my  wife,  Heather,  announced  she  was  going  vege¬ 
tarian.  Which  meant,  for  all  practical  purposes,  so 
was  I.  What  am  I  going  to  do,  make  my  own  sepa¬ 
rate  dinner  every  night?  Even  Wade  Boggs  doesn’t 
love  chicken  that  much. 

There  are  a  lot  of  reasons  why  people  forsake 
meat.  The  whole  idea  of  what  meat  is,  and  how  it 
arrives  on  your  plate,  is  totally  gross  and  disturb¬ 
ing  if  you  stop  to  ponder  it,  which  is  why  I  don’t.  But 
I  think  Heather’s  motivations  are  mainly  personal, 
given  that  her  dietary  switch  seemed  to  coincide 
with  the  appearance  of  a  pro-veggie  book  called 
How  Not  To  Die  on  her  bedside  table.  I  haven’t  read 
it,  mostly  because  I  resent  the  threat  implied  by  the 
title.  If  I’m  going  to  let  a  book  scare  me,  it’s  going 
to  have  demented  clowns  in  it,  OK?  And,  besides, 
anyone  buying  that  book  has  managed  to  not  die 
already.  Nice  try,  book! 

Nonetheless,  I’ve  been  eating  a  lot  of  squash 
these  days — if  you  think  of  gourds  as  an  autumn 
foodstuff,  I’m  here  to  tell  you  that 
vegetarians  are  DTS  (Devoted  To 
Squash)  on  a  four-season  basis.  Also: 
nuts,  kale,  beans  and  eggplants. 

So,  with  that  kind  of  diet ,  I  must  be 
really  skinny  now,  huh?  Well,  no. 

Because  it  turns  out  that  beer  is  also 
vegetarian.  So  is  pasta  and  ice  cream. 

And  cheese.  Scientific  fact:  Bronto¬ 
sauruses  were  vegetarian,  and  the 
paleontologists  agree  that  very  few 
of  them  had  abs. 

I  actually  enj  oy  a  good  salad  and 
wasn’t  eating  rib-eyes  every  night 
anyway,  but  when  you  give  up  life¬ 
long  dietary  staples  such  as  chicken 
and  pork,  they  come  to  assume 
mythic  stature  in  your  gastronomic 
memories.  So  I  decided  to  see  if  I 
could  fool  my  taste  buds  with  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  the  more  ambitious  items  in 
the  food-imposter  section  of  the 
grocery  store:  jackfruit  and  shi- 
rataki  spaghetti.  Jackfruit  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  do  a  credible  impression  of 
pulled  pork.  The  shirataki  addresses 
pasta’s  calorie  problem,  in  that  an 
instant  ramen-sized  package  has  a 


mere  30  calories.  I  decided  to  put  them  together — 
Jackfruit  Company  teriyaki  jackfruit  and  Pasta 
Zero  shirataki  spaghetti — for  a  delicious,  meaty 
noodle  stir-fry.  Minus  the  meat  and  noodles. 

The  Pasta  Zero  package  informs  me  that, 
“Spaghetti-shaped  shirataki,  or  ‘white  waterfall’ 
pasta,  has  been  enjoyed  as  a  health  food  in  Asia  for 
over  1,000  years.”  It’s  made  from  the  root  of  the 
konjac  plant,  whatever  that  is.  Furthermore, 
“When  first  opened,  spaghetti-shaped  shirataki 
has  a  mild  earthy  smell  that  is  eliminated  with 
draining  and  rinsing.”  It’s  probably  a  bad  sign 
when  your  food  gives  you  a  heads-up  that  it’s 
gonna  unleash  the  funk. 

I  tentatively  slice  open  the  package.  The  odor 
reminds  me  of  the  basement  of  the  house  I  grewup 
in,  which  had  stone  walls  and  a  dirt  floor  that  was 
usually  ankle-deep  in  water  that  had  been  there 
since  1803.  The  musty  smell  would  hit  you  about 
halfway  down  the  stairs,  which  ended  abruptly 
about  two  feet  above  the  floor.  On  a  good  day,  our 
basement  smelled  like  Bill  Walton’s  jock  strap.  On  a 
bad  day,  it  smelled  like  spaghetti-shaped  shirataki. 

True  to  its  promise,  though,  the  Pasta  Zero 
sheds  its  musk  with  a  rinse.  It’s  a  subdued  foil  to

the  jackfruit,  which  looks  like  crock-pot  pulled 
pork  but  tastes  like  someone  drowned  an  arti¬ 
choke  in  soy  sauce.  It’s  not  that  teriyaki  jackfruit 
is  bad,  but  it’s  unnecessarily  disappointing  sim¬ 
ply  because  it’s  impersonating  a  much  more  deli¬ 
cious  food.  Ifyou’re  good  enough  to  eat,  jackfruit, 
then  just  be  yourself.  I  mean,  would  you  rather 
that  I  gave  you  a  real  $5  bill  or  a  counterfeit  hun¬ 
dred?  Sure,  maybe  the  hundo  has  Jean- Claude  Van 
Damme’s  face  on  it  and  says,  “In  fists  we  trust, ’’but 
that’s  not  gonna  buy  you  a  pint  of  Chunky  Mon¬ 
key  at  Star  Market.  Gosh,  sometimes  I  wonder 
how  I  got  so  good  at  analogies.  And  then  I  won¬ 
der  whether  that  last  sentence  will  fit  on  one  line, 
because  it  would  be  really  unfortunate  if  “-ogies” 
gets  broken  off  from  the  rest  of  it.  Am  I  rambling? 
That’sjustthej  ackfruit  talking. 

Liar-ass  jackfruit  aside,  I’m  not  too  miserable 
with  this  vegetarian  kick.  But  I  do  notice  that  when 
the  Green  Chef  food  box  arrives  on  the  front  steps, 
I  feel  a  brief  pang  of  disappointment.  Mmmm  ... 
more  kale.  Oh,  well.  I’m  reminded  of  a  guy  I  knew 
who  was  on  a  strict  low  cholesterol  regimen,  back 
when  we  thought  bread  was  great  but  eggs  were 
evil.  His  diet  was  mostly  vegetarian  by  default, 
with  the  added  insult  that  he  couldn’t  eat  cheese. 

“I  don’t  know  if  eatinglike  this  is  really  goingto 
make  my  life  any  longer,”  he  said.  “But  it’ll  sure 
seem  like  it.”  ♦

I’m  in  my  mid-40s,  divorced  with  two  children. 
I’ve  recentlybegun  seeinga  man,  and  it  appears 
we’re  goingto  take  our  relationship  to  the  next 
level.  He’s  kind,  funny  and  sensitive — everything 
I’m  looking  for  in  a  partner.  He  also  has  a  child 
from  a  former  marriage,  who  is  a  nice  young  boy. 
But  there’s  been  some  strain  at  family  gatherings 
lately.  My  kids  don’t  seem  to  like  him  as  much  as  I 
would  want  them  to,  and  they  definitely  don’t  like 
his  son.  I’m  at  a  crossroads.  I  really  care  for  this 
guy,  but  is  it  worth  putting  our  children  through 
emotional  turmoil  just  so  we  can  be  together?  Am 
I  being  selfish?  Doyou  think  my  kids  canget  used 
to  the  idea  of  me  having  a  new  man  in  my  life — 
and  possibly  a  blended  family?  Or  should  I  put  off 
seriously  dating  anyone  until  my  kids  are  older 
and  they  can  process  these  complicated  feelings? 
I  am  told,  but  I  can’t  verify  it,  that  second  marriages 
have  about  the  same  divorce  rate  as  first  marriages. 
Ifyou,  as  a  single  person,  were  to  meet  a  guy  from  40 
to  55,  chances  are  that  he’s  goingto  come  with  kids  of 
his  own.  You  are  likely  never  goingto  fall  in  love  with 
someone  who  doesn’t  have  a  certain  kind  of  difficult 
experiences  in  their  past.  The  same  is  true  for  anyone 
seriously  interested  in  you.  I  knowthat  blended  fam¬ 
ilies  canbe  wonderful.  But  my  guess  is  that  they’re 
the  exception,  not  the  rule.  The  per¬ 
fectly  dysfunctional  family  has  since 
supplanted  the  perfect  family  that  you 
only  saw  on  TV.  My  advice  to  you  is:  Take 
care  ofyourself  first.  As  a  money  man¬ 
ager,  I’ve  witnessed  hundreds  of  divorces, 
with  every  conceivable  result.  It’s  always 
traumatic  for  children.  But  they’re 
resilient.  They  will  bounce  back.  Ifyou 
are  strong  and  happy,  your  family  will 
endure.  Again,  love  yourself  first.  It’s  self- 
preservation.  You  don’t  want  to  break  it 
off  now,  and  somewhere  down  the  line 
resent  your  own  children. 

I  work  at  a  small  company  with  about 
25  employees.  Most  of  us  tend  to  wear 
asimilar  uniform:  Men  wear  khakis, 
long-sleeved  shirts  with  ajacket  but 
no  tie,  while  women  wear  pants  and 
tops,  although  some  of  us  wear  skirts. 

We  are  all  on  the  same  playingfield. 

One  newfemale  employee  strays  from 
this  unofficial  dress  code  with  shorter 
skirts  andlow-cuttops.  As  one  ofthe 
few  women  in  the  office,  I’ve  been 
elected  to  speakwithher  aboutthis. 


She’s  a  good  worker,  and  I  don’t  want  to  cramp 
her  style,  but  there  are  limits — even  here.  How 
should  I  approach  this,  if  at  all?  In  any  profession, 
if  you’re  a  “rainmaker” — a  producer  ofbusiness — 
you’re  king  or  queen.  Ifyou’re  a  “supporter”  ofthe 
business,  in  hard  times  you’re  at  risk.  Ifyou’re  that 
rainmaker  in  an  office,  you  can  wear  anythingyou 
damn  well  please.  You’re  the  8oo-pound  gorilla.  The 
rainmakers  are  essential.  They  fuel  the  business.  But 
they  can  be  disruptive  and  controversial,  too.  People 
who  do  not  conform  to  the  norm  can  be  resented. 

But,  I  think,  in  this  case,  you’d  be  doingthe 
woman  a  favor  by  talking  to  her  about  her  choices 
in  office  clothing.  You’re  probably  not  goingto  wear 
a  three-piece  suit  to  an  interview  at  Facebook.  I 
knowthat  a  lot  of  companies  wantyou  to  dress 
down.  Their  attitude  is:  “A  lot  of  millennials  are  our 
customers,  and  they  don’t  want  to  do  business  with 
people  who  are  ‘old’  or  ‘out  of  touch.’  ” 

It  sounds  like  you’re  not  the  boss  at  the  office,  so 
your  comments  are  not  official.  But  do  say  some¬ 
thing  to  your  co-worker. 

My  brother  is  home  after  five  years  ofbeing  sta¬ 
tioned  in  Europe,  where  he  served  in  the  military. 
At  a  recent  family  gathering,  he  declared,  “Amer¬ 
icans  are  so  fat!  I  never  noticed  it  before,  but  now

that  I’m  home,  it  feels  like  everyone  here  is  over¬ 
weight!”  He  added  a  few  more  colorful  com¬ 
ments.  I’m  sure  you  get  the  idea.  It  did  not  go  over 
well,  and  now  my  cousin  has  decided  not  to  invite 
hi  m  to  her  wedding,  fearing  that  he’ll  get  a  few 
drinks  in  him  and  stir  up  trouble.  Is  he  wrong  to 
voice  his  opinion?  Is  she  wrong  to  cut  him  from 
the  wedding  guest  list?  Are  either  of  them  right? 
Well,  on  many  levels  we’re  a  society  in  torment  and 
turmoil,  which  may  include  a  sense  that  we’re  get¬ 
ting  softer  and  weaker  in  the  physical  health  depart¬ 
ment.  Obesity  and  diabetes  are  real  problems.  One 
example  I  see  every  day  is  at  lunch.  Years  ago,  almost 
everyone  went  out  for  proper  lunches.  Lunch  hour 
meant  leaving  the  office.  My  entire  team — seven 
people — eats  at  our  desks  at  least  95  percent  of 
the  time.  I  go  out  perhaps  twice  a  month  on  aver¬ 
age,  even  though  there  are  dozens  of  restaurants  in 
the  Financial  District.  In  my  opinion, every  take¬ 
out  place  assumes  that  I’m  three  people  based  on  the 
obscenely  large  portions.  Where  does  it  all  lead  for 
people  sitting  at  desks  for  eight  hours  or  more?  Let’s 
face  the  truth:  Americans  love  bigfood. 

Your  brother  has  been  gone  from  the  country  for  a 
long  time.  And  ifyou’re  a  career  military  person,  you 
have  a  sense  that  those  who  didn’t  serve,  “don’t  get  it.” 
I  was  in  the  Army  Medical  Corps,  but  not  during  war¬ 
time.  Yet  I  agree  with  that  assessment. 

Your  cousin  should  invite  him  to  the  wedding. 
He’ll  be  fine.  Some  other  relative  from  the  other 
side  will  probably  be  out  of  control.  What  we  obsess 
about  almost  never  happens.  Just  be  conscious  of 
portion  size  and  encourage  dancing.  ♦

Jonathan  Soroff:  Did  you 
ever  consider  changing 
your  name? 

Marin  Hinkle:  Interesting 
question,  especially  because 
my  name  is  so  hard  to  pro¬ 
nounce.  When  I  was  working 
on  Two  and  a  Half  Men,  I  tried 
to  change  the  way  the  people 
working  on  that  show  were 
mispronouncing  it.  Finally, 
after  10  years  in,  we  were  at 
a  party,  and  I  corrected  one 
of  the  producers,  and  he  was 
like,  “Hey,  have  you  thought 
of  changing  it?”  I  was  like, 
‘I’ve  been  on  your  show  for  a 
decade.” 

So  why  not?  Well,  when  I 
first  got  out  of  grad  school,  I 
wasn’t  one  of  the  lucky  ones 
who  landed  a  big  agent  and 
got  the  auditions.  Sol  met 
some  scrappy  agents,  and 
one  of  them  said,  “Well,  first 
of  all, you  might  think  about 
changing  your  nose.  You  have 
a  bit  of  a  bump.  And  your  last 
name  is  a  little  more  ethnic 
than  you  necessarily  are.  You 
could  change  it.”  I  remember 
thinking,  “What  are  you  talk¬ 
ing  about?”  Interestingly,  I’m 
not  Jewish,  but  he  seemed  to 
be  suggesting  that  I  was  “too 
Jewish,”  as  if  there  was  such 
a  thing.  The  whole  thing  was 
just  bizarre.  It  was  a  truly  odd 
moment.  Obviously,  I  didn’t 
take  his  advice,  and  now  I 
have  an  amazing  role  play¬ 
ing  a  Jewish  Mommy,  and  if 


I’d  taken  his  advice,  maybe  I 
wouldn’t  have  gotten  the  role. 
Sothereyouare. 

Your  nose  gives  you  so  much 
character!  Want  to  hear 
something  crazy  that  hap¬ 
pened  last  year?  I  was  being 
interviewed,  and  someone 
actually  asked  me  what  I  did 
to  my  nose  for  the  show.  I  was 
like,  “What?  I  don’t  under¬ 
stand  the  question.”  And  the 
interviewer  said,  “Well, you 
look  so  much  different  in  the 
other  work  that  you’ve  done 
than  in  this  role.”  And  with¬ 
out  meaning  to,  he  gave  me 
such  a  compliment,  because 
the  truth  is  that  I  don’t  do  any- 
thingto  change  myappear- 
ance  as  Rose,  except  that  they 
do  put  a  wig  on  me  and  some 
false  eyelashes.  I  will  say  that 
one  of  the  pure  joys  of  my 
career  is  that  I’m  never  recog¬ 
nized  in  real  life.  I  don’t  look 
the  same.  If  you  saw  me  now,  I 
look  like  abaglady.  I’m  so  the 
opposite  of  Rose  that  I  love 
that  I  disappear  into  her. 

Howare  you  most  like  her? 

Great  question.  Sometimes 
people  saythatwhenthey 
watch  it,  they  see  my  mom.  My 
mother  is  such  a  strong  force. 
She’s  a  lawyer  and  was  a  supe¬ 
rior  court  judge  in  Boston, 
and  she  was  the  captain  of  the 
ship  of  my  house.  And  I  think 
there’s  part  of  me  that  under¬ 
stands  howto  be  that,  because 


I  watched  her  do  it,  but  the 
funny  thing  is  that  I’m  not  at 
all  that  way  in  my  own  life.  I’m 
channeling  my  mom  and  the 
parts  of  her  that  I  wish  I  had 
more  of  in  my  own  life. 

Soyou’ve  based  Rose  onyour 
mom?  Inpart,  but  I  think  my 
character  has  a  true  love  of  the¬ 
ater  and  she’s  inher  own  per¬ 
formance.  Likewhenshegoes 
to  the  fortuneteller,  or  when 
she  talks  to  the  neighbors,  or 
the  three  episodes  we  shot  in 
the  Catskills  last  year.  I  feel 
like  she ’d  like  to  be  in  her  own 
MGM  musical — and  my  Bos¬ 
ton  Ballet  background  and  all 
those  dance  teachers,  I  think 
I’m  channeling  a  bit  of  them,  as 
well.  They  were  verystrict. 


Do  you  still  do  ballet?  No. 

I  injured  myself.  I  did  maybe 
300  productions  of  TheNut- 
cracker  in  the  toyears  that  I 
was  a  dancer  and,  by  the  end 
of  that,  I  had  ruptured  and 
really  done  some  damage  to 
my  Achilles  tendon.  I  loved 
it  so,  so  much,  but  myjunior 
year,  I  had  to  stop  dancing.  I 
put  on 30  pounds,  and  sud¬ 
denly  I  was  like,  “Who  ami, 


and  what  am  I?”  That ’s  when  I 
started  to  pursue  the  route  of 
going  to  college  and  all  of  that, 
but  I  danced  a  little  bit.  It  was 
so  hard  for  me  not  to  be  the 
kind  of  dancer  I’d  been  before, 
so  that  kind  of  led  me  to  the¬ 
ater.  My  love  of  performing 
originated  in  my  love  of  dance, 
and  fortunately  I  was  able  to 
transfer  that  passion  for  per¬ 
formance  into  acting. 

Have  you  ever  been  back  to 
Tanzania?  I  have  not,  and  it’s 
interesting.  My  parents  are  no 
longer  together  but  are  both 
remarried  very  happily,  and 
they’re  still  very  close.  I  have 
this  dream  oftaking  everyone 
in  my  family,  my  parents ,  their 
spouses,  my  brother,  his  kids, 
mine,  and  go  back  and  ask  my 
parents  to  show  us  everything. 
That  would  just  be  so  lovely. 
It’s  funny.  Myjunioryear,  I 
had  to  choose  between  two 
programs — studying  abroad 
in  Dar  es  Salaam  and  the  other 
was  a  theater  festival.  It’s  sort 
of  my  road  not  taken.  I  think 
if  I  hadn’t  chosen  the  the¬ 
ater  route,  I  might  be  working 
for  Habitat  for  Humanity  or 
something. 

When  you  first  read  the 
script,  did  you  immediately 


think  The  Marvelous  Mrs. 
Maisel  was  going  to  be  a 
hit?  Inmy  career,  there  have 
beenafewtimes  I’ve  gotten 
close  to  jobs  when  I  could  feel 
that  they  would  be  successful. 
One  was  AllyMcBeal  and  the 
other  was  Will  &  Grace.  I  just 
knewthe  showwasgoingto 
go.  Also,  with  Two  and  a  Half 
Men,  when  Charlie  [Sheen] 
and  Jon  [Cryer]  got  together, 


somethingjust  happened. 

You  couldjust  feel  an  alchemy 
happening.  But  when  I  read 
this,  I  had  no  idea  who  was 
going  to  be  on  the  show,  so  I 
read  it  like  a  great  short  story. 
And  I  said,  “Please  let  me  be 
in  this,”  but  I  didn’t  even  let 
myself  think  about  success. 
There  were  plenty  of  things 
where  I  thought  they  would  be, 
like  a  pilot  I  did  playing  Stock- 
ard  Channing’s  daughter  and 
sister  to  Hope  Davis,  and  it 
was  for  HBO.  Jake  Kasdan  was 
directing.  And  it  didn’t  take 
off.  So  I  stopped  doing  that  to 
myself. 

The  1950s  fashions  on  the 
show —  do  you  love  them? 

Well,  if  you  saw  me,  you’d 
see  that  I  do  not  put  myself 
together  very  well,  so  what  I 
have  to  say  is  extraordinary, 
is  how  much  I’ve  been  taught 
about  accessorizing  and 
what  palette  of  colors  works 
on  a  woman.  Sol  put  those 
clothes  on,  and  90  percent  of 
the  work  is  done.  I’m  in  awe 
of  our  wardrobe  people,  and 
I  think  clothes  are  the  secret 
weapon  of  my  character.  It’s 
like  a  superhero  outfit. 

Worst  job  you  ever  had 
starting  out?  I  had  a  really 
hard  time  making  a  living,  so 
I  agreed  to  be  one  of  those 
people  who  dresses  up  for 
young  children’s  birthday 
parties.  I  convinced  myself  it 
was  still  a  form  of  acting,  and 
I  thought  I’d  be  dressing  up 
as  Snow  White  or  whatever. 
This  was  on  the  Upper  East 
Side.  I  got  to  the  birthday 
party,  and  instead,  they  had 
me  getting  the  punch  and  the 
cupcakes,  and  it  happened  a 
few  times.  I  was  like,  “I  can’t 
do  this.”  I  also  cleaned  bath¬ 
rooms  at  MIT  one  summer, 
but  I  actually  really  loved 
that.  The  people  were  great. 

It  was  strangely  a  delight.  ♦

WALKING  INTO 
REBEL  REBEL, 

A  SIX-MONTH-OLD  NATURAL 
WINE  BAR  TUCKED  INTO 
A  CORNER  OF  UNION 
SQUARE'S  BOW  MARKET,  AN 
OVERSIZED  CHALKBOARD 
BEHIND  THE  20  SEATS 
DECLARES:  "COOL  SHIT  BY 
THE  GLASS."  AND  WITH  THAT, 
YOU  KNOW  YOU'RE  IN  FOR 
A  DIFFERENT  EXPERIENCE. 
THE  PLACE,  AFTER  ALL,  IS 
NAMED  AFTER  DAVID  BOWIE, 
WHO  WAS  NO  STRANGER  TO 
BREAKING  THE  MOLD. 


Head  downtown  and  things  aren’t  so  buttoned-up 
either  at  the  two-and-a-half-year-old  haley.henry, 
where  owner  Haley  Fortier  often  greets  guests  at 
the  door,  as  do  the  sounds  of  hip-hop  tracks  like 
Pusha  T’s  “Come  Back  My  Baby”  and  Czarface’s 
“Nightcrawler.”  Pop  in  for  a  Weiner  &  Wine 
Wednesday  and  you’ll  find  hot  dogs  alongside  its 
usual  offering  of  tinned  fish — and  a  quirky  list  of 
small-batch  wines. 

As  restaurants  loosen  things  up  and  what’s  on 
your  plate  gets  the  starring  role,  what’s  in  your  glass 
(or  goblet)  has  become  even  more  accessible.  In 
pop  culture,  we’re  consuming  wine  more  than  ever: 
Our  TV  screens  are  taken  over  by  documentaries 
following  wine  nerds  licking  rocks  (Somm)  and  a 
New  York  Times  best-seller  turned  Starz  hit  about  a 
Midwestern  girl  diving  into  New  York’s  wine  world 
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Even  if  there  was  a  full-time  professional,  they 
weren’t  always  that  helpful.  “The  conception  of 
a  sommelier  was  somebody  who  would  come 
over  and  make  you  feel  uncomfortable  and  like 
you  didn’t  know  enough  about  wine  and  tell  you 
that  you  should  drink  white  with  fish  and  red  with 
steak,”  says  Brahm  Callahan,  corporate  beverage 
director  for  Himmel  Hospitality,  who  adds  that 
guests  no  longer  find  themselves  in  a  one-way 
conversation.  The  master  sommelier  took  his  first 
certification  exam  in  2008,  a  fewyears  after  the 
decades-old  Court  of  Master  Sommeliers  first 
offered  it  in  Boston.  “There  was  a  point  in  Boston 
where  there  were  five  certified  sommeliers,  and  I 
was  one  of  them.”  Since  then,  Callahan  has  seen 
more  than  three  dozen  staff  pass  through  the 
program,  and,  twice  ayear,  Grill  23  8c  Bar  hosts 
the  introductory  and  certified  exams.  “It’s  a  thing 
that  I  think  is  really  important  to  help  grow  the 
beverage  industry  in  Boston,  is  to  put  more  boots  on 
the  ground  that  have  good  knowledge  and  proper 
training.”  And  for  Callahan,  growing  that  knowl¬ 
edge  extends  beyond  his  sommeliers,  with  events 
managers,  line  cooks,  sous-chefs  and  other  staff 
sitting  in  on  his  14  classes  that  cover  regions,  food 
pairings  and  tasting  some  60  wines. 

That’s  a  philosophy  Cat  Silirie,  who  got  her  start 
at  the  Back  Bay  steakhouse  as  a  young  sommelier 
in  a  Brooks  Brothers  suit,  implemented  when  she 
started  working  with  Barbara  Lynch.  When 
she  helped  Lynch  open  No.  9  Park  in  1998, 


(1 Sweetbitter ).  Rihanna’s  been  photographed  more 
than  once  strutting  down  a  sidewalk  carrying  a  glass 
ofwine,  rapper  Action  Bronson  is  frequenting  natural 
wine  bars,  and  reporters  are  following  up  questions 
about  LeBron  James’  free  throws  with  queries  on 
what  he’s  uncorking  at  his  postgame  meal.  And  the 
crowd  drinking  wine  is  changing,  too.  The  2016  Super 
Bowl  champ  version  of  Rob  Gronkowski  was  crush¬ 
ing  Busch  Light,  while  the  2018  version  was  thrusting 
a  bottle  of  vino  in  the  air  during  the  parade — OK,  he 
was  also  crushing  Busch  Light.  But  hey,  it’s  progress. 

Decades  ago,  when  spots  like  Locke-Ober  ruled 
the  dining  scene,  there  was  no  shortage  of  wine.  In 
fact,  the  three  cellars  couldn’t  fit  the  700  options, 
so  some  were  hauled  to  the  owner’s  Rhode  Island 
farm.  Though  at  one  point  there  were  just  three 
wines  by  the  glass,  there  was  enough  obscure 
Bordeaux  to  serve  a  party  of  40.  And  yet,  “We  didn’t 
have  a  sommelier,”  says  Peter  Nelson,  the  wine 
director  and  assistant  general  manager  at  Puritan 
8c  Company,  who  got  his  start  at  the  legendary 
restaurant  in  the  late  ’80s.  “The  guy  who  built  the 
wine  list  before  I  took  over  lived  in  New  York.  Every 
three  months,  he’d  talk  about  some  things  he  want¬ 
ed  to  purchase,  and  they  would  make  adjustments, 
and  that  would  be  the  new  list.  There  was  never 
anyone  there  to  help  you.”  Elsewhere,  the  wine  list 
might  have  been  put  together  by  someone  with  a 
French-sounding  accent  or  a  server  with  a  vague 
interest  in  wine,  making  it  an  afterthought  rather 
than  an  integral  part  of  the  dining  experience.

Silirie  was  coming  from  Rocco’s,  where  she  was  the 
only  person  who  could  speak  intelligently  about 
wine.  “I  proposed  to  Barbara  that  10  ‘mini-me’s 
would  be  better  than  one  ‘me,’  in  that  it  isn’t  just 
this  one  expert  that  leaps  out  of  the  shadows  when 
it’s  time  for  wine.  What  if  I  trained  everybody 
who  worked  at  No.  9  Park  to  be  able  to  talk  about 
wine  in  some  way?”  While  Lynch  was  supportive, 
other  industry  folks  were  skeptical:  Why  invest  in 
high-tumover  staff  that  didn’t  have  an  interest  in 
wine?  During  the  past  two  decades,  Silirie’s  Wine 
Words  program  has  spread  across  all  seven  of  the 
Barbara  Lynch  Collective’s  restaurants.  The  other 
week,  the  staff  at  Sportello  learned  how  red  wine 
fits  with  the  Fort  Point  spot’s  cuisine  and  decor.  On 
a  recent  Wednesday,  Silirie  bounced  over  to  B&G 
Oysters  for  a  workshop  on  minerality,  leading  a  tast¬ 
ing  of  everything  from  Fiji  to  Evian  and  Badoit  water 
so  staff  can  identify  the  sensation  in  muscadet  or 
chablis  they  recommend  to  guests.  It  doesn’t  mean, 
however,  that  they’re  throwing  around  jargon. 
“When  people  hear  that  I  do  wine  training,  I  think 
they  think  that  I’m  talking  about  the  1855  classifica¬ 
tion  of  Bordeaux,”  Silirie  says.  But  it’s  storytelling. 
“Who  are  these  people?  Where  do  they  live?  What 
does  it  look  like?” 

Malolactic  fermentation  doesn’t  enter  the 
conversation  at  Puritan  &  Company,  either.  Since 
his  days  as  a  tuxedoed  maitre  d’  at  Locke-Ober  and 
working  with  Lydia  Shire  at  Biba,  Nelson  has  been 
on  a  mission  to  make  wine  approachable,  from 
teaching  classes  at  the  Boston  Center  for  Adult 
Education  to  opening  the  Wine  Bottega  in  2000. 
Today,  when  guests  ask  if  they’re  chatting  with 
the  sommelier,  he  introduces  himself  as  “the  wine 
guy.”  Then,  he  gets  a  conversation  going — one  that 
won’t  go  over  your  head.  “Sometimes  my  favorite 
thing  is  to  ask  people,  ‘OK,  you’re  at  the  farmers 
market.  Raspberries  or  blackberries — what  is  your 
go-to?’  ”  Wherever  you  land,  Nelson  wants  you  to 
be  happy  with  what’s  in  the  glass.  He  also  wants  you 
to  be  happy  with  the  price.  “From  my  perspective, 
the  most  important  thing  is  that  you  find  the  wine 
delicious,  and  from  your  perspective:  ‘How  much 
am  I  putting  down?’  ”  It’s  why,  he  jokes,  “I’ve  been 
threatening  these  guys  off  and  on,  I’m  just  gonna  do 
the  wine  list  by  price  because  that’s  how  people  buy 
wine  anyway.”  It’s  also  why  the  list  veers  off  a  famil¬ 
iar  path.  He  might  offer  those  who  gravitate  toward 
darker  fruits  and  a  bit  of  spice  something  like  baga 
from  Portugal.  What  it  lacks  in  name  recognition, 
it  makes  up  for  in  affordability.  “If  it  were  made  in 


California,”  he  says,  “it  would  cost  three  times 
the  price.” 

Budget-friendly  options  are  also  front  of  mind 
for  Friel,  who  says  she  marks  up  bottles  at  Rebel 
Rebel  differently  than  others  in  the  industry. 
Typically,  when  we  order  something  by  the  glass, 
we’re  charged  what  the  business  paid  for  the  bot¬ 
tle.  And  if  we  order  a  bottle,  we’ll  shell  out  about 
three  times  what  it  cost.  “Most  of  the  time,  we  do 
a  regular  bottle  markup  and  we  divide  it  by  four,  so 
you’re  not  paying  the  price  of  the  bottle  anymore, 
you’re  paying  much  less  than  that.”  Friel  can  pour 
things  not  usually  offered  by  the  glass,  allowing 
customers  to  branch  out  and  interact  with  wine  in 
new  ways.  The  Somerville  bar  hosts  tarot  classes 


on  Saturdays  and  ‘Natural  Wine  101’  workshops 
on  Sundays,  when  during  the  course  of  an  hour, 
guests  try  three  wines  for  $25.  “It’s  not  your  whole 
day,  it’s  not  your  whole  bank  account,”  says  Friel, 
who  also  wants  to  get  producers  in  front  of  her 
guests  as  much  as  possible,  whether  or  not  you  can 
afford  airfare  to  Oregon  or  Tuscany.  “If  you  can’t 
visit  them,  I  want  to  bring  them  to  you.” 

Even  if  you  were  to  jet  set  to  Italy,  you’d  never 
get  to  a  fraction  of  the  3,000  grape  varietals — never 
mind  their  endless  expressions.  The  beverage  has 
gotten  its  reputation  in  part  because  there’s  so 
much  to  know.  Social  Wines’  Eileen  Elliott  is  up  till 
2  am  reading  about  the  newest  thing  to  stock  in  the 
Southie  retail  store.  But  it’s  more  than  research. 
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Elliott  wants  everyone  to  experience  the  emo¬ 
tional  connection  that  comes  from  opening  a 
bottle  of  natural  wine,  like  with  Cantina  Furlani 
Antico,  a  pet-nat  that  reminds  her  of  cupcakes 
her  mom  makes.  “We  always  encourage  guests  to 
make  their  own  decisions,”  says  the  director  of 
operations  and  wine.  “If  something  is  speaking 
to  you,  then  you  should  go  with  it.”  When  you’re 
taking  something  home  to  appreciate  on  your 
couch  or  over  a  home-cooked  meal,  without  all 
the  extra  ambiance  a  restaurant  provides,  you 
might  need  a  little  context  to  enjoy  it.  Some¬ 
times,  that  extra  bit  of  information  comes  from 
the  winemakers  themselves.  Martha  Stoumen 
swung  by  Social  Wines  recently,  providing  the 
opportunity  for  customers  to  witness  what 
Elliott  understands  from  getting  to  know  the  Cal¬ 
ifornia  vinter:  “Her  warm,  loving  spirit  translates 
to  what  you  experience  in  the  glass — soulful, 
overtly  delicious  and  full  of  life.” 

When  they’re  in  front  of  you,  you  realize 
winemakers  are  people,  too.  Jean  Trimbach 
breaks  into  song  at  Lynch’s  restaurants.  Another 
producer  excitedly  hands  Friel  a  dirty  glass  in  his 
cellar.  And  winemakers  also  get  drunk  on  their 
porch  after  their  mother-in-law  locks 
them  out  of  the  house. 


That  last  one  is  a  story  you  might  hear  from 
Fortier  if  she  suggests  you  try  a  riesling  by  Bianka 
Schmitt  and  her  husband,  Daniel.  The  German 
producer,  while  stuck  outdoors,  started  painting 
with  pastels.  Now,  that  artwork  is  the  bottle’s  label. 
“They  are  ordinary  souls,  that  don’t  carry  some  of 
the  pretension  that  wine  unfortunately  carries  with 
itself,”  Fortier  says,  adding  that  when  opening  her 
own  places — haley.henry  and  Nathalie — eliminating 
that  intimidation  factor  was  crucial.  That’s  why 
she  introduced  the  half-bottle  concept:  Guests 
can  try  anything  on  the  bottle  list  if  they  commit 
to  buying  two  glasses,  which  means,  “At  any  given 
time,  it’s  not  just  six  wines  by  the  glass  on  our 
menu,  it’s  probably  15.”  An  eight-year  alum  of  the 
Barbara  Lynch  Collective,  she  also  meets  with  her 
staff  to  review  every  offering  on  the  menu.  And 
that’s  why  crisp,  zippy  pours  fall  under  the  cheek¬ 
ily  named  Tighty  Whitey  Bulger  section,  hoping 
to  elicit  a  chuckle  and  perhaps  prompt  you  to 
ask  what  it  means.  Or  why  she  describes  the  2015 
vintage  of  Domaine  Bernard  Bonin  Bourgogne 
blanc  as  a  chardonnay  “that  smells  like  you’ve 
been  sitting  at  NASCAR  all  day  long,”  but  showing 
a  completely  different  side  when  it  hits  your  lips. 
The  effort  to  make  customers  feel  comfortable  is 
not  for  naught.  Fortier  recalls  an  8o-year-old  wom¬ 
an  who  walked  in  one  day.  Within  10  minutes,  she 
was  bobbing  her  head  to  2  Chainz  and  throwing 
back  anchovies.  “It’s  like  the  whole  nine  yards, 
and  I’m  just  like,  ‘Yes,  this  is  it.  We’ve  made  it.’ 
Because  if  I’m  looking  at  her — who  I  think  is  from 
a  completely  different  generation  than  me — and 
she’s  enjoying  hers  elf  here,  we  are  good  to  go.  Let’s 
just  ride  this  wave.” 

This  wave  shows  no  signs  of  slowing  down.  With 
grape  varietals  being  discovered  left  and  right,  and 
as  we  tote  cans  (!)  of  the  stuff  to  the  beach,  it’s  an 
exciting  time  to  be  a  wine  drinker.  It’s  an  especially 
exciting  time  to  be  a  wine  drinker  in  Boston.  Young¬ 
er  people  are  getting  into  the  business — and  so  are 
more  women — and  their  access  to  distributors  has 
steadily  grown.  “If  you’re  a  small  restaurant  trying 
to  write  a  wine  program  in  2011,  you  probably  have  a 
similar  wine  list  to  the  person  a  couple  blocks  over,” 
says  Friel,  who  was  working  at  Oleana  at  that  time. 
More  friendly  retail  experiences  will  be  coming  to  a 
neighborhood  near  you,  with  Social  Wines  branch¬ 
ing  out  near  MIT  in  the  next  several  weeks  and 
eyeing  a  fall  opening  in  the  Seaport.  Wine’s  seeping 
into  fast-casual  places  such  as  Saloniki  and  taking 
up  valuable  draft  real  estate.  Nelson  hopes  there’ll 


be  at  least  three  wines  on  tap  at  the  next  place  chef 
Will  Gilson  opens. 

While  No.  9  Park  picked  up  Boston’s  first  James 
Beard  award  for  wine  in  2012,  this  February  the 
Butcher  Shop  was  named  a  semifinalist  in  the  same 
category.  As  was  haley.henry,  proving  you  can  take 
yourself  not  so  seriously  and  still  be  up  for  serious 
awards.  Grill  23  has  serious  awards,  too.  In  2017,  it  re¬ 
ceived  Wine  Spectator’s  Grand  Award,  given  to  fewer 
than  100  restaurants  worldwide.  From  the  outside, 
the  Back  Bay  steakhouse  and  Fortier’s  Nathalie  might 
not  seem  anything  alike.  But  they’re  working  on  a 


pop-up  together,  where  the  Grill  23  team  will  pour  a 
menu  inspired  by  its  classics  at  the  Fenway  bar. 

What  is  the  same  throughout  these  places:  They 
just  want  you  to  have  a  good  time.  ‘You  shouldn’t 
have  to  work  to  enjoy  a  glass  of  wine,”  Callahan  says. 
“When  you  sit  down  here,  you  get  a  wine  list  that’s 
100  pages.  People  are  like,  ‘I  can’t  even.’  That’s  our 
job.  We’re  going  to  get  this  down  to  three  wines  for 
you — but  I’m  going  to  need  some  information  first.” 

And  Callahan,  who  has  a  title  that  fewer  people 
hold  than  Americans  who  have  gone  to  space, 
reminds:  “It’s  just  grape  juice.”

For  Sophie  Hughes,  who’s  been  designing  jewelry  since  2009  and 
opened  her  Ore  boutique  in  2013,  it’s  the  perceived  flaws  in  this 
particular  type  of  diamond— a  smoky  gray  stunner  known  as  a  salt 
and  pepper— that  first  caught  her  eye  while  searching  through 
hundreds  of  stones  for  this  custom  18-karat  gold  engagement 
ring.  “Even  though  salt  and  pepper  diamonds  were  originally 
industry  castoffs  because  they  didn’t  fit  the  ‘flawless’  mold,  I  love 
them  because,  just  like  my  rings  reflect  the  process,  the  galaxy  of 
inclusions  in  salt  and  peppers  reveal  evidence  of  their  formation,” 
Hughes  says  of  this  ethically  sourced  stone  from  Canada.  Her 
boutique  offers  a  balance  of  ready-to-wear  and  custom  offerings, 
but  Hughes’  client,  Matt,  was  involved  in  designing  this  surprise 
for  his  bride-to-be,  Sarah.

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CAPTAIN  MARVEL  ★  V2  Love  them  or  hate 

them,  Marvel  films  have  become  as  culturally  ubiquitous  as  Coca-Cola 
or  the  color  red.  Yet  with  the  immense  critical  and  commercial  success 
of  last  year’s  Black  Panther ,  the  studio’s  first  film  with  a  predominantly 
black  cast,  it  seemed  that  Marvel  tapped  into  something  genuinely 
fresh,  far  from  the  flat  soda  rebrands  of  years  past.  Unfortunately,  Cap¬ 
tain  Marvel  doesn’t  bring  the  same  creativity  to  the  table,  instead  folding 
back  into  familiar,  oveiplayed  territory  to  tell  the  first  woman-led  story 
in  its  cinematic  universe.  Brie  Larson  stars  as  the  titular  hero,  originally 
known  as  Carol  Danvers  and  later  Vers,  a  trained  pilot  and  fighter  who 
must  navigate  her  own  memories  to  learn  how  she  got  her  powers,  who 
she  can  trust  and  who  she  really  is.  This  nonlinear  narrative  adds  inter¬ 
est  beyond  your  typical  origin  story,  but  it’s  quickly  overwhelmed  by  the 
same  shtick  that’s  in  all  these  movies — uncompelling  action  sequences, 
recycled  villains  and  flat  direction.  In  many  ways  a  spiritual  successor  to 
Guardians  of  the  Galaxy ,  the  film  is  heavy  on  ’90s  nostalgia  (Carol  rocks  a 
Nine  Inch  Nails  T-shirt  and  leather  jacket  for  a  good  portion  of  the  run¬ 
time)  and  the  decade’s  girl-power  feminism.  Larson  also  gets  some  decent 
one-liners,  but  lacks  a  sparring  partner  to  keep  up  the  energy,  because 
Samuel  L.  Jackson’s  Nick  Fury  is  too  busy  being  reverse-aged  with  CGI 
to  care.  Young  girls  deserve  to  see  themselves  represented  in  mediocre 
superhero  movies,  too — theyjust  might  have  more  fun  with  Alita:  Bat¬ 
tle  Angel.  Watch  it  at  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Seaport,

Alita:  Battle  Angel  iritir  While  languishing 
in  development  hell  for  nearly  20  years,  it  seemed  that 
Alita:  Battle  Angel  was  never  going  to  be  made.  As  an 
American  adaptation  of  the  sprawling  manga  Gunnm, 
it  required  a  writer  (James  Cameron)  who  could  pare 
down  the  script  into  something  comprehensive  yet 
simple,  a  director  (Robert  Rodriguez)  who  knew  big- 
budget  CGI  action  inside  and  out  and  truly  massive 
amounts  of  funding  to  pull  it  together — not  to  mention 
the  audience  and  timing  for  it  to  succeed  in  theaters. 
Against  all  odds,  the  movie  was  made  and  it  actually 
works.  While  previous  live-action  manga  adaptations 
like  Death  Note  and  Ghost  in  the  Shell  came  out  bloated 
and  disingenuous,  Alita:  Battle  Angel  is  fun,  fiery  and 
focused  enough  to  know  what  it’s  about.  The  titular 
Alita  (Rosa  Salazar,  under  some  uncanny  valley  motion 
capture  CGI)  is  a  disembodied  “core”  who  awakens 
with  no  memory  in  a  steampunk  future  destroyed  by  a 
great  technological  fall.  The  kindly  Dr.  Ido  (an  unusu¬ 
ally  warm  Christoph  Waltz)  finds  her  among  the  rub¬ 
ble  and  builds  her  a  new  body,  essentially  adopting  her 
as  a  surrogate  for  the  daughter  he  lost.  As  she  adapts  to 
a  new  world,  Alita  discovers  her  immense  physical  and 
mental  powers  from  a  previous  life,  all  while  falling  in

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love,  fighting  crime  and  becoming  a  professional  athlete 
in  a  sport  called  motorball.  It’s  good  popcorn  fun  with¬ 
out  a  dull  moment  in  sight,  and  the  action  sequences 
will  knock  you  out  ofyour  seat.  Bonus:  Jennifer  Con¬ 
nelly  and  Mahershala  Ali  co-star  as  some  deliciously 
stylish  villains.

Climax  ★★  GasparNoe’snevermetadrughedidn’t 
like — and  he  doesn’t  like  much  else.  In  Climax,  the 
provocateur’s  psychoactive  substance  of  choice  is 
LSD,  secretly  dripped  into  a  bowl  of  sangria  at  the 
sprawling  French  schoolhouse  where  the  film’s  dance 
troupe  is  rehearsing,  but  the  drug  may  as  well  be  lust, 
or  sin,  or  time  itself.  It’s  unfortunate  that,  despite  the 
film’s  exhilarating  dance  sequences  and  clear  aes¬ 
thetic  vision,  its  moral  and  political  stance  is  still 
vague — a  non-specific  dive  into  debauchery  and  bad¬ 
ness  that’s  full  of  Noe’s  typical  nihilism  but  lacks  an 
actual  point.  As  the  Climax  troupe  guzzles  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  sangria,  an  already  volatile  environment 
of  hormones  and  rivalries  descends  into  absolute 
chaos,  replete  with  sexual  intimidation,  child  imper- 
ilment,  murder,  incest  and  more,  but  the  film  never 
regains  the  energy  and  creativity  of  its  first  dance. 
Although  the  large  cast  of  mostly  amateur  actors  is 
introduced  through  individual  talking  heads  in  the 
film’s  intro  sequence,  it’s  hard  to  keep  track  of  who’s 
who — we  only  get  something  of  a  main  character  in 
Selva  (Sofia  Boutella),  the  group’s  choreographer.  But 
Noe  isn’t  interested  in  his  characters  as  people,  only 
as  bodies,  themes  and  images.  In  the  beginning,  the 
camera  of  cinematographer  Benoit  Debie  is  distant 
and  largely  static,  becoming  more  intrusive  and  cha¬ 
otic  as  things  go  haywire.  The  result  is  an  interesting 


visual  experiment,  but  a  tedious  and  ultimately  hol¬ 
low  one— scenes  from  other  Euro  horrors  like  Posses¬ 
sion  and  Suspiria  aren’t  so  much  referenced  as  flat-out 
recreated,  as  if  Climax  doesn’t  have  anything  new  to 
add.  Af  Kendall  Square  and  Somerville. 

Glass  ★1/2  G/ass  is  the  final  film  in  an  M.  Night 
Shyamalan  trilogy  most  don’t  even  know  exists,  begin¬ 
ning  with  2000’s  Unbreakable  and  continuing,  loosely, 
withSpKf,  a20i6hit  starringJames  McAvoyas  ahyp- 
notic  supervillain  with  24  distinct  personalities.  While 
Split  succeeded  in  ways  that  no  Shyamalan  movie 
had  in  years,  not  even  Me  Avoy  can  save  Glass  from 
thewriter/director’sworstinstincts.Despitehis  ear¬ 
nest  belief  in  the  power  of  his  heroes,  Shyamalan’s  self¬ 
seriousness  and  his  need  to  explain  himself  through  a 
clunky  script  sabotage  the  film  at  nearly  every  turn.  As 
a  result,  what  was  likely  meant  to  be  a  meditation  on  the 
genre  comes  off  more  like  alecture,  one  that  will  disap¬ 
point  most  superhero  fans  and  skeptics  alike.  Forthis 
finale,  security  guard-turned-vigilante  David  Dunn 
(Bruce  Willis)  and  his  sworn  enemy  Elijah  Price,  also 
known  as  Mr.  Glass  (Samuel  L.  Jackson)  from  Unbreak¬ 
able,  are  brought  face-to-face  with  McAvoy’s  char¬ 
ismatic  Kevin  Wendell  Crumb  from  Split,  whose 
ever-changing  personas  have  been  dubbed  The  Horde. 
When  Dunn  is  tossed  into  the  same  Philadelphia  men¬ 
tal  institution  as  Crumb  and  Price  for  delusions  of 
grandeur,  the  three  begin  testing  one  another’s  abil¬ 
ities  while  testing  the  audience’s  patience.  The  film’s 
sparse  action  scenes,  self-referential  dialogue  and 
underwhelming  twist  all  try  their  damndest  to  say 
somethinginteresting— but  while  Shyamalan  might 
thinkhe’s  flippingthe  superhero  industrial  complex  on 
its  head,  he’s  really  just  revealing  howlittle  he  seems  to 


know  about  what  the  genre  has  already  accomplished 
without  him.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway, 
Seaport,  South  Bayandin  the  suburbs. 

High  Flying  Bird  ★  ★  ★  Steven  Soderbergh 
has  made  a  basketball  movie,  and,  as  you  might  expect 
from  the  director,  there  isn’t  more  than  a  minute  ofbas- 
ketball  action  in  the  whole  film.  Instead,  High  Flying 
Bird  focuses  on  the  politics,  personalities  and  power 
structures  that  keep  the  nation’s  sexiest  sport  in  the 
hands  of  a  few  rich,  white  owners.  The  winding,  whip- 
smart  tale  follows  agent  Ray  (Andre  Holland)  as  he 
attempts  to  turn  the  tide  of  an  NBA  lockout  to  bene  - 
fit  his  young  and  hungry  star  client,  Erick  Scott  (Mel¬ 
vin  Gregg) —and  with  him,  the  rest  of  the  sport’s  young 
black  athletes.  It’s  a  story  of  money  and  mind  games, 
sure, but  don’t  expect  Ocean’s  Eleven.  High  FlyingBird  is 
much  colder,  at  times  even  clinical,  and  it’s  more  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  long-term  work  of  resistance  than  heist 
plots  and  celebrations.  Documentary-style  snippets  of 
interviews  with  real  NBA  players  add  contextual  sup- 
portwhile  fragmenting  the  narrative’s  emotional  arc. 
Writer  Tarell  Alvin  McCraney  ( Moonlight )  is  owed 
his  due  for  the  tight  script,  which  only  falters  when  its 
direct  name-drops  of  Netflix,  Twitter  and  other  digital 
media  behemoths  begin  to  overshadowthe  story.  Then 
again,  it’s  no  surprise  that  Soderbergh — who  shot  both 
High  FlyingBird  and  Unsane  entirely  on  iPhones — is  a 
bit  obsessed  with  commenting  on  our  digital  age.  Per¬ 
haps  next  time  he’ll  see  that  capturing  such  a  powerful 
film  on  the  toy  everyone  has  in  their  pocket  is  commen¬ 
tary  enough.  Streaming  on  Netflix. 

How  to  Train  Your  Dragon:  The 
Hidden  World  ★  ★  Rounding  out  the  How  to 
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Train  Your  Dragon  trilogy  is  The  Hidden  World,  an 
artfully  designedyet  poorly  written  finale  to  one  of 
DreamWorks’  most  beloved  franchises.  One  year  after 
the  death  ofhis  father,  Stoickthe  Vast  (Gerard  Butler), 
in  How  to  Train  Your  Dragon  2,  Hiccup  (Jay  Baruchel) 
is  settlinginto  his  role  as  the  young  chief  of  the  island 
Berk,  with  his  girlfriend  Astrid  (America  Ferrera), 
mother  Valka  (Cate  Blanchett)  and  dragon  Tooth¬ 
less  by  his  side.  But,  uneasy  lies  the  head  that  wears  the 
crown:  Berk  is  overpopulated  by  dragons,  and  hunter 
Grimmel  the  Grisly  (an  excellent  F.  Murray  Abraham) 
really,  really  wants  to  kill  Toothless.  From  that  point, 
the  film  begins  to  weave  together  so  many  different 
threads — including  dragons  falling  in  love,  a  quest  for 
the  titular  hidden  kingdom  and  Hiccup’s  continued 
self-doubt  as  a  leader — that  it  loses  sight  of  the  tapes¬ 
try  as  a  whole.  The  f lm’s  logic  is  often  unclear,  and  its 
insistence  on  some  rather  regressive  jokes  about  mar¬ 
riage,  sex  and  body  type  is  disappointing  and  pedes¬ 
trian,  especially  when  compared  to  the  comedy  of  the 
competing  Lego  MovMranchise.  Something  is  also  a 
bit  creepy  about  how  much  time  is  devoted  to  watch¬ 
ing  two  dragons  try  to  mate.  While  the  animation 
and  direction  of  The  Hidden  World  is  as  beautiful  as 
that  of  its  predecessors,  and  the  Viking  art  is  as  well- 
researched,  the  script  leaves  much  to  be  desired — even 
with  a  fairy  tale  ending  that  will  undoubtedly  make  you 
smile.  Watch  it  at  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common,  Fen¬ 
way,  Seaport,  South  Bay  andin  the  suburbs. 

The  Lego  Movie  2:  The  Second  Part  ★  ★  V 2 

Ahodgepodge  of  smart  comedy,  feel-good  lessons 
and  manic  rainbow  animation,  The  Lego  Movie  2 
attempts  to  color  outside  the  lines  drawn  by  its  prede¬ 
cessors — with  uneven  success.  The  film  picks  up  five 


years  after  the  events  of  The  Lego  Movie,  and  the  sunny 
town  of  Bricksburghas  transformed  into  aMadMax- 
stylewasteland^ppropriatelynamedApocalypse- 
burg,  at  the  hands  of  the  Duplo  invaders.  While  most  of 
the  citizens  have  beenhardened by  theirnewlifestyles, 
Master  Builder  Emmet  (Chris  Pratt)  is  still  the  same 
happy-go-lucky  everymanhe’s  been  since  day  one.  He’s 
even  built  a  suburban  paradise  for  his  edgy  girlfriend, 
Lucy  (Elizabeth  Banks),  but  she’s  appropriately  critical 
ofhis  inability  to  read  the  room  and  get  with  the  times. 
Soon,  Emmet’s  short-sightedness  gets  Lucy  and  their 
friends  captured  by  the  Duplo  gang,  and  it  takes  a  lot  of 
soul-searching,  musical  numbers  and  an  elaborate  res¬ 
cue  mission  to  get  them  back.  The  movie  is  well  aware 
of  the  dangers  of  sequels,  announcing  them  left  and 
right  with  a  wink  and  a  nod,  and  yet  it  pales  in  compar¬ 
ison  to  its  remarkable  predecessors  by  Phil  Lord  and 
Christopher  Miller.  In  particular,  the  skewering  of  the 
Chris  Pratt-inspired  character  Rex  Dangervest  falls 
flat  when  considered  next  to  the  incredibly  funny  and 
emotionally  rich  look  at  the  toxic  masculinity  of  Bruce 
Wayne  in  2017’s  The  Lego  Batman  Movie.  With  the  bar 
set  so  high,  underperforming  is  far  from  failure — The 
SecondPartis  still  atestament  to  the  creativity  that 
has  blessedbig-budget  animation  and  children’s  pro¬ 
gramming  in  recent  years — but  everything  can’t  be 
awesome  forever.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common, 
Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs. 

Serenity  ★  Like  so  many  midwinter  releases  that 
are  suspiciously  under-advertised  despite  high-profile 
casts,  Serenity  is  an  awful  film — one  that  was  rightfully 
buried.  Yet  unlike  most  of  these  flops,  Steven  Knight’s 
take  on  the  neo-noir,  which  hinges  on  a  wild,  out-of- 
left-field  twist  that  I  dare  not  spoil,  at  least  gives  you 


something  to  think  about.  Starring  a  half-naked  Mat¬ 
thew  McConaughey  as  an  Ahab-like  fishing  boat  cap¬ 
tain  named  Baker  Dill  and  a  deliciously  melodramatic 
Anne  Hathaway  as  his  vengeful  ex-wife,  Karen,  Seren¬ 
ity  operates  more  like  a  meta  movie-within-a-movie 
than  something  that’s  in  theaters  this  very  moment. 
The  dialogue  is  cliched,  its  characters  puppets  and  the 
costumes  and  island  setting  are  vague  at  best.  Bak¬ 
er’s  white  whale  is  a  tuna  named  Justice,  if  that  gives 
you  a  sense  ofwhat  we’re  workingwith.  It’s  challeng¬ 
ing  to  understand  how  much  of  this  “badness”  is  actu¬ 
ally  intentional — post- twist,  some  things  start  to  add 
up,  while  others  fall  apart.  Perhaps  someday  it  will  rise 
from  the  ashes  as  a  camp  classic,  but  as  it  stands,  Seren¬ 
ity’s  fleeting  moments  of  fun  absurdity  and  hammy 
performances  aren’t  enough  to  make  up  for  the  odd, 
uncomfortable  flatness  that  defines  the  rest  of  the 
film.  You  can  try  to  enjoy  it  as  a  sort  ofbad  fun,  but  its 
treacly,  earnest  conclusion  implores  you  to  take  it  seri¬ 
ously,  and  that’s  a  request  almost  everyone  will  find 
impossible  to  fulfill.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common, 
Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs. 

Velvet  Buzzsaw  ★  Dan  Gilroy  directs  Jake  Gyl- 
lenhaal  as  an  unhinged,  self-obsessed  profiteer  who 
circles  LA  like  a  vulture  in  this  excellent,  high-stakes 
drama.  Wait,  sorry,  that  was  2014’s  Nightcrawler — this 
is  Velvet  Buzzsaw,  Gilroy’s  latest  venture  that  proves 
lightning  doesn’t  strike  twice.  The  writer/director 
trades  the  paparazzi  and  thrills  for  art  dealers  and 
hacky  satirical  horror —  and  where  Nightcrawler  made 
your  skin  crawl,  Velvet  Buzzsaw  will  simply  make  you 
yawn.  Gyllenhaal  stars  as  the  absurdly  named  Morf 
Vanderwalt ,  an  icy,  unfulfilled  art  critic  whose  hob¬ 
bies  include  writing  in  the  nude  and  blathering  on 
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burden  of  critique.  When  his  newfling,  Josephina 
(Zawe  Ashton),  discovers  piles  of  shocking  origi¬ 
nal  artwork  in  her  newly  dead  neighbor’s  apart¬ 
ment,  Morf  and  gallery  owner  Rhodora  Haze  (Rene 
Russo)  decide  to  turn  a  pretty  profit  by  display- 
ingand  auctioning  off  the  collection.  Murderous 
haunting  ensues.  While  the  pulpy,  by-the-num- 
bers  horror  of  the  film’s  second  half  has  the  poten¬ 
tial  to  be  something  awfully  fun,  Ve/vefBuzzsaw’s 
overwritten  and  unfocused  script  sucks  the  joy 
out  of  even  the  most  ridiculous  of  deaths.  The  tal¬ 
ents  of  some  truly  remarkable  actors,  including 
Toni  Collette,  John  Malkovich  and  Daveed  Diggs, 
are  lost  to  monotonous  pseudo-intellectual  dia¬ 
logue.  Malkovich  suffers  particular  cruelty  as  Piers, 
an  abstract  artist  who  the  film  suggests  is  no  longer 
valuable  because  he  finally  got  sober.  Ashton  gets 
some  killer  outfits,  and  Gyllenhaal  knows  howto 
read  a  line,  but  that’s  about  it  in  the  way  of  successes.

OUT  OF 
LEFT  FIELD 

I  SUPPOSE  EACH  GENERATION  OF  RED 

Sox  fans  has  a  left  fielder  they  grew 
up  with  in  Boston.  For  decades,  the 
Green  Monster  and  the  outfielders 
who  patrolled  it — Ted  Williams,  Jim 
Rice  and  Yaz — were  often  equal  in  lore.  For 
me,  one  of  those  players  was  Mike  Green- 
well.  The  Gator  nearly  won  an  MVP  award 
in  1988,  losing  only  to  the  roided-up  Jose 
Canseco.  Aside  from  his  headfirst  slides 
and  first-pitch  swings,  there  was  a  lot  to  like 
about  Greenwell.  Now,  it  seems  the  Sox  have 
plucked  another  star  left  fielder  not  too  far 
from  where  Greenwell  grew  up  in  Louis¬ 
ville.  Our  cover  subject,  Andrew  Benintendi, 
might  not  have  the  same  penchant  for  auto 
racing  or  fashion  that  Greenwell  had,  but  his 
career  is  off  to  nearly  as  hot  a  start.  The  Ohio 
native  opens  up  about  his  hair,  keeping  a  low 
profile  and  his  love  for  a  sport  other  than 
baseball.  And  while  Benintendi  prepares 
to  receive  his  World  Series  ring,  we  caught 
up  with  another  piece  of  Red  Sox-related 
hardware:  The  World  Series  trophy — or 
should  we  say  trophies. 

But  if  you’re  interested  in  a  different  kind 
of  green  than  you  find  in  an  outfield,  check 
out  our  article  on  how  new  Boston  buildings 
are  dealing  with  climate  change.  One  cutting- 
edge  development  that’s  generating  atten¬ 
tion  for  a  different  reason  is  Lovejoy  Wharf, 
where  Julia  Aparicio  has  the  deets  on  the 
recently  opened  Night  Shift  Brewing.  The 
brewery  is  attempting  to  get  into  the  coffee 
business  after  killing  it  with  its  beer  for  the 
past  few  years.  And  speaking  of  killing  it,  if 
you’re  a  fan  of  HBO’s  Barry,  a  dark  comedy 
about  a  hit  man,  you’ll  want  to  check  out 
Jonathan  Soroff’s  interview  with  Anthony 
Carrigan,  who  plays  N0H0  Hank  on  the 
series.  The  second  season  of  the  show  pre¬ 
mieres  on  March  31— just  a  few  hours  after 
Benintendi  and  the  Sox  should  be  wrapping 
up  their  season-opening  series  in  Seattle. 
Sounds  like  a  pretty  nice  little  Sunday.

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The  nine  residences  at  3, 4  &  5  Joy  Street  are  set  within  three  thoughtfully  restored 
Federal  Era  townhouses  designed  to  otter  a  classic,  yet  modern  Beacon  Hill  home. 
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The  city’s  hottest  party  guest  has  held  that  title 
during  the  past  decade  and  a  half  for  good  rea¬ 
son.  It’s  nearly  always  on  time.  It  arrives  with  a 
couple  of  expected  guests.  It  keeps  everyone 
in  line.  It  attracts  selfie  seekers.  And  it  exists  as 
the  life  of  the  party  without  drinking  all  your 
wine  or  eating  all  your  food. 

When  it  arrived  on  the  scene  nearly  15  years 
ago,  the  Red  Sox  World  Series  trophy  drew 
thousands  of  fans  during  its  hundreds  of  stops. 
Now,  it’s  one  of  four  silver  beauties  that  travel 
as  a  symbol  of  Red  Sox  dominance  in  the  21st 
century,  the  latest  member  stilt  in  its  infancy 
after  Boston’s  record-breaking  2018  season. 
Coming  off  that  championship,  the  Sox  have 
already  gotten  more  than  100  requests  for 
appearances,  meaning  there  will  be  two  or 
three  trips  per  day  to  nursing  homes,  schools 
or  fundraising  dinners. 

“Any  time  we  win,  we  want  to  celebrate  with  as 
many  fans  as  possible,”  says  Red  Sox  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  marketing  and  broadcasting  Colin  Burch, 
who  scheduled  the  tour  for  the  2004  trophy.  “In 
2004,  when  we  went  around,  I’m  not  sure  there 
was  a  dry  eye.  And  you  still  see  a  similar  joy  in 
2007, 2013  and  2018.  There’s  an  intergenerational 
aspect  to  baseball,  and  I  thi nk  that  spirit  lives 
among  the  four  trophies  in  a  unique  way.” 


After  the  first  title  in  86  years,  the  2004 
trophy  had  a  headline-generating  tour  that’s 
unmatched  since.  When  Red  Sox  officials  took 
it  on  a  ferry  to  Gosnold  before  helicopter¬ 
ing  it  back  to  the  mainland  on  June  24, 2005, 
it  marked  the  last  of  all  351  cities  and  towns  in 
Massachusetts  the  trophy  had  toured— as  well 
as  13  other  states.  To  fulfill  that  commitment  to 
visit  every  town  in  the  state,  Burch  would  sched¬ 
ule  five  or  six  stops  a  day  in  Western  Mass.,  even 
staying  the  night  with  the  Tiffany  treasure  at  a 
hotel  to  avoid  unnecessary  mileage. 

“At  that  point,  the  trophy  was  like  seeing 
God.  It  was  something  they  never  thought  they 
would  see  in  their  lifetimes,”  says  John  McDer¬ 
mott,  a  supervisor  with  the  Red  Sox  security 
staff,  who’s  been  accompanying  the  spoils  since 
2004.  “Every  place  we  visited,  we’d  be  seeing 
more  than  1,000  people  in  the  course  of  a  couple 
of  hours.  And  a  large  number  of  them  had  pic¬ 
tures  of  loved  ones  who  had  died  and  had  never 
seen  it.” 

Despite  the  smaller  crowds  these  days,  the 
sight  of  the  trophy  still  evokes  plenty  of  emo¬ 
tion.  McDermott  recalls  how  the  marathon 
bombing  survivors  bonded  with  the  2013  ver¬ 
sion,  and  that  piece  of  hardware  also  helped 
invigorate  a  hospice  patient  during  a  visit  in 


2014.  The  2018  trophy  has  already  had  a  similar 
effect  on  at  least  one  man. 

“We  brought  it  by  a  senior  citizens  home  and 
one  of  the  guys  was  laying  in  bed  with  it,”  says 
Dan  Lyons,  who  now  coordinates  the  schedule 
for  the  Sox.  “It  was  one  week  before  he  died,  so 
it  was  one  of  the  last  memories  for  him.” 

Whether  it’s  arriving  at  a  VFW  post  or  at  a 
hospital  to  cheer  up  Jimmy  Fund  patients,  the 
trophy  always  travels  incognito— zipped  up  in 
a  bag.  One  Red  Sox  ambassador  and  a  secu¬ 
rity  member  accompany  each  trophy,  so  with 
four  now— on  the  rare  occasion  that  they’re 
together— it’s  a  two-vehicle  trip.  After  the  2018 
trophy  spent  most  of  spring  training  in  Florida, 
it  faces  a  busy  start  of  the  season  back  in  Bos¬ 
ton.  But  it’s  already  more  well-traveled  than 
some  of  its  brethren:  Manager  Alex  Cora  took  it 
to  Puerto  Rico  soon  after  the  Sox  victory,  mark¬ 
ing  the  first  time  a  Sox  trophy  stopped  there. 
And  it  soon  got  to  work  doing  what  it  does  best: 
Lifting  spirits  on  the  hurricane-ravaged  island. 

“Each  trophy  for  a  year  or  so  is  the  new  kid 
on  the  block  and  brings  a  rush  of  excitement,” 
McDermott  says.  “But  more  than  anything, 
they’re  healing.  They  cure  what  ails  you.  People 
forget  about  other  things  and  take  pleasure  in 
this.”  /  Matt  Martinelli

SINCE  ITS  BEGINNINGS  IN  2012,  NlGHT 
Shift  Brewing  has  seen  many  itera¬ 
tions,  from  its  flagship  taproom  in 
Everett  to  the  Owl’s  Nest  beer  garden 
on  the  Esplanade.  The  company  is  now 
setting  down  year-round  roots  in  Boston  proper 
with  its  recently  opened  full-service  spot  in  Love¬ 
joy  Wharf,  where  founders  Michael  Oxton,  Mike 
O’Mara  and  Rob  Burns  are  also  brewing  a  new 
type  of  beverage:  Coffee. 

“There’s  so  much  crossover  between  coffee 
and  beer,”  Oxton  says  of  the  addition  of  Night 
Shift  Roasting.  “There’s  all  sorts  of  intricacies  to 
it  and,  from  our  perspective,  we’re  already  offer¬ 
ing  the  night-shift  beverage,  let’s  go  after  the 
morning-shift  beverage  as  well.  Morning  and 
night,  we  have  you  covered.” 


Open  daily  for  lunch  and  dinner,  the  kitchen 
serves  shareable  plates  such  as  a  Reuben  flatbread 
topped  with  sauerkraut,  black  pastrami,  mozza¬ 
rella,  red  onions  and  a  creamy  drizzle  made  from  the 
Morph  IPA.  There’s  also  sandwiches,  like  the  Brew¬ 
er’s  Brat  featuring bratwurst,  sauteed  onions,  pep¬ 
pers  and  a  spicy  beer  slaw  piled  on  a  roll,  as  well  as 
salads,  including  the  goddess  bowl,  a  mixture  of  qui- 
noa,  purple  potatoes,  avocado,  candy  cane  beets, 
carrots  andaPfaffenheck  pilsner-based  vinaigrette. 
Spearheaded  by  production  manager  Anna  Jobe, 
the  beer  program  boasts  a  10  -barrel  brewing  system 
with  an  emphasis  on  experimental,  small-batch  suds 
and  a  taproom  with  30  lines  proffering  options  such 
as  the  Darkling  2019  stout  and  Nite  Lite  lager. 

“We  looked  atwhatwas  in  this  neighborhood  and 
what  we  could  add  that  didn’t  really  exist,”  Oxton 


says.  “I  thinkwe’re  offering  creative  twists  on  some 
familiar  comfort  items  at  really  affordable  prices.” 

With  capacity  for  400,  the  space  features 
Oktoberfest-style  tables,  as  well  as  decor  such 
as  a  giant  neon  owl,  a  wall  of  aluminum  cans  and 
a  6,ooo-square-foot  mural  by  local  artist  James 
Weinberg  featuring  a  hand  toasting  a  drink  and 
sporting  a  watch  stopped  at  4:36 — the  exact  time 
the  company  ended  its  first  brew  session  in  2012. 
During  the  warmer  months,  visitors  can  sit  on  the 
80-seat  patio  looking  out  at  the  Zakim  Bridge  and 
enjoy  coffee  and  pastries  from  chef  Lira  Mondal — 
formerly  of  Bistro  du  Midi,  Grill  23,  Oleana  and 
Sofra. 

“You  can  try  coffee  made  by  us,  beer  made  by  us 
and  food  made  by  us,  all  within  a  single  location,” 
Oxton  says.  “I  think  that’s  super  exciting.” 


Good  Eats:  French  Twist 


Named  after  the  same  French  author  portrayed  on  the  silver  screen  last  year  by 
Keira  Knightley,  Colette  Wine  Bistro  opened  in  February  in  the  Porter  Square  Hotel. 
The  petite  sister  of  Frenchie  Wine  Bistro,  Colette  pens  its  own  story  with  dishes  such 
as  the  wild  mushroom  vol  au  vent.  “  ‘Vol  au  vent’  means  fly  with  the  wind,  because 
this  dish  is  very  light,”  says  Sandrine  Rossi,  who  along  with  Loi'c  Le  Garrec  co-owns 
the  South  End  restaurant  and  this  Cambridge  spot— which  takes  poetic  license  with 
classic  French  dishes  by  infusing  Italian  flavors.  We  say  oui  to  this  dish  that  features 
thin  layers  of  puff  pastry  filled  with  roasted  crimini,  oyster  and  shiitake  mushrooms 
that  are  blended  with  a  porcini  cream  ./Nathan  Tavares

WHAT  WAS  THE  INSPIRATION  FOR  THE

and  VR  lately  for  another  purpose.  We  started 
talking,  and  ICON  was  very  engaged  with  the 
exhibition  that  we  have,  Nature's  Nation,  that 
invites  visitors  to  the  museum  to  think  about 
the  representation  of  landscapes  in  American 
art  through  an  environmental  lens.

hand-in-microphonewith  songs. 
During  the  20th  century — and  the 
start  of  the  21st  century — these  issues 
included  organized  labor,  women’s  and 
civil  rights,  the  environment,  gay  pride,  im  migra¬ 
tion,  nukes  and  the  coddled  1  percent.  In  his  latest 
book,  Which  SideAreYou  On?  20th  Century  Amer¬ 
ican  History  in  100  Protest  Songs,  frequent  Boston 
Globe  contributor  James  Sullivan  writes  a  detailed 
history  of  these  blazing  movements  and  the  songs 
that  join  in,  making  us  long  for  the  music. 

After  the  lynching  of  two  black  men  in  1937,  Abel 
Meeropol  wrote  “Strange  Fruit”  against  Jim  Crow 
segregation,  picturing  bloody  hanged  bodies.  As 
hundreds  of  anti-war  protesters  at  Kent  State  Uni¬ 
versity  fought  with  the  National  Guard  who  killed 
four  students,  Neil  Young’s  “Ohio”  highlighted  the 
irony  that  one  warvirtuallybrought  on  another:  “Tin 
soldiers  and  Nixon’s  comin.’  ”  And  as  gay  men  riot¬ 


ing  at  the  Stonewall  Inn  colorfully  demanded  their 
rights,  songs  of  celebration  and  defiance  like  “My 
Forbidden  Lover”  cast  off  the  old  secrecy  among  gays. 

In  1963,  the  Rev.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.’s  March 
on  Washington  brought  250,000  people — 80  per¬ 
cent  black — to  where  then-lovers  Joan  Baez  and 
Bob  Dylan  sang.  They  had  their  ownmusical  dream. 
Sullivan  educates  us  on  ajukebox’s  worth  of  songs 
with  many  more  tidbits  as  well,  bringing  the  beats 
along  the  way. 

From  page  152 :  Some  protest  songs  have  collective 
justicein  mind;  others  are  sparked  from  morepersonal 
resentments.  The  British  musician  Graham  Nash  was 
moved  to  write  “Immigration  Man,”  a  frustrated  rant 
about  border  control,  when  he  found  himself  on  the 
receiving  end  of  a  minor  incidence  of  what  he  found  to 
be  unfair  treatment.  After  performingin  Vancouver  in 
early  1970  with  Crosby,  Stills,  Nash  &  Young,  Nash  was 
briefly  detained  while  passing  through  customs  to  return 
toCalifornia.  The  singer,  who  would  become  a  UScitizen 
someyears  later,  felt  hewas  singled  out  by  a  border  patrol 
officer  because  ofhis  British  accent.  “Itinfuriatedme.”  ♦

THERE  BE  DRAGONS! 


COME  SPRING.  THERE'S  MANY  REASONS  WHYTHE  NORTH  RULES 


WHEN  PLANNING  A  SPRING 

getaway,  New  Englanders  too 
often  contemplate  going  south 
or  west.  But  if  you  look  north, 
just  under  a  thousand  miles 
away,  is  the  Canadian  province  of  Newfoundland 
and  Labrador.  Offhand,  the  most  that  your  aver¬ 
age  Joe  knows  about  it  is  that  two  breeds  of  large 
dogs  come  from  there,  or  possibly  that  it’s  the  set¬ 
ting  for  the  smash  musical  Come  From  Away,  about 
the  town  of  Gander,  where  residents  welcomed 
stranded  air  travelers  after  Sept.  11. 

What  few  people  know — but  more  are 
discovering — is  that  a  visit  in  May  or  June  offers 
a  privileged  glimpse  at  a  unique  landscape  awak¬ 
ening  after  a  long  winter’s  nap.  And  with  one  of  the 
world’s  mostbuzzed-about  luxury  inns,  unforget¬ 
table  culinary  experiences  and  some  of  the  friend¬ 
liest  people  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  you’ve 
got  a  destination  that’s  off  the  well-beaten,  palm- 
tree-lined  path. 

Even  with  as-the-crow-flies  proximity,  it’s  not 
particularly  convenient  or  easy  to  get  there.  To 
reach  the  southernmost  and  largest  city,  St.  John, 
you  have  to  connect  through  Toronto,  Montreal  or 
Halifax,  andfrom  there,  it’s  another  hour’s  flight 


to  Gander, gateway  to  the  islands  along  “Iceberg 
Alley,”  off  the  northern  coast.  Another  hour’s  drive 
brings  you  to  Farewell,  from  which  the  45-minute 
ferry  ride  to  Fogo  Island  departs. 

It’s  no  wonder  that  Fogo  Island  is  home  to  Brim¬ 
stone  Head— a  giant  rock  outcropping  that  some 
flat-earthers  consider  to  be  the  metaphorical  edge 
of  the  world.  There’s  a  frozen-in-time  feeling,  and 
anyone  who’s  ever  read  or  seen  The ShippingNews 
won’t  be  surprised  to  learn  that  the  local  radio 
reports  at  length  on  topics  like  hockey  scores  and 
what  cruise  ships  have  docked  in  St.  John. 

In  this  remote  spot,  cantilevered  overthe  rocks, 
is  the  Fogo  Island  Inn.  A  holy  grail  for  intrepid  art 
and  design  fans,  the  hotel  is  a  masterpiece  of  mod¬ 
ern  architecture  and  a  world-class  property — its  29 
rooms  decorated  with  locally  handmade  furniture 
and  quilts,  ultra-contemporary  bathrooms  with 
an  old  navigational  poem  etched  into  the  tiles,  and 
custom  wallpaper,  all  in  an  updated  Newfoundland 
vernacular  of  bright  colors  and  dizzying  patterns. 

The  inn  is  the  brainchild  of  Zita  Cobb,  a  Fogo 
native  who  moved  to  Alberta  and  made  a  fortune 
in  tech.  Since  the  collapse  of  the  fisheries  in  the 
1990s,  the  island’s  livelihood  had  all  but  disap¬ 
peared,  and  to  breathe  new  life  into  her  dying 
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community,  Cobb  founded  the  Shorefast  Foun¬ 
dation,  a  nonprofit  that  owns  and  operates  the 
inn,  as  well  as  an  artist-in-residence  program 
that  has  five  startlingly  modern  studios  scat¬ 
tered  across  the  island. 

The  staff  is  welcomi  ng  as  are  the  locals,  who 
are  happy  to  show  guests  around  and  may  even 
bring  visitors  into  theirhomes  for  a  traditional 
lunch.  On  agentle  hike  to  a  statue  commemo¬ 
rating  the  now-extinct  great  auk,  an  islander 
will  explain  the  three  types  of  icebergs:  icebergs 
(chunks  the  size  of  city  blocks  that  generally  stay 
offshore),  bergy  bits  (chunks  small  enough  to 
use  for  refrigeration)  and  growlers  (smallerand 
named  for  the  noise  they  make  as  air  trapped 
inside  for  20,oooyears  escapes).  The  inn’s  chef 
will  take  guests  foraging  for  berries  and  other 
botanicals  that  contribute  to  the  local  cuisine, 
and  later  on  at  the  bar,  you  can  have  a  vodka  with 
ice  cubes  carved  from  a  bergy  bit,  before  enjoying 
a  crab  feast  fit  for  Poseidon. 

After  bidding  the  Fogo  Islanders  a  fond  farewell, 
a  short  ferry  ride  will  take  you  to  the  less  developed , 
even  sleepier  spot  known  as  Change  I  slands.  For 
anyone  who  craves  an  escape  from  even  the  most 
rudimentary  man-made  noise,  an  overnight  will 
provide  the  best  night’s  sleep  ofyour  life,  and  while 
there  isn’t  a  tremendous  amount  to  do  besides  hik¬ 
ing  and  admiringthe  absurdly  picturesque  scen¬ 
ery,  there  is  a  quirky  little  place  called  the  Olde 
Shoppe  Museum  that  displays  everything  from 
old  tobacco  tins  to  historically  significant  artifacts, 
while  the  Newfoundland  Pony  Sanctuary  rewards 
visitors  with  an  up-close  glimpse  of  acritically 
endangered  horse  breed. 

Another  ferry  and  another  hour’s  drive  west 
brings  you  to  the  comparatively  bustling  metrop¬ 
olis  of  Twillingate,  a  fishing  port  with  a  certain 
hardscrabble  charm  and  quirky  attractions  like 
the  Auk  Island  Winery,  where  they  use  berries 
to  make  wine,  and  the  New  World  Island  Dinner 
Theatre,  an  unapologetically  hokey  but  hilarious 
variety  act  where  you  can  see  and  hear  the  quint¬ 
essential  Newfoundland  musical  instrument: 
the  ugly  stick  (look  it  up). 

However,  the  absolute  must-do  is  to  book  an 
evening  with  Experience  Twillingate.  Charming 
local  chef  and  artist  Crystal  Anstey,  an  acolyte  of 
the  famed  Argentinian  chef  Francis  Mallmann, 
meets  guests  at  the  clapboard  church  and  leads  a 
lovely  walk  to  Back  Cove  Beach.  There,  she’ll  pre¬ 
pare  a  four-course  dinner  over  an  open  fire,  while 
an  epic  sun  sets  over  the  water  and  the  wine  stays 
cool  in  a  tidal  pool.  Her  company  is  as  delightful 
as  her  cooking,  and  the  opportunity  to  picnic  in  a 
place  where  the  old  maps  might  have  said,  “There 
be  dragons!”  is  intoxicating. 

After  suffering  through  the  depredations  of  a 
long  Boston  winter,  there’s  somethinginvigorat- 
ing  about  going  to  a  place  where  people  have  to 
worry  about  wandering  polarbears,  as  opposed  to 
Commuter  Rail  delays.  And  the  exuberance  with 
which  Newfoundlanders  embrace  their  spring  is 
infectious;  it’s  one  nice  last  breath  of  cool  air  to 
enjoy  before  the  dog  days  of  summer.  ♦

Walk  around  The  Boulevard— a  new  condo  tower 
along  the  Rose  Fitzgerald  Kennedy  Greenway— and 
you  might  think  you're  looking  at  a  few  different  build¬ 
ings.  That's  because  the  curious  12-story  tower  looks 
different  from  every  angle. 

From  one  side,  the  place  appears  as  a  traditional 
brick  building  that’s  fused  to  the  former  Littlest  Bar, 
a  famed  Federal-style  landmark.  From  another  side, 
it's  a  leaning  glassy  tower.  And  from  yet  another,  a 
pattern  of  panes  bound  by  a  metal  grid  that  at  sunset 
shimmers  like  rose  gold. 

“We  have  all  this  brick  around  here,”  says  architect 
Ellen  Anselone.  "But  we  didn't  want  to  do  brick.” 

Instead,  Anselone  and  her  team  at  Finegold 
Alexander  Architects  used  a  collage  of  prefabricated 
panels  that  wraps  around  a  polygonal  frame  of  post¬ 
tension  concrete.  The  result  is  a  building  that  feels 
contemporary  yet  textured,  tactful  yet  sparkling. 

For  those  with  the  means  to  live  inside.  The  Boule¬ 
vard  is  all  luxury.  The  bright  white  condos  come  with 
spectacular  views,  open  layouts  and  some  hefty 
price  tags.

THE  PROPERTIES  YOU  HANDLE- 
THE  OTIS  HOUSE,  THE  LYMAN

CROCKER  HOUSE  IN  YARMOUTH 
PORT-WERE  ALL  BUILT  DURING 
PAUL  REVERE’S  LIFETIME.  That’s  a 
very  good  point,  it’s  not  so  much  the 
history,  specifically,  of  any  one  house, 
but  it's  the  history  of  Boston  over  time. 

DO  YOU  HAVE  A  FAVORITE?  There  are 

different  things  about  each  that  I  love. 

The  Otis  House  has  a  great  Federal  his¬ 
tory  and  it’s  a  great  segue  into  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Boston.  .  The  Lyman  Estate  in 
Waltham  was  a  country  estate.  It  has  gar¬ 
dens  and  a  greenhouse. ...  And  Winslow 
Crocker  is  really  a  collections  house— the 
original  owner  was  an  antiques  collector. 

HOW  MUCH  ARE  THE  NEGLECTED, 

BUT  CRITICAL,  SERVANTS’  QUARTERS 
DISCUSSED  DURING  TOURS?  The  chal¬ 
lenge  is  that  the  servants’  quarters  are 
difficult  to  get  to.  But  the  kitchens,  for 
example,  are  a  great  opportunity,  with 
the  back  stairs,  to  tell  those  stories. 

THE  GROPIUS  HOUSE  IS  HAVING  A 
MOMENT  ALONGSIDE  BAUHAUS. 
WHAT  MAKES  IT  SO  INTERESTING? 

It  is  different  architecturally.  Walter  Gro¬ 
pius  was  the  founder  of  the  Bauhaus 
movement  in  Germany,  and  when  things 
got  politically  uncomfortable  in  Europe 
he  came  here. ...  It's  definitely  that  Bau¬ 
haus  aesthetic,  but  he’s  woven  in  so  many 
of  the  traditional  New  England  architec¬ 
tural  elements.  The  curved  staircases 
are  Bauhaus  in  design,  but  not  unlike  a  lot 
of  the  stairs  in  our  Federal  mansions.

CAMBRIDGE’S  5  SPICES  HOUSE  KILLS  WITH  UN  APOLOGETICALLY  TRADITIONAL  SICHUAN  FARE 


Life  has  been  good  lately  to  local 
lovers  of  Sichuan  fare,  with  dozens 
of  new  spots  popping  up  everywhere 
from  Chinatown  to  the  distant  suburbs. 
Bostonians  are  learning  to  adore  the 
cuisine’s  signature  fiery  hot  and  numbing  “mala” 
spicing  made  from  chili  peppers  and  Sichuan  pep¬ 
percorns.  Further,  the  Sichuan  spicy  dry  pot  trend 
that  overran  Asia  a  fewyears  ago  has  spread  here, 
too.  So  it’s  thrilling  to  uncover  another  fantastic 
traditional  Sichuan  outpost,  Central  Square’s  new 
5  Spices  House,  which  builds  on  the  excellence  of 
its  eponymous  Chinatown  sibling  and  adds  justly- 
trendy  spicy  dry  pot  to  the  mix. 

Tackling  5  Spices ’long  menu  is  a  daunting 
challenge  we  lustily  embraced,  sampling  a  cou¬ 
ple  dozen  dishes.  It’s  useful  to  remember  that  not 
every  Sichuan  dish  will  stun  you  with  numbing 
heat:  There  is  plenty  of  tasty  mildness  to  alternate 
with  the  fire-breathers.  For  every  dish  like  Sich¬ 
uan  wontons  with  red  chili  sauce  ($7) — small, 
tender,  pork-filled,  steamed  wonton  wrappers 
resting  in  a  pool  of  ferociously  mala  chili  oil  and 
larded  with  crushed  peanuts — there’s  a  gentle 
trio  of  doughy,  pan-fried  pork  buns  ($7),  or  the 
doughnut-like  fried  sweetness  of  red  bean  paste- 


filled  pumpkin  cakes  ($6),  or  the  faint  dried- 
shrimp  funkiness  of  chive  pies  ($7).  Cucumberwith 
house  spicy  sauce  ($7)  evokes  Korean  kimchi  pick¬ 
ling,  while  steamed  pork  with  garlic  ($9)  presents 
an  eye-catching  queue  of  uncured,  thin-sliced 
pork  belly  wrapped  around  shredded  cukes  and 
scallions  with  another  boatload  of  oily,  fiery  mala 
sauce.  But  you  can  cool  those  off  with  a  big  share¬ 
able  bowl  of  West  Lake  beef  chowder  ($9),  with 
its  soothing,  clear,  lightly  cornstarch-thickened 
broth  floating  ground  beef,  tofu  cubes  and  fresh 
cilantro.  These  starters  aren’t  all  home  runs: 
Spicy  edamame  ($6)  and  salt-and-pepper  crispy 
chicken  ($8)  err  on  the  side  ofblandness,  and 
some  patrons  will  be  put  off  by  the  oiliness  of  fiery 
dan  dan  noodles  ($8)  despite  a  delectable  crown 
of  minced  pork. 

It’s  harder  to  find  misses  among  the  larger 
plates,  like  gently  spicy  foil-wrapped  pork  ($14) 
with  peanuts,  pickled  peppers  and  cilantro,  and 
perfectly  mild  sizzling-style  chicken  ($14)  with 
tomatoes,  mushrooms  and  fresh  bamboo  shoots 
for  ladling  over  crispy  rice  cakes.  Cumin-style 
lamb  ($17)  brings  both  eye-popping  mala  heat 
(pick  out  the  dried  red  chilies,  don’t  eat  them)  and 
a  brilliant  dusting  of  dried  cumin,  recalling 


the  Muslim  roots  of  some  Sichuan  dishes.  We 
use  Sichuan-style  double-cooked  pork  ($14)  as  a 
benchmark  for  the  cuisine,  and  5  Spices  does  our 
favorite  local  version,  its  uncured  bacon  and  copi¬ 
ous  leeks  pulled  together  by  a  finely  balanced,  not- 
overwhelmingmala  sauce.  Tea-smoked  duck 
($17)  is  a  bargain  with  half  of  a  crisp-skinned,  only 
faintly  smoky  roasted  duck.  Sichuan  braised  beef 
noodle  soup  ($11),  another  hallmark  dish,  brings 
lovely  five-spice  complexity  with  strong  notes  of 
star  anise  and  ginger  in  its  heady  broth,  loaded 
with  big  cubes  of  tender,  fatty  chuck. 

Vegetable  dishes  include  a  picture-pretty  fan 
of  baby  bok  choy  around  black  mushrooms  ($13) 
in  a  mild,  glutinous  sauce.  Pea  pod  stems  with 
garlic  ($15)  stand  as  a  classic,  simple,  spring-fresh 
mess  of  greens. 

Dry-sauteed  string  bean  and  bamboo  tip  ($11) 
offers  the  revelation  that  is  fresh  bamboo  shoots 
to  folks  raised  on  American-Chinese  fare,  lightly 
punched  up  with  hot  spices.  Mapo  tofu  ($11) 
offers  another  best-in-class  version  of  a  signa¬ 
ture  Sichuan  dish,  the  soupy  stew  of  cubed  soft 
tofu  with  a  bit  of  ground  pork  and  insistent,  oily 
mala  heat. 

If  you  haven’t  tried  Sichuan  spicy  dry  pot, 

5  Spices  is  a  superb  place  to  start.  The  drill  is  to 
approach  the  buffet-like  case  up  front  and  point 
at  various  ingredients.  Veggies,  mushrooms,  tofu 
and  noodles  are  weighed  at  $10  per  pound,  meat 
and  seafood  at  $14  per  pound.  Specify  your  heat 
preference  from  zero  to  four.  Our  roughly  two- 
pound  dry  pot  anchored  a  dinner  for  four  at  $26; 
we  chose  shiitakes,  wood  ear,  spongy  frozen  tofu 
triangles,  lotus  root  slices,  insanely  chewy  kon- 
jak  noodles,  quail  eggs,  whole  shrimp,  flounder 
pieces  and  thin  slices  of  beef  and  lamb.  We  quickly 
grasped  why  close  to  100  percent  of  customers 
here  order  dry  pot:  It’s  delicious,  endlessly  vari¬ 
able,  a  great  bargain  and,  unlike  its  soupier  cousin 
Chinese  hot  pot,  the  kitchen  does  all  the  work — 
and  never  overcooks  anything. 

The  beverages  include  some  dreadful,  ickily 
sweet  Tiki  cocktails  ($8)  laced  with  cheap¬ 
tasting  rum,  a  few  plonky,  barely  passable  wines 
($8,  glass;  $30,  bottle),  food-friendly  and  refresh¬ 
ing  Asian  beers  like  TsingTao  ($4)  and  quality 
oolong  or  jasmine  tea  ($o.6o/head).  The  64-seat 
storefront  boasts  crisply  utilitarian  ambiance 
with  bright  lighting,  yellow  walls,  one  music- 
video-playing  flat-screen  and  a  pretty  Chinese 
mural  stretching  the  length  of  another  wall.  Ser¬ 
vice  is  super-friendly  and  accommodating  even 
to  Sichuan  neophytes;  nobody  tried  to  talk  us 
out  of  anything  spicy  or  steer  us  toward  the  lame 
“old-time  favorites”  (read  American-Chinese) 
section  of  the  menu.  We  ended  up  especially 
grateful  that  the  kitchen  never  dumbs  down  the 
traditional  flavors,  and  gives  a  good  name  to  one 
of  the  world’s  currently  trendiest  dishes.  There 
are  fancier  places  to  get  Sichuan  fare,  with  love¬ 
lier  rooms  and  better  drinks,  but  the  Central 
Square  5  Spices  House,  like  its  elder  Chinatown 
sibling,  now  perches  among  our  very  favorites.  ♦

SICK  MODE 

A  MIXED  PROGNOSIS  FORTHE  LATEST  FILM  ON  YOUNG-ADULTTERMINAL  ILLNESS 


WITH  THE  CLOCK  TICKING  DOWN 

on  his  time  as  Rafael  on  the 
CW’s  soon-to-end  Jane  the 
Virgin,  Justin  Baldoni  set  his 
sights  on  the  next  step  in  many 
an  actor’s  career:  Directing.  Absurdly  hand¬ 
some  and  gently  charismatic,  Baldoni  has  the 
on-screen  advantages  to  handle  his  hit  show’s 
comedy  and  pathos  in  equal  measure.  With  Five 
Feet  Apart,  the  new  director  also  proves  himself 
a  competent  storyteller  with  an  eye  for  talent — 
but  not  a  mind  for  fresh  ideas.  Another  roman¬ 
tic  terminal  illness  movie  that  invites  direct 
comparison  to  The  Fault  in  Our  Stars  and  Every¬ 
thing,  Everything,  this  young-adult  tear-jerker 
is  bogged  down  by  cliche  and  a  lack  of  vision, 
buoyed  only  by  a  fresh  performance  from  lead 
actress  Haley  Lu  Richardson  (Support  the  Girls, 
Columbus )  and  an  honest  conversation  about  the 
loneliness  of  disease. 

Richardson  stars  as  cystic  fibrosis  patient 
Stella  Grant,  a  bubbly,  college-age  woman  who 
keeps  a  tight  schedule  and  an  organized  medi¬ 
cine  cart.  To  stay  optimistic  and  open  about 
her  illness,  Stella  regularly  uploads  vlogs  to 
her  YouTube  channel  and  FaceTimes  her  non¬ 
hospital  friends  and  fellow  CF-patient  bestie 
Poe  (Moises  Arias) — who  lives  down  the  hall, 
and  who  the  film  goes  to  weird  lengths  to  point 
out  is  gay.  While  stuck  on  an  extended  hospital 
visit,  Stella  meets  Will  Newman  (Cole  Sprouse), 
a  dreamy  bad  boy  with  cystic  fibrosis  and  zero 


sense  of  self-preservation.  He’s  messy,  he 
doesn’t  take  his  meds  and  he’s  a  nihilist — the 
complete  opposite  of  Stella,  and  thus,  her  inevi¬ 
table  second  half.  Will  agrees  to  let  Stella  coach 
him  through  being  a  good  patient  if  she  lets  him 
draw  her  (cue  the  awws ) ,  and  their  romance 
unfolds  naturally  from  there. 

But  of  course,  there’s  a  catch — people  with 
cystic  fibrosis  can’t  be  within  six  feet  of  each 
other  without  risking  cross-infection,  and  with 
Will  suffering  from  a  particularly  dangerous

bacterial  infection,  getting  close  would  be  a 
death  sentence  for  them  both.  Romeo  and  Juliet, 
meet  Will  and  Stella.  As  the  two  begin  to  sneak 
around,  nurse  Barb  (Kimberly  Hebert  Gregory) 
imposes  stricter  separation  rules,  afraid  of  los¬ 
ing  them  like  she  did  two  other  young  patients 
in  love.  Frustrated  by  everything  her  disease 
has  taken  from  her,  including  the  chance  to  be 
with  her  sister  Abby  before  she  died  in  a  cliff¬ 
diving  accident,  Stella  tells  Will  she’s  “taking 
one  foot  back”  and  limiting  her  distance  from 
him  to  five  feet  apart,  conveniently  measured

by  a  pool  cue.  When  tragedy 
strikes  Stella’s  life  once  more, 
she  begins  to  shed  her  measured, 
fearful  attitude  and  risk  her 
life  to  be  with  Will  while  she 
still  can. 

So  many  pieces  of  Five  Feet 
Apart,  from  its  restless  heroine 
to  its  poetic  heartthrob  and 
fascination  with  the  state  of 
beingyoung  and  sick,  seem 
plucked  directly  from  John 
Green’s  best-seller  The  Fault  in 
Our  Stars,  successfully  adapted 
for  the  screen  in  2014.  While 
Green  didn’t  invent  the  young- 
adult  romance  genre,  he’s  cer¬ 
tainly  defined  it  during  the  past 
decade,  and  it’s  easy  to  see  why  a  new  director 
like  Baldoni  would  find  comfort  in  telling  that 
kind  of  story — it  comes  with  a  built-in  audience 
and  built-in  emotions.  Terminal  illness  is  uni¬ 
versally  compelling,  even  when  turned  maud¬ 
lin.  But  that’s  a  cynical  interpretation,  and  it’s 
important  to  note  that,  as  Green  was  inspired 
to  write  The  Fault  in  Our  Stars  after  the  death 
of  his  friend  Esther  Earl  from  thyroid  cancer 
in  2010,  Baldoni  found  inspiration  for  Five  Feet 
Apart  in  his  friend  Claire  Wineland,  who  died 
of  a  cystic  fibrosis-related  stroke  last  year.  Like 
Stella,  Wineland  talked  openly  about  cystic 
fibrosis  on  social  media,  serving  as  a  voice  of 
honesty  and  comfort  for  others  living  with  the 
disease. 

It’s  fitting,  then,  that  Stella’s  testimony  about 
the  challenges  of  chronic  illness  is  the  highlight 
of  Five  Feet  Apart — it’s  backed  by  truth  and  the 
actual  personality  of  an  extraordinary  woman. 
Being  sick  sucks,  it’s  lonely,  it’s  isolating  and 
it’s  something  that  millions  of  people  deal  with 
every  day.  Richardson  is  owed  her  due  for  carry¬ 
ing  such  authenticity  with  her  performance,  all 
the  while  staying  bright,  charismatic  and  plain 
fun  to  watch.  Sprouse’s  groggy  Will  can’t  hold 
a  candle  to  Stella,  and  his  performance  is  much 
more  one-dimensional. 

It’s  a  shame  that  a  movie  with  such  honest 
pathos  still  feels  the  need  to  go  cloying  and  sen¬ 
timental,  but  it  can’t  seem  to  help  itself.  As  Five 
Feet  Apart  whirls  toward  its  melodramatic  con¬ 
clusion,  the  soundtrack  of  on-the-nose  acous¬ 
tic  love  songs  grows  louder,  the  stakes  get  higher, 
the  tears  come  faster.  You  root  for  two  young 
people  in  love  because  you’re  supposed  to,  even 
if  Will  is  kind  of  a  pretentious  ass  with  a  weird 
voice,  and  because  Romeo  and  Juliet  is  a  classic 
for  a  reason — you’ve  just  seen  it  all  a  million 
times  before.  ♦

INTERTWINED 

ENGLISH  SCHOOL  FRIENDS  EXPAND  THEIR  SYNTH-POP  SYNERGY 


Asked  if  they  usually  do  interviews 
together,  Rosa  Walton  and  Jenny  Hol- 
lingworth  drawl  “Yeaah”  in  uncanny 
unison.  Their  voices  weave  intui¬ 
tively  inside  or  outside  of  their  wryly 
comma-free  duo  Let’s  Eat  Grandma.  “We  were 
friends  for  10  years  before  we  started  a  band,”  Wal¬ 
ton  says  from  Hollingworth’s  bedroom  in  their 
hometown  of  Norwich,  England.  “We’re  friends 
first,  bandmates  second.” 

“We  sort  of  met  at  the  drawing  table,”  says 
Hollingworth,  noting  that  she  was  drawing  a 
snail  when  she  caught  Walton’s  attention  in  a 
preschool  class.  They  were  4years  old.  “When 
you’re  younger,  they  let  you  be  creative,  and  we 
bonded  that  way  at  school  and  then  we  kind  of 
maintained  that.” 

Now  19  and  20  respectively,  Walton  and  Hol¬ 
lingworth  have  grown  to  know  each  other — and 
music — quite  thoroughly.  Let’s  Eat  Grandma 
earned  accolades  including  best  album  at  Britain’s 
Q  Awards  for  the  bewitching  synth-pop  of  2018 
sophomore  effort  I’m  All  Ears,  which  they’ll  sup¬ 
port  on  April  3  at  the  Sinclair. 

It  all  began  quite  casually  when  they  hit  their 
teens.  Hollingworth  took  possession  of  her  older 
sister’s  castoffYamaha  keyboard  and  the  DI Y 
seeds  of  Let’s  Eat  Grandma  were  planted.  “We’d 
get  instruments  from  charity  shops  and  stuff, 
whatever  we  could  find  really,”  Walton  says .  “We 
did  a  gig  that  we  organized  when  we  were  14  and  we 
played  in  a  pub  for  our  friends  and  families.” 


Their  rough  initial  repertoire  amounted  to  covers 
ranging  from  the  classic  prog-pop  group  Supertramp 
to — a  particular  shared  favorite — Welsh  electropop 
act  Marina  and  the  Diamonds.  “I  don’tthinkwewere 
ever  like,  ‘Oh,  we’re  the  indie  kids,’  ”  Hollingworth 
says.  “I  very  much  did  enjoy  mainstream  pop  music 
as  well  as  other  stuff.  Even  if  Marina  was  alternative, 
she  was  very  popular  at  the  time.” 

Let’s  Eat  Grandma  blends  the  accessible,  the 
ominous  and  the  whimsical  on  I’m  All  Ears.  A 
streamlined  advancement  from  the  duo’s  quirky

2016  debut,  I,  Gemini,  the  new  album  benefits  from 
bolder  production  and  programming  by  David 
Wrench,  who  worked  with  Bats  for  Lashes  and 
FK  A  Twigs.  “We  just  wanted  to  work  with  some¬ 
one  who  had  a  really  good  energy  and  could  bring 
things  to  life,”  Hollingworth  says.  “But  in  terms  of 
the  sounds  that  are  actually  on  the  record,  quite  a 
lot  of  it  is  the  stuff  that  came  directly  off  our  demo. 
...  All  of  the  things  that  we  write,  we  have  the  whole 
structure  made  before  we  go  into  the  studio.” 

That  structure  varies,  however,  in  their  writ¬ 
ing  and  demo  process.  I’m  All  Ears  ranges  from

danceable  four-minute  tracks  like  the  seductive 
earworm  “It’s  Not  Just  Me”  and  gender  shake-up 
“Hot  Pink”  (both  co-written  with  and  produced  by 
Faris  Badwan  of  the  Horrors  and  SOPHIE)  to  the 
pulsing  11-minute  progression  “Donnie  Darko.” 
And  the  similarly  long,  guitar-laced  “Cool  8c  Col¬ 
lected”  hews  closer  to  prog-rock. 

“Sometimes  you  start  out  with  how  a  song  is 
going  to  end  up,  and  it  ends  up  being  the  complete 
opposite,”  Hollingworth  says.  “We  do  come  up 
with  ideas  of  where  we  want  the  song  to  end  up  but 
we  don’t  pin  ourselves  down  to  it.  We  do  whatever 
feels  right.” 

That  even  entails  “The  Cat’s  Pyjamas,”  a 
one-minute  track  that  captures  a  purring  feline 
around  an  organ  line.  “We  did  that  as  a  wee  bit 
of  a  lark,”  she  says.  “We  don’t  take  ourselves 
too  seriously,  and  that’s  one  of  those  kinds  of 
songs.  This  whole  record  is  kind  of  melodramatic. 
Everything’s  so  emotional.  And  then  we  have  a 
random  cat  on  it.” 

On  tour,  the  pair  are  joined  by  a  drummer  but 
otherwise  handle  all  the  instruments.  In  addition 
to  their  sample-fed  keyboards,  Walton  plays  guitar 
and  glockenspiel  while  Hollingworth  adds  sax  and 
recorder,  a  palette  that  echoes  their  nascent  days. 

“People  were  very  quick  to  put  us  down  as  a  nov¬ 
elty,  especially  as  though  they  made  up  that  peo¬ 
ple  only  liked  us  because  we’re  two  young  girls,” 
Hollingworth  says.  “Teenage  boys  get  more  of  a 
chance  to  try  things,  whereas  teenage  girls  don’t 
really  get  the  chance  because  they  immediately  get 
shut  down  for  being  shit.  Everyone  starts  out  shit. 
That’s  just  life.”  ♦

I  get  back  all  the 
time,  but  the  thing  about  liv¬ 
ing  there  is  the  change  of  sea¬ 
sons.  LivinginLos  Angeles, 
you  have  no  metric  for  time. 
I’ve  been  here  for  to  years,  and 
you  could  tell  me  it  was  three, 
and  I’d  be  like,  “Oh,  yeah. 

That  seems  about  right.”  You 
just  have  no  idea  without  the 
markers  of  a  shitty,  awful  win¬ 
ter.  I  can  still  drive  in  snow 
and  rain,  which  nobody  out 
here  can  do.

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The  favored  sport  of  the  star  left  fielder  for 
the  Boston  Red  Sox  is  not  played  on  grass 
and  dirt.  It’s  played  on  hardwood  with 
two  baskets  and  a  big  orange  ball.  Andrew 
Benintendi  was  a  four-year  starter  on  his 
high  school  basketball  team,  averaging 
nearly  25  points  a  game  during  his  final 
two  seasons.  But  he  figured — at  5-foot-io— 
he’d  never  quite  measure  up  on  the  court. 

“Basketball  is  my  favorite  sport,  but  I  knew 
pretty  early  on  that  I  wasn’t  going  to  have  the  size 
to  play,”  Benintendi  says.  “But  it’s  still  my  favorite. 
I  enjoy  watching  it  now.  I  can’t  really  play.” 

During  the  short  offseason — made  even 
shorter  by  Boston’s  triumphant  World  Series 
run — Benintendi  could  still  be  found  catching 
basketball  games  in  person.  But  it’s  on  his  terms. 

Is  he  in  a  luxury  box  at  TD  Garden?  Nope.  Maybe 
courtside  at  a  Xavier  University  game  near  his 
hometown?  Not  quite.  He’s  in  a  nondescript 
high  school  gym  in  Madeira,  Ohio,  watching  his 
14-year-old  sister  Lilly  play. 

“She  went  to  every  single  game  of  mine  grow¬ 
ing  up.  She  had  to  because  she  was  so  young,” 
Benintendi  says.  “It’s  cool  to  just  go  back  and 
watch  her  play.”

A  low-key  setting  and  time  with  family  and 
friends  is  mostly  how  the  24-year-old  prefers  to 
spend  his  days  off.  Growing  up,  when  he  wasn’t 
playing  baseball  or  basketball,  he’d  be  hanging  out 
at  the  neighborhood  pool  or  playing  in  a  whiffle 
ball  league.  Now,  when  he’s  done  with  his  early- 
morning  offseason  workout,  he’s  more  apt  to  go 
play  golf  or  video  games. 

“It’s  pretty  boring,”  he  says.  “Which  is  what  I  like.” 

On  the  field,  however,  Benintendi’s  anything  but 
boring.  The  University  of  Arkansas  product  was 
named  the  college  player  of  the  year  in  2015  before 
the  Sox  drafted  him  with  the  seventh  overall  pick 
that  June.  Fourteen  months  later,  Benintendi  had 
shot  through  the  organization  and  reached  Boston 
thanks  to  his  combination  of  defense,  base-running 


and  hitting.  In  his  first  playoff  at  bat  that  year,  he 
hit  a  home  run — becoming  the  youngest  Sox  player 
to  homer  during  the  postseason.  In  the  two  full 
seasons  since,  he’s  filled  the  stat  sheet  with  homers 
and  steals  while  playing  in  front  of  the  Green 
Monster — the  latest  in  a  long  line  of  stars  to  man 
left  field,  from  Ted  Williams  and  Carl  Yastrzemski 
to  Jim  Rice  and  Manny  Ramirez. 

But  while  it  seems  the  outfielder  was  always 
destined  for  stardom,  his  teammate  Brock  Holt 
saw  a  quiet  kid  when  Benintendi  first  arrived  in 
the  clubhouse  during  a  trip  to  Seattle  in  2016.  Holt 
helped  educate  Benintendi  on  off-field  etiquette, 
especially  because  he  wasn’t  even  invited  to  big- 
league  camp  during  spring  training  and  was  coming 
directly  from  playing  AA-level  ball  in  Portland. 

“That  series,  hejust  asked  me,  What  should  I 
wear  to  the  field?  What  time  should  I  get  on  the  bus?’ 
Stuff  like  that,”  Holt  says.  “He  asked  good  questions, 
and  he  stuck  once  he  made  it.  He  gets  it.  He  under¬ 
stands  what  he’s  supposed  to  do.  And  he  stays  out  of 
people’s  way  because  he  doesn’t  like  any  attention.” 

There’s  a  lot  of  evidence  behind  Benintendi 
keeping  a  low  profile.  His  only  big  purchase  after 
earning  a  $3.6  million  signing  bonus  in  2015  was 


a  Ford  F-150  truck.  On  plane  rides,  he  sits  next 
to  Holt  and  usually  slips  on  his  headphones  and 
watches  a  movie.  The  close  friends  often  enjoy 
breakfast  together  on  the  road  as  well.  Initially 
billed  in  the  media  as  a  sort  of  matinee  idol  because 
of  his  looks,  Benintendi’s  hardly  been  the  man- 
about-town  in  his  two-plus  years  in  Boston. 

“I’ve  heard  a  lot  of  people  think  that  I’m  kind  of  a 
douche  because  I  don’t  really  say  anything,  whether 
it’s  the  media  or  fans.  But  I  just  like  to  keep  to  myself 
and  go  to  the  field,  do  my  job  and  go  home,”  Benin¬ 
tendi  says.  “I  don’t  like  all  that  extracurricular  stuff.” 

With  the  fan  base  locked  into  last  season’s  play¬ 
off  run,  however,  he  couldn’t  escape  the  attention. 
His  diving  catch  to  win  Game  4  of  the  ALCS  saved 
the  Sox  from  a  loss  that  would’ve  tied  the  series 
against  Houston.  It  would  go  on  to  become  the  As¬ 
sociated  Press’  Play  of  the  Year  and,  in  the  moment, 
it  elicited  a  big  scream  and  some  jumping  from  the 
mild-mannered  Benintendi. 

“For  someone  who  doesn’t  really  show  a  lot  of 
emotion,  it  was  fun  to  see  that  side  come  out  and 
see  how  excited  and  fired-up  he  was,”  Holt  says. 

“He  had  so  much  fun,  and  it  was  great  to  see  him  get 
excited  and  enjoy  it.” 

And  during  the  World  Series,  Benintendi  had  a 
few  more  highlights,  both  of  which  he’s  quick  to 
shrug  off.  He  collected  four  hits  in  the  first  game  of 
the  series — a  win  against  Los  Angeles — to  which 
Benintendi  replies:  “The  four-hit  game  was  a  bit 
skewed  because  I  had  two  bloopers.  It  wasn’t 
as  good  as  it  looked.”  He  made  another  catch  in 
the  second  game  of  the  series  that  drew  instant 
comparisons  to  Michael  Jordan’s  iconic  Jump- 
man  logo  or  a  grand  jete  in  ballet,  but  Benintendi 
also  downplays  that  highlight:  “I  don’t  want  this 
to  come  off  as  arrogant,  but  I  feel  like  I’ve  made 
catches  like  that  before.  I  think  it  was  just  the  stage 
it  was  on.  Obviously,  in  the  playoffs  with  the  media, 
everything  is  amplified.” 

But  one  thing  that  Benintendi  won’t  downplay  is 
winning  the  World  Series.  When  the  final  out  was 
made  on  Oct.  28  at  Dodger  Stadium,  Benintendi 
was  joined  on  the  field  by  his  parents  and  two 
younger  sisters.  They  exchanged  hugs,  posed  for 
photos  with  the  trophy  and  hung  out  to  soak  in  the 
atmosphere — but  not  for  too  long. 

“I  was  like,  ‘Dang,  let’s  get  inside  so  we  can  start 
popping  bottles  and  stuff,’  ”  Benintendi  says.  “The 
parade  and  hanging  out  with  all  the  guys  for  the  next 
couple  of  days  after  was  really  fun.  It’s  a  long  season 
and  when  you  can  win  it  all,  it’s  something  special.” 

While  the  team  gears  up  for  an  encore  to  its 
108-win  season,  Benintendi  finds  himself  in  a  role 
that  he  hasn’t  often  filled  with  the  Red  Sox:  Leadoff 
hitter.  Although  he  spent  a  couple  of  weeks  atop 
the  lineup  last  season  while  Mookie  Betts  was 
injured — and  he  was  successful  there — he  hasn’t 
consistently  batted  in  the  leadoff  spot  since  college. 
When  he  was  in  that  role  for  Arkansas,  he  was 
focused  more  on  reaching  base  and  less  on  hitting 
for  power.  That  perspective  led  to  an  up-and-down 


freshman  season — one  of  the  last  times  he’s  really 
struggled  in  his  baseball  career. 

“After  that  season,  I  went  home,  worked  out 
and  came  back  about  15  pounds  heavier.  I  just  said, 
‘I’m  going  to  drive  the  ball  to  the  gaps  and  stop  get¬ 
ting  the  prototypical  leadoff  hitter  mentality,’  ” 
Benintendi  says.  “Now,  I’m  not  trying  to  do  what 
I  did  my  freshman  year  at  Arkansas  when  I  hit 
leadoff.  I’m  not  going  to  change  anything.  I’m  just 
moving  up  a  spot.” 

Along  with  a  fresh  lineup  slot,  Benintendi’s  got  a 
fresh  haircut — and  it’s  short.  If  Benintendi’s  known 
for  anything  beyond  the  field,  it  might  be  his  hair. 
Holt  sounds  like  a  scout  describing  the  next  Babe 
Ruth  when  he  opines  on  his  teammate’s  mane. 

“He  can  rock  the  short  hair,  he  can  rock  the  long 
hair.  It’s  dark.  It’s  full.  It’s  thick.  It’s  curly.  He’s  at  the 
top  of  the  mountain  when  it  comes  to  hair. ...  He  had 
it  long  a  couple  of  years  ago,  and  it  looked  fantastic. 
He’s  got  it  short  now,  and  it  looks  fantastic.  He 
doesn’t  do  anything.  He’s  not  in  the  mirror  fixing  his 
hair  or  doing  anything  crazy,”  Holt  says.  “We’ve  got 
some  guys  losing  their  hair,  so  I  think  some  guys  are 
envious  of  what  he’s  got  going  on  up  there.” 

Benintendi  says  the  obsession  with  his  hair  dates 
back  to  his  time  playing  in  college,  but  he  cautions 
those  who  are  awaiting  the  return  of  his  flowing 
locks.  “I  always  get  asked  now,  ‘When  are  you  grow¬ 
ing  your  hair  out?’  And  I  don’t  think  I’m  ever  going 
to  grow  it  out  like  that  again.” 

As  for  if  less  hair  portends  a  Sampson-like  decline, 
Benintendi’s  not  buying  it  for  2019. 

“I’m  just  looking  forward  to  getting  the  season 
started,”  he  says  before  reflecting  on  his  quick  ascent 
of  the  past  fewyears.  “It’s  hard  to  believe  that  only 
four  years  ago  I  was  drafted.  It’s  been  a  whirlwind.”  •

PLANTING  TREES 

Encore  Boston 
Harbor  hotel  and 
casino  isn’t  gambling 
with  climate  change 
as  it  doubles  down  on 
sustainability  through 
its  horticulture 
program.  Originally 
void  of  vegetation,  the 
resort’s  grounds  now 
boast  approximately 
790  newly  planted 
trees  selected  by 
Patrick  Chadwick, 
director  of  horticulture 
and  floral.  These  trees 
range  from  multi¬ 
colored  varieties  of 
maples  to  weeping 
flowering  cherries  and 
Scotch  pines— each 
chosen  not  only  for 
aesthetic  reasons, 
but  the  hardiness 
of  the  plant.  The 
program  goes  below 
the  surface  with  a  turf 
designed  for  Wynn 
Resorts  that  does 
not  require  as  much 
watering  or  pesticides 
as  normal  grass  does, 
allowing  the  horticul¬ 
tural  department  to 
use  mostly  electric  or 
manual  gear  to  main¬ 
tain  it.  “We  will  also 
be  irrigating  the  prop¬ 
erty  from  a  rainwater 
collection  system,” 
Chadwick  says.  “This 
filtered  rainwater  is 
used  throughout  the 
property  for  watering 
our  trees,  shrubs  and 
flowers.”  Slated  to 
open  in  June, Encore 
also  set  its  sights 
on  the  surrounding 
harbor,  recently  com¬ 
pleting  an  estimated 
$68  million  cleanup 
of  the  once  famously 
contaminated  Mystic 
River.

In  its  first  property 
in  Boston,  St.  Regis 
Residences  draws  fun 
inspiration  from  the  sea, 
with  the  tower’s  facade 
alluding  to  billowing 
sails,  rolling  waves  and 
the  gentle  arc  of  a  ship’s 
bow.  But  the  building- 
boasting  114  condos  with 
harbor  views  in  the  Sea¬ 
port  spot  formerly  home 
to  Whiskey  Priest  and 
Atlantic  Beer  Garden— 
is  equipped  to  treat 
the  sea  with  a  bit  more 
caution.  Set  to  open  in 
early  2021,  the  property 
will  include  a  number 
of  resiliency  features, 
the  most  notable  a 
permanent  deployable 
flood  barrier  system 
skirting  the  perimeter. 
Taking  into  account  rising 
sea  levels,  the  team  at 
Elkus  Manfredi  Architects 
chose  a  system  that’s 
easily  accessible  and 
adaptable,  consisting  of 
a  flex  wall  that  rises  22.5 
feet  above  Boston’s  City 
Base  (an  adjusted  sea 
level)— much  higher  than 
Seaport  Boulevard’s  cur¬ 
rent  elevation— and  is  re¬ 
enforced  with  additional 
bracing  posts.  “It’s  our  re¬ 
sponsibility  as  architects 
to  educate  the  public  and 
our  clients  and  to  provide 
design  solutions  that 
protect  the  public  realm," 
says  William  Halter,  vice 
president  at  Elkus  Man¬ 
fredi.  The  wall  combines 
a  waterproof  membrane 
with  woven  Kevlar  and  is 
stored  in  a  channel  that’s 
mechanically  sealed  with 
steel  panels  once  the 
storm  subsides  and  the 
water  flows  back  into  the 
harbor.

In  Boston,  there  are 
few  places  as  in  flux 
as  the  Seaport,  and 
Arrowstreet  had  to 
wade  through  envi¬ 
ronmental  uncertainty 
when  designing  two 
12-story  buildings 
set  to  open  in  spring 
2020— a  Hyatt  Place 
hotel  that  boasts 
294  rooms  and  a 
separate  mixed-use 
glass-walled  stunner 
with  304  rental  units 
as  well  as  restaurant, 
retail  and  office  space. 
Some  500,000  square 
feet,  the  project 
transforms  the  city¬ 
scape  across  from  the 
Rockland  Trust  Bank 
Pavilion,  but  rising 
tides  mean  the  Sea¬ 
port  is  about  to  have  a 
lot  more  sea  in  it.  “One 
of  the  challenges  in 
the  project  was  figur¬ 
ing  out  how  to  protect 
the  ground  floor  and 
design  the  facade  to 
resist  a  potential  storm 
event,”  says  Amy  Korte, 
principal  at  the  Boston- 
based  architecture 
and  design  firm. 
Arrowstreet  cleverly 
camouflages  some  of 
its  flood-proofing 
efforts,  like  using 
elevated  dining  patios 
that  will  also  raise  the 
interior  elevation  of 
the  first  floors  of  both 
structures.  But  some  of 
the  work  is  bare  for  all 
to  see,  says  Korte:  “The 
glass  storefront  for  the 
retail  and  lobbies  is 
engineered  to  with¬ 
stand  a  high  elevation 
of  water.”

SHORING  IT  UP 

Bostonians  aren’t  the  only 
ones  setting  their  sights 
on  Clippership  Wharf,  the 
nearly  500  residences  that 
are  slated  to  open  in  Eastie 
this  May.  Soon  enough, 
ducks,  lobsters,  seaweed 
and  other  native  species 
will  make  themselves  at 
home,  too,  thanks  to  a 
living  shoreline  in  the  inner 
harbor.  Saltwater  marshes— 
installed  throughout  ter¬ 
races  made  from  granite 
blocks  excavated  from  the 
site’s  old  sea  walls— will 
continue  to  grow  in  the  next 
few  years,  attracting  wildlife 
while  also  acting  as  a  buffer 
during  severe  storm  surges. 
“The  transformation  that 
the  site  undergoes  during 
the  course  of  a  day  is  really 
kind  of  remarkable,”  says 
Nicholas  Iselin,  Lendlease's 
general  manager  of  Boston 
development,  who's  over¬ 
seeing  the  project.  “The 
inner  harbor  has  a  10-foot 
tide  on  a  normal  day,  and 
so  the  living  shoreline  is 
completely  underwater  at 
high  tide  and  complete¬ 
ly  exposed  at  low  tide.” 
More  than  30,000  square 
feet  of  dining  and  retail 
is  expected  to  beckon 
the  public  to  the  shore 
for  the  first  time  in  more 
than  30  years,  in  addition 
to  a  walkway  through  the 
7-acre  site  that  includes 
access  to  equipment  from 
Charles  River  Canoe  and 
Kayak.  Says  Iselin:  “One 
of  the  most  interesting 
opportunities  was  to  think 
a  little  bit  differently  about 
public  access  and  create 
an  experience  that  wasn't 
just  about  looking  at  the 
water  behind  bollards  and 
chains.”

US  ★★★  With  2017’s breakout  horror  hit  Get  Out  Jordan  Peele 
cemented  himself  as  the writer/director  to  watch,  his  acerbic  wit  and 
mind  for  brilliant  visual  metaphors  combining  to  make  the  world  love 
smart,  social  horror  once  more — even  while  it’s  telling  us  to  look  in  the 
mirror.  With  his  sophomore  film  Us,  Peele  once  more  raises  the  look¬ 
ing  glass  to  our  eyes,  this  time  inviting  us  to  pass  through  it  and  dis¬ 
cover  a  netherworld  we’ve  long  tried  to  ignore.  Part  home-invasion 
horror,  part  Twilight  Zone  mystery-thriller,  Us  follows  Adelaide  Wil¬ 
son  (a  remarkable  Lupita  Nyong’o)  as  she  returns  to  the  seaside  town 
where  she  suffered  a  traumatic  event  as  a  child.  Soon  after  she  and 
her  husband  Gabe  (Winston  Duke)  arrive  with  their  children  Jason 
(Evan  Alex)  and  Zora  (Shahadi  Wright  Joseph),  their  summer  home  is 
besieged  by  vengeful,  jumpsuit-wearing  doppelgangers.  Unfortunately, 
the  film  that  follows  is  not  as  clear  or  incisive  as  Get  Out — it  intro¬ 
duces  so  many  ideas  that  it  can  be  difficult  to  focus.  But  it’s  fascinat¬ 
ing  to  watch  those  ideas  emerge,  contort  and  dance  around  on  screen, 
even  if  they  don’t  always  come  together  to  form  a  cohesive  story.  Like 
its  predecessor,  Us  makes  you  laugh  and  ruminate  more  than  scream, 
but  that’s  certainly  Peele’s  point.  When  you’re  not  marveling  at  the  act¬ 
ing  abilities  of  Nyong’o,  you’ll  be  spinning  your  wheels  tiying  to  put 
together  a  puzzle  that  can’t  be  solved.  Watch  it  at  Assembly  Row,  Bos¬

The  Aftermath  ★  ★  V 2  It  doesn’t  take  a  detec¬ 
tive  to  figure  out  that  The  Aftermath  is  another 
Keira  Knightley  paycheck  movie,  a  post-war 
period  piece  where  the  actress  wears  tailored 
cardigan  sets  and  cries  in  bathtubs  and  has  an 
affair  with  a  man  taller  than  her  husband.  But, 
isn’t  that  the  dream?  A  James  Kent-directed  adap¬ 
tation  of  a  Rhidian  Brook  novel  by  the  same  name, 
The  Aftermath  is  far  from  a  great  film,  so  deeply 
mired  in  genre  conventions  that  playing  a  period 
piece  drinking  game  while  watching  would  have 
you  in  an  ambulance  within  the  first  half-hour. 
But  it’s  much  too  fun  and  visually  interesting  to 
get  angry  about,  especially  when  compared  to 
other  recent  Knightley  vehicles  like  Colette.  Here, 
the  actress  and  her  famous  jawline  star  as  Rachael 
Morgan,  an  Englishwoman  who  is  grieving  the 
death  of  her  son  and  is  reunited  with  her  colonel 
husband  Lewis  (Jason  Clarke)  in  Hamburg  during 
the  winter  after  the  Allied  victory.  When  the  pair 
move  into  a  lovely  estate  with  a  grand  piano  and  a 
Bauhaus  chaise  lounge,  Rachael  is  shocked  to  find 
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that  her  forgiving  husband  has  allowed  its  Ger¬ 
man  owners,  widower  Stefan  Lubert  (Alexander 
Skarsgard)  and  his  quiet  daughter  Freda  (Flora 
Thiemann),  to  remain  in  the  house  with  them. 
Enmity  quickly  turns  to  attraction  and,  before 
you  know  it,  Rachael  and  not-a-Nazi  Lubert  are 
having  sex  on  the  dining  room  table  while  Col. 
Morgan  is  off  “saving  Germany.”  The  Aftermath 
tries  to  say  something  interesting  about  guilt 
and  complicity  but  ultimately  whiffs  (hey,  it’s  no 
Atonement ).  At  least  it  gives  us  some  beautiful 
knitwear  and  genuine  intrigue  while  trying.

Alita:  Battle  Angel  ★★★  While  languishing 
in  development  hell  for  nearly  20  years,  it  seemed 
that  Alita:  Battle  Angel  was  never  going  to  be  made. 
As  an  American  adaptation  of  the  sprawling  manga 
Gunnm,  it  required  a  writer  (James  Cameron)  who 
could  pare  down  the  script  into  something  com¬ 
prehensive  yet  simple,  a  director  (Robert  Rodri¬ 
guez)  who  knew  big-budget  CGI  action  inside  and 
out  and  truly  massive  amounts  of  funding  to  pull  it 
together — not  to  mention  the  audience  and  timing 
for  it  to  succeed  in  theaters.  Against  all  odds,  the 
movie  was  made  and  it  actually  works.  While  previ¬ 
ous  live-action  manga  adaptations  like  Death  Note 
and  Ghost  in  the  Shell  came  out  bloated  and  disin¬ 
genuous,  Alita:  Battle  Angel  is  fun,  fiery  and  focused 
enough  to  know  what  it’s  about.  The  titular  Alita 
(Rosa  Salazar,  under  some  uncanny  valley  motion 
capture  CGI)  is  a  disembodied  “core”  who  awakens 
with  no  memory  in  a  steampunk  future  destroyed 
by  a  great  technological  fall.  The  kindly  Dr.  Ido  (an 
unusually  warm  Christoph  Waltz)  finds  her  among 


the  rubble  and  builds  her  a  new  body,  essentially 
adopting  her  as  a  surrogate  for  the  daughter  he  lost. 
As  she  adapts  to  a  new  world,  Alita  discovers  her 
immense  physical  and  mental  powers  from  a  pre¬ 
vious  life,  all  while  falling  in  love,  fighting  crime 
and  becoming  a  professional  athlete  in  a  sport 
called  motorball.  It’s  good  popcorn  fun  without 
a  dull  moment  in  sight,  and  the  action  sequences 
will  knock  you  out  of  your  seat.  Bonus:  Jennifer 
Connelly  and  Mahershala  Ali  co-star  as  some  deli¬ 
ciously  stylish  villains.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston 
Common,  Fenway,  South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs. 

Captain  Marvel  ★1/2  Love  them  or  hate  them, 
Marvel  films  have  become  as  culturally  ubiqui¬ 
tous  as  Coca-Cola  or  the  color  red.  Yet  with  the 
immense  critical  and  commercial  success  of  last 
year’s  Black  Panther,  the  studio’s  first  film  with  a 
predominantly  black  cast,  it  seemed  that  Marvel 
tapped  into  something  genuinely  fresh,  far  from 
the  flat  sodarebrands  ofyears  past.  Unfortunately, 
Captain  Marvel  doesn’t  bring  the  same  creativity  to 
the  table,  instead  folding  back  into  familiar,  over¬ 
played  territory  to  tell  the  first  woman-led  story  in 
its  cinematic  universe.  Brie  Larson  stars  as  the  tit¬ 
ular  hero,  originally  known  as  Carol  Danvers  and 
later  Vers,  a  trained  pilot  and  fighter  who  must  nav¬ 
igate  her  own  memories  to  learn  how  she  got  her 
powers,  who  she  can  trust  and  who  she  really  is. 
This  nonlinear  narrative  adds  interest  beyondyour 
typical  origin  story,  but  it’s  quickly  overwhelmed 
by  the  same  shtick  that’s  in  all  these  movies — 
uncompelling  action  sequences,  recycled  villains 
and  flat  direction.  In  many  ways  a  spiritual  suc¬ 
cessor  to  Guardians  of  the  Galaxy,  the  film  is  heavy 


on  ’90s  nostalgia  (Carol  rocks  a  Nine  Inch  Nails 
T-shirt  and  leather  jacket  for  a  good  portion  of  the 
running  time)  and  the  decade’s  girl-power  fem¬ 
inism.  Larson  also  gets  some  decent  one-liners, 
but  lacks  a  sparring  partner  to  keep  up  the  energy, 
because  Samuel  L.  Jackson’s  Nick  Fury  is  too  busy 
being  reverse-aged  with  CGI  to  care.  Young  girls 
deserve  to  see  themselves  represented  in  medio¬ 
cre  superhero  movies,  too — they  just  might  have 
more  fun  with  Alita:  Battle  Angel.  At  Assembly  Row, 
Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay  and  in 
the  suburbs. 

Climax  ★  ★  Gaspar  Noe  has  never  met  a  drug  he 
didn’t  like — and  he  doesn’t  like  much  else.  In  Cli¬ 
max,  the  provocateur’s  psychoactive  substance  of 
choice  is  LSD,  secretly  dripped  into  a  bowl  of  San¬ 
gria  at  the  sprawling  French  schoolhouse  where 
the  film’s  dance  troupe  is  rehearsing,  but  the  drug 
may  as  well  be  lust,  or  sin,  or  time  itself.  It’s  unfor¬ 
tunate  that,  despite  exhilarating  dance  sequences 
and  clear  aesthetic  vision,  the  film’s  moral  and 
political  stance  is  still  vague — a  non-specific  dive 
into  debauchery  and  badness  that’s  full  of  Noe’s 
typical  nihilism  but  lacks  an  actual  point.  As  the 
Climax  troupe  guzzles  the  aforementioned  San¬ 
gria,  an  already  volatile  environment  of  hormones 
and  rivalries  descends  into  absolute  chaos,  replete 
with  sexual  intimidation,  child  imperilment,  mur¬ 
der,  incest  and  more,  but  the  film  never  regains  the 
energy  and  creativity  of  its  first  dance.  Although 
the  large  cast  of  mostly  amateur  actors  is  intro¬ 
duced  through  individual  talking  heads  in  the 
opening  sequence,  it’s  hard  to  keep  track  of  who’s 
who — we  only  get  something  of  a  main  character  in 
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Selva  (Sofia  Boutella),  the  group’s  choreographer. 
But  Noe  isn’t  interested  in  his  characters  as  people, 
only  as  bodies,  themes  and  images.  In  the  begin¬ 
ning,  the  camera  of  cinematographer  Benoit  Debie 
is  distant  and  largely  static,  becoming  more  intru¬ 
sive  and  chaotic  as  things  go  haywire.  The  result 
is  an  interesting  visual  experiment,  but  a  tedious 
and  ultimately  hollow  one— scenes  from  other 
Euro  horrors  like  Possession  and  Suspiria  aren’t 
so  much  referenced  as  flat-out  recreated,  as  if  Cli¬ 
max  doesn’t  have  anything  new  to  add.  At  Kendall 
Square  and  Somerville. 

Gloria  Bell  ★★★1/ 2  In  2013,  Chilean  film¬ 
maker  Sebastian  Lelio  debuted  Gloria,  an  intelli¬ 
gent,  compassionate  Spanish-language  film  about 
a  Santiago  divorcee  looking  for  love  on  the  dance 
floor.  Less  than  five  years  later,  Lelio  presents  an 
American  reimagining  of  the  same  film  starring 
Julianne  Moore  at  her  very  best.  By  extension  of 
Moore’s  lived-in  performance,  Gloria  Bell  is  just 
as  subtle  and  rewarding  as  the  original,  granting 
American  audiences  a  new  look  into  Lelio’s  brand 
of  filmmaking  through  a  simple  story  brimming 
with  the  comedy  of  life.  The  film  closely  follows 
the  events  of  its  predecessor,  simply  transplanted 
from  Santiago  to  Southern  California.  Gloria  lives 
alone  in  an  airy  apartment,  a  sunny  idyll  save  for 
one  aggressive  neighbor  and  a  hairless  cat  that 
keeps  slipping  through  the  cracks  and  hopping 
up  on  her  kitchen  counter.  During  the  day,  she 
assesses  risk  and  reassures  clients  as  an  insur¬ 
ance  agent,  but  at  night,  she  lets  loose  on  the 
dance  floors  of  her  city’s  discos.  It’s  there  that  she 
meets  Arnold  (John  Turturro),  a  gentle,  recently 


divorced  owner  of  an  adventure  park  who,  like 
Gloria,  loves  to  cut  a  rug.  As  the  pair’s  relationship 
grows  and  falters,  the  film  flirts  with  the  treacly 
tropes  of  middle-aged  renaissance  movies  such 
as  Under  the  Tuscan  Sun  and  Eat,  Pray,  Love,  but 
with  all  due  respect  to  Diane  Lane  and  Julia  Rob¬ 
erts,  it’s  much  too  smart  for  any  of  that.  Instead, 
Gloria  Bell  allows  room  for  raw  and  honest  con¬ 
flict,  letting  its  title  character  bypass  some  pre¬ 
conceived  “journey”  toward  happiness  in  favor 
of  genuine,  kinetic  living.  At  Boston  Common  and 
Kendall  Square. 

How  to  Train  Your  Dragon:  The 
Hidden  World  ★★  Rounding  out  the  How  to 
Train  Your  Dragon  trilogy  is  The  Hidden  World,  an 
artfully  designed  yet  poorly  written  finale  to  one 
of  DreamWorks’  most  beloved  franchises.  One 
year  after  the  death  of  his  father,  Stoick  the  Vast 
(Gerard  Butler),  in  How  to  Train  Your  Dragon  2, 
Hiccup  (Jay  Baruchel)  is  settling  into  his  role  as 
the  young  chief  of  the  island  Berk,  with  his  girl¬ 
friend  Astrid  (America  Ferrera),  mother  Valka 
(Cate  Blanchett)  and  dragon  Toothless  by  his  side. 
But,  uneasy  lies  the  head  that  wears  the  crown: 
Berk  is  overpopulated  by  dragons,  and  hunter 
Grimmel  the  Grisly  (an  excellent  F.  Murray  Abra¬ 
ham)  really,  really  wants  to  kill  Toothless.  From 
that  point,  the  film  begins  to  weave  together  so 
many  different  threads — including  dragons  fall¬ 
ing  in  love,  a  quest  for  the  titular  hidden  kingdom 
and  Hiccup’s  continued  self-doubt  as  a  leader — 
that  it  loses  sight  of  the  tapestry  as  a  whole.  The 
film’s  logic  is  often  unclear,  and  its  insistence  on 
some  rather  regressive  jokes  about  marriage,  sex 


and  body  type  is  disappointing  and  pedestrian, 
especially  when  compared  to  the  comedy  of  the 
competing  Lego  Movie  franchise.  Something  is 
also  a  bit  creepy  about  how  much  time  is  devoted 
to  watching  two  dragons  try  to  mate.  While  the 
animation  and  direction  of  The  Hidden  World  is 
as  beautiful  as  that  of  its  predecessors,  and  the 
Viking  art  is  as  well-researched,  the  script  leaves 
much  to  be  desired — even  with  a  fairy  tale  ending 
that  will  undoubtedly  make  you  smile.  At  Assembly 
Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay 
and  in  the  suburbs. 

The  Lego  Movie  2:  The  Second  Part 

★  ★  V 2  A  hodgepodge  of  smart  comedy,  feel¬ 
good  lessons  and  manic  rainbow  animation,  The 
Lego  Movie  2  attempts  to  color  outside  the  lines 
drawn  by  its  predecessors — with  uneven  suc¬ 
cess.  The  film  picks  up  five  years  after  the  events 
of  The  Lego  Movie,  and  the  sunny  town  of  Bricks- 
burg  has  transformed  into  a  Mad  Max-style  waste¬ 
land,  appropriately  named  Apocalypseburg,  at 
the  hands  of  the  Duplo  invaders.  While  most  of 
the  citizens  have  been  hardened  by  their  new  life¬ 
styles,  Master  Builder  Emmet  (Chris  Pratt)  is  still 
the  same  happy-go-lucky  everyman  he’s  been 
since  day  one.  He’s  even  built  a  suburban  paradise 
for  his  edgy  girlfriend,  Lucy  (Elizabeth  Banks), 
but  she’s  appropriately  critical  of  his  inability 
to  read  the  room  and  get  with  the  times.  Soon, 
Emmet’s  short-sightedness  gets  Lucy  and  their 
friends  captured  by  the  Duplo  gang,  and  it  takes 
a  lot  of  soul-searching,  musical  numbers  and  an 
elaborate  rescue  mission  to  get  them  back.  The 
movie  is  well  aware  of  the  dangers  of  sequels, 
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announcing  them  left  and  right  with  a  wink 
and  a  nod,  and  yet  it  pales  in  comparison  to 
its  remarkable  predecessors  by  Phil  Lord  and 
Christopher  Miller.  In  particular,  the  skewer¬ 
ing  of  the  Pratt-inspired  character  Rex  Dan- 
gervest  falls  flat  when  considered  next  to  the 
incredibly  funny  and  emotionally  rich  look  at 
the  toxic  masculinity  of  Bruce  Wayne  in  2017’s 
The  Lego  Batman  Movie.  With  the  bar  set  so 
high,  underperforming  is  far  from  failure — The 
Second  Part  is  still  a  testament  to  the  creativ¬ 
ity  that  has  blessed  big-budget  animation  and 
children’s  programming  in  recent  years — but 
everything  can’t  be  awesome  forever.  At  South 
Bay  and  in  the  suburbs.

Much  to  my  chagrin, 

I’ve  always  been  a  fast 
eater.  Not  Joey  Chestnut 
level,  but  fast — and  even 
faster  if  I’m  eating  with 
my  hands.  I  don’t  think  I’ve  ever  placed  a 
burger  back  onto  a  plate,  for  fear  that  the 
structure  will  collapse  and  I’ll  just  be  left 
with  a  mess  of  bread  and  meat  that  needs 
to  be  eaten  with  a  fork.  And  it  seems  like 
the  crab  Rangoon  “nachos” — which  are  on 
our  cover  and  can  be  found  daily  at  Long¬ 
fellow  Bar  at  Alden  &  Harlow — would  also 
never  hit  my  plate  twice.  It’s  one  of  five  new 
dishes  that  have  us  ditching  our  forks  as  the 
trend  of  snack-sized  food  spreads  across 
the  city.  And  in  this  issue,  good  things  come 
in  fives  as  we  also  check  in  with  a  handful  of 
elite  racers  ahead  of  the  Boston  Marathon. 
Former  Phillips  Andover  Academy  teacher

familiar  face  to  Red  Sox 
fans.  The  co-founder  of  the 
Boston-based  '47  is  the 
unofficial  Mayor  of  Fenway 
thanks  to  his  post  inside 
the  brand’s  storefront  prior  to  each  game, 
waving  at  passers-by  and  letting  some  try 
on  one  of  his  many  World  Series  rings.  This 
season  marks  the  72nd  home  opener  for 
D’Angelo— and  the  first  since  he  was  inducted 
into  the  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Fame  in  May. 

“Baseball  has  been  my  whole  life,”  says 
D’Angelo,  the  Red  Sox’  longest-tenured  season 
ticket  holder— nowin  section  17, field  box  38. 

“I  don’t  know  anything  else.  I  came  to  this 
country,  and  we  started  selling  newspapers 
for  two  cents,  and  it  was  all  about  baseball 
because  we  were  near  Fenway  Park.” 

Arthur  and  his  late  twin  brother,  Henry,  got 
their  start  selling  flowers,  papers,  pennants 
and  sports  memorabilia  from  a  pushcart  out¬ 
side  of  the  ballpark  after  moving  from  Italy 
in  1938.  Gradually,  the  duo  added  more  mer¬ 
chandise  to  their  inventory  before  found¬ 
ing  Twin  Enterprises,  which  was  renamed  ’47 
in  2010  to  commemorate  the  year  the  twins 
began  their  business.  Today,  the  company 
carries  headwear  and  apparel  for  all  of  the 
major  professional  sports  teams  and  main¬ 
tains  its  Jersey  Street  flagship  for  fans  to  buy 
their  flair. 


HEAVY  HITTER 

Arthur  D’Angelo  embarks  on  another  season  at  Fenway  Park 


“I  came  to  this  country,  and 
we  started  selling  newspapers 
for  two  cents,  and  it  was  all 
about  baseball  because  we 
were  near  Fenway  Park.” 
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“He’s  the  hardest  working  guy  you’ve  ever 
met,”  says  Bobby  D’Angelo,  one  of  Arthur's 
sons.  “When  he  was  a  young  man,  he  left  our 
house  every  morning  at  5  am  and  didn’t  get 
home  until  midnight.” 

These  days,  it’s  even  more  of  a  family 
affair,  with  Arthur’s  four  sons— Bobby, 

Mark,  David  and  Steven— running  ’47’s  day- 
to-day  operations  from  its  corporate  base  in 
Westwood,  while  the  93-year-old  patriarch 
oversees  the  rest  of  the  company.  D’Angelo 
counts  his  sons  carrying  on  the  brand’s  heri¬ 
tage  as  the  highlight  of  his  career,  a  legacy 
that  began  early  when  he  made  each  of  his 
children  learn  the  family  trade  whenever 
they  could,  garnering  a  love  for  the  game 


that  means  so  much  to  their  father  along 
the  way. 

To  date,  Arthur  has  attended  more  than 
5,000  Red  Sox  games  and  says  he’s  fre¬ 
quented  every  one  at  Fenway  since  1947. 
Coming  off  the  2018  Red  Sox  World  Series 
win,  visitors  strolling  down  Jersey  Street  will 
likely  catch  D'Angelo  seated  in  his  signature 
baseball  mitt  chair  at  the  entrance  of  his  store 
this  April. 

“He’s  really  become  a  part  of  the  upholstery 
of  Fenway  Park,”  Bobby  says.  "His  only  prob¬ 
lem  is  there’s  only  81  home  games.  My  father 
would  like  there  to  be  one  365  days  a  year, 
because  then  he  could  go  to  the  ballpark  every

A  POP-UP  BAKERY  FINDS  A  PERMANENT  PLACE  IN  SOMERVILLE

FTER  A  STRING  OF  SUCCESSFUL 

pop-ups  at  locations  like  Bagelsau- 
rus  and  Longfellows,  Vinal  Bakery  is 
spinning  a  new  track  as  it  prepares 
to  open  a  brick-and-mortar  spot. 
Founder  Sarah  Murphy  will  settle  down  in  Union 
Square  in  mid-April  to  hawk  English  muffins  and 
other  baked  goods  made  mostly  with  ingredients 
from  local  purveyors. 

“The  menu  is  really  New  England-inspired,” 
the  New  Hampshire  native  says.  “A  lot  of  the  fla¬ 
vors  and  some  of  the  recipes  are  things  that  my 
grandma  would  make,  as  well  as  flavors  I  grew  up 
baking,  so  it’s  kind  of  a  convergence  of  the  two.” 

Opening  steps  from  the  Bantam  Cider  tap- 
room  in  the  now-shuttered  Pizza  Palace  space, 


the  13-seat  interior  will  boast  whitewashed 
walls.  Mint  green  and  cobalt  blue  pendant  lights 
will  add  pops  of  color,  thanks  to  Black  Birch  Cre¬ 
ative,  whose  owner  Thomas  Tietjen  also  created 
wooden  tables  and  counters  to  give  the  room  a 
rustic  touch. 

“The  space  is  really  clean  and  bright  with  a  bit 
of  a  vintage  feel,”  Murphy  says.  “It’s  a  small  space, 
so  we  didn’t  want  it  to  feel  too  busy.” 

Open  daily  for  breakfast  and  lunch,  the 
kitchen  will  serve  sandwiches  on  English  muf¬ 
fins,  like  the  Miss  Maple  topped  with  an  over¬ 
medium  egg,  cheddar  and  maple  butter  with 
the  option  to  add  bacon,  ham  or  turkey  sausage, 
and  the  Archie,  the  spot’s  take  on  a  Fluffernut¬ 
ter,  featuring  Everett-based  Teddie’s  peanut  but¬ 


ter,  housemade  vanilla  marshmallow  creme  and 
sweet  and  salty  peanuts.  A  selection  of  pastries 
will  include  scones,  cookies  and  whoopie  pies, 
as  well  as  five  to  six  English  muffin  flavors — 
such  as  classic,  multigrain,  oat  sesame  and 
anadama — that  will  rotate  monthly.  Custom¬ 
ers  can  wash  down  baked  goods  with  a  cup  of 
java  from  Portland  roasters  Tandem  Coffee  or 
sip  coffee  milk  made  in-house  as  a  nod  to  Rhode 
Island. 

“A  huge  part  of  creating  this  is  so  that  people 
can  come  and  feel  really  welcome,”  Murphy  says. 
“I  hope  they  come  by  and  introduce  themselves 
because  I  think  a  big  part  of  this  is  getting  to  know 
the  people  that  come  in  the  door — that’s  the  part 
I’m  really  excited  about.” 


QUIETTIME: 

The  burger  at  the  Quiet 
Few  will  feature  bacon

Good  Eats:  The  Chosen  Few 


With  a  name  like  the  Quiet  Few,  you  might  expect  this  forthcoming  eatery 
co-owned  by  Josh  and  Linsey  Weinstein  to  be  a  study  in  restraint.  The  TQF 
burger,  however,  is  proof  of  the  over-the-top  flavors  you  can  expect  to  find  in  the 
East  Boston  spot’s  spins  on  comfort  foods.  “I’m  a  huge  fan  of  trying  to  find  a  ton 
of  funky  things  that  don’t  normally  work  and  somehow  tie  them  together,"  chef 
Scott  Jensen,  formerly  of  the  Gallows  Group,  says  of  the  burger  that’s  topped  with 
fried  mozzarella  and  bacon,  with  housemade  French  onion  dip  smeared  on  an  El 
Salvadoran-style  bun  from  neighboring  Adela’s  bakery.  Sure,  the  toppings  are  a 
loud,  salty,  creamy  delight,  but  the  blend  of  ground  chuck,  brisket  and  short  rib 
infused  with  whiskey  and  spices  is  the  real  star  ./Nathan  Tavares

"We  wanted  to

home,''  says  the  Catered  Affair’s  Ryan  Clarke, 
who  adds  they  rifled  through  their  favorite 
authors  when  creating  the  menu.  Despite 
combining  two  spirits,  this  ode  to  J.D.  Salin¬ 
ger  is  delicate,  featuring  a  touch  of  floral  and 
a  bit  of  spice.  It  joins  a  list  of  other  tea-laced 
literary  references,  like  the  War  &  Peace  and 
its  green  jade  tea,  plus  the  tequila  and  mocha 
matcha  mixture  found  in  the  Green  Light. 


PAIR  IT  WITH:  Tartines,  from  a  duck  confit 
($14)  with  Roquefort  and  prosciutto  to  a 
dry-aged  sirloin  option  ($10)  served  with 
goat  cheese  and  onion  jam. 


AMBIANCE:  In  contrast  to  the  Courtyard  Tea 
Room's  bright,  airy  feel,  the  next-door  lounge 
sports  exposed  brick,  distressed  wood,  rod 
iron  and  Edison  bulbs.  Tabletops  and  shelves 
are  home  to  mortars  and  pestles  as  well  as 
bell  jars  displaying  loose-leaf  teas,  from  Irish 
breakfast  assam  with  notes  of  caramel,  cherry 
wood  and  clementine  to  an  earthy  aged  white 
peony  with  hints  of  marzipan  and  golden  rai¬ 
sin.  Walk  up  to  the  10-person  bar,  or  reserve 
one  of  the  30  seats,  where  you'll  be  greeted 
with  menus  tucked  into  old  books  sourced 
from  the  library's  collection. 


WHERE  DID  THE  INSPIRATION  FOR 
AMERICAN  MOOR  COME  FROM?  I've  been 
a  professional  actor  for  more  than  30  years  of 
my  life  and  I’ve  been  an  African  American  man 
experiencing  this  country  for  57  years,  and  the 
two  things  are  inextricable  and  it  took  me  a  while 
to  realize  that.  It  took  me  a  while  to  grow  into  my 
professional  state  as  an  actor  and  to  grow  into 
my  African  American  manhood,  and  under¬ 
stand  who  it  was  and  how  people  perceive  me 
and  where  I  fit  and  take  ownership  and  pride  in 
my  being.  These  are  journeys,  both  of  them,  and 
when  you  combine  them,  it  opens  up  all  sorts  of 
conversations  about  what  one  is  allowed  to  do 
and  be  in  this  culture. 

WHAT’S  IT  LIKE  PERFORMING  SOMETHING 
YOU’VE  WRITTEN?  It  has  an  upside  and  a 
downside.  The  upside  is  that  it’s  40  pages  of 
words  that  came  out  of  me.  Each  word  means 
something  specifically  to  me  and  has  relevance 
to  my  life  and,  in  that  respect,  it’s  certainly  easier 
to  get  through  it.  The  downside  is  that  as  impor¬ 


tant  as  this  play  has  apparently  turned  out  to 
be,  in  many  ways  and  respects,  you  gettired  of 
unfolding  your  own  life,  your  own  vulnerabilities. 
It's  not  wholly  autobiographical— there  is  fiction 
to  it— but  it  gets  its  deeply  charged  issues  and 
experiences  from  my  life.  To  unpack  those  every 
night  can  be  not  fun,  but  it's  important. 

HOW  DOES  IT  FEEL  PERFORMING  AN  ENTIRE 
SHOW  BY  YOURSELF?  It's  a  journey,  and  some 
nights  it's  like  walking  through  mud  and  other 
nights  it’s  not,  and  that  has  a  lot  to  do  with  the 
audience.  Theater  is  a  collaborative  effort.  The 
experience  is  not  just  mine,  it's  all  of  ours.  We  get 
in  there  together  and  we  have  a  dialogue,  and 
how  the  audience  reacts,  how  they  are  engaged, 
creates  energy,  and  the  energy  can  feed  a  per¬ 
formance  and  take  it  in  a  direction.  So,  it  varies 
from  nightto  night.  It  can  be  frightening,  but  at 
this  point,  I  understand  that  this  play  lands  on  all 
sorts  of  people  across  all  racial  and  age  and  sex¬ 
ual  spectrums.  It  lands  on  allot  them  in  ways  that 
move  them  on  a  truly  visceral  level.

COFFEE  +  LIVE  MUSIC 

Hoping  to  fill  what  he  saw  as  a  need  for  an 
all-day/all-night  gathering  place  in  Roslin- 
dale,  Anthony  Giordano  was  inspired  by  Back 
Bay’s  late  Other  Side  Cafe  and  his  love  of  live 
music  when  he  opened  the  Square  Root  in 
February.  Patrons  can  line  up  at  the  brightly 
colored  spot's  striated  bar  during  mornings 
and  afternoons  to  enjoy  beverages 
crafted  with  Sudbury-based  Karma 
Coffee— Giordano  recommends  a 
simple  espresso— as  well  as  treats 
like  pastries  and  breakfast  sand¬ 
wiches.

As  far  back  as  2014,  beer  wasn't  the  only  thing 
brewing  at  Night  Shift.  The  gang  would  sip 
pour-over  coffees  and  talk  specialty  beans  in 
the  early  morning  hours  while  crafting  their  first 
batch  of  beer.  Now  at  the  newly  minted  West 
End  taproom,  Night  Shift  Roasting  boasts 
beans  roasted  in-house  and  a  funky  interior 
inspired  by  the  brand’s  beer  labels.

Emerson  College  alum  Steven  Rowley 
dives  into  the  publishing  world  in  his 
second  novel,  The  Editor,  set  in  the  ’90s, 
as  protagonist  James  Smale  gets  an 
editor  whose  name  shouts  from  the 
rooftop:  Jacqueline  Kennedy  Onassis. 

After  learning  that  he’s  writing  about  his  mother, 
the  formerfirst  lady  takes  a  deep  interest  in  work¬ 
ing  with  James,  as  she  senses  some  unfinished  mys¬ 
teries  that  are  related  to  his  life  in  the  novel.  Her 
therapeutic  intuition,  delivered  with  that  famous 
grace,  leads  James  to  reconnect  with  his  mother — 
who  had  long  ago  kicked  out  her  husband  for  object- 
ingto  their  son’s  evolving  gayness.  Duringrecent 
years,  she’d  been  stonewalling  James  in  peculiar 
ways;  now,  she’s  outraged  to  be  in  his  book. 

Starstruck — as  readers  will  also  be — James  stays 
with  Jackie  on  Martha’s  Vineyard  and  follows  her 
gentle  guidance  to  the  painful,  necessary  relearn¬ 
ing  about  his  life.  The  two  are  well  attuned  as  Jackie 


edits  him,  inside  and  out.  Eventually,  James’  mother 
confesses  a  family  secret  that  leads  the  novelist  on  a 
searchformore  answers.  Meanwhile,  James’  amus¬ 
ing  and  frisky  relationship  with  lover  Daniel  goes 
through  a  brief  downturn.  James  flirts  with  Jackie’s 
assistant,  Mark,  which  makes  for  some  sexy  scenes. 
But  the  expectable  dramas  of  James’  life-changing 
events  soon  settle  down.  Exciting  and  dramatic, 
Rowley’s  book  is  also  wryly  funny.

FIND  SUNSHINE  AND  ART  IN  SARASOTA'S  ROSEMARY  DISTRICT 


SOMEWHERE  BETWEEN  THE  SLEEKNESS 
of  Miami  and  the  magic  of  Orlando,  you’ll 
find  Sarasota.  In  the  middle  of  the  20th 
century,  the  Gulf  Coast  city  was  home  to 
the  largest  number  of  artists  per  capita 
in  the  country,  architect  Paul  Rudolph  among  them. 
The  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Design  alum  and 
former  Yale  School  of  Architecture  dean  studied 
under  Bauhaus  founder  Walter  Gropius,  dreaming 
up  places  such  as  the  Umbrella  House — which 
Architectural  Digest  named  “one  of  the  five  most 
remarkable  houses”  of  its  time.  Despite  all  the  recent 
Bauhaus  buzz,  Rudolph  serves  as  inspiration  today, 
too,  including  at  the  just-opened  Modern  in  the  heart 
of  the  Rosemary  District’s  flourishing  arts  scene. 

Down  the  road  from  the  Sarasota  Opera  House, 
make  yourself  at  home  at  the  89-room  hotel  that 
sets  the  vacation  vibes  with  vertical  gardens,  play¬ 
ful  wallpaper,  giant  Slim  Aarons  photographs  and 
plenty  of  options  for  vitamin  D:  70  rooms  offerpri- 
vate  outdoor  space,  and  most  have  a  view  of  the 
bay.  The  downtown  spot  provides  a  dozen  types  of 
accommodations,  from  lofts  featuring  adult-sized 


bunk  beds  to  the  fifth-floor  suites  with  outdoor 
clawfoot  bathtubs. 

Keep  soaking  in  the  experience  down  by  the 
pool — or  take  a  dip  in  the  cold  plunge,  if  you  dare — 
which  blasts  an  underwater  soundtrack  of  every¬ 
thing  from  classical  to  R&B.  When  you’re  not 
holding  court  at  the  pingpong  tables,  squeeze  in 
some  time  at  the  poolside  Juice  Bar,  where  you  can 
order  fresh-pressed  concoctions,  and  thenlounge 
drink-in-hand  on  the  nearby  70-foot  daybed  that’s 
upholstered  in  a  funkyjumble  of  Missoni-like  pat¬ 
terns.  But  if  you  came  for  the  beach,  the  hotel’s 
vintage  V  W  van  can  drop  you  off  at  Lido  Key — or 
anywhere  else  within  three  miles. 

After  stretching  out  under  the  sun,  let  loose 
in  your  room  with  a  spa  treatment  from  Pura  Vie, 
which  offers  massages  and  facials  for  hotel  guests, 
though  you  can  walk  a  few  blocks  to  get  the  full 
menu  (plus  a  20-percent  discount)  and  choose  from 
options  like  a  shirodhara  scalp  massage  that  drips 
warm  oil  over  the  third  eye.  Wherever  you  land,  a 
tabletop  Thai  massage  is  like  a  yoga  session  without 
any  of  the  work,  as  a  therapist  wrangles  your  limbs. 
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Feeling  limber,  head  to  the  Ringlingtoget 
a  taste  of  life  under  the  big  top.  A  miniature 
re-creation  of  the  traveling  extravaganza  poses 
more  than  40,000  objects  throughout  3,800 
square  feet — and  there’s  slightly  bigger  bits  of 
history  on  display,  including  the  tiny  car  Lou 
Jacobs  squished  his  6-foot  frame  into.  The  66 
acres  is  also  the  site  of  John  and  Mabel  Ringling’s 
winter  home,  Ca’  d’Zan,  on  the  edge  of  Sarasota 
Bay.  Inspired  by  Venetian  palazzi,  it’s  filled  with 
Gilded  Age  finds  like  the  OG  Waldorf  Astoria’s 
chandelier  and  a  bed  purchased  because  John 
(incorrectly)  believed  that  Napoleon  had  slept 
in  it .  The  circus  king,  who  built  his  fortune  on 
5-cent  admission  tickets,  laid  his  head  to  rest 
across  from  a  $26,000  painting — just  a  fraction 
of  his  art  collection,  which  now  spans  21  galleries 
in  the  on-site  museum. 

There  are  more  treasures  to  uncover  at 
Canned  Ham  Vintage:  frocks  plucked  from  Betty 
Draper’s  closet,  well-loved  cowboy  boots  as 
well  as  even  more  surprises  stuffed  into  draw¬ 
ers  and  hat  boxes.  You  may  need  to  scoop  up  one 
of  the  old-school  Hartmann  suitcases  to  haul 
back  a  piece  of  the  envious  Pyrex  collection.  The 
hunt  continues  a  few  blocks  over  at  Circus  City, 
stocked  with  French  wine  barrels,  Smith  Corona 
typewriters  and  water  skis  from  the  legendary 
Cypress  Garden  theme  park,  which  entertained 
guests  even  longer  than  the  Ringling  circus. 

Hungry?  Between  8  am  and  7  pm,  get  your 
buzz  on  at  the  Overton.  By  day,  the  industrial- 
chic  garage  decked  out  in  greenery  serves  a  mean 
pour-over,  and  by  night,  the  fast-casual  eatery 
slings  cocktails,  like  a  whiskey-spiked  cold  brew 
with  rock  candy.  The  food  menu,  available  all 
day,  ranges  from  uni-buttered  toast  to  matzo 
ball  soup  and  grilled  cheese  with  broccolini  and 
a  sweet  onion-chili  flake  jam.  If  you  want  some 
one-on-one  time  with  a  barista,  pop  over  to  the 
mini  espresso  bar,  and  there’s  always  soft  serve — 
for  the  vegans,  too— topped  with  frosted  animal 
crackers  and  malted  milk  balls. 

Head  to  Main  Street  to  grab  a  table  at  Lila, 
where  more  veggie-friendly  dining  awaits.  Dig 
into  fresh  tagliatelle  with  a  bolognese  of  mush¬ 
rooms  and  carrots,  though  there’s  stuff  to  please 
meat  eaters,  such  as  antelope  served  with  house- 
made  Worcestershire  sauce.  Ifyou’re  not  feeling 
the  several  kombuchas  available,  alistofwinesis 
at  the  ready  with  organic  and  biodynamic  options. 

Back  at  the  Modern,  when  the  restaurant  isn’t 
hosting  comedians  or  lectures  about  the  World’s 
Fair  and  red  tide,  Hell’s  Kitchen  competitor  Jenni¬ 
fer  Salhoff  serves  gator  croquettes,  chilled  cilan¬ 
tro  soup  and  sea  scallops  with  forbidden  rice  at 
Rudolph’s.  Save  room  for  desserts  like  decon¬ 
structed  berry  pies  or  blueberry  goat  cheese  gelato 
sandwiched  between  waffles.  Ifyou’re  inthe 
mood  for  liquid  dessert,  saddle  up  to  the  curved 
bar  beneath  a  taxidermied  gator  hung  upside- 
down  on  the  ceiling.  Order  another  round  of 
drinks,  but  you  may  want  to  rise  early  and  sneak 
out  to  the  sunrise  terrace  behind  the  fitness  center 
to  catch  a  final  glimpse  of  the  Florida  sunshine.  ♦

FOXY  LADIES 

FOX  &  THE  KNIFE  MARKS  AN  IMPRESSIVE  INDIE  DEBUT  FOR  A  CELEBRATED  LOCALCHEF 


Boston  food  geeks  know  most  of 

the  bio  of  Karen  Akunowicz:  Top  Chef 
contestant,  longtime  chef  at  Myers  + 
Chang  and  20t8’s  James  Beard  Award 
winner  for  Best  Chef,  Northeast.  It 
still  surprised  us  to  learn  that  Fox  &  the  Knife,  her 
first  place  of  her  own,  would  be  Italian,  specifi¬ 
cally  Emilia-Romagnan:  Who  knew  she  spent  a 
year  cooking  in  Modena?  (It’s  co-owned  with  her 
spouse,  L.J.  Johnson,  and  buttressedby  impres¬ 
sive  female  talent  up  front  and  on  the  line,  includ¬ 
ing  general  manager  Alexandra  Hayden.)  Barely 
two  months  in,  this  cozy  75-seater  across  from 
the  Red  Line’s  Broadway  stop  in  Southie  already 
draws  frenetic  crowds. 

Actually,  the  frenzy  comes  later:  In  the  pre¬ 
dinner  aperitivo  hour,  one  can  bask  in  leisurely 
quiet  at  the  bar  while  sipping  spritzes,  aperitif 
wines  and  original  cocktails  like  an  Italicus  spritz 
($10)  made  from  prosecco  and  an  intensely  herbal, 
rose-scented  spirit,  or  a  Gimlet  ($12)  of  tarragon 
citrus  vodka  garnished  with  a  dehydrated  lime.  For 
thirst-inducing  accompaniment,  there  are  lightly 
fiery  harissa-marinated  olives  ($4),  steaming 
hot,  crisp/tender  fried  chili  chickpeas  ($3),  great 
housemade  ricotta  ($6)  dimpled  with  verdant 
EVOO  for  spreading  on  grilled  bread,  and  superb 


prosciutto  ($7)  from  Italy ’s  eastern  Alpine  border. 
That’ll  take  the  edge  off  the  workday. 

The  mobs  soon  arrive  thick  and  noisy  for  more 
substantial  eats,  starting  with  novel  bread  like  a 
thick,  chewy,  herby  focaccia  ($12)  lasciviously  ooz¬ 
ing  melted  taleggio  and  swimming  in  oil,  or  the 
cunning,  thick  wheat  pancake  called  tigelle  ($5) 
baked  in  a  cast-iron  mold  and  served  with  but¬ 
ter.  Antipasti  include  a  bevy  of  sensational  veg¬ 
etable  plates  (a  recent  trend  that  thrills  us)  like 
cavoletti  agrodolce  ($7),  halved  and  charred  Brus¬ 
sels  sprouts  in  a  fascinating  sweet/sour  dressing, 
showered  with  mint  and  shallots.  Panzanella  di 
finocchio  ($10)  layers  licorice-y  fennel  withradic- 
chio  and  soft  croutons  while  pomegranate  seeds 
and  sumac  add  crunch  and  tang.  Broccoli  alia  gril- 
lia  “Caesar”  ($11)  is  a  genius  reinvention:  grilled 
florets  subbing  for  romaine,  layered  with  crunchy 
croutons  and  chunks  of  soft  Parmigiano-Reggiano, 
in  a  white  miso  dressing,  with  coloratura  (the 
ancient  Romans’  answer  to  Vietnamese  fish  sauce) 
standing  in  for  anchovy.  Bietola  and  burrata  ($14) 
hides  the  cheese  under  Swiss  chard  in  a  warm  wal¬ 
nut  vinaigrette,  an  abundant  crown  of  crisp-fried 
shallots  making  it  memorable. 

Pastas  are  sensibly  sized,  original  and  beauti¬ 
fully  executed.  We  swooned  over  simple  zafferano 


spaghetti  con  vongole  ($20)  with  shelled  clams 
under  a  vivid  tangle  of  saffron  threads  and  fennel 
fronds,  the  plate  made  novel  and  rich  with  a  sauce 
of  “tomato  butter.”  Much  hand  labor  goes  into  the 
fabulous  tortelli  di  pastinaca  ($24),  purse-shaped 
ravioli  stuffed  with  pureed  parsnips  and  mild 
gorgonzola,  barely  sauced  with  walnuts,  brown 
butter  and  balsamic,  a  halo  of  vivid  radicchio  offer- 
ingbitter  contrast.  Campanelle  ($20)  dresses 
bright  green,  hand-rolled  cones  in  creamy  pista¬ 
chio  pesto,  sprinkling  them  with  fried  pistachios, 
shaved  soft  feta,  mint  and  Aleppo  pepper.  We  also 
loved  the  texture  of  mafaldine  allafunghi  ($23), 
the  pasta  like  skinny  curly-edgelasagna,  with 
nutty  toasted  farro,  earthy  spring  mushrooms  and 
gently  applied  truffle  butter,  though  we  miss  an 
earlier  version  of  this  dish  with  duck  and  guanciale. 

Proteins  are  similarly  genuinely  Italian-sized 
(not  gargantuan),  as  in  polio  al  mattone  ($24),  a 
flattened,  crisp-skinned,  slightly  smoky  tasting 
half-chicken  with  a  simple  side  of  escarole  braised 
in  rosemary  brown  butter,  and  capasanta  piccata 
($27),  two  big,  plump  diver  scallops  with  good  grill 
char  over  a  mess  of  spigarello  kale  spiked  with 
Meyer  lemon  and  giant  pignoli.  The  prettiest  and 
richest  might  be  harissa-braised  agnello  ($29),  its 
gently  spicy,  barely  fatty  lamb  shank  resting  atop 
delectably  sweet  and  vividly  orange  carrot  polenta, 
mint  gremolata  and  fried  shallots  offering  more 
traditional  Mediterranean  accents.  Pesce  fritto 
($36)  was  the  one  monster,  a  whole  pound-and- 
a-half  red  snapper,  crisply  pan-fried  and  perhaps 
a  trifle  overwhelmedby  its  topping  of  fennel  and 
salty  green  garlic  salmoriglio. 

The  gentle  and  modest  desserts  include  a  soft, 
simple  panna  cotta  ($8)  sparely  garnished  with  red 
currants,  and  a  dense  chocolate  torta  ($8)  with  real 
whipped  cream.  The  wine  program  extends  another 
welcome  trend  of  emphasizing  winemakers  (many 
of  them  women)  who  favor  biodynamic/natural 
methods  and  more  obscure  varietals  at  nice  prices. 
We  managed  to  drink  a  lot  of  the  2016  Natalino 
del  Prete  Torre  Nova  ($11,  glass),  an  inky,  complex 
Puglian  negroamaro,  as  well  as  the  2017  La  Tollara 
Gutturnio  Krizzante  ($38,bottle/$i3,glass),a 
lightly  sparklingbonarda/barbera from  Emilia- 
Romagna,  and  found  a  bargain-priced  cava,  the 
lemony/mineraly  Bohigas  Brut  Riserva  ($52). 

Service  is  casually  solicitous  (and  wine- 
knowledgeable)  throughout  three  seating 
areas:  the  spacious  bar  up  front,  the  antipasto 
bar  fronting  the  open  kitchen  (which  makes 
for  great  spectating)  and  a  more  serene-feeling 
rear  dining  room  boasting  calming,  minty  green 
hues  and  an  enigmatic  nature  mural  on  one  wall, 
though  handsome  hardwoods  can  make  prime¬ 
time  sound  levels  slightly  oppressive.  Any  way  you 
slice  it,  Akunowicz  and  her  band  of  sisters  have 
mounted  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  take  on  north¬ 
ern  Italian  cuisine  that  is  at  once  firmly  grounded 
in  tradition  but  not  averse  to  occasional  flights  of 
American  whimsy.  It’s  well  and  truly  worth  elbow¬ 
ing  through  the  dense,  avid  local  crowds  to  get  a 
table  of  your  own.  ♦

Nevertheless,  he  persisted — 
and  Moondog  might  be  the  only  possible  variation 
on  the  character  still  worth  watching. 

Tirelessly  optimistic  and  chill  to  a  fault, 
always  with  a  PBR  in  one  hand  and  a  joint  in  the 
other,  Moondog  is  what  happens  whenyou  com¬ 
bine  The  Dude  with  Riff  Raff,  the  white  Florida 
rapper  who  claims  he  inspired  James  Franco’s 
character  Alien  in  Spring  Breakers.  Moondog  tends 
to  soliloquize  about  the  abyss  while  wearing 
women’s  clothing  and  Hawaiian-print  pajama

sets,  as  well  as  two  to  three  pairs  of  glasses  at 
the  same  time,  which  meld  with  his  overgrown, 
bleach-blond  shag  and  scruffy  beard  to  form  a 
comical  disguise.  He  bounces  between  his  house¬ 
boat  in  Key  West,  where  the  community  treats  him 
like  a  poet-god,  and  his  massive  mansion  in  Miami, 
where  his  wife  Minnie  (a  delightful  Isla  Fisher)  is 
sleeping  with  his  neighbor  Rie  (pronounced  “Ray,” 
short  for  “Lingerie,”  and  played  by  none  other 
than  Snoop  Dogg).  Everyone  in  this  world  is  truly, 
deeply  odd,  with  zero  interest  in  living  life  any  dif¬ 
ferently,  but  Moondog  is  the  oddest  of  them  all — 


and  his  poetry  and  positive  energy 
bring  them  all  together. 

The  only  one  who  isn’t  totally 
on  board  with  Moondog’s  south 
Florida  shamanism  is  his  daugh¬ 
ter  Heather  (Stefania  LaVie  Owen), 
who’s  marrying  some  nobody  and 
needs  her  dad  to  be  on  his  best 
behavior  at  the  wedding.  Natu¬ 
rally,  he  isn’t,  and  this  leads  to  the 
only  significant  plot  development 
in  the  entire  film — a  detail  I’ll  omit 
for  those  who  like  their  rambling, 
shaggy-dog  tales  to  have  at  least 
an  ounce  of  narrative.  Ultimately, 
this  event  pushes  the  deadbeat 
Moondog  to  pursue  finishing  and 
publishinghis  book,  ajourney  that 
brings  him  to  prison,  rehab,  fish¬ 
ing  boats,  party  boats,  burning  boats  and  beyond. 

Along  the  way,  we’re  introduced  to  a  rotating 
cast  of  colorful  characters,  including  Jonah  Hill 
as  Moondog’s  literary  agent  with  a  laugh-out-loud, 
low  country  accent  and  Zac  Efron  as  a  coked- up 
Christian  rocker  with  a  beard  cut  that  was  liter¬ 
ally  inspired  by  a  panini.  When  combined  with 
some  genuinely  wonderful  slapstick  comedy  (e.g., 
Moondog  pushes  a  man  playing  a  tuba  into  the 
harbor),  these  performances  help  seal  The  Beach 
Bum  as  the  funniest  movie  I’ve  seen  this  year. 
Korine  might  not  write  the  tightest  scripts,  but 
Florida  has  taught  him  howto  write  a  joke. 

If  this  all  starts  to  sound  like  a  Judd  Apatow 
stoner  comedy,  don’t  get  it  twisted — Korine 
breaks  out  the  art-school  editing  and  Benoit  Debie 
cinematography  to  remind  you  he’s  still  the  pre¬ 
tentious  film  brat  he’s  always  been.  It’s  all  very 
intriguing  and  rather  beautiful,  especially  when 
considered  with  the  killer  soundtrack,  featuring 
Peggy  Lee,  the  Cure  and  Jimmy  Buffett,  who  is 
actually  in  the  film,  and  the  joyously  weird  origi¬ 
nal  score.  John  Debney  brings  mischievous  strings, 
a  sweet  accordion  and,  of  course,  the  occasional 
steel  drum — as  if  Korine  started  makinga  roman¬ 
tic  comedy  set  in  Sicily  and  then  remembered  the 
actual  task  at  hand. 

As  The  Beach  Bum  meanders  toward  its  satisfy¬ 
ing  conclusion,  it  works  to  resist  interpretation. 

Is  this — the  suspiciously  upbeat  tale  of  an  enig¬ 
matic  man  who  was  called  a  genius  too  young  and 
spent  the  rest  of  his  life  messing  around — Korine’s 
first  self-portrait?  Is  it  a  clever,  grinning  indict¬ 
ment  of  the  American  Dream?  Or  is  it  all  just  some 
big,  bullshit  cover-up  for  the  director  running  out 
of  ideas  and  choosing  an  extended  vacation  with 
McConaughey  and  a  kilo  of  weed  instead  of  real 
work?  We  may  never  know  the  answer,  but  when 
the  destination  is  this  much  fun,  does  it  really 
matter  how  we  got  here?  ♦ 


After  wrapping  on  the  dangerous, 
debaucherous  Spring  Breakers  and 
spending  six  years  sitting  in  the  Flor¬ 
ida  sun,  it  seems  that  Harmony  Korine 
has  lost  his  edge — and  that  might  not 
be  such  a  bad  thing.  Gone  are  the  days  of  the  sneer¬ 
ing  auteur’s  Kids  and  Julien  Donkey-Boy,  angry, 
challenging  art  films  about  forgotten  people  living 
at  the  very  outskirts  of  society.  With  his  latest  flick, 
The  Beach  Bum,  Korine  has  grownup  and  mellowed 
out,  shifting  his  attention  inward  to  make  perhaps 
the  only  introspective  and  genuinely  kind  film 
of  his  entire  career — all  the  while  preserving  his 
idiosyncratic  directing  style  and  penchant  for  the 
bizarre.  There’s  a  coke-addicted  parrot  and  Mar¬ 
tin  Lawrence  losing  his  foot  in  a  shark  attack,  sure, 
but  there’s  also  lost  love  and  ambition  and  a  happy 
ending.  Meet  the  new  Harmony. 

While  The  Beach  Bum  marks  a  tonal  shift  for  the 
writer/director,  it’s  not  entirely  out  of  left  field. 

Like  Trash  Hampers  and  Mister  Lonely,  this  film  is 
fascinated  by  communal  living  amongthe  weird¬ 
est  weirdos  the  world  has  to  offer  and,  like  Spring 
Breakers,  it  features  a  star-studded  cast  getting  up 
to  a  lot  of  shit  in  Florida.  Here,  Korine  has  lassoed 
awild  Matthew  McConaugheyinto  playing  Moon¬ 
dog,  a  wandering  poet  with  a  heart  of  gold  and  a 
blood  alcohol  level  permanently  hoveri  ng  around 
“trashed.”  Considering  his  role  as  another  heavy¬ 
drinking,  tuna-fishing  beach  bum  in  January’s 
abysmal  Serenity,  you’d  think  McConaughey  would 
have  wanted  to  toss  the  “alright,  alright,  alright”

AMANDA  PALMER  UNAPOLOGETICALLY  PLUNGES  INTO  THE  PERSONAL  AND  POLITICAL 


Amanda  Palmer’s  first  album  in 

seven  years  wields  the  title  There  Will 
Be  No  Intermission — and  she’s  not 
kidding.  A  largely  bleak,  unflinch¬ 
ingly  honest  and  relentless  cycle,  the 
album  can  prove  daunting  and  difficult  to  infil¬ 
trate,  as  she  delves  into  highly  personal  songs  on 
such  topics  as  cancer  and  abortion. 

But  set  aside  the  time  and  space  to  immerse 
yourself  in  “The  Ride,”  a  lo-minute  reflection  on 
life  in  which  Palmer  muses  on  sitting  beside  you, 
enjoying  the  chance  to  scream  or  cry  together. 
“The  alternative’s  nothingness,”  she  sings,  “might 
as  well  give  it  a  try.”  When  it’s  over,  you  might 
even  catch  your  breath,  realizing  the  payoff  from 
patiently  submitting  to  Palmer’s  emotional  roller 
coaster. 

“This  album  is  not  a  light  snack,”  the  Lexing¬ 
ton  native  says  from  the  upstate  New  York  home 


she  shares  with  writer/husband  Neil  Gaiman 
and  their  son,  packing  for  a  tour  that  hits  the 
Orpheum  Theatre  on  April  19.  “It’s  a  pretty  con¬ 
centrated  offering.” 

She  gained  confidence  in  the  material  by  per¬ 
forming  it  for  audiences  large  and  small  in  recent 
years,  Palmer  says,  noting,  “I  knew  these  songs 
made  people  cry.”  She  released  some  of  them  for 
her  14,000-plus  supporters  on  the  crowdfund¬ 
ing  platform  Patreon.  “What  I  didn’t  anticipate 
is  what  having  a  bunch  of  patrons  would  do  to  my 
artwork,  and  how  they  would  dial  up  my  bravery,” 
she  says.  “It  was  almost  inebriating  relief  in  not 
having  to  hustle  to  sell  my  shit  anymore.” 

Palmer  fought  record  labels  since  she  formed 
the  punk-cabaret  duo  the  Dresden  Dolls  in  2000 
with  Brian  Viglione  and  famously  funded  her 
2012  album,  Theatre  Is  Evil,  through  Kickstarter. 
But  she’s  never  indulged  her  lyrical  impulses  as

deeply  as  on  There  Will  Be  No  Intermission,  work¬ 
ing  again  with  St.  Vincent  producer  John  Con- 
gleton  and  favoring  the  minimalist  palette  of  her 
piano  or  ukulele. 

“John  Congleton  single-handedly  created  the 
environment  in  which  I  could  let  loose  those  feel¬ 
ings,”  Palmer  says.  She  recorded  some  tracks  in 
a  single  take,  including  lyrical  cascades  “Bigger 
on  the  Inside”  (about  being  beaten  down  by  crit¬ 
ics  while  friends  battled  cancer)  and  “A  Mother’s 
Confession,”  an  exhaustive  travelogue  of  guilt- 
riddled  mishaps,  resolving  with  the  lyric:  “At  least 
the  baby  didn’t  die.” 

She  writes  of  a  French  boy  raped  by  his  father 
(“A  composite  on  purpose  because  I  didn’t  want 
to  out  any  of  my  fans”)  and  her  gay,  detached 
grandfather,  whose  ring  she  stole  after  he  died. 

“I  try  to  be  incredibly  respectful  of  everyone  else’s 
stories,”  Palmer  says.  “Yet  I  will  harvest  myself 
to  the  very  bowels.” 

On  “Voicemail  for  Jill,”  she  tackles  a  subject 
that  she  has  tried  to  address  before:  abortion.  It’s 
framed  as  one  woman  consoling  another  about

that  lonely  decision.  But  Palmer,  who  had  three 
abortions  and  a  miscarriage,  acknowledges  that 
it’s  “probably  more  parts  me  than  anybody  else.” 

She  attributes  the  urgency  of  doing  that  song 
to  the  politics  of  Trump’s  America.  “I  spent  a  long 
time  trying  to  dodge  the  bullet  of  being  labeled  a 
feminist,”  Palmer  says.  “I  wanted  to  be  discussed 
and  considered  as  an  artist  way  more  than  as  a 
feminist.  That’s  no  longer  true.  I  have  surpassed 
all  cages.  I  don’t  give  a  fuck  what  people  call  me. 
I’m  going  to  do  the  work  that  I  feel  is  important.” 

Palmer  has  long  championed  female  nudity  as 
art,  and  that  hasn’t  changed  at  age  42.  To  comple¬ 
ment  There  Will  Be  No  Intermission,  she  produced 
a  90-page  book  (available  on  tour  in  softcover) 
with  autobiographical  essays  and  portrait  pho¬ 
tography,  some  of  it  nude.  And  on  the  album  cover, 
Palmer  stands  naked  against  an  ominous  sun¬ 
set,  brandishing  a  sword.  You  won’t  see  it  on  Face- 
book  or  Instagram,  but  fans  have  posted  their 
own  representations.  “It  has  galvanized  people 
into  a  mode  of  rebellious  creativity,”  Palmer  says. 

“We  can  always  move  faster  than  the  speed  of  the 
censors  and  the  Puritans.” 

In  concert,  she’ll  speak  frankly  about  the 
songs,  inspired  by  seeing  Springsteen  on  Broad¬ 
way  and  similarly  revealing  performances  by 
Nick  Cave  and  comedian  Hannah  Gadsby.  “It’s  a 
very  funny  show,”  Palmer  says.  “It  would  have  to 
be  if  it’s  going  to  get  that  dark.”  Unlike  her  past 
tours,  the  three-hour  affair  also  offers  an  ironic 
twist:  There  will  bean  intermission.  ♦

Every  so  often,  I  get  a  great  idea 
for  a  business.

When  chef/owner  Michael  Scelfo  was  putting 
together  the  menu  at  the  Longfellow  Bar  at 
Alden  &  Harlow,  he  aimed  to  steer  clear  of 
typical  bar  snack  staples,  such  as  nachos  and 
crab  Rangoon,  instead  combining  the  dishes  to 
create  a  hybrid.  The  result  is  the  crab  Rangoon 
“nachos”  ($9)— oversized  tortilla  chips  topped 
with  a  generous  helping  of  shredded  blue  crab, 
Tillamook  Cheddar,  cream  cheese,  scallions  and 
jalapenos.  "Longfellow  is  designed  to  be  utensil- 
free  and  has  been  since  day  one,”  Scelfo  says. 
'This  dish  really  encapsulates  the  joy  of  eating 


with  your  hands,  with  texture  and  temperature

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Chef  Maxime  Fanton  of  Alcove  dishes  out  a 
melty  melding  of  cultures  with  his  La  Quercia 
prosciutto  ($13),  which  deconstructs  the  classic 
ham  and  cheese  sandwich  thanks  to  a  traditional 
preparation  from  the  Emilia-Romagna  region  of 
Italy.  A  star  of  the  charcuterie  and  cheese  menu 
since  the  waterfront  eatery  opened  in  the  fall, 
the  dish  pairs  warm  pillows  of  whole  wheat  fried 
dough  with  stracciatella  created  daily  at  Moz¬ 
zarella  House  in  Peabody  and  sliced  prosciutto 
made  of  Heritage  Berkshire  pork,  which  Fanton 
describes  as  “salty  and  sweet,  silky,  nutty  and 
with  a  caramel  finish  "  As  for  how  to  dig  in,  take 
his  cue:  "Get  your  gnocco  fritto,  open  it  up,  put 
some  stracciatella  and  prosciutto  inside,  bite  it 
and  get  your  hands  dirty!”

Dave  DuBois,  co-owner  of  the  Franklin 
Restaurant  Group  with  Maureen  McLaughlin, 
knows  about  experimenting  with  different 
concepts,  and  Citizen  Public  House  &  Oyster 
Bar’s  salmon  jerky  ($5)  is  no  different.  “It  has  a 
rich  flavor  that  is  both  sweet  and  salty  with  strong 
umami,  yet  tender  and  savory,”  DuBois  says  of 
the  snack,  which  launched  in  March  and  is  served 
at  the  bar  until  the  nightly  nosh  runs  out.  The 
team  marinates  the  salmon  in  a  mixture  of  soy 
sauce,  yellow  curry  powder,  kosher  salt,  black 
pepper  and  sugar  for  4  to  15  hours  before  it  hits 
the  dehydrator,  where  it  takes  on  a  steak-like 
texture.  Future  jerky  experiments  will  include 
pollock,  turkey  and  more,  so  gobble  this  one  up 
while  the  savory  supply  lasts.

“They’re  the  little  nugget  of  dark  meat  on  the  back  side  of  the  bird,  down 
past  the  thighs,"  explains  chef  Casey  Lovell,  who  says  that  the  knife  stroke 
for  removing  it  is  similar  to  shucking  an  oyster— and  remove  it,  you  must 
The  French  call  it  ’sot-l'y-laisse,’  which  translates  roughly  to.  The  fool 
leaves  it  there.’  ”  Soaked  in  buttermilk  and  dredged  in  chicken  flour,  the 
deep-fried  morsels  are  garnished  with  baby  watercress  and  pickled 
shallots  to  dip  in  a  spicy  yogurt.  And  from  3  to  5  pm  at  the  bar,  sample 
more  meriendas  like  an  open-faced  herring  BLT  on  sourdough.

BOSTON  MARATHON  RACERS

DESIREE 

LINDEN 


AGE:  35 

IN  2019:  After  a  second-place  finish  in  2011, 
the  two-time  Olympian  prevailed  in  2018, 
becoming  the  first  U.S.  woman  to  win  Boston 
in  33  years.  Now,  she  hopes  to  become  the  first 
American  woman  to  win  back-to-back  titles. 

MOST  IMPORTANT  ADVICE  YOU  GOT:  Learn 
to  love  the  process.  In  competition,  there  will 
be  highs  and  lows.  In  order  to  maximize  your 
ability,  you  have  to  keep  showing  up  regard¬ 
less  of  the  most  recent  result.  Running  is  a 
crap-ton  of  work.  It’s  hard  and  oftentimes  it 
hurts,  so  you  have  to  figure  out  a  way  to  enjoy, 
embrace  and  love  all  of  that.  Ifyou  can  love 
the  process  of  running — and  what  it  brings 
to  your  day — it’s  much  easier  to  show  up  day 
after  day  and  year  after  year.  Which,  not  so 
coincidentally,  is  what  makes  for  great  results. 

BIGGEST  FEAR  WHEN  RUNNING:  Poopingmy 
pants.  There’s  not  much  that’s  scary  about  the 
act  of  running.  It’s  right  foot,  left  foot,  repeat. 

I  expect  it  to  get  hard.  I  expect  it  to  hurt.  I  do 
not,  however,  expect  to  need  to  s —  so  abrupt¬ 
ly  that  I  can’t  solve  it  with  a  proper  stop.  That’d 
be  the  worst,  right?  But  honestly,  we’ve  seen  it 
happen,  so  it’s  a  totally  justified  fear. 

FAVORITE  STRETCH  OF  BOSTON:  I  love  the 
Newton  Hills,  the  real  racing  starts  happening 
there.  They’re  super  challenging  right  at  the 
moment  you’re  already  asking  yourself  why 
the  heck  you  signed  up  for  this.  They  make  you 
dig  deep  and  find  out  what  you’re  made  of. 

INFLUENTIAL  MENTOR:  I’m  so  lucky  to  have 
worked  with  a  number  of  really  great  people 
who  have  impacted  my  career  in  positive 
ways.  I  think  the  mental  part  of  the  game  is 
so  important,  and  my  current  coach,  Walt 
Drenth,  has  always  had  a  way  of  getting  my 
mind  where  it  needs  to  be  for  events. 

A  SETBACK  ...  AND  A  LESSON:  Dropping  out 
of  the  2012  Olympic  Marathon  with  a  stress 
fracture  in  my  femur  probably  tops  the  list. 

I  learned  patience,  persistence,  to  really  love 
the  long,  slow  process  of  getting  in  shape  and 
how  tough  I  can  be  when  I  really  want  to  get 
myself  back  in  the  game. 


THE  IMPROPER  BOSTONIAN 
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AGE:  42 

IN  2019:  The  four-time  Olympian  followed 
up  a  sixth-place  finish  in  the  2017  Boston 
Marathon  with  a  i5th-place  result  last  year. 
In  both  races,  he  was  first  in  the  40-plus 
division,  and  he’s  looking  for  a  three-peat 
this  April. 

MOST  IMPORTANT  ADVICE  YOU  GOT:  In 

my  running  career,  I  was  always  told  to 
focus  one  race  at  a  time. 

ESSENTIAL  EQUIPMENT:  My  running 
glasses  because  they  make  me  relax. 

FAVORITE  STRETCH  OF  BOSTON:  My 

favorite  part  of  the  course  is  after  Heart¬ 
break  Hill.  That’s  when  everyone  makes 
their  move. 

INFLUENTIAL  MENTOR:  Coach  Dave  Murray 
is  the  most  important  person  of  my  running 
career.  He’s  not  just  a  coach.  He’s  also  a 
father  figure  to  me. 

A  SETBACK:  Missing  the  Olympic  trials  in 
2016. 1  was  about  to  make  my  fifth  Olympic 
team,  which  was  a  really  big  goal  for  me. 
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AGE:  22 

IN  2019:  Less  than  a  month  after  winning  the  wheelchair 
division  of  the  LA  Marathon,  the  Acton-Boxborough 
grad  returns  to  Boston  seeking  redemption.  In  last  year’s 
conditions,  she  had  to  drop  out  of  the  race  at  Mile  to. 

BIGGEST  FEAR  WHEN  RACING:  An  equipment  failure. 
There  are  so  many  possible  points  of  failure:  Flat 
tires,  loose  axles,  busted  rivets  on  the  fenders,  broken 
cylinders,  loose  compensators,  etc.  Last  year,  during 
Boston,  the  coating  on  my  push-rim  came  off  because  of 
the  heavy  rain.  Equipment  failures  are  frustrating.  You 
feel  physically  strong  enough  to  keep  going,  but  your 
equipment  forces  you  to  slow  down,  stop  or  drop  out 
depending  on  what  happened. 

ESSENTIAL  EQUIPMENT:  My  gloves.  ...Wheelchair 
racers  do  not  use  their  fingers  and  palms  to  push  like 
we  would  in  our  day  chairs.  The  wheels  are  going  much 
too  fast  to  be  able  to  grip  the  push-rim  without  tearing 
up  your  skin  or  breaking  a  finger.  Instead,  our  gloves  are 
made  of  solid  plastic  and  are  molded  to  keep  our  hands 
fixed  in  a  fist.  We  pad  the  inside  of  the  gloves  and  coat  the 
outside  with  rubber.  When  we  push,  we  are  punching  the 
rubber-coated  push-rims  with  the  backs  of  our  knuckles. 

FAVORITE  STRETCH  OF  BOSTON:  Miles  18  to  23  are  usu¬ 
ally  my  favorite.  There’s  something  magical  about  being 
that  far  into  the  course.  I  often  get  a  second  wind  at  that 
point.  I  will  be  completely  in  the  zone  and  feel  almost 
weightless.  Those  are  the  moments  when  I  remember 
why  I  love  this  sport  so  much. 

INFLUENTIAL  MENTOR:  I  have  had  so  many  amazing 
coaches  over  the  years.  My  girls’  track  coach  at  Acton- 
Boxborough  Regional  High  School,  Mr.  Feit,  was  my  first 
coach.  He  had  only  ever  coached  able-bodied  runners 
before,  but  he  was  more  than  willing  to  work  with  me  and 
encourage  me  to  compete.  During  high  school,  I  started 
working  with  Jimmy  Cuevas  of  the  North  Jersey  Naviga¬ 
tors,  ajunior  wheelchair  racingteam.  He  taught  me  prop¬ 
er  technique,  designed  workouts  for  me  and  brought  me 
to  the  Junior  National  Championships  with  his  team.  For 
the  past  four  years,  I  have  trained  under  Adam  Bleakney 
at  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign.  His 
training  center  is  known  worldwide  for  its  quality,  and  I 
was  so  honored  to  be  asked  to  join  his  team. 

A  SETBACK  ...  AND  A  LESSON:  The  Boston  Marathon 
last  year.  It  was  the  first  race  that  I  ever  had  to  drop  out 
of. ...  I  ended  up  having  an  equipment  failure  when  the 
coating  of  my  push-rim  started  to  come  off  around  Mile  2 
due  to  the  rain.  That  made  me  push  slower  and  get  colder. 
I  was  shivering  so  hard  and  starting  to  feel  disoriented,  so 
I  dropped  out  at  the  Mile  10  medical  tent.  I  felt  so  embar¬ 
rassed  and  disappointed,  especially  because  I  was  looking 
forward  to  seeing  my  parents  at  the  top  of  Heartbreak 
Hill.  As  it  turned  out,  there  were  already  two  other  wheel¬ 
chair  racers  in  the  medical  tent  when  I  got  there. ...  That 
experience  taught  me  that  marathoning  is  an  unpredict¬ 
able  sport.  It’s  important  to  always  try  my  best,  but  it’s 
also  important  to  be  rational  when  facing  failure.

AGE:  32 

IN  2019:  The  former  teacher  at  Phillips  Ando¬ 
ver  Academy  shocked  the  city  with  a  fourth- 
place  finish  in  cold  and  rainy  conditions  in 
2018.  Now,  she’s  set  for  an  encore. 

MOST  IMPORTANT  ADVICE  YOU  GOT: 

The  week  before  the  2016  Olympic  trials, 
my  coach,  Terry  Shea,  gave  me  advice  for  how 
to  run  a  race  in  non-ideal  conditions.  He  said, 
“You  can  run  a  great  race,  it  is  just  that  the 
definition  of  great  on  Saturday  is  not  so  easily 
measured  by  time.  It  is  going  to  be  measured 
by  what  you,  Rachel,  are  going  to  be  able  to 
endure  throughout.”  This  advice  helped  me 
run  well  in  the  heat  in  LA  in  2016  and  again  in 
the  brutal  wind  and  rain  at  the  2018  Boston 
Marathon.  Over  the  years,  this  advice  has 
helped  me  feel  prepared  and  confident  every 
time  I  step  on  a  start  line. 

BIGGEST  FEAR  WHEN  RUNNING:  It’s 
definitely  getting  injured.  There  are  always 
unexpected  setbacks  that  pop  up  during  a 
marathon  buildup,  but  a  serious  injury  is  every 
runner’s  worst  nightmare. 

ESSENTIAL  EQUIPMENT:  In  California,  it’s 
my  sunglasses.  In  Boston,  it  was  a  good  pair 
of  gloves. 

INFLUENTIAL  MENTOR:  I’ve  had  so  many 
wonderful  coaches  and  mentors  throughout 
the  years.  The  most  influential  coach  in  my 
running  career  is  Terry  Shea,  who  has  been 
formally  or  informally  coaching  me  since  2011. 
I ’m  forever  grateful  to  him  for  introducing 
me  to  the  most  wonderful  running  commu¬ 
nity,  for  inspiring  me  to  fall  in  love  with  the 
marathon  and  for  teaching  me  how  to  deal 
with  setbacks. 

A  SETBACK  ...  AND  A  LESSON:  In 2016, 

I  dropped  out  of  the  Chicago  Marathon 
because  of  a  stress  reaction  in  my  shin.  My 
parents  had  flown  in  from  out  of  town,  and  I 
felt  like  such  a  failure  for  dropping  out.  In  the 
final  weeks  of  my  buildup,  I  pushed  myself  too 
hard  without  proper  recovery.  And  from  this 
experience,  I  learned  to  listen  to  my  body  and 
take  recovery  more  seriously.  I  also  learned 
how  to  better  deal  with  setbacks  and  use  them 
to  my  advantage. 


AGE:  34 

IN  2019:  The  Kenyan-born  American  runner 
finished  fourth  in  Boston  in  2017  and  third  last 
year — the  top  U.S.  male  runner.  Now,  he  looks  to 
improve  again. 

MOST  IMPORTANT  ADVICE  YOU  GOT:  To  be 
patient  and  to  not  get  discouraged  along  the  way. 
To  become  a  great  athlete,  there  is  so  much  work 
that  has  to  be  done.  Along  the  way,  the  road  will 
get  bumpy  and  that’s  when  the  patience  will  come 
in  handy. 


BIGGEST  FEAR  WHEN  RUNNING:  I  hope  my  body 
doesn’t  fail  me  and  break  down  through  injuries. 
If  you  get  injured,  then  it  slows  down  your  running 
progression. 

ESSENTIAL  EQUIPMENT:  First,  I’d  say  my  Brooks 
Running  shoes,  and  then  their  Run  Happy  cloth¬ 
ing.  I  know  they  won’t  fail  me. 

INFLUENTIAL  MENTOR:  In  my  running  career,  it’s 
all  the  people  that  have  helped  me  to  get  to  where 
I  am  now.  My  coaches  have  been  big  believers  in 
my  ability  to  be  great.  They  have  kept  me  honest 


and  on  track.  And  when  I  started  to  doubt  my 
ability,  they  reminded  me  where  I  came  from  and 
who  I  am. 

A  SETBACK  ...  AND  A  LESSON:  Afew years  ago,  I 
lost  focus  on  who  I  was  as  an  athlete  who  was  trying 
to  make  it  in  this  professional  career.  I  felt  sorry 
for  myself  and  I  told  myself  I  wasn’t  any  good.  But, 
thankfully,  my  friends  encouraged  me  to  continue 
running.  They  reminded  me  that  Rome  was  not 
built  in  a  day,  and  that  successful  people  fell  down 
many  times  before  they  became  successful.  What  I 
learned  was  to  never  give  up  on  myself.

HERE’S  TO  LIVING  IT  UP 


MOVIES

HIGH  LIFE  ★★★  When  we’re  separated  from  the  Earth 
and  all  its  inhabitants,  arc  we  still  ruled  by  the  laws  of  man?  I  Ugh  Life , 
the  first  English-language  feature  from  singular  French  director  Claire 
Denis,  asks  this  question  in  all  its  possible  forms.  Combining  aspects 
of  horror,  sci-fi  and  prison  drama,  the  film  is  a  challenging  puzzle  that 
even  the  most  devout  Denis  fans  may  struggle  to  piece  together,  but  that 
doesn’t  negate  its  thrilling,  terrifying  viewing  experience.  A  powerhouse 
Robert  Pattinson  stars  as  Monte,  the  last  surviving  prisoner  on  an  eerie 
research  ship  drifting  through  space.  Yet  he’s  not  entirely  alone — 
Monte’s  daughter  Willow,  born  aboard  the  ship,  is  teetering  by  his  side. 
As  the  film  jumps  through  timeto  explain  how  Monte  ended  up  stuck 
and  inching  toward  a  black  hole  with  a  child  in  tow,  it  slowly  reveals  the 
mysterious  experiments  being  conducted  by  mad  scientist  Dr.  Dibs 
(Juliette  Binoche)  on  the  prisoners  at  her  mercy.  Scenes  of  intense, 
often  sexual  violence  are  measured  only  by  long  stretches  of  uneasy 
calm,  the  sou nd  editing  and  cinematography  working  to  create  a  state 
of  c( mstant  anxiety.  Mia  Goth  and  Andre  Benjamin  (yes,  Andre  3000) 
are  unforgettable  in  their  supporting  roles  as  fellow  prisoners  Boyse  and 
Tcherny,  bringing  humanity  and  personality  to  an  otherwise  clinical, 
hostile  environment.  Like  a  real  journey  into  the  far  reaches  of  our  uni¬ 
verse,  /  Ugh  Life  isn’t  for  the  faint  of  heart — proceed  with  caution.

The  Aftermath  ★  ★  V2  It  doesn’t  take  a  detec¬ 
tive  to  figure  out  that  The  Aftermath  is  another 
Keira  Knightley  paycheck  movie,  a  post-war  period 
piece  in  which  the  actress  wears  tailored  cardi¬ 
gan  sets  and  cries  in  bathtubs  and  has  an  affair 
with  amantallerthan  her  husband.  But,  isn’t  that 
the  dream?  A  James  Kent-directed  adaptation  of  a 
Rhidian  Brook  novel  by  the  same  name,  The  After- 
math  is  far  from  a  great  film,  so  deeply  mired  in 
genre  conventions  that  playing  a  period  piece 
drinking  game  while  watching  would  have  you  in 
an  ambulance  within  the  first  half-hour.  But  it’s 
much  too  fun  and  visually  interesting  to  get  angry 
about,  especially  when  compared  to  other  recent 
Knightley  vehicles  like  Colette.  Here,  the  actress 
and  her  famous  jawline  star  as  Rachael  Morgan, 
an  Englishwoman  who  is  grieving  the  death  of  her 
son  and  is  reunited  with  her  colonel  husband  Lewis 
(Jason  Clarke)  in  Hamburg  during  the  winter 
after  the  Allied  victory.  When  the  pair  move  into 
a  lovely  estate  with  a  grand  piano  and  a  Bauhaus 
chaise  lounge,  Rachael  is  shocked  to  find  that  her 
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forgiving  husband  has  allowed  its  German  own¬ 
ers,  widower  Stefan  Lubert  (Alexander  Skarsgard) 
and  his  quiet  daughter  Freda  (Flora  Thiemann), 
to  remain  in  the  house  with  them.  Enmity  quickly 
turns  to  attraction  and,  before  you  know  it,  Rachael 
and  not-a-Nazi  Lubert  are  having  sex  on  the  dining 
room  table  while  Col.  Morgan  is  off  “saving  Ger¬ 
many.”  The  Aftermath  tries  to  say  something  inter¬ 
esting  about  guilt  and  complicity  but  ultimately 
whiffs  (hey,  it’s  no  Atonement).  At  least  it  gives 
us  some  beautiful  knitwear  and  genuine  intrigue 
while  trying.  At  Kendall  Square. 

Captain  Marvel  ★1/2  Love  them  or  hate  them, 
Marvel  films  have  become  as  culturally  ubiqui¬ 
tous  as  Coca-Cola  or  the  color  red.  Yet  with  the 
immense  critical  and  commercial  success  of  last 
year’s  Black  Panther,  the  studio’s  first  film  with  a 
predominantly  black  cast,  it  seemed  that  Marvel 
tapped  into  something  genuinely  fresh,  far  from 
the  flat  soda  rebrands  of  years  past.  Unfortunately, 
Captain  Marvel  doesn’t  bring  the  same  creativity  to 
the  table,  instead  folding  back  into  familiar,  over¬ 
played  territory  to  tell  the  first  woman-led  story  in 
its  cinematic  universe.  Brie  Larson  stars  as  the  tit¬ 
ular  hero,  originally  known  as  Carol  Danvers  and 
later  Vers,  a  trained  pilot  and  fighter  who  must  nav¬ 
igate  her  own  memories  to  learn  how  she  got  her 
powers,  who  she  can  trust  and  who  she  really  is. 
This  nonlinear  narrative  adds  interest  beyond  your 
typical  origin  story,  but  it’s  quickly  overwhelmed 
by  the  same  shtick  that’s  in  all  these  movies — 
uncompelling  action  sequences,  recycled  villains 
and  flat  direction.  In  many  ways  a  spiritual  suc¬ 
cessor  to  Guardians  of  the  Galaxy,  the  film  is  heavy 


on  ’90s  nostalgia  (Carol  rocks  a  Nine  Inch  Nails 
T-shirt  and  leather  jacket  for  a  good  portion  of  the 
running  time)  and  the  decade’s  girl-power  fem¬ 
inism.  Larson  also  gets  some  decent  one-liners, 
but  lacks  a  sparring  partner  to  keep  up  the  energy, 
because  Samuel  L.  Jackson’s  Nick  Fury  is  too  busy 
being  reverse-aged  with  CGI  to  care.  Young  girls 
deserve  to  see  themselves  represented  in  medio¬ 
cre  superhero  movies,  too — theyjust  might  have 
more  fun  with  Alita:  Battle  Angel.  At  Assembly  Row, 
Boston  Common,  Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay  and  in 
thesuburbs. 

Climax  ★  ★  Gaspar  Noe  has  never  met  a  drug  he 
didn’t  like — and  he  doesn’t  like  much  else.  In  Cli¬ 
max,  the  provocateur’s  psychoactive  substance  of 
choice  is  LSD,  secretly  dripped  into  a  bowl  of  san- 
gria  at  the  sprawling  French  schoolhouse  where 
the  film’s  dance  troupe  is  rehearsing,  but  the  drug 
may  as  well  be  lust,  or  sin,  or  time  itself.  It’s  unfor¬ 
tunate  that,  despite  exhilarating  dance  sequences 
and  clear  aesthetic  vision,  the  film’s  moral  and 
political  stance  is  still  vague — a  non-specific  dive 
into  debauchery  and  badness  that’s  full  of  Noe’s 
typical  nihilism  but  lacks  an  actual  point.  As  the 
Climax  troupe  guzzles  the  aforementioned  san- 
gria,  an  already  volatile  environment  of  hormones 
and  rivalries  descends  into  absolute  chaos,  replete 
with  sexual  intimidation,  child  imperilment,  mur¬ 
der,  incest  and  more,  but  the  film  never  regains  the 
energy  and  creativity  of  its  first  dance.  Although 
the  large  cast  of  mostly  amateur  actors  is  intro¬ 
duced  through  individual  talking  heads  in  the 
opening  sequence,  it’s  hard  to  keep  track  of  who’s 
who — we  only  get  something  of  a  main  character  in 


Selva  (Sofia  Boutella),  the  group’s  choreographer. 
But  Noe  isn’t  interested  in  his  characters  as  people, 
only  as  bodies,  themes  and  images.  In  the  begin¬ 
ning,  the  camera  of  cinematographer  Benoit  Debie 
is  distant  and  largely  static,  becoming  more  intru¬ 
sive  and  chaotic  as  things  go  haywire.  The  result 
is  an  interesting  visual  experiment,  but  a  tedious 
and  ultimately  hollow  one — scenes  from  other 
Euro  horrors  like  Possession  and  Suspiria  aren’t 
so  much  referenced  as  flat-out  recreated,  as  if  Cli¬ 
max  doesn’t  have  anything  new  to  add.  At  Kendall 
Square  and  Somerville. 

Five  Feet  Apart  ★★  Romeo  and  Juliet,  meet 
Will  and  Stella.  Five  Feet  Apart  doesn’t  have  the 
passion  of  Shakespeare’s  classic,  but  it  traf¬ 
fics  in  the  same,  now-trite  characteristics:  two 
young  lovers,  kept  apart  by  circumstances  out¬ 
side  their  control,  making  very  stupid  decisions 
to  be  together.  The  directorial  debut  from  Jus¬ 
tin  Baldoni  ( Jane  the  Virgin)  isn’t  much  more  than 
this — a  young- adult  tear-jerker  bogged  down  by 
cliche  and  a  lack  of  vision,  sourcing  much  of  its 
material  and  emotion  from  other  terminal  ill¬ 
ness  romances  like  The  Fault  in  Our  Stars.  But  at 
times,  Five  Feet  Apart  still  manages  to  be  earnest 
and  charming,  buoyed  by  a  fresh  performance 
from  lead  actress  Haley  Lu  Richardson  ( Sup¬ 
port  the  Girls,  Columbus)  and  an  honest  conversa¬ 
tion  about  the  loneliness  of  disease.  Richardson 
stars  as  cystic  fibrosis  patient  Stella  Grant,  a  bub¬ 
bly,  college-age  woman  who  keeps  a  tight  schedule 
and  an  organized  medicine  cart.  While  stuck  on 
an  extended  hospital  visit,  Stella  meets  Will  New¬ 
man  (a  groggy  Cole  Sprouse).  The  dreamy  bad  boy

and  fellow  CF  patient  with  zero  sense  of  self- 
preservation  agrees  to  let  Stella  coach  him 
through  being  a  good  patient  if  she  lets  him 
draw  her,  and  their  romance  unfolds  naturally 
from  there.  But  people  with  cystic  fibrosis  can’t 
be  within  six  feet  of  each  other  without  risking 
cross-infection,  and  with  Will  suffering  from  a 
particularly  dangerous  bacterial  infection,  get¬ 
ting  close  would  be  a  death  sentence  for  them 
both.  You  probably  know  the  rest — and  you  can 
either  let  it  take  you  there,  or  save  the  tears  for 
another  time.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common, 
Fenway,  Seaport,  South  Bay  and  in  the  suburbs. 

Gloria  Bell  ★★★1/ 2  In  2013,  Chilean  film¬ 
maker  Sebastian  Lelio  debuted  Gloria,  an  intelli¬ 
gent,  compassionate  Spanish-language  film  about 
a  Santiago  divorcee  looking  for  love  on  the  dance 
floor.  Less  than  five  years  later,  Lelio  presents  an 
American  reimagining  of  the  same  film  starring 
Julianne  Moore  at  her  very  best.  By  extension  of 
Moore’s  lived-in  performance,  Gloria  Bell  is  just 
as  subtle  and  rewarding  as  the  original,  granting 
American  audiences  a  new  look  into  Lelio’s  brand 
of  filmmaking  through  a  simple  story  brimming 
with  the  comedy  of  life.  The  film  closely  follows 
the  events  of  its  predecessor,  simply  transplanted 
from  Santiago  to  Southern  California.  Gloria  lives 
alone  in  an  airy  apartment,  a  sunny  idyll  save  for 
one  aggressive  neighbor  and  a  hairless  cat  that 
keeps  slipping  through  the  cracks  and  hopping 
up  on  her  kitchen  counter.  During  the  day,  she 
assesses  risk  and  reassures  clients  as  an  insur¬ 
ance  agent,  but  at  night,  she  lets  loose  on  the 
dance  floors  of  her  city’s  discos.  It’s  there  that  she 
meets  Arnold  (John  Turturro),  a  gentle,  recently 
divorced  owner  of  an  adventure  park  who,  like 
Gloria,  loves  to  cut  a  rug.  As  the  pair’s  relationship 


grows  and  falters,  the  film  flirts  with  the  treacly 
tropes  of  middle-aged  renaissance  movies  such 
as  Under  the  Tuscan  Sun  and  Eat,  Pray,  Love,  but 
with  all  due  respect  to  Diane  Lane  and  Julia  Rob¬ 
erts,  it’s  much  too  smart  for  any  of  that.  Instead, 
Gloria  Bell  allows  room  for  raw  and  honest  con¬ 
flict,  letting  its  title  character  bypass  some  pre¬ 
conceived  “journey”  toward  happiness  in  favor 
of  genuine,  kinetic  living.  Af  Boston  Common  and 
Kendall  Square. 

Transit  ★★★  Anon-the-roadtale  ofstolen  iden¬ 
tity  that’s  imbued  with  suffocating  urgency  and 
paranoia,  Transit  uses  many  of  the  conventions 
of  noir — mysterious  brunette,  dead  husbands — 
to  weave  a  Kafkaesque  narrative  about  how  mem¬ 
ory  functions  in  the  face  of  trauma  and  political 
oppression.  It’s  a  winding,  complex  work,  at  times 
maddeningly  so,  but  that’s  to  be  expected  from 
German  director  Christian  Petzold,  whose  mas- 
terworks  like  Phoenix  and  Barbara  traffic  in  the 
same  language  of  doubles  and  misunderstand¬ 
ings.  Here,  Petzold  adapts  Anna  Seghers’  1942 
novel  about  a  young  German  man  fleeing  a  Nazi 
concentration  camp  for  Marseilles,  but  trans¬ 
poses  the  events  to  the  21st  century.  The  loom¬ 
ing,  fascist  threat  in  the  film  is  less  distinct,  their 
motive  unclear,  but  the  results  are  the  same:  The 
persecuted  are  trapped  by  invisible  borders, 
stranded  at  ports  and  desperate  for  a  secure 
future.  Georg  (Franz  Rogowski)  is  among  the  ref¬ 
ugees,  but  by  assuming  the  name  of  a  German 
writer  who  committed  suicide,  he  hopes  to  gain 
safe  passage  to  Mexico.  While  waiting  in  Mar¬ 
seilles,  he  becomes  friends  with  Driss,  the  son  of 
his  late  comrade  Heinz  (Ronald  Kukulies)  who 
was  killed  during  an  escape  attempt,  and  falls  for 
the  widow  of  the  very  man  he’s  impersonating.  On 


paper,  Transit  reads  like  something  of  a  political 
thriller,  but  it’s  a  slow,  deep  burn,  with  more  inter¬ 
est  in  modernism,  human  psychology  and  bor¬ 
ders  than  in  big  reveals  and  well-laid  plans.  Give 
it  your  patience  and  enthusiasm,  and  you  will  be 
rewarded.  At  Coolidge  Corner  and  Kendall  Square. 

Us  ★★★  With  2017’s  breakout  horror  hit  Get 
Out,  Jordan  Peele  cemented  himself  as  the  writer/ 
director  to  watch,  his  acerbic  wit  and  mind  for 
brilliant  visual  metaphors  combining  to  make  the 
world  love  smart,  social  horror  once  more — even 
while  it’s  telling  us  to  look  in  the  mirror.  With  his 
sophomore  film  Us,  Peele  once  more  raises  the 
looking  glass  to  our  eyes,  this  time  inviting  us  to 
pass  through  it  and  discover  a  netherworld  we’ve 
long  tried  to  ignore.  Part  home-invasion  horror, 
part  Twilight  Zone  mystery-thriller,  Us  follows 
Adelaide  Wilson  (a  remarkable  Lupita  Nyong’o) 
as  she  returns  to  the  seaside  town  where  she  suf¬ 
fered  a  traumatic  event  as  a  child.  Soon  after  she 
and  her  husband  Gabe  (Winston  Duke)  arrive 
with  their  children  Jason  (Evan  Alex)  and  Zora 
(Shahadi  Wright  Joseph),  their  summer  home  is 
besieged  by  vengeful,  jumpsuit-wearing  doppel- 
gangers.  Unfortunately,  the  film  that  follows  is 
not  as  clear  or  incisive  as  Get  Out — it  introduces 
so  many  ideas  that  it  can  be  difficult  to  focus.  But 
it’s  fascinating  to  watch  those  ideas  emerge,  con¬ 
tort  and  dance  around  on  screen,  even  if  they 
don’t  always  come  together  to  form  a  cohesive 
story.  Like  its  predecessor,  Us  makes  you  laugh 
and  ruminate  more  than  scream,  but  that’s  cer¬ 
tainly  Peek’s  point.  When  you’re  not  marveling  at 
the  acting  abilities  of  Nyong’o,  you’ll  be  spinning 
your  wheels  trying  to  put  together  a  puzzle  that 
can’t  be  solved.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common, 
Coolidge  Corner,  Fenway,  Seaport,  Somerville,  South 
Bayandin  the  suburbs.

hef  Chris  Parsons,  formerly  of 
Steel  &  Rye,  is  setting  the  course 
to  bring  coastal  fare  to  downtown 
Boston  with  his  latest  venture,  the 
Oyster  Club,  slated  to  open  in  Park 
Square  in  May.  Parsons  tapped  his  background  as 
a  fourth-generation  fly  fisherman  when  creating 
the  menu,  which  will  include  New  England  clas¬ 
sics,  a  lobster  of  the  day  and  a  bustling  raw  bar. 

“For  me,  the  real  connection  with  fishing  and 
seafood  are  the  experiences  you  have  when  you’re 
on  the  water,”  Parsons  says.  “We’re  trying  to  bring 
that  feel  to  the  restaurant,  showing  respect  for  the 
ocean  and  the  sea.” 

Opening  in  the  Heritage  on  the  Garden  building 
in  the  space  formerly  occupied  by  Via  Matta  and 


Doretta  Taverna  and  Raw  Bar,  the  Oyster  Club  will 
feature  a  nautical  interior  createdby  Brookline- 
based  firm  Sousa  Design  Architects.  The  190-seat 
dining  room  will  boast  a  four-sided  bar,  banquettes 
with  white  piping  and  finished  wood  on  the  walls 
and  ceiling,  which  Parsons  describes  as  mimick¬ 
ing  a  sailboat.  Floor-to-ceiling  accordion-style 
windows  will  open  during  the  warmer  months  to  a 
patio  with  capacity  for  70  guests. 

Open  daily  for  lunch  and  dinner,  the  kitchen 
will  whip  up  appetizers  such  as  black  bass  crudo 
served  with  avocado,  charred  orange  and  basil, 
as  well  as  bigger  bites,  like  pan-roasted  scallops 
with  applewood-smoked  bacon,  English  peas, 
endive  and  poached  tomato.  The  menu  will  be 
anchored  by  a  raw  bar  proffering  oysters  and  cev- 


iches,  along  with  warm  dishes  like  oysters  Rock¬ 
efeller  and  chorizo-stuffed  clams.  Crisp  whites 
and  lighter  reds  that  pair  well  with  seafood  will  be 
the  focus  of  the  beverage  program,  in  addition  to 
takes  on  classic  cocktails,  like  the  Whey  Cool  Col¬ 
lins,  made  with  an  Irish  milk  gin  distilled  from 
whey,  lemon  juice  and  orange  blossom  syrup,  and 
the  Cant-a-loupe  Chant  Swizzle,  mixing  melon 
liqueur,  absinthe  and  lemon  and  orange  juice. 

“I  was  definitely  inspired  by  the  classics,” 
Parsons  says.  “We  are  not  focused  on  trying  to 
create  things  that  haven’t  been  created  before,  but 
instead  doing  things  well — focus  on  the  basics, 
good  cooking  and  respect.  Really  highlight  what 
people  feel  connected  to  with  New  England  clas¬ 
sics  and  seafood.”

Sushi  Momento  offers  a  sweet  preview  of  summer  with  its  mambo  mango  roll. 

A  dance  of  the  juicy  fruit  plus  shrimp,  crawfish  salad,  cucumber,  avocado  and  tobiko, 
the  dish  is  available  at  the  80-seat  spot  that  opened  in  January  on  the  street  level 
of  Cleveland  Circle’s  new  AC  Marriott  hotel.

But  I  had  a 
teacher  who  noticed  I  was  funny,  and  he 
suggested  I  take  classes  at  Improv  Olympic 
in  Chicago,  and  that  was  life-changing  for 
me  because  it  really  pushed  me  out  of  my 
comfort  zone. 


WHAT  IS  IT  ABOUT  IMPROV  THAT  APPEALS 

TO  YOU?  I  really  just  like  being  able  to  say 
and  do  whatever  I  want.  There  are  so  few 
parts  of  my  life  where  that’s  possible,  just 
because  of  manners  and  social  expecta¬ 
tions.  It  just  feels  like  one  of  the  only  forms 
of  comedy  where  you  can  be  completely 
free  and  there  are  no  rules  at  all.  Of  course, 
we  have  all  the  improv  rules  that  you  have 
to  learn  when  you're  first  starting  and 
they're  really  important,  but  once  you've 
been  doing  it  for  a  long  time,  you  can  kind 
of  throw  them  away  a  bit  and  follow  your 
instincts.  I  feel  like  I'm  only  able  to  get  out¬ 
side  of  myself  and  not  be  in  my  head  when 
I’m  doing  improv  and  I  can  just  live  in  the 
moment  completely.

ANEW  NOVELTAKES  A  HEAVY  APPROACH  TO  WEIGHT-LOSS  PROGRAMS 


IVaisted  by  Randy  Susan  Meyers

The  painful  pun  in  the  title  of 

Boston  author  Randy  Susan  Meyers’  lat¬ 
est  novel  refers  to  the  name  of  a  weight- 
loss  mansion  where  obese  women  are 
put  through  torments  of  food  depriva¬ 
tion,  exercise  and  humiliation.  In  Waisted,  Meyers 
describes  “training,”  which  is  delivered  by  a  man 
and  some  women — thin,  of  course. 

The  book  centers  on  two  customers  in  the  weight- 
loss  program.  Amakeup  artist,  Daphne  is  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  a  punitive  weight  watcher — her  daughter’s 
weight  that  is.  Meanwhile,  Alice,  halfblack  and  half 
Jewish,  was  raised  with  good  values  by  parents  who 
were  sensitive  to  herbiracial  identity.  Both  women 
are  married  with  child  ren,  all  left  behind  with  no 
communication  duringthe  monthlong  program.  But 
once  they  realize  they  are  in  a  cruel  prison,  the  two 
women  and  some  others  plot  to  escape. 

Meyers  touches  on  the  many  ways  food  lives  in 
our  psyches  and  in  our  stomachs,  including  self¬ 


image  as  well  as  being  judged  by  others.  The  hus¬ 
bands’  attitudes  toward  their  thinning  wives  come 
with  a  delicate  texture:  “Yes,  I  always  lovedyou.,  no 
matter your  size  .’’But  the  ambiguity  of  who  the 
women  are  as  their  weight  goes  up  and  down  is  a 
problem  for  all.  Meyers’  observant  wit  squiggles 
through  the  existential  questions  of  what  the  fat- 
thin-fat  pingpong  means  for  Daphne  and  Alice  and 
their  families.  Her  characters  move  away  from 
their  eating  obsessions  and  they  focus  outward  on 
beingbetter  toward  the  world.  Bidding  less  of  an 
emphasis  on  calories,  those  new  insights  become 
theirversion  of  healthy  eating. 

From  page  115:  “Didyou  loveitwhenyou  were 
thin?”  Daphne  asked. 

Alice  rocked  as  she  clasped  her  knees. 

“I  loved  being  loved  for  it.  And  to  be  sickeningly  honest, 

I  adored  the  envious  looks  I  got  from  other  women.  Seeing 
men  practically  drooling?  Disgusting.  But  it  made  me 
feel  powerful.  Which,  Jesus,  is  creepy.  But,  yeah,  I  loved  it. 
I  feel  like  the  guy  from  that  movie  Brokeback  Mountain. 
Skinny,  ‘I  wish  l  knew  how  to  quit  you.”'*

VANCOUVER  OFFERS  PLENTY  OF  NATURAL  SPLENDOR 


OR  THOSE  AFRAID  OF  HEIGHTS,  YOU’LL 

need  to  summon  nerves  just  as  steely 
as  the  materials  from  which  the  Cap- 
ilano  Suspension  Bridge  is  constructed 
in  order  to  cross  the  breathtaking  span. 
But  this  459-foot-long,  2,30-foot-high  trek — during 
which  you  cling  perilously  to  the  sides  as  passers-by 
rock  the  footpath  and  hey,  you  take  a  selfie  or  two — 
is  well  worth  it.  Just  20  minutes  outside  ofVancou- 
ver’s  city  center,  you’re  surrounded  by  soaring  pine 
trees,  crystal  clear  waters,  snowy  mountain  peaks 
and  towering  totem  poles  that  tell  the  tale  of  the 
Squamish  Nation  chief  for  whom  the  park  is  named. 

The  natural  wonder  ofthe  Capilano  Suspension 
Bridge  and  Rai nforest  is  unspoiled,  despite  serv¬ 
ing  as  an  attraction  since  the  late  1880s.  It’s  still  as 
popular  today,  with  modern  innovations  like  seven 
bridges  for  Treetops  Adventure  in  which  young  and 
old  followthe  windingpaths  high  above  the  clouds. 
Depending  on  the  season,  lights  hang  from  ever¬ 


greens  and  their  twinkle  is  reflected  in  trout  ponds. 
The  newest  lure,  Cliffwalk,  is  not  for  the  faint  of 
heart:  Its  suspended  walkways  jut  out  over  Capilano 
River  and  reach  heights  twice  as  high  as  the  bridge. 

Conqueringone’s  fears  upon  arrival  maytake 
some  work,  but  actually  gettingthere  is  easy.  There 
are  free  shuttles  from  several  parts  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia’s  largest  city,  including  one  just  in  front  ofthe 
Fairmont  Waterfront,  a  property  that  espouses  Van¬ 
couver’s  notoriously  green  initiatives  (likeagrass- 
covered  Convention  Centre  roof  just  next  door  that’s 
visible  from  the  upper  levels  of  the  hotel) .  Besides 
many  of  the  guest  rooms  boasting  harbor  views — 
including  mountaintops  and  seaplanes  glidinginto 
Burrard  Inlet — there’s  a  rooftop  herb  garden  and 
beehives  for  the  restaurant’s  locally  sourced  cuisine. 

There’s  plenty  of  that  to  be  had  during  a  Vancou¬ 
ver  Foodie  Tour  at  Granville  Island,  where  chipper 
guides  like  Tracy  Volb  start  lunch  early  with  a  sam¬ 
ple  offish  and  chips — along  with  crisp  local  wines — 
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at  io  am.  The  tour  steers  from  the  history  of  the 
market  to  meet  and  greets  (or,  in  some  cases,  meat 
and  greets)  with  the  personalities  and  produc¬ 
ers  who  comprise  a  community  of  farm-to-table 
enthusiasts.  This  is  a  true  spot  for  locals  to  min¬ 
gle  and  sample  charcuterie,  cheese,  breads,  coffee 
and  light-as-air  honey  doughnuts,  all  in  the  same 
hive  as  boutiques,  art  galleries  and  a  performing 
arts  theater. 

You’d  be  hard-pressed  to  go  hungry  anywhere 
in  the  city,  as  the  West  Coast  picks  up  some  of 
the  same  tradition  as  the  East  with  Quebecois 
cinq  a  sept,  or  5-to-7  happy  hour.  It’s  a  good — and 
inexpensive — excuse  to  nosh  and  nibble  your  way 
through  some  charmingeateries  like  Wildebeest 
in  Victorian-era  Gastown.  The  open-kitchen  con¬ 
cept  and  intimate,  candlelit  bar  are  as  comforting 
as  the  eats,  such  as  BBQ  boar  belly,  skillet  corn- 
bread  with  smoked  marrow  butter,  and  savory 
bone  marrow  served  in  a  luge  for  an  extra  couple 
of  bucks.  Oenophiles  should  put  Forage  on  the 
bucket  list  too,  as  regional  vintages  are  handily 
detailed  on  an  extensive  map  of  British  Columbia. 

If  you’ve  saved  enough  room  and  time,  fill  up 
on  craft  brews  and  street  art  during  an  evening 
Hipster  Tour.  The  brainchild  of  20-something 
brothers  Logan  and  Josh  Murdoch  and  friend 
Logan  Ireland,  Toonie  Tours  include  not  only  an 
insider’s  view  into  local  beer  halls,  but  perspec¬ 
tive  on  the  city’s  artists  with  works  hidden  in 
plain  sight.  Josh — who  also  doubles  as  an  actor 
in  the  city  that’s  called  Hollywood  of  the  North — 
animatedly  describes  the  personalities  behind  the 
paintings,  in  addition  to  his  fledging  company’s 
start,  which  came  giving  complimentary  tours 
of  Stanley  Park.  That  urban  oasis  includes  hiking 
and  biking  trails,  beaches,  an  aquarium  and  res¬ 
taurants  but  is  perhaps  best  enjoyed  during 
summer — snow  bunnies  will  want  to  head  further 
afield  for  some  postcard- worthy  landscapes. 

A  four-day  trip  to  Vancouver  leaves  enough 
time  for  a  day  trek  to  Whistler.  Sit  back  and  relax 
for  a  couple  of  hours  on  a  cushy  bus  as  someone 
else  navigates  the  twisting  turns  of  the  Sea  to  Sky 
Highway,  where  there  are  views  of  the  rugged 
coastline,  glacial  peaks  and  rushing  waterfalls.  In 
Whistler  Village,  even  non-skiers  can  enjoy  the 
powder-packed  peaks  with  shopping,  diningfor 
those  whose  idea  of  “pizza”  and  “French  fries”  is 
not  downhill,  and  other  outdoor  activities.  Not 
to  be  missed?  Scandinave  Spa,  where  steam  rises 
from  pockets  of  a  cantilevered  spruce  and  cedar 
forest,  and  the  air  is  filled  with  the  smell  of  euca¬ 
lyptus  steam  baths  and  the  wood-burning  sauna. 
The  circuit  also  includes  cold-plunge  pools  and 
relaxation  areas  like  hammocks  and  community 
fire  pits.  The  best  part  of  all:  Scandinave  is  silent, 
so  there’s  nary  a  cellphone  to  be  seen  and  the  only 
chattering  is  teeth  whenyou  hit  the  frigid  water. 
The  thrills  don’t  end  there:  No  trip  to  Whistler  is 
complete  without  a  ride  on  the  Peak  2  Peak  Gon¬ 
dola.  Snap  a  triumphant  pic  in  front  of  the  Olympic 
rings  for  one  of  British  Columbia’s  most  stunning 
backdrops.  ♦

THE  FARM  STANDS 

A  REHABBED  FARMHOUSE  IN  MATTAPAN  TAKES  ROOT 


Founded  in  the  late  1700s,  the  Fowler  Clark  Epstein  Farm 
in  Mattapan  is  one  of  the  city's  oldest  farmhouses.  By 
2013,  however,  the  property  fell  vacant.  After  a  recent 
rehab  by  several  community  groups,  including  Historic 
Boston  Inc,  and  the  Urban  Farming  Institute  of  Boston,  the 
site  has  come  full  circle:  The  half-acre  estate  is  once  again 
a  farm  for  the  neighborhood. 

But  while  the  okra  and  cotlard  greens  get  all  the  fan¬ 
fare,  it’s  worth  digging  into  the  roots  of  how  the  site  was 
preserved,  a  feat  made  possible  by  the  pro  bono  work  of 
architectural  firm  Perkins+Will.  The  farmhouse— with  its 
side-gabled  roof  and  walls  clad  in  yellow  clapboard- 
serves  as  a  striking  example  of  18th-century  Federal 
architecture.  And  the  carriage  house,  now  reinforced  with 
a  frame  of  steel,  shows  how  a  once-dilapidated  barn  from 
the  1800s  can  be  transformed  into  loft  offices. 

Historic  details  like  old  wood  floors  and  barn  doors 
were  saved,  while  efficient  upgrades  were  added,  such  as 
a  white,  modern  teaching  kitchen.  The  room  was  created 
to  educate,  but  also  feel  familiar  to  neighbors,  says  Bar¬ 
bara  Knecht  of  the  Urban  Farming  Institute,  “We  wanted  it 
to  look  like  a  kitchen  you’d  have  in  your  apartment." 


DETAILS,  DETAILS:  Wood  floors  dating  to 
the  1800s  were  preserved,  as  were  old  barn 
doors  at  the  carriage  house,  while  the  window 
and  door  pediments  at  the  farmhouse  were 
rehabbed.  Old  interior  murals,  likely  painted 
around  the  1960s.  were  also  kept.

TALL  STORY 

At  61  stories,  One  Dalton  is  the  tallest 
residential  tower  in  the  city.  It’s  also 
dramatically  different  than  its  neighbors 
along  Boston's  so-called  high  spine  of 
skyscrapers.  The  building's  glass  facade 
appears  muted  and  transparent— unlike, 
say,  the  giant  mirror  that  is  the  former 
John  Hancock  tower.  And  its  shape  is 
triangular  in  comparison  to  nearby 
rectangular  high-rises.  But  this  building 
is  now  rooted  into  the  Hub  (its  founda¬ 
tion  extends  165  feet  down  and  is  “rock- 
socketed"  into  the  bedrock).

HOW  DID  YOU  DEVISE  THE  SHAPE? 

The  parcel  of  land  that  One  Dalton  sits 
on  is  almost  a  perfect  equilateral  triangle. 
When  we  were  first  brought  on,  my  design 
partner  Harry  Cobb  [of  Pei  Cobb  Freed] 
and  I  talked  about  it  a  lot— what  the  form 
and  the  shape  should  be.  We  concluded 
very  early  on  that  the  most  efficient  thing 
to  do  was  to  follow  the  shape  of  the  land 
below. ...  But  there’s  a  problem  with  a 
pure,  equilateral  triangle,  in  that  it's  a  very 
harsh  form.  So  the  building  became  a 
soft  triangle.  The  entire  building  is  really  a 
series  of  tangent  curves.

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FUNKY  FAMILY  FEED 

TANAM  SERVES  FILIPINO  CUISINE  WITH  A  HEAPING  HELPING  OF  COMMUNITY 


It’s  easy  to  approach  Tanam,  the  new 

Filipino-American  restaurant  at  Somerville’s 
Bow  Market,  with  apprehension.  Boston  has 
seen  little  of  Filipino  cuisine,  which  reflects 
the  archipelago’s  vast  ethno-linguistic  diver¬ 
sity  and  a  welter  of  culinary  influences  from  Asia, 
Europe  and  the  Americas.  You  might  know  the  food 
ofTagalog-speakingManila, but  what  about  the  dis¬ 
tinctive  fare  of  Kapampangan-speaking  Angeles 
City?  Fortunately,  Tanam,  the  brainchild  of  Filipino- 
American  polymath/chef  Ellie  Tiglao,  is  more  than  a 
mere  restaurant.  It’s  a  cooperative  focused  on  “nar¬ 
rative  cuisine,”  its  diverse  team  as  interested  in  con¬ 
versations  with  its  customers  about  food,  culture 
and  community  as  in  serving  them  dinner.  Tiglao 
is  Tanam’s  Beatrice,  a  gently  engaging  guide  whose 
heartfelt  stories  help  lead  neophytes  through  one  of 
several  menu  formats,  depending  on  the  night. 

With  10  seats,  the  place  is  tiny  and  most  often 
requires  prepaid  online  reservations.  Upon  arrival, 
you  may  order  drinks  at  a  wee  counter  window 
resplendent  with  fresh  flowers,  then  perch  on  a 
white-upholstered  bar  stool  around  the  one  nar¬ 
row  communal  table  in  an  austerely  lovely  room 
shrouded  in  translucent  draperies  and  lit  with  moody 
candles  and  groovy,  color-shifting  overhead  lighting. 

We  first  essayed  the  Alaya  menu,  a  five-course 
prix  fixe  ($90,  plus  tax  and  tip)  served  twice  nightly 


Thursday  through  Sunday.  It’s  an  Instagram-worthy 
review  of  Tiglao’s  influences — from  her  family’s 
home  cooking  in  California  to  a  research/cooking 
stint  in  the  Philippines — and  a  tour-de-force  of 
tropical  ingredients,  globe-trotting  techniques 
and  sour,  savory,  salty  and  sweet  flavors.  One  eve¬ 
ning  featured  ukoi,  chunks  of  Maine  lobster  along¬ 
side  a  tangle  of  shredded  kalabasa  squash  and  green 
papaya  garnished  with  mung  bean  sprouts  over  a 
tangy  ocher  sauce;  lumpiang  sariwa,  Maine  salmon 
fillet  alongside  an  oak  lettuce  leaf  dressed  in  fish- 
sauce  vinaigrette,  sittingatop  an eggy  crepe  stuffed 
with  carrots,  parsnips  and  daikon,  set  alongside  an 
artful  smear  of  sweet  peanut-garlic  sauce;  humba, 
a  skin-charred  duck  leg-and-thigh  confit  crowned 
with  crisp-fried  saba  (like  savory  green  plantain) 
over  a  salty,  fragrant  sauce  of  fermented  black  soy¬ 
beans,  star  anise  and  cinnamon;  batsui,  a  mild, 
refreshing,  gingery  soup  of  slender,  slippery,  trans¬ 
lucent  mungbean-flour  noodles,  floatingathin 
triangle  of  iron-tangy,  black-crimson  pork  blood 
pudding  topped  with  chunks  of  braised  pork  shoul¬ 
der,  a  sphere  of  bubbly  fried  pork  rind,  chips  of  fried 
garlic  and  chopped  scallions;  and  turon,  triangular 
fried  turnovers  filled  with  jackfruit  and  set  between 
slashes  of  cognac  caramel,  saba  custard  and 
whipped  cream.  Tiglao  was  there  to  explain  it  all, 
share  her  picaresque  backstory  (including  her  shift 


from  neuroscience  to  cooking)  and  elicit  questions, 
reactions  and  similarly  personal  stories  from  guests. 

More  traditional,  novel  and  casually  fun  is  the 
Kamayan  menu  ($70,  plus  tax  and  tip)  served  twice 
on  Wednesdays.  The  table  is  blanketed  with  banana 
leaves  atop  which  a  banquet-style  feast  is  served 
sans  utensils.  Tiglao  offers  a  lesson  in  Filipino 
fingers-only  eating  technique,  then  patrons  tuck 
into  a  long  winding  mound  of  excellent  Japanese 
medium-grained  white  rice  picturesquely  bedecked 
with  repeating  piles  ofvegetables  and  fruits,  skew¬ 
ers  of  meat  and  mounds  of  seafood.  It’s  another  sen¬ 
sory  kaleidoscope,  a  dizzying  array  of  aromas  and 
flavors.  There  are  lumpia,  skinny,  crisp-fried  spring 
rolls  filled  with  ground  pork,  fried  smelts,  grilled 
slices  of  Japanese  eggplant,  skewers  ofbraised  pork 
belly  chunks  and  whole  prawns,  bowls  of  simmered 
mussels,  quick-pickled  cucumbers,  crosscut  man¬ 
goes,  pineapple  cubes  and  bowls  of  pureed  kalabasa 
squash  spiked  with  ginger  and  coconut  milk,  float¬ 
ing  cunningknotsoftenderyardlong  beans,  squash 
strips  and  baby  bok  choy.  The  centerpiece  is  a  mam¬ 
moth  (6-pound)  steamed  Maine  lobster,  cracked 
open  midway  through  the  meal.  Endless  variation  is 
to  be  found  in  mixing  and  matching  individual  bites 
with  vivid,  often  sour-accented  condiments  and 
dips,  like  a  sweetened  vinegar  loaded  with  fresh 
garlic;  lechon  sauce,  a  thin,  tangy,  black-peppery 
pork  liver  puree;  bagoong,  a  reddish-black,  quite 
salty,  mildly  fermented  shrimp  paste;  and  coconut 
vinegar  with  slices  of  fresh  hot  chilies.  It’s  a  senses- 
dazzlingfree-for-all. 

Bar  director  Kyisha  Davenport  has  assembled  a 
short  program  of  absolutely  gorgeous,  regionally 
accented  cocktails  ($14)  like  the  Ube  Sour  of  purple 
yam-infused  genever,  acerbic  kalamansi  juice  and 
foamy  egg  white,  a  nd  the  Lamb  Talk  of  lambanog 
(a  pisco-like  Filipino  coconut  spirit),  kalamansi, 
coconut  cream,  rosewater,  egg  white  and  soda. 
There’s  a  few  mild,  food-friendly  lagers  ($7)  like 
San  Miguel  from  the  Philippines  and  Haiti’s  Pres¬ 
tige,  plus  a  handful  of  idiosyncratic  wines  ($io-$i3, 
by  the  glass;  $30-875,  bottle),  like  the  2015  Draga 
Miklus  Malvasia  ($45),  an  intense  golden  white 
from  Friuli  Venezia  softened  by  wood  aging  and 
given  a  sherry-like  hint  of  skin  contact. 

The  mostly  late-night  Bar  at  Tanam  format  finds 
customers  standing  around  the  now  cafe-height 
table  to  accompany  drinks  with  snacks  like  stuffed 
steamed  bao  ($5  each)  of  pork  belly,  chicken  adobo  or 
shiitakes,  roasted  chicken  wings  ($8)  in  mildly  spicy 
coconut  milk  sauce  and  pancit  canton  ($12),  blandly 
sauced  egg  noodles  with  shiitakes,  snow  peas  and 
carrots.  Uneven,  slow  service  and  comparatively 
pedestrian  small  plates  made  this  our  least  favor¬ 
ite  meal  here.  But  with  its  ticketed  dinners,  Tanam 
delivers  something  unique  and  uncommonly  mov- 
ingfor  a  restaurant  experience:  fascinatingly  eclec¬ 
tic,  delicious  food  underpinned  by  an  extraordinary 
level  of  human  connection,  lending  a  much  more 
profound  meaning  to  the  notion  of  empathetic, 
multicultural  family-style  dining.  ♦

FOUNTAIN  OF  YOUTH 

A  RECORD  INDUSTRY  ICON  AND  TRUMPET  IDOL  SPREADS  HIS  RICH  INFLUENCE 


He’s  sold  72  million  records, 

scored  five  No.  1  hits  and  won  nine 
Grammy  Awards.  He  outsold  the 
Beatles  in  1966  with  four  albums 
in  the  Top  10.  And  he  co-founded 
A&M  Records,  sold  in  1989  to  major  label  Polygram 
for  a  reported  $500  million. 

At  age  84,  Herb  Alpert  could  easily  rest  on  his 
laurels  at  his  Malibu  home,  painting  and  sculpting 
(his  huge  totem  sculptures  have  fetched  more  than 
$200,000  each)  in  addition  to  recording  music.  But 
the  pop-jazz  trumpeter — who  first  found  fame  as 
the  leader  of  Herb  Alpert  8c  the  Tijuana  Brass — still 
tours  with  his  singer  wife  Lani  Hall  and  their  versa¬ 
tile  backi  ng  trio,  playing  City  Winery  on  May  2 . 


“There’s  a  certain  number  of  people  that  get 
pleasure  out  of  the  music,  so  I’m  going  to  be  doing 
it  as  long  as  I’m  able,”  Alpert  says.  “I  feel  better 
when  I’m  doing  it.  People  ask  me  after  a  concert, 
‘Man,  aren’t  you  tired?  Doesn’t  that  knock  you  out 
at  84?’  And  I  say,  ‘No,  man.  It  gives  me  energy  to 
doit.’” 

He  also  draws  energy  from  his  philanthropic 
pursuits.  On  May  13,  he’ll  be  in  New  York  to 
celebrate  25  years  of  the  Herb  Alpert  Award  in 
the  Arts,  a  $75,000  annual  prize  given  to  five 
midcareer  artists  in  music,  film/video,  dance, 
theater  and  the  visual  arts.  In  the  1980s,  he  and 
Hall  also  created  the  Herb  Alpert  Foundation, 
whose  beneficiaries  include  the  Harlem  School

play  City  Winery  on  May  2. 

of  the  Arts,  which  just  announced  a  $9.5  million 
renovation.  Alpert  saved  that  school  from  clos¬ 
ing  in  2010. 

“I  believe  in  the  arts,”  says  the  son  of  Jewish 
immigrants  who  settled  in  Los  Angeles.  “I  had  this 
opportunity  when  I  was  8  and  I  want  to  pass  it  on. 

It  was  a  music  class  in  my  grammar  school,  and 
there  was  a  table  filled  with  instruments,  and  I  just 
happened  to  pick  up  the  trumpet.  Lucky  for  me  I 
did.  I’m  an  introvert,  basically,  and  as  a  kid  I  was 
even  worse.  I  was  a  mute.  And  the  trumpet  started 
making  noise  and  talking  for  me.” 

That  noise  eventually  grew  into  a  smooth, 
mariachi-flavored  sound  that  he  showcased  with 
the  Tijuana  Brass,  inspired  by  brass  bands  that 
he  heard  at  bullfights  across  the  border.  “Every¬ 
thing  would  happen  off  these  various  fanfares  they 
would  use,  and  I  got  caught  up  in  that,”  Alpert  says. 

“I  tried  to  express  that  experience.” 

He  channeled  that  spirit  through  multi-tracked 
trumpet  on  a  melody  that  turned  into  “The  Lonely 
Bull” — after  one  last  adjustment  when  a  DJ  friend 
said  the  demo  needed  a  hook.  “I  called  an  engineer

friend  who  had  a  tape  library,  and  he  had  a  tape 
of  30, 000  people  screaming ‘Ole!’ at  abullfight,” 
Alpert  says.  “That  was  the  hook,  and  that  record 
took  offlike  a  rocket  ship.” 

Subsequent  album  The  Lonely  Bull  became  the 
first  release  for  A8cM  Records  in  1962,  followed  by 
infectious  mid-6os  instrumentals  like  “ATaste  of 
Honey”  and  “Spanish  Flea.”  Yet  when  Alpert  also 
sang  the  Burt  Bacharach/Hal  David  favorite  “This 
Guy’s  in  Love  with  You”  in  1968,  it  became  the  first 
No.  1  hit  for  both  him  and  A8cM. 

The  label’s  initials  came  from  the  surnames  of 
Alpert  and  his  business  partner.  “Jerry  Moss  was 
more  of  a  businessman  than  I  am,”  he  says.  “I’m  a 
right-brain  person.”  Alpert  previously  recorded 
for  RCA  Victor  and  says  he  didn’t  like  howhe  was 
treated.  “I  said,  ‘If  I  ever  have  my  own  record  com¬ 
pany,  I’d  do  it  completely  different.  The  record 
company  would  revolve  around  the  artist.’  ” 

A8cM’s  roster  included  Cat  Stevens,  the  Police, 
Janet  Jackson  and  the  Carpenters,  who  Alpert 
signed  in  1969.  “People  in  my  company  were 
thinking,  ‘Oh  man,  you  made  a  mistake  on  that 
one.’  And  when  they  broke  with  ‘Close  to  You,’ 

I  became  a  genius.” 

In  concert,  the  pair  tap  covers  rangingfrom 
Antonio  Carlos  Jobim  to  the  Beatles,  plus  med¬ 
leys  of  the  Tijuana  Brass  and  Hall’s  former  group 
Sergio  Mendes  8c  Brasil  ’66,  complemented  by 
videos  and  pictures  of  Alpert’s  artwork. 

“All  art  is  just  broken  down  into  one  word:  Feel,” 
Alpert  says.  “It’s  not  about  technical  ability.  It’s 
about  feeling.”  ♦

A  QUESTTO  BECOME  THE  WORLD'S  BEST  DJ-OR  AT  LEAST  NOT  GET  WEIRD  LOOKS  AT  PARTIES 


I  HAVE  A  CONFESSION  TO  MAKE.  It’s  NOT 

something  I’m  proud  of.  Indeed,  I  regard 
this  part  of  myself  as  the  worst  part,  the 
manifestation  of  some  flaw  in  my  psyche 
that  compels  me  to  dark  ends.  I’ve  never 
before  written  these  words,  much  less  spoken 
them  out  loud,  but  the  time  has  come  to  face  my 
demons  and  perhaps ,  by  dragging  them  into  the 
harsh  relief  of  the  public  eye,  cast  them  out.  So  I’ll 
say  it:  I’m  the  guy  who  likes  to  DJ  at  parties. 

And  not  just  at  parties.  In  any  context  where 
there’s  music  and  a  group  of  people,  I  will  attempt 
to  control  that  music  and  thus  impose  my  taste — 
and  my  mood — on  the  crowd.  I  do  this  at  my  house 
when  friends  are  over.  I  do  it  tailgating  at  football 
games,  my  playlist  blasting  from  my  car.  I  do  it  at 
bars  that  have  those  internet  jukeboxes  where  you 
can  pay  extra  to  send  your  music  to  the  top  of  the 
queue.  I  even  did  it  at  my  own  wedding,  which  had  a 
live  band.  My  request  to  ditch  the  “Mustang  Sally”- 
era  wedding  staples  and  modernize  the  playlist  ulti¬ 
mately  backfired  when  the  venue  manager  told  us 
we  were  out  of  time  just  as  the  band  finished  playing 
Rage  Against  the  Machine’s  “Bulls  on  Parade,”  thus 
endingthe  night  on  a  decidedly  agro  note. 

Now,  I  should  clarify  that  when  I  say  I  like  to  DJ, 

I  simply  mean  that  I  enjoy  forcing  others  to  listen  to 
whatever  music  I  feel  like  listening  to,  such  that  bar 
patrons  end  up  shooting  pool  to  Tenacious  D’s  “F — k 
Her  Gently”  (yes,  this  is  a  real  example  of  a  situation 
I  created  a  few  weeks  ago).  I  don’t 
know  how  to  blend  one  songinto 
another,  or  drop  samples,  or  wear 
abig  mascot  head  that  obscures 
myidentity  while  I  spin  EDM  for 
2,000  club  kids  rolling  on  Molly 
in  an  abandoned  missile  silo  out¬ 
side  Berlin.  I  mean,  I  would  love 
to  do  that.  I  just  have  no  idea  how. 

I  only  know  that  one  of  my  col¬ 
lege  roommates  was  a  DJ  and  his 
headphones  were  held  together 
with  duct  tape  because  he  kept 
throwing  them  across  the  room 
and  smashing  them  in  fugues  of 
frustration. 

Sol  recently  decided  to  see 
whether  I  have  any  actual  DJ 
talent,  by  which  I  mean  going 
beyond  just  pressing  play  and 
then  feeling  superior  when  my 
fellow  old  white  people  don’t 
know  who  Lil  Yachty  is .  So  I 
downloaded  Djay  Pro  2,  which 
is  apparently  the  hot  program 
for  aspiring  Armand  van  Hel- 
dens.  It  cost  $50, but  I  defended 
my  frivolous  purchase  the  way 
I  do  many  other  whimsical 
items  that  incur  spousal  skep¬ 


ticism:  I  said  it’s  for  the  kids.  This  wasn’t  even  a 
total  lie,  as  our  8-year-old  recently  expressed  an 
interest  in  DJing  after  watching  Marshmello  per¬ 
form  a  virtual  concert  in  Fortnite .  You  know,  when 
they  remake  Bill  and  Ted’s  Excellent  Adventure, 
Beethoven  is  going  to  be  more  confused  than  ever. 

My  kid  initially  told  me  he  wanted  to  name  him¬ 
self  DJ  Critical,  and  I  told  him  that  was  a  pretty 
dope  DJ  name.  But  then  St.  Patrick’s  Day  rolled 
around  and  he  informed  me  he  preferred  the  name 
DJ  Leprechaun,  but  I  wasn’t  having  it.  You  can’t 
have  a  seasonal  DJ  name!  And  if  you  did,  you’d 
want  it  to  be  something  cool  like  DJ  Krampus, 
which  is  both  scary  and  relevant  from  at  least  mid- 
October  through  Christmas.  But  DJ  Leprechaun 
would  get  booked  one  day  a  year  in  Southie  and 
have  to  deal  with  dudes  yelling,  “Play  some  Drop- 
kick!”  before  vomiting  all  over  his  laptop. 

Anyway,  before  choosing  DJ  names,  I  figured  I 
should  dive  into  Djay  Pro  2  and  master  my  tools.  I 
was  so  confident  in  my  abilities  that  I  skipped  right 
over  the  tutorials  for  lame  baby  stuff  like  mix¬ 
ing  one  song  smoothly  into  another.  I  wanted  to

go  straight  to  making  mashups,  the  hottest  musi¬ 
cal  genre  of20o8.  Look  out,  DJ  Girl  Talk!  You’re 
not  the  only  one  who  can  play  two  songs  of  dif¬ 
ferent  genres  simultaneously.  True  story:  I  send 
myself  emails  when  I  get  mashup  ideas,  so  my  inbox 
includes  messages  like,  “Simple  Minds  ‘Alive  and 
Kicking’  and  Biggie  ‘Hypnotize.’  ”  I  told  you  I’m 
insufferable. 

It  turns  out  I’m  also  inept.  The  controls  for  Djay 
Pro  2  look  like  the  flight  deck  of  an  Airbus  A380— 
but  more  complicated.  You  can  have  up  to  four 
songs  in  a  queue,  and  then  you  can  loop  parts  of 
any  one  of  them,  or  drop  samples,  or  change  the 
speed  or  pitch  or  volume  level,  and  you  have  to 
understand  terms  like  measures  and  bars,  and 
anyway  if  I  had  headphones  I  would’ve  destroyed 
them  by  now.  My  wife’s  patience  is  also  exhausted 
because  of  her  status  as  an  involuntary  audience 
for  the  Zero-Skill  DJ  Crew.  Please  give  a  warm  wel¬ 
come  to  DJ  Seven-Year- Old,  who  will  now  drop  air 
horn  effects  over  “Whoomp!  (There  It  Is)”  for  the 
next  hour.  It’s  the  soundtrack  toyour  nightmares. 

But  I’m  going  to  keep  at  it,  because  if  my  mania 
for  musical  control  won’t  abate,  I  can  at  least  add 
some  artistry.  Hey,  who  wants  to  hear  some  21 
Savage  over  “Downeaster  ‘Alexa’  ”?  Well,  too  bad. 
DJ  Krampus  doesn’t  take  requests.  ♦

THE  SINGER/SONGWRITER  OPENS  UP  ABOUT  NIPSEY  HUSSLE.  WINNING  A  GRAMMY  AND  STUDYING  POETRY 


Singer/songwriter  Joelle  James,  29,  was  born 

and  raised  in  Murrieta,  California,  and  graduated  from 
Murrieta  Valley  High  School.  She  began  singing  at  an 
early  age  and  studied  voice  at  Berklee  College  of  Music. 
Immediately  after  graduating,  she  was  signed  by  Chris  Brown, 
who  had  discovered  her  on  YouTube.  The  song  she  wrote, 
“Boo’d  Up,”  recorded  by  British  singer  Ella  Mai,  spent  more  than 
a  dozen  weeks  at  No.  1  and  went  platinum,  earning  the  Grammy 
for  Best  R&B  Song.  She  is  set  to  appear  as  herself  in  the  forth¬ 
coming  feature  film  #TwoMinutesofFame  and  she  recently 
announced  a  music  partnership  with  legendary  record  execu¬ 
tive  Doug  Morris.  She  lives  in  LA. 


Jonathan  Soroff:  On  a 
serious  note,  you  were 
with  Nipsey  Hussle  the 
night  before  he  was  shot 
and  killed. 

Joelle  James:  Yes.  Twenty- 
four  hours  before,  we  were 
at  the  Elite  Eight  basketball 
game  between  Gonzaga  and 
Texas  Tech,  and  my  manager 
and  Nipsey’s  mentor,  Big  Bob, 
has  a  son  [Brandone  Francis] 
who  plays  for  Texas  Tech, 
and  Nipsey  came  to  support 
him,  his  little  bro,  his  family. 
We  were  having  the  time  of 
our  lives.  It  was  so  much  fun. 

Thoughts  on  gun  violence 
in  this  country?  It’s  defi¬ 
nitely  something  that  needs  to 
change,  but  I  just  feel  like  peo¬ 
ple  are  gonna  do  what  they’re 
gonna  do.  It’s  just  a  sad  truth 
of  the  world.  I  don’t  want  to 
say  it’s  inevitable,  but  I  think 
Nipsey  really  stood  for  posi¬ 
tive  change.  His  energy  was 
so  contagious.  Atthe basket¬ 
ball  game,  all  the  players  were 
trying  to  step  it  up  because 
he  was  there.  It’s  so  sad  and 
unfortunate  that  everything 
he  preached  and  stood  up  for 
came  back  and  got  him. 

What  was  the  last  thingyou 
said  to  each  other?  He  said, 

“ Sis,  you  need  to  come  by  the 
new  studio.”  He’djust  got  a 


brand-new  studio  of  his  own 
in  downtown  LA.  He  was 
like,  “I’m  starting  to  focus  on 
music  100%  again.  You  have 
to  come  through  the  studio.” 
So  we  had  plans  to  work  on 
music  together.  We’d  just 
seen  each  other  at  the  Gram- 
mys,  and  he  was  super  excited 
that  we  were  both  nominated. 
It  was  the  best  feeling  in  the 
world.  We  were  super  excited 
about  the  future. 

Speaking  oftheGrammys, 
was  that  the  best  night  of 
your  life?  It  was  one  of  them. 

I  was  very  excited  to  have 
won.  I  still  can’t  believe  it. 

But  I’m  definitely  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  more.  I  hope  I  have 
many  more  nights  like  that. 

Where  do  you  keep  your 
Grammy?  I  haven’t  gotten  it 
yet.  I  just  actually  sent  in  the 
paperwork.  But  when  I  do,  I 
was  initially  thinking  about 
the  really  cute  mantel  in  my 
apartment,  but  I  don’t  think 
I’m  gonna  do  that.  I’m  gonna 
leave  it  for  my  parents  to  look 
at,  so  they  know  that  all  their 
investment  and  sacrifices 
were  worth  it. 

How  many  times  did  you 
rehearse  your  acceptance 
speech?  I  didn’t.  I  literally 
was  wait  ing  for  the  word  to 


be  announced,  and  I  said  to 
Big  Bob,  “What  do  I  say?”  He 
gave  me  bullet  points,  and 
I  kind  of  just  mushed  it  all 
together  in  my  mind,  and 
whatever  came  out  was  a  lit¬ 
tle  summary  of  all  that. 

How  does  it  feel  to  have 
your  song  made  famous 
by  an  artist  other  than 
yourself?  I  originally  wrote 
it  for  myself  and  I  recorded  it 
for  myself.  So  at  first,  it  was 
different  to  think  that,  “Wow! 
Mysongis  blowing  up.  I  can’t 
believe  this!”  But  it  wasn’t  me, 
which  was  weird,  because  I 
never  saw  myself  as  solely  a 


songwriter.  I  saw  myself  as 
the  artist.  So  after  getting 
over  that,  I  was  really  excited 
to  know  that  I  was  affecting 
people  with  the  song.  Seeing 
how  they  reacted  to  it  and 
embraced  it,  I  felt  like  it  was 
right  where  it  needed  to  be. 

It  was  perfect. 

Did  you  really  write  it  in 
15  minutes?  Yeah.  Fifteen  to 


30  minutes.  I  don’t  know  how. 
Itwas  sent  from  above.  Itjust 
came  out  of  me.  [Laughs.]  I 
was  late  to  that  studio  session 
and,  like  I  said,  I  really  wasn’t  a 
songwriter,  so  Iwasjustkinda 
trying  to  see  what  would  come 
out.  I  had  to  leave,  because  the 
next  session  was  coming  in, 
but  I  heard  this  track,  and  I  was 
like,  “OK,  let  me  just  laydown 
what  I  hear.”  At  the  hook,  I 
was  kinda  scatting.  No  words. 
No  lyrics.  I  was  thinking, 
“What  ami  gonna  put  right 
there?  It’s  not  finished.”  And 
I  was  like,  “I  think  I’m  saying, 
‘Boo’d  up,’ like  I’m  with  my  boo. 
I  think  I’m  just  gonna  leave  it.” 
It  was  a  wonderful  mistake 
that  it  turned  into  the  title  and 
the  hook.  [Laughs.] 

Singer  you  most  welcome 
comparisons  to?  I  don’t 
really  get  comparisons 
vocally,  but  my  favorite  singer 
was  Aretha  Franklin,  for  sure. 
I  sang “Think”  on  Showtime  at 
the  Apollo  when  I  was  n .  On  all 
those  things,  I  always  sang  an 
Aretha  song,  or  Marvin  Gaye, 
or  Ray  Charles. 

So  Aretha’s  your  muse? 

Her  voice,  her  vocal  ability, 
her  ability  to  convey  emotion 
and  tell  a  story,  was  literally 


howl  learned  how  to  sing.  Her, 
Whitney  and  Mariah.  Those 
were  my  three,  but  I  don’t 
think  anyone’s  goingto  com¬ 
pare  me  to  them.  [Laughs.] 

Who  would  you  want  to 
collaborate  with?  John  Mayer. 
He  went  to  Berklee,  as  well. 

How  about  a  duet?  Well,  I 
did  a  duet  with  Chris  Brown 


for  Kevin  Hart’s  film  What 
Now ?  We  took  the  song,  “Can 
You  Stand  the  Rain”  by  Bos¬ 
ton’s  own  New  Edition  and 
we  flipped  it  and  called  it 
‘Scream.”  That’s  my  favorite 
duet  that  I’ve  done. 

Is  there  a  word  you  avoid 
because  the  pronunciation 
is  difficult?  Not  really.  I 
took  poetry  at  Berklee  with 
Pat  Pattison,  and  he  taught 
mesomuch.Butthewaymy 
process  ofwritingworks,  I 
kind  of  just  hear  the  track,  or 
I  have  it  in  my  head,  and  I  just 
go  on  the  mic  freestyle.  If  I 
can  make  it  rhyme  or  work 
while  I’m  singing,  great.  But 
if  it  doesn’t  happen,  it  doesn’t 
happen. 

Most  important  thingyou 
learned  at  Berklee?  That’s 
tough,  because  I  learned 
so  much.  But  I  guess  the 
main  thing,  on  a  personal 
level,  was  to  networkwith 
my  peers  and  colleagues. 

Now  that  I’m  in  the  industry, 
everywhere  I  turn,  there’s 
somebody  who  graduated 
from  Berklee.  Just  keeping  in 
touch  with  all  these  amazing, 
talented  musicians.  It’s  nice 
to  have  that  foundation. 

How  do  you  feel  being 
called  the  return  of  female 
R&B?  It’s  unbelievable.  I 
always  talked  about  this  day 
with  my  manager  and  my 
team.  I  always  wanted  to 
be  a  weather  changer,  not  a 
weather  reporter,  so  I  guess 
the  fact  that  I  changed  the 
course  ofR&Btodayis  so 
amazing.  I’m  so  grateful. 

One  thing  you  want  for 
your  career  more  than 
anything?  I  think  the  main 
thing  is  just  to  be  a  career 
artist.  I  want  to  create  my 
legacy  through  music.  I  want 
to  sustain.  Longevity.  ♦

GUARDED 


Museum  guards  are  often  unobtrusive 
presences.  Visitors  peering  at  paintings 
and  scoping  out  sculptures  may  hardly 
notice  them  at  their  posts.  But  they 
notice  a  lot.  They  hear  gallery-goers 
scoffing  at  pieces  they  think  a  kid 
could  create.  They  see  people 
weeping  in  front  of  works  that 
move  them.  And  they  spend 
more  time  around  art  than 
almost  anyone.  We  spoke  to 
pros  at  five  local  museums  to 
learn  about  their  work— 
and  about  their  favorite 
works  of  art. 
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INSTITUTE  OF  CONTEMPORARY  A  RT 


Boston-bom  artist  Liz  Deschenes' 
Green  Screen  #4  captures  some¬ 
thing  that’s  on  camera  all  the  time, 
but  rarely  seen.  “I  like  that  she’s 
making  what  is  usually  invisible 
visible  to  us,”  says  gallery  super¬ 
visor  Tom  Maio.  Simultaneously 
image  and  sculpture,  the  15-foot- 
long  photograph  was  acquired  by 
the  Institute  of  Contemporary  Art 
in  2016,  the  year  the  ICA  presented 
the  first  midcareer  survey  of  De¬ 
schenes’  work— an  exhibit  that  led 
to  a  favorite  moment  from  Maio’s 
six  years  in  the  galleries. 

“There  was  this  group  of  visitors, 
maybe  early  30s,"  Maio  recalls.  “A 
lot  of  Deschenes’  work  is  squares 
of  color,  to  put  it  very  simply.  And 
they  were  just  kind  of  laughing.”  But 
a  member  of  the  group  broke  off; 
Maio  offered  her  some  background 
about  the  art,  and  she  asked 
questions  in  return.  “It  was  a  good 
conversation.  Then  I  saw  this  visitor 
walk  away,  find  her  group  and  share 
what  I  shared.  And  I  saw  that  group 
walk  back  into  the  exhibition.  I  saw 
them  slow  down  and  really  look  at 
the  work.” 

A  performance  artist  who’s 
worked  with  materials  such 
as  plastic  vampire  fangs  and 
gold-painted  pizza,  Maio  under¬ 
stands  that  contemporary  art  isn’t 
always  easy  to  “get”  right  away. 
That’s  one  reason  the  visitor 
assistants  who  safeguard  the  ICA’s 
art  also  act  as  educators,  giving 
15-minute  p5p=t

art-themed  story  times  for  tots  and 
having  impromptu  conversations 
in  the  galleries.  “A  lot  of  people 
we  interact  with  have  never  been 
to  a  contemporary  art  museum," 
Maio  says  “I  want  those  people  to 
visit  and  feel  safe  and  comfortable 
asking  questions,  because  we’re  so 


happy  to  talk  to  them.”

Harvard  Art  Museums'  Wertheim 
gallery  is  filled  with  masterpieces, 
including  Maggie  Cedarstrom  s 
favorite:  Henri  Matisse’s  1910  oil 
painting  Geraniums.  “It’s  in  the  most 
popular  room,  but  it's  not  the  first 
thing  people  notice— they  always 
go  straight  to  the  Van  Gogh  or  the 
Picasso,”  she  says.  The  small  still- 
life  hangs  in  a  corner,  dwarfed  by 
its  neighbor,  Renoir's  voluptuous 
Seated  Bather.  But  for  Cedarstrom, 
its  beauty  belies  its  size  "Matisse 
is  just  my  dude.  He’s  a  very  joyful 
painter.” 

Cedarstrom  is  an  oil  painter  and 
printmaker,  and  flowers  cover  many 
of  her  own  canvases— blossoms 
might  burst  out  of  wallpaper  or 
bloom  in  thin  air.  To  make  a  living 
while  pursuing  a  creative  life,  she's 
taken  on  gigs  like  kneading  dough 
in  Cambridge  and  Brookline  bak¬ 
eries.  And  since  2016,  she’s  been 
a  museum  attendant  at  Harvard 
Art  Museums.  “It’s  a  nice  way  to  be 
in  a  system  that  gives  you  a  lot  of 
benefits  and  puts  you  in  a  position 
to  learn  and  talk  to  experts,”  Cedar¬ 
strom  says,  noting  that  conversa¬ 
tions  with  curatorial  fellows  have 
been  a  highlight. 

Cedarstrom  has  also  made 
connections  with  other  artists  on 
staff,  like  senior  exhibition  special¬ 
ist  Jill  Comer,  who  introduced  her 
to  Somerville’s  Washington  Street 
art  space.  Now  Cedarstrom  has  a 
studio  there  and  serves  as  Wash¬ 
ington  Street’s  gallery  coordinator. 
Last  summer,  she  presented  an 
exhibition  of  paintings  by  her 
sister  Caitlyn,  who  died  in  2014 
after  battling  breast  cancer.  “That 
was  something  I’d  been  working 
toward  for  years,”  Cedarstrom  says. 
“And  it  all  happened  because  of 
this  place.”

During  his  18  years  as  a  security 
officer  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
Stephen  Holness  has  had  ample 
time  to  study  Jean-Leon  Gerome's 
1873  painting  L'Eminence  Grise.  “It’s 
one  of  the  best  examples  of  1800s 
French  realism  in  the  collection,”  Hol¬ 
ness  says.  “The  brushwork  is  just  so 
dazzling.  Everything  is  real.  The  flesh 
tones  look  like  flesh.  The  garments 
shimmer  and  glow.  You  can  tell  what 
each  individual  is  thinking.” 


He  appreciates  the  layers  of 
meaning  as  much  as  the  beautiful 
brushwork.  The  painting  depicts 
Francois  Le  Clerc  du  Trembly,  the 
Capuchin  friar  who  was  chief  adviser 
to  Cardinal  Richelieu,  de  facto  ruler  of 
France  during  Louis  Xlll’s  childhood. 
Clad  in  a  humble  robe,  he  buries  his 
nose  in  a  book  as  elegant  courtiers 
bow  before  him.  “One  thing  I  think 
Gerome  is  saying  is  that  knowl¬ 
edge  is  power,  because  he’s  just  so 


consumed,  so  deep  into  the  book,” 
Holness  says.  “But  is  he  really  reading 
something  this  deeply,  oris  he  just 
using  it  as  a  tool  to  not  pay  attention 
to  them?” 

A  musician  and  artist,  Holness 
hews  to  realism  in  his  own  paintings. 
For  several  years,  he’s  exhibited  them 
with  Opus,  a  group  of  artists  who 
guard  the  MFA  by  day.  To  Holness,  it’s 
but  one  example  of  the  manifold  tal¬ 
ents  of  the  security  team.  “We  have 


people  who  are  engineers,  lawyers, 
retired  military  personnel,  teachers, 
musicians.  We’re  the  most  diverse 
department,  with  people  coming 
from  many  different  regions  of  the 
world,  speaking  many  different  lan¬ 
guages."  He  emphasizes  the  vital  role 
they  play  not  only  in  safeguarding 
the  art,  but  in  guiding  and  welcoming 
visitors.  “One  could  call  me  a  security 
officer,"  Holness  says.  "I  refer  to  my¬ 
self  as  ambassador  of  the  arts.”

At  the  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner 
Museum,  the  first  painting  visitors 
encounter  is  often  John  Singer 
Sargent's  monumental  1882  work 
El  Jaleo.  roughly  translated  as  "The 
Ruckus."  Claiming  an  entire  wall 
on  the  ground  floor  of  Gardner's 
palace,  the  painting  gives  viewers  a 
front-row  seat  for  a  flamenco  per¬ 
formance.  For  gallery  officer  Peter 
Bass,  it  also  offers  a  master  class 
in  composition.  "You  have  a  sense 
of  balance,”  he  says,  noting  "all  the 
nice  contrasts— a  lot  of  blank  space 
combined  with  a  line  of  detail,  the 
motion  and  the  stillness,  the  lights 
and  the  blacks,  the  bit  of  color 
in  the  corner.  You  just  look  at  the 
painting,  and.  Oh!  That  works.'  And 
you  try  to  think  about  what  makes 
it  work.”  , 

His  job  provides  him  time  to 
think.  “You  can  be  very  creatively 
productive  standing  still,"  says  Bass, 
a  watercolor  painter  who's  worked 
at  the  Gardner  Museum  for  two  and 
a  half  years.  At  his  post,  he  often 
plans  out  paintings  in  his  head, 
many  of  them  city  scenes  that  find 
beauty  in  the  busy  blur  of  coffee 
shops,  the  choreography  of  pedes¬ 
trians  and  the  glow  of  streetscapes 
at  twilight. 

"I  think  a  lot  of  people  feel  like 
most  of  their  world  is  ugly.  And 
I  wonder  if  that  was  not  true  for 
people  with  disposable  income  in 
previous  centuries:  I  wonder  if,  in 
Sargent's  day,  people  felt  like  there 
were  a  lot  of  beautiful  things  in 
the  world.  So  I  spend  a  lot  of  time 
thinking  about  what  visual  imagery 
can  be  used  for,”  Bass  says.  “I  feel 
like  that's  a  big  part  of  having  a  cre¬ 
ative  career:  picking  the  right  thing 
to  focus  on."

During  the  Edo  period,  Japanese 
families  would  place  images  of 
Shoki  the  Demon  Queller  on  eaves 
and  entryways,  hoping  he  would 
guard  their  homes.  More  recently, 
Lev  McClain  has  returned  the  favor 
by  guarding  over  Shoki— or  at  least 
this  19th-century  bamboo  root 
carving  of  the  deity. 

“It’s  a  piece  I’ve  had  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  spend  a  lot  of  time  with 
over  the  years,”  says  McClain,  who 
interned  at  the  Peabody  Essex 
Museum  in  college  and  started 
working  as  a  guard  in  2005.  Today, 
he  serves  as  the  associate  director 
of  security,  maintaining  a  surveil¬ 
lance  system  that  spans  22  historic 
properties,  off-site  storage  facilities 
and  a  three-block  main  campus 
that  will  expand  come  September, 
when  a  40,000-square-foot  wing 
with  13  new  galleries  is  slated  to 
debut. 

For  McClain,  the  carving  exem¬ 
plifies  the  unique  character  of  the 
museum's  collection,  which  began 
as  a  cabinet  of  curiosities  brought 
home  by  Salem’s  19th-century  sea¬ 
farers.  But  it's  also  just  plain  cool. 
“To  have  looked  at  this  stump  of  a 
root  and  been  able  to  see  that  in  it, 
and  to  carve  it  out  while  maintain¬ 
ing  the  natural  characteristics?  It’s 
such  a  masterful  piece  of  craft."

DIANE  ★★★★  Films  like  Diane  arc  rare,  beautiful 
conundrums — so  self-assured  and  well-crafted,  they  seem  capable  of 
withstanding  any  interrogation,  and  yet  so  delicate  and  naturalistic,  their 
magic  might  slip  away  at  any  moment.  Mar}'  Kay  Place  brings  this  duality 
to  her  role  as  the  titular  Diane,  an  aging  woman  with  the  devil  on  her  back, 
in  the  narrative  feature  debut  from  documentarian  Kent  Jones  (writer/ 
director  of  the  spectacular  Hitchcock/Trnffauf).  Diane  lives  alone  in  a  small 
community  in  western  Massachusetts,  ferrying  herself  over  snow-covered 
hills  to  volunteer  at  the  soup  kitchen,  visit  dying  relatives  and  check  in  on  her 
drug-addicted  son,  Brian  (Jake  Lacy),  who  is  on  the  verge  of  relapsing  once 
more.  Although  Place  wears  a  mask  of  exhaustion  and  world-weariness 
through  it  all,  Diane  doesn’t  seem  to  have  an  inner  self — her  life  is  entirely 
devoted  to  others.  But  this  saint-like  behavior  is  at  odds  with  Diane’s  cutting 
h  umor  and  obvious  anger  and,  in  time,  the  reason  for  her  constant  state  of 
atonement  is  revealed.  The  clear-cut  narrative  of  the  film’s  first  halfblooms 
into  something  much  more  oblique,  at  times  even  surreal,  diving  into  its 
lead’s  psyche  and  exploring  the  boun  daries  between  who  w'e  are,  who  we 
were  and  who  we  will  become.  Death  looms  around  every  comer  in  Diane, 
but  Jones  is  most  interested  in  the  communities  and  unshakable  connec¬ 
tions  we  build.  The  film’s  greatest  scenes  plai  nly  depict  the  daily  small  talk, 
bickering  and  shared  secrets  between  the  women  who  surround  Diane. 
Reach  beneath  its  uncomplicated  surface,  and  you’ll  fi  nd  a  thing  of  wonder.

The  Beach  Bum  ★  ★★*/ 2  After  wrapping  on 
the  dangerous,  debaucherous  Spring  Breakers  and 
spending  six  years  sitting  in  the  Florida  sun,  it 
seems  that  Harmony  Korine  has  lost  his  edge — 
and  that  might  not  be  such  a  bad  thing.  With  his 
latest  flick.  The  Beach  Bum,  Korine  has  grown  up 
and  mellowed  out,  shifting  his  attention  inward 
to  make  perhaps  the  only  introspective  and  genu¬ 
inely  kind  film  of  his  entire  career — all  the  while 
preserving  his  idiosyncratic  directing  style  and 
penchant  forthe  bizarre.  Here,  Korine  has  lassoed 
a  wild  Matthew  McConaughey  into  playing  Moon- 
dog,  a  wandering  South  Florida  poet  with  a  heart 
of  gold  and  a  blood  alcohol  level  permanently 
hovering  around  “trashed.”  The  film  bounces 
between  Moondog’s  houseboat  on  Key  West, 
where  the  community  treats  him  like  a  poet-god, 
and  his  massive  mansion  in  Miami,  where  his  wife 
Minnie  (a  delightful  Isla  Fisher)  is  sleeping  with 
his  best  friend  Rie  (Snoop  Dogg).  When  a  not-so- 
freak  accident  forces  Moondog  to  get  his  priori¬ 
ties  in  order  and  finally  publish  his  book,  the  film

Funny  as  hell,  too — 
if  McConaughey  pushing  a  tuba  player  into  the 
harbor  doesn’t  sell  you,  Zac  Efron  as  a  coked-up 
Christian  rocker  will.  Watch  it  at  Boston  Common 
and  in  the  suburbs. 

Five  Feet  Apart  ★★  Romeo  and  Juliet,  meet 
Will  and  Stella.  Five  Feet  Apart  doesn’t  have  the 
passion  of  Shakespeare’s  classic,  but  it  traffics 
in  the  same,  now-trite  characteristics:  two  young 
lovers,  kept  apart  by  circumstances  outside 
their  control,  making  very  stupid  decisions  to  be 
together.  The  directorial  debut  from  Justin  Baldoni 
(Jane  the  Virgin )  isn’t  much  more  than  this — 
a  young- adult  tear-jerker  bogged  down  by  cliche 
and  a  lack  of  vision,  sourcing  much  of  its  material 
and  emotion  from  other  terminal  illness  romances 
like  The  Fault  in  Our  Stars.  But  at  times,  Five  Feet 
Apart  still  manages  to  be  earnest  and  charming, 
buoyed  by  a  fresh  performance  from  lead  actress 
Haley  Lu  Richardson  (Support  the  Girls,  Columbus ) 
and  an  honest  conversation  about  the  loneliness  of 
disease.  Richardson  stars  as  cystic  fibrosis  patient 
Stella  Grant,  a  bubbly,  college-age  woman  who 
keeps  a  tight  schedule  and  an  organized  medicine 
cart.  While  stuck  on  an  extended  hospital  visit, 
Stella  meets  Will  Newman  (a  groggy  Cole  Sprouse). 
The  dreamy  bad  boy  and  fellow  CF  patient  with 
zero  sense  of  self-preservation  agrees  to  let  Stella 
coach  him  through  being  a  good  patient  if  she  lets 
him  draw  her,  and  their  romance  unfolds  naturally 


from  there.  But  people  with  cystic  fibrosis  can’t 
be  within  six  feet  of  each  other  without  risking 
cross-infection,  and  with  Will  suffering  from  a 
particularly  dangerous  bacterial  infection,  getting 
close  would  be  a  death  sentence  for  them  both. 

You  probably  know  the  rest — and  you  can  either 
let  it  take  you  there,  or  save  the  tears  for  another 
time.  At  Assembly  Row,  Boston  Common,  Fenway  and 
in  the  suburbs. 

Gloria  Bell  ★  ★  ★  In  2013,  Chilean  film¬ 
maker  Sebastian  Lelio  debuted  Gloria,  an  intelli¬ 
gent,  compassionate  Spanish-language  film  about 
a  Santiago  divorcee  looking  for  love  on  the  dance 
floor.  Less  than  five  years  later,  Lelio  presents  an 
American  reimagining  of  the  same  film  starring 
Julianne  Moore  at  her  very  best.  By  extension  of 
Moore’s  lived-in  performance,  Gloria  Bell  is  just 
as  subtle  and  rewarding  as  the  original,  granting 
American  audiences  a  new  look  into  Lelio ’s  brand 
of  filmmaking  through  a  simple  story  brimming 
with  the  comedy  of  life.  The  film  closely  follows  the 
events  of  its  predecessor,  simply  transplanted  from 
Santiago  to  Southern  California.  Gloria  lives  alone 
in  an  airy  apartment,  a  sunny  idyll  save  for  one 
aggressive  neighbor  and  a  hairless  cat  that  keeps 
slipping  through  the  cracks  and  hopping  up  on  her 
kitchen  counter.  During  the  day,  she  assesses  risk 
and  reassures  clients  as  an  insurance  agent,  but 
at  night,  she  lets  loose  on  the  dance  floors  of  her 
city’s  discos.  It’s  there  that  she  meets  Arnold  (John 
Turturro),  a  gentle,  recently  divorced  owner  of  an 
adventure  park  who,  like  Gloria,  loves  to  cut  a  rug. 
As  the  pair’s  relationship  grows  and  falters,  the 
film  flirts  with  the  treacly  tropes  of  middle-aged 


renaissance  movies  such  as  Under  the  Tuscan  Sun 
and  Eat,  Pray,  Love,  but  with  all  due  respect  to 
Diane  Lane  and  Julia  Roberts,  it’s  much  too  smart 
for  any  of  that.  Instead,  Gloria  Bell  allows  room  for 
raw  and  honest  conflict,  letting  its  title  charac- 
terbypass  some  preconceived  “journey”  toward 
happiness  in  favor  of  genuine,  kinetic  living.  Af 
Coolidge  Corner  and  Kendall  Square. 

High  Life  ★  ★  ★  When  we’re  separated  from 
the  Earth  and  all  its  inhabitants,  are  we  still  ruled 
by  the  laws  of  man?  High  Life,  the  first  English- 
language  feature  from  singular  French  director 
Claire  Denis,  asks  this  question  in  all  its  possi¬ 
ble  forms.  Combining  aspects  of  horror,  sci-fi  and 
prison  drama,  the  film  is  a  challenging  puzzle  that 
even  the  most  devout  Denis  fans  may  struggle  to 
piece  together,  but  that  doesn’t  negate  its  thrill¬ 
ing,  terrifying  viewing  experience.  A  powerhouse 
Robert  Pattinson  stars  as  Monte,  the  last  surviv¬ 
ing  prisoner  on  an  eerie  research  ship  drifting 
through  space.  Yet  he’s  not  entirely  alone — 
Monte’s  daughter  Willow,  born  aboard  the  ship, 
is  teetering  by  his  side.  As  the  film  jumps  through 
time  to  explain  how  Monte  ended  up  inching 
toward  a  black  hole  with  a  child  in  tow,  it  slowly 
reveals  the  mysterious  experiments  being  con¬ 
ducted  on  the  prisoners  by  mad  scientist  Dr. 

Dibs  (Juliette  Binoche).  Scenes  of  intense, 
often  sexual  violence  are  measured  only  by  long 
stretches  of  uneasy  calm,  the  sound  editing  and 
cinematography  working  to  create  a  state  of  con¬ 
stant  anxiety.  Mia  Goth  and  Andre  Benjamin 
(yes,  Andre  3000)  are  unforgettable  in  their 
supporting  roles  as  fellow  prisoners  Boyse  and 
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TEENAGE  DREAMS  Elle  Fanning  stars  as  a  wannabe  pop  artist 

in  MaxMinghella’s  Teen  Spirit.  Photo:  LD  Entertainment  /  Bleecker  Street 


Tcherny,  bringing  humanity  and  personality  to 
an  otherwise  clinical,  hostile  environment.  Like 
a  real  journey  into  the  far  reaches  of  our  universe, 
High  Life  isn’t  for  the  faint  of  heart— proceed  with 
caution.  Watch  it  at  Kendall  Square. 

Teen  Spirit  ★  V 2  Everyone  wants  to  be  a  pop 
star,  right?  Well,  Max  Minghella  certainly  hopes 
so,  because  he  doesn’t  present  a  single  feeling  or 
motivation  for  his  lead  ingenue  throughout  all  of 
Teen  Spirit  beyond  unspecific  longing  and  bore¬ 
dom.  The  new  writer/director,  best  known  for  his 
acting  roles  in  The  Social  Network  and  The  Hand¬ 
maid’s  Tale,  is  more  interested  in  revealing  a  care¬ 
fully  cultivated  aesthetic  than  actually  saying 
something  with  his  debut,  a  musical  drama  that 
follows  the  rise  of  wallflower  singer  Violet  (Elle 
Fanning)  to  stardom  on  an  X-Factor-esque  Brit¬ 
ish  competition  show  called  Teen  Spirit.  Violet, 
a  bottle-blond  Polish  girl  from  the  Isle  of  Wight 
with  a  difficult  mother  (Agnieszka  Grochowska) 
and  a  taste  for  singing  mid-20ios  indie  hits,  is  a 
blank  canvas  onto  which  the  audience  can  ascribe 
their  wants,  desires  and  dreams.  Elle  Fanning  does 
moody  like  no  one  else,  but  her  performance,  no 
doubt  as  a  result  of  the  script,  is  frustratingly  one- 
note,  as  if  all  her  energy  went  into  her  (fine,  but 
unremarkable)  singing  and  there  was  nothing  left 
when  it  came  time  to  act.  The  arc  of  the  story — 
Violet  trains  with  a  formerly  great  opera  singer 
(Zlatko  Buric),  her  success  grows,  they  fight,  they 
make  up — has  been  done  so  many  times  before, 


you’ll  surely  recognize  every  earnest  beat.  Teen 
Idle  might  have  been  a  more  appropriate  title — 
it’s  got  wordplay,  references  a  2012  Marina  and 
the  Diamonds  song  (“I  wanna  be  a  bottle  blonde, 

I  don’t  know  why  but  I  feel  conned”)  that  would 
have  fit  nicely  with  the  film’s  weirdly  dated  indie- 
pop  soundtrack  and  doesn’t  lead  the  audience  on 
with  any  suggestion  of  “spirit.”  Watch  it  at  Boston 
Common,  Kendall  Square  and  in  the  suburbs. 

Transit  ★  ★★  An  on-the-road  tale  of  stolen  iden¬ 
tity  that’s  imbued  with  suffocating  urgency  and 
paranoia,  Transit  uses  many  of  the  conventions  of 
noir — mysterious  brunette,  dead  husbands — to 
weave  a  Kafkaesque  narrative  about  how  memory 
functions  in  the  face  of  trauma  and  political  oppres¬ 
sion.  It’s  a  winding,  complex  work,  at  times  mad¬ 
deningly  so,  but  that’s  to  be  expected  from  German 
director  Christian  Petzold,  whose  masterworks 
like  Phoenix  and  Barbara  traffic  in  the  same  lan¬ 
guage  of  doubles  and  misunderstandings.  Here, 
Petzold  adapts  Anna  Seghers’  1942  novel  about  a 
young  German  man  fleeing  a  Nazi  concentration 
camp  for  Marseilles,  but  transposes  the  events  to 
the  21st  century.  The  looming,  fascist  threat  in  the 
film  is  less  distinct,  their  motive  unclear,  but  the 
results  are  the  same:  The  persecuted  are  trapped 
by  invisible  borders,  stranded  at  ports  and  desper¬ 
ate  for  a  secure  future.  Georg  (Franz  Rogowski)  is 
among  the  refugees,  but  by  assuming  the  name  of 
a  German  writer  who  committed  suicide,  he  hopes 
to  gain  safe  passage  to  Mexico.  While  waiting  in 


Marseilles,  he  becomes  friends  with  Driss,  the  son 
of  his  late  comrade  Heinz  (Ronald  Kukulies)  who 
was  killed  during  an  escape  attempt,  and  falls  for 
the  widow  of  the  very  man  he’s  impersonating.  On 
paper,  Transit  reads  like  something  of  a  political 
thriller,  but  it’s  a  slow,  deep  burn,  with  more  inter¬ 
est  in  modernism,  human  psychology  and  borders 
than  in  big  reveals  and  well-laid  plans.  Give  it  your 
patience  and  enthusiasm,  and  you  will  be  rewarded. 
At  Coolidge  Corner  and  Kendall  Square. 

Us  ★  ★  ★  With  2017’s  breakout  horror  hit  Get 
Out,  Jordan  Peele  cemented  himself  as  the  writer/ 
director  to  watch,  his  acerbic  wit  and  mind  for 
brilliant  visual  metaphors  combining  to  make  the 
world  love  smart,  social  horror  once  more — even 
while  it’s  telling  us  to  look  in  the  mirror.  With  his 
sophomore  film  Us,  Peele  raises  the  looking  glass 
to  our  eyes  yet  again,  this  time  inviting  us  to  pass 
through  it  and  discover  a  netherworld  we’ve  long 
tried  to  ignore.  Part  home -invasion  horror,  part 
Twilight  Zone  mystery-thriller,  Usfollows  Adelaide 
Wilson  (a  remarkable  Lupita  Nyong’o)  as  she  returns 
to  the  seaside  town  where  she  suffered  a  traumatic 
event  as  a  child.  Soon  after  she  and  her  husband 
Gabe  (Winston  Duke)  arrive  with  their  children 
Jason  (Evan  Alex)  and  Zora  (Shahadi  Wright 
Joseph),  their  summer  home  is  besieged  by  vengeful, 
jumpsuit-wearing  doppelgangers.  Unfortunately, 
the  film  that  follows  is  not  as  clear  or  incisive  as  Get 
Out—  it  introduces  so  many  ideas  that  it  can  be  dif¬ 
ficult  to  focus.  But  it’s  fascinating  to  watch  those 
ideas  emerge,  contort  and  dance  around  on  screen, 
even  if  they  don’t  always  come  together  to  form  a 
cohesive  story.  Like  its  predecessor,  Us  makes  you 
laugh  and  ruminate  more  than  scream,  but  that’s 
certainly  Peek’s  point.  When  you’re  not  marveling 
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at  the  acting  abilities  of  Nyong’o,  you’ll  be  spinning 
your  wheels  trying  to  put  together  a  puzzle  that  can’t 
be  solved.
